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INTRODUCTION. 



We believe there was much truth in the remark we once notioed in an article of the 
Atheneum, " that every copy sold of a Continental Hand-Book becomes a misabnary . • 
in the work of civilization, and in the promotion of good fellowship among natioxw. 
With an annual issue of many thousands of these Souvenirs, suggesting and recaUiog 
the wonderful, the magnificent, and the beautiful, existing throughout Europe, — ^who shall . 
say that the cause of peace is not materially promoted? Each hand-book is a standing^ 
memento of its blessings and advantages. 

The compilation, however, of a good guide-book is not the easiest of tasks, if any- 
thing more is attempted than a mere monotonous parrot-like repetition of what is 
known, and has been said in a hundred ways. 

How to hit a fortunate medium between not being over garrulous, and yet sufficiently 
suggestive, — ^how, in fact, to lead every one to explore for himself^ indicating sufficiently 
what is worthy to be explored, — ^how to discriminate between the valuable and tho 
valueless, — ^are aims of a good guide-book. 

But after all the help which hand-books can afford, the pleasure of foreign travel are 
in a great measure dependent on the intelligence and information which the traveller 
carries with him. Every thing, both in nature and in art, as well at home as abroadi 
is pretty much a prize or a blank as we draw it ourselves. 

Tho briefest du*ectory is an ample guide for eyes and ears that can see and hear, 
whilst the most diffuse instructions may be too brief for the blind and the de&L 

There are two points whence countries may be viewed — their high-waj^ and their 
bye-ways. Along the former flow the great concourse of travellers, and the main 
volume of observation. It would be difficult to find a continental high road, or line of 
ordinary route not thoroughly developed, and of which each object is not amply discussed 
in guide-book, tour, or joumaL Kot so with the bye-ways, which are as it were tha 
veins of a country, wherein life moves, and the character of its real constitution can be 
best tested. There is much, very much, to be seen, especially of scenery and sights on 
tho high road, but though the scenery may, the society, manners, morals, habits, and 
character of a country do not, lie on the highwa3rs. Unfortunately we are prone to build 
general opinions on our railway train views and table d*hdte experiences. 

The tourist, who excursionizcs for a few weeks in a foreign country, feels it almost essen- 
tial to the character and dignity of a traveller, to import a settled coda oC Qk\Ksc£s».«sQ^ 
the manners, morals, minds, politics, and axta, &d<efi<Cj^ «a^. "VaSuKt^toai^ iSNSsssSaKisBssk^ 
and commerce of the people and empire, whoie \u|^xoei3A «aiSL\MAs3ia^^»'Oowaa''^ 
Jbjr his observation. 
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And yet of all travellen the Englishman, who comes abroad for the first time, is the 
least likely to give an3rthing more than superficial opinions on what he sees, hears, or 
learns, in a flying visit from one end of Europe to the other. 

Too often the grand business of a nu^ority of the English out of England is eating; 
there is no doubt they carry a mighty stomach with them eveiywhere. If the climate 
is hot, it exhausts them and they must recruit ; if cold, they get hungry with astonishing 
celerity, the air is so keen and bracing— change of air, change of scene, change of diet, 
the excitement of moving from place to place, the clatter of a new language— every 
thing contributes to this one end ; as if the sole aim and business of travelling was to 
get an appetite. 

Another remarkable trait in their character, is their dissatisfaction with almost every 
thing abroad, and their freezing hauteur and unsociable bearing even towards their 
fellow countrymen. 

The Englishman on his first visit to the Continent is quite out of his clement. He 
misses the unmistakeable cookery, the rugs and carpets, the order, decorum, the wealth 
and its material sturdiness. He comes out of his fogs and sulphurous atmosphere of his 
sea-coal fires, into a laughing climate. 

His ears are stunned with songs and music from morning till night; every face he 
meets is lighted up with enjoyment This lightness of the heart, joined to the lightness 
of the atmosphere, produces that open-air festivity and community of enjoyment which 
makes the taciturn heavy hypocondriacal man stare. He is used to think of taxes — ^but 
the people of the Continent are not bowed down by sm old man at their backs in the 
shape of a glorious National Debt. 

The fundamental error of the travelling English consists in bringing their English 
feelings, and grievances, and modes,with them abroad, instead of leaving them behind, to 
be taken care of with their pictures and frimiture. 

You can detect an Englishman abroad by that repulsion of manner which covers him 
over like a frost-work, and within the range of which nobody can enter >vithout being 
bitten with cold. His sense of superiority freezes the very air about him ; you would 
think he was a statue of ice, or a block dropped from a glacier of the loftiest Alps. It 
would be as easy for the sun to thaw the eternal peak of the snowy Jung-frati, as for 
any ordinary warmth of society to melt that wintry man into any of the cordial 
courtesies of intercourse. 

The same thing that happens upon a great scale in political affairs is illustrated in a 
minor way in the intercourse of travellers. Our social tariff mnounts almost to a prohibi' 
turn. We are as reluctant to open our mouths or our ears, as we were to open our porta, 
and have as profound a horror of foreign vivacity and communicativeness, as we had of 
foreign com before the potatoe fomine. 

We have a similar difficulty in relaxing our manners. The bulk of our continental 
travellers enter an hotel with as much severity and suspicion in their looks, as if they 
wished to produce the very thing mentioned by the author of Zig-Zag travels. 

" Inn keepers, he says, are in some degree what travellers make them. You arrive, 
hau^ty, exacting, surly, placing between you and your host the immense distance which 
separates the rich gentleman from the miserable official. The nature of the contract 
between you is thus established by yourself; service, alacrity, and respect, 
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appear in due course in the bill, which you think extravagant, and which you 
pay with anger. 

♦'You arrive, good-natured, considerate, without noise or bustle; you treat your host 
like a man whose attention and whose good graces are personally agreeable to you; 
whose respectful manner is to be acknowledged but not paid for ; he gives all these but 
does not sell them ; your bill stripped of all false charges is found reasonable, and you 
pay it with pleasure. People are occasionally met with who speak ill of all inns f 
these are individuals, whom with more justice, all inns could speak ill of.'* 

When a Frenchman, or an Italian, comes to England, he brings his sunshine with 
him, when an Englishman goes to France or Italy, it is said he cannot leave his fogs 
behind him. He is apt to think everything wrong which does not happen to harmonize 
with his usages, without making allowances for the difference of habits and modes of 
life. But it ought to be remembered that some national traits may jar with our customs, 
and yet harmonise perfectly with the general characteristics and necessities of other»-* 
and that many of the very traits we desiderate in them would be totally irreconcilable 
with the whole plan of their society— ^perhaps even with their climate, which firequently 
exercises an influence that cannot be averted over society itself. 

It "is surprising, however, how a little knocking about in steam-boats, and railways 
shakes a man out of his sluggish thonghts and opaque humors. It is the best of all 
constitutional remedies for mind and body, although it acts but slowly on the whip-cord 
nerves of the English ; it is good for the brains and the stomach ; it invigorates the 
imagination, loosens the blood, and makes it leap through the veins with redoubled and 
healthy action. 

There is nothing in this leveling world of ours, which so effectually annihilates con- 
ventional respectability, as the modem mode of travelling— in which speed and safety 
are rightly judged to be valuable compensations for state and seclusion. The French- 
man avails himself of this advantage, to observe the habits and manners of the nations 
he visits — ^but our countrymen are generally too shy and too exclusive — too fearful of 
unwittingly compromising themselves, by contact with persons not quite up to their 
standard of gentility, to encourage conversation, or court the society of foreigners. 

If they can only overcome this restraint no man abandons himself so utterly to the 
eharms of this mode of travelling as an Englishman, once he allows himself to give 
way to it. Observe with what curiosity he peers into shop windows and bazaars ; with 
what vivacity he hunts through royal parks and palaces, to collect gossip for the table 
dlidte ; how he climbs lofty steeples and boasts of his lungs ; what a dinner he makes 
amidst a bewildering chaos of provocatives ; showing very plainly that the previous 
restraint was contrary to his real character, and he is much more happy when he throws 
it off— proving that there is nothing like a plunge into new worlds of human faces for 
the recovery of youth, with all its giddy joys and airy fallacies. The only difficulty is 
to get him to make this plunge. Instead of running wild and joyous amongst the 
people of the Continent, and giving free vent to his pleasure-seeking feelings, he 
generally takes umbrage at everything. 

He goes to an Hotel and orders a private dinner in a room, fljijajt^j— ^ask^Boafc A«*>^=s«^^'*«- 
ness being offended at the indiscriminate cmah. oi ihft «a2!\ft\ inss^^^* ^ . x«tigd 

But when he has overcome this FepugQanoe, and T««>tiS!fl«A.\jasa»^ ^ V^ca^^sss^ 
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cnfltom on the Gontinent, no man enjoye it better than he does ; and it ii iimii«in| r to 
hear hun direct yonr attention to " its magnificence," " the regal splendour with which 
it k Mt out and ai^idnted; ** '* how brilliantly it is lighted np, gilt, and drapened with 
orimtal ponqp ; " "the dinner served and laid oat with exquisite taste;" ** the manner 
in whidi the companj^de in, no&MleBaly, and gracefully take their places;" '^persons 
of ervry dasa— from the Blarquis to the negodant; nobleman and commoner, with 
thflir fiuiiilies ; military and dvilians of all professions. All observing the stnctest 
propriety and nuumen of the beet tone of the Ughest society.'* 

Wm is quite oorxect Moreover, from this usage, which we deprecate so much 
beeanae it infringes iqxm our digidty and snUamiPis, a manifest advantage is gained, 
in Um piractical education of men for any intercourse with general society to which they 
may be called. Nor is it of less Talue in oonAEring upon them that ease and self- 
poflsetnon and versatile command of topics, for which the people of the Continent are so 
much more distingnishpid than our own countiTmen. 

Eew English (Lady Blessington observes) shine in conversation with the French. 
There is a lightness and brilliancy, asortof touchandgo, if Imaysajso, in the latter, 
aeldom, if ever, to be acquired by Englishmen. Never dwelling long on any subject, 
and rarely entering profoundly into it, they sparUe on the surface with great dexterity, 
bringing wit, gaiety, and tact into play. 

CSonversation is, with the French, the aim and object of sodefy. All enter it ptepand 
to take a part 

Nevertheless (the same writer adds) there is a rqpose in the society of dever and 
refined Englishmen to be met with in no other — the absence of all attempts to shine; 
the mfldnciw of manners, the low voices, the freedom from any flattery, &c, are peculiar- 
ities which Lady Blessington naivdy observes, " have a great charm £er me.** 

The tone of sodety at Paris is very agreeable. A strict observance of deferential 
respect icom the men towards the women, and the entire freedom from those marked 
attentions engrossing conversations, and from that fiuniliarity of manner often permitted 
in England, gives to Parisian sodety in the high drdes an au: of greater dignity and 
deconnn. 

A Ftendi woman talks wdl on every subject Her talent in this art is daily exerdsed, 
and consequently becomes perfected; while an English woman, with more various and 
iolid frttaiiimflntH, razdy, if ev«r, arrives at the ease andsdf-possessioin— <» confidence— 
which would enable her to bring the treasures with which her mind is stored into play. 
An English woman, more concentrated in her feelings as well as in her pursuits, sddom 
devotes tJie time given by French women, to the superficial acquirements of a versatility 
of knowledge, which, though it enables them to converse fluently on various sulgects, 
they would dread entering on unless well versed. This does not, however, detractfrom 
a talent, or art (for art it may be called), that renders sodety in France not only ao 
brffliaot but agreeable, and which is attended with the salutary efflbct of banishing the 
iU-natined observatUms and personal remarks, whidi too often supply the place of mom 
harmless topics with us.) 

Fran tiiis descriptive contrast observable in the higher drdes of sodeiy in Eng^d 
and in France, a compariaon between the characteristic peculiarities of the two capitals 
win be natural and interesting. 
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Th« improveoiexits Tiiiich aie being ourried out in the French ca|kital are on a scale ao 
vast, and of a ^lyfifi— to mnaiiaUe, both In an arohitectonJ and political point of 
TiBir, that tiM fillowiBg hM akotdi ivIU form an appropriate pre&oe to oar descrip ttoQ 
of Paxil. 

These improvements and works were midertaken to find em^ojmentfor the wockmea 
of 6ie metropolii and its enTitons. 

At the present rapid rate of co n s t r u olion HireB or four yean only wQl be required for 
their completion ; and by that time the p res ent government hopes to have so far conso- 
lidated its power, as to be able to dbpense with tliese means of pfsserving peace in the 
capitaL 

It is not in Paris alone that this eomrse is being pnrsned. In most of the great 
mimicipal towns of France, cathedrals, churches, or pnblic buildings are being restored, 
or new drardies or municipal buildings erected. 

Not a small proportion of all this immense outlay is bdng devoted to the church. 
Large sums are being expended throughout France in restoring the ecclesiastical edifices. 

By this means, what the municipalities are obliged to pay is made to serve the double 
purpose— first, of buying the favour of the dergy ; and secondly, of buying the support 
of the Ouvriers. Most of these works are as admirable as they are splendid and costly : 
for instanoe, a railway is bdng carried, at an immense expense entirely round Paris, 
and so constructed that it will unite all the metropolitan lines of railway together, so 
that in a few months a passenger will be able to take his seat in the train at Boulogne, 
or Calais, and proceed to Bordeaux or Strasbuig without changing the caniage at all. 

Two magnificent streets are being made through some of the most populous parts of 
Paris. One, which is already open for traffic, extends from the gardens of the TuHeries 
for a mile in a strait line along the Tuilleries and the Louvre, to the front of the Hotel 
deTiUe. 

The houses on each side, are palaces of six and seven stories in height, and built of 
a beautifnl white stone. The ground floors will form magnificent shops, the upper 
stories some of the noblest houses in Paris. When this street is completed it will form 
<NEie line of palaces, of about a mile and a half in length, from the Place de la Concorde 
to the front (^ the Hotel de Yille. 

The other street wHl also be very handsomie— beginning at the Hotel de Yille it crosses 
tiie Boulevards to the Strasborg railway station ; this street will be planted with trees. 

All the houses which fbrmeriy incumbered the Place de Carousel and shut out the 
view of the Louvre from the TuiUeries have been pulled down, and the original plan of 
the two palaces is being at length carried out in idl its splendour. The wing of the 
Tuilleries facing the river has been entirely restored, while the outer wing, which forms 
one side of a great part of tlie Boe de Bivoli, is being built in the most magnificent and 
BoUd manner, with massive stone walls, and in many parts with stone arched roofik 
In two years, or before the Great Exhibition of 1855 is opened, if nothing happen te 
interrapt the works, the Louvre and the Tuilleries will form one splendid palace, and 
will endose the grandes square in Europe. 

The interior of tiie Louvre has been restored Kod moi^ Cjot^«Rfo^7 ^waot^^sA.. K^^^^ 
treasures hare been re-arranged, and although. thjB <iL»a«aafta.\.v»i^ Va xitoN. 'S^'^ v> «tfssa«**^ 
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as in tho Berlin Gallery^a great step has been made in the last four years, to present a 
history of arts, hy arranging the school in a somewhat more chronological sequence. 

The qna3rs are being completely finished and put in order, so as to make them worthy 
gf the palaces which stand upon them ; and several of the oldest of the stone bridges 
are being completely rebuilt. 

The Cathedral of Notre Dame, the exquisite chapelle called La Sainte Chapelle, and 
other churches have been, or are being carefully restored within and without; the 
Pantheon has been newly decorated, and converted into a splendid church ; the Dome 
of the Invalides is to be re-gilt ; and the interior of the church (which corresponds to our 
Chelsea Hospital) has been lavishly decorated, to make it worthy to be the shrine of 
Napoleon's tomb ; and beneath the dome the tomb itself is nearly completed : what that 
wHl be under the finishing touch of his nephew. Napoleon III., may be imagined ! 

In addition to these national works there is one which promises to be not less mag- 
mficent or costly, and which to Englishmen ought to be the most pleasing, as it is 
certainly the most flattering of all, namely, the vast palace erecting for the Exhibition 
of 1855. 

This remarkable building, which is intended to remain as one of the grandest palaces 
of Paris, is being built entirely of stone in the most solid and substantial manner, and, 
oousideriug the materials, of extraordinary dimensions. It is between 800 and 900 feet 
long, by about 400 feet broad. The walls are a long series of massive arches rising above 
one another, each arch being intended to form one great window of glass. 

Each long side is broken by a great building, which projects some distance, and con- 
tains one of the principal arched entrances, and the offices and apartments for the 
superintendents and officers of the Exhibition. The building promises to be a noble 
palace. It is admirably situated on the left side of the great avenue leading to the 
Arc de Triomphe, about half way between the Triumphal Arch and the Tuilleries. 

These extensive improvements and embellishments will render Paris the most splendid 
dty in the world ; science and art, and apparently inexhaustible resources of money, 
accomplishing artificially what nature has done for some of the beautiful cities in Italy 
and along the shores of the Mediterranean. 

And thus the Anglo-Saxon of the other hemisphere may still be expected to expatiate 
in the highest eulogistic terms of the capital of France, to the disparagement of London. 
Even our own provincial countrymen re-echo the r^roach against their own metro- 
polis — alleging, however, that it cannot be otherwise, while our Minister of Public 
Works knows nothing about architecture, and that nearly all our national works aio 
merciless jobs 

The Author of the Classical tour through Italy accounts for this in a more generous 
spirit. 

I feel some regret, he observes, in being obliged to acknowledge that the metropolis 
of the British Empire, though the first city of Europe for neatness, convenience, and 
cleanliness, is yet inferior to most capitals in architectural embellishments. This defect 
is owing in a great degree to the nature of the materials of which it is formed, as brick 
is ill calculated to receive the graceful forms of an Ionic Volute, or a Corinthian Acanikut; 
while the dampness of the climate seems to preclude the possibility of applying stucco 
U> ihe Axtemal parts with oermanent Advantage. Bei^des, some blame may justly be 
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attributed to architects, who either know not, or neglect the roles of proportion and the 
models of antiquity ; and in edifices, where no expense has been spared, often display 
splendid instances of wasteless contrivance and of grotesque ingenuity. But it is to be 
hoped that the industry and the taste of the British nation will ere long triumph orer 
this double obstacle, — ^inspire artists with genius, teach even bricks to emulate marble, 
and give a becoming beauty and magnificence to the seat of government and the capital 
of so mighty an empire. Augustus found Kome of brick and in his last moments 
boasted that he left it of marble. May not London hope at length to see its Augustus. 

But if our "Minister of Public Works" cannot accomplish this by decrees^we can 
refer with satisfaction to the modem works of national importance constructed in all 
parts of the United Kingdom, by private capital and skill, and what this as already 
done in " Public "Works" on the Continent "We are reconciled to these drawbacks by 
other considerations. Much as we admire the genius of Stevenson, of a Barry, a Paxton, 
Watt, and justly proud as we may be of the people's palace at Sydenham, we are prouder 
of the "great facts" enumerated by the Author of Paris re-visited. 

If England, he remarks, was not among the earliest to distinguish herself in the Fine- 
Arts, we must derive some consolation under the reproach of this, from the circumstance 
that reli^on was reformed of its most absurd superstitions, and political tyranny was 
chequed and controlled among us for some hundreds of years before any of our neigh- 
bours stirred in these public undertakings which are surely not insignificant. Literature, 
being essential to the deliverance of the human mind and tiie elevation of human feelings, 
was always sedulously attended to in England; and in regard to it she has no reason to 
blush either for her want of taste or want of power. 

Painting and Sculpture certainly lagged behind, and it would be easy enough to 
account for their lateness, in a way that would rather prove it to reflect credit than 
dishonour on the minds of the people ; but it is not necessary to say anything invidious of 
two elegant arts. When the accomplishment of great public duties, involving gallant 
enterprises, had afforded a fair opportunity for relaxation, — ^whenthe process of thoughtful 
enquiry, and the fiery trials of conflict and disputation, had issued in the settlement of a 
substantial fabric of public strength, freedom, and opulence, — when the useful having 
been pretty generally attained, the merely-agreeable might be safely cultivated, England 
evinced neither a want of taste or talent for elegant imitation. Beynolds, Hogarth, 
and Wilson, are names which suggest high degrees (some of them the highest) of 
almost all the variety of excellence belonging to painting. 

London is certainly deficient in elegancies of architecture, though less so than common 
report declares, in consequence of the little parade that is made there of anything we 
have. Our palaces are very mean and clumsy ; and as they are the first objects to 
which a foreigner looks, he seldom looks beyond them, being satisfied that they would 
be elegant if any of our buildings were so. But he Hi-understands England, he must 
turn to what has been done by private wealth or popular spirit, by commercial prosperity 
or public charity, for her most magnificent displays ; — her sovereigns have seldom had 
it in their power to build even a cottage but subject to the severest questioning. ^ Tha 
point to be settled is, which is most honourable to a coxHofcr^'aVAa'^ ^» wj -aRjQc&c^ ^ 
its gcsneral character, the eiyoyment of public "Mbecty, cxsBKaa\si%^ ^-isJcK^^s^^t^Oosi 
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autliofHiMi of IIm atate, or the onetloa of sadi bewitiftil palaoes, as thoae which the 
BonrboBS gave to their fkyoarilm. 

In eondnsioD, we -woold ezpreii the hope, that idifle Engtand fmnlatw Ranee in all 
that appertains to the Fine Arts, and the sciences, and her Ednrational Institutions, for 
an ebuues of her people, France may be able to emnlate Old F«ngi«nd in her f^orions 
Institatlons of dyO andreUgions government, so that in conne of time, moving onwards 
mde by dde in the march of civilization, rival competitora in the Arts of Peace, the 
simUaiity in thcor institutions, shall exercise saeh an iiTfi^ff?cA over the minds of both 
people, tiiat it shall be impossible to disturb their fkiendl j and commeieial relationship, 
to "exhume" old animosities, and mnch less to revive a warlike disposition between 
two nations^ who now, lor almost the first time in their histories, appreciate the advantar 
fBfl of a sincere " Bntente Cordiale," of an aBianee bringing England and France "side 
by side in Peace or War;** and that nnder the reign of a Napoleon, whose conduct in 
this respect is alike honourable to his fadings and to his Qharacter. 



PEACTICAL INSTEUCnONS TO THE TRAVELLER. 

In drawing up the following instructions, it has been presumed that the traveller 
will have provided himself with Bradshamfa ConHnerOal BaUuxxy Gvidej as IndispeDsabie 
to railway travelling on the Continent ; and reference is, therefore, made frequently to 
that book, in order to avoid unnecessary repetition here. As extensions of the railway 
83r8tem cause alterations in the nxmiber of the pages of that book, from time to time, 
where a reference is made to a particular page, if the information required is not found 
there, it will probably be on one of the acyoiniog pages. 

1. What should bb done in London— PAsspoirm—MoirBT — Luooaqe.— The 
first thing the traveller must see about is his passport, for which ample instmetions are 
found at pp. 19-22 of Bradshaio'a ContineiUdl Guide, Mr. W. J. Adams, our London 
agent, will answer any inquiries on this head, or take the necessary steps to procure a 
passport for those who desire it. 

2. MoN£nr.~See pp. 23-5 of Bracbhmo's Continmtal Gmde^ and the table below. 
Bank-notes are negociable in some of the principal towns, and sovereigns are received ; 
but the best plan is to change your English money into French napoleons at a re- 
spectable money-changer's at London or in France ((^anffeur), English gold, however, 
wffl pass anywhere (silver is useless), so will the louis d'or or napoleon, and the five- 
ftino piece. As to expenses, 10s. to 20s. per head per day may be allowed. Hie latter 
amn will cover all charges of living in the best hotds, and travelling by first dass xall- 
my and the best places in the coach. In tlie country inns board and lodging msy be 
tad for 6 francs to 10 francs a-day. Living is so cheap in Brittany, that *Nimrod' Bt^s 
• Mm may Hve there like a prince on £60 to £100 »-year ; but, of course, at a 
ef mar/ English comfbr(9. 
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8. LnoGAGS Aia> Dbess. — ^The less luggage you take the better. A carpet-bag !• 
enough, -with half-a-dozen shirts, two pairs of socks, and as few other things as possible. 
The sodES shomd be woollen or worsted, which may be bought as you go, throwing the 
irom-out ones away. Brown, gray, or dark dtesses are fitted fbr men or ladies ; and as 
to the style, let it be simple. A Hght overcoat, and an umbrella for a stick are easentiaL 
Soap ib not common, and being cliarged in the bills abroad, you should provide your- 
aelf with a stock before tamng up your quarters. The pedestrian should, of course, put 
m a stout pair of doublo-soled shoes, and wear gaiters, especially as the roads are more 
dusty than ours. Where shoes chafe in walking, take a sheet of writing paper, grease 
it over, and wrap it roimd the foot^ezt the skin. Good knapsacks may be got abroad. 

4. Letiebs. — The traveller wHl find it convenient 'to have Iiis letters addressed to 
him to the " Poste Bestante," in the yarioua towns at which he expects to bet Tliey 
wiU be delivered on the passport being shewn, or, in some cases — as Paris, for instance 
—the name-card only is required. There are now two posts daily (one in the morning 
and the other in the evening) leaving London for France. All letters for France go 
through the London post-office, and for the morning mail [must be in the London 
office before 7 45 a.m., and the evening mail before six p.m. The timo required for con- 
Teying them to any part of France can be ascertained by reference to Bmdshaw's Con" 
HaeiUal BaUway Guide^ and in yery little more than this time the traveller may expect 
them at their appointed place. 

5. Wat to obt to Fbahgb, aitd LionxDra thbbb. — See pp. 140-1 of Bradshau^B 
Coniinenial Gvide, from which the ibllowing is extracted : — 

a. Calais Route. — ^London to Paris direct, vid Dover and Calais, 346 miles, in 12} 
hours, viz. : — Departure from London for Dover (1st class only) at 8 30 p.m,; arrival at 
DoTer 11 15 p.m.; departure from Dover 11 SO p.m.; arrival at Calais 2 a.m,; arriral 
at Paris 10 a.m. (Seepage 80, Route 10, of Hand Book; and read ^ descr^fUone m an 
inverted order back to page 21). Through tickets, 61s. There are 26 miles only of sea 
by this route, which in the old coach days took 58 to 60 hours between London and 
Paris. By tibe direct train the luggage is examined only on arrival at Paris. Another 
direct train (let and 2nd dass) starts at 8 10 a.»»., reaching Dover at 11 a.m., Calais 
at 8 p.m.i and Paris at 11 5 p.tf^ through tickets, 61s. and 43s. 9d. Travellers for 
Marseilles, on landing at Boulogne or Calais, should have their passports viai for that 
place direct, to save delay at Paris ; they will receive a provisional passport for 8 francs. 
The station, refreshment room, and douane at Calais are dose to the quay. Two depar- 
tures from Calais for Dover daily. Calais may be also reached by the General Steam 
Navigation Company's steamers, direct fixwn London Bridge Wharf, twice a-week, in 9 
to 10 hours. Fares 12s. and 8b. 

6. Boulogne Route.— London to Paris direct in about 12 hours, by South Eastern 
Bailway and Packets from Folkestone, according to tide. (See pp. 35-6, RotOe 12; and 
nod backj. Through tickets, 51s. 6d. and 87s. Or by General Steam ITavigation 

Compan3r's boats four times a-week, direct from London Bridge Whaif^ in 10 hours. 
Fares, 12s. and 8s.; or through, 81s. and 22s. 

c. Dieppe Route. — Diiect, in 12 to 15 hours, by Brv^\Au'9i»^'^vvj^ tXwwoKt 
Kewhaven to Dieppe, according to tide, and xaalway \o "B^uca. mA. ^ws^* ^?«* 
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12-13, Route 2 ; andread back). About 72 miles of sea passage. Through fares, 283. & 203. 

d. Havre Route. — Bj South Western Railway to Southampton, steam to Havre, 
and railway to Rouen and Paris (seepp, 10-12, Route 1 ; and read back); or by steamer 
direct from London Bridge Wharf, every Sunday and Thursday. Through fares, 288. 
and 208. N.B. — Steamer only three times a-week ; sea passage, 102 miles. 

e. Dunkirk Route. — ^By steamer direct fh)m Irongate Wharf, two or three times 
a week, in about twelve hours. Fares 10s. and 7s. (See pp. 38-9, Route 14). 

In addition to what is here stated, you may take the route to Jersey from South- 
ampton or Newhaven ; thence to Avranches, Granville, St. Malo ; and through Brit- 
tany to Nantes, &c. Before you land at a French port, make up your mind as to the 
hotel you choose, as, by so doing, you secure to yourself the services of the porter 
of that hotel directly you land, and are saved annoyance from the touters who crowd 
at the landing. No baggage, except it may be a small parcel, or a carpet bag, (if at 
night) is tUl(^ed to be taken ashore by the passengers, but is detained at the Douano 
(custom-house), where you may clear it yourself or pay a porter (comndssUmnaires^ as 
they are called) to clear it. 

Your passport is taken from you at the Douane, and a provisional passport given you 
instead, which will take you on to Paris. Or if you make a stay of a day or two at the 
port, you apply for the provisional pass on leaving it This you may do through the 
commissionnaire, who will also clear your baggage. It is much better in either case to 
make use of such an agent, who will for a franc or two take all the trouble off your 
hands, and save much bother and loss of time. The regular charge when you clear 
is, per package, 7 sous (3^d.) if under lOIb., 14 sous from 10 to 560)., 1 franc above that 
weight ; every package being charged, so that the fewer you have the better. For car- 
riage to the hotel you pay a porter 50 cents (5d.) for the first package, and 25 cents for 
each of the others. When leaving a French port for England, a permis d'embarquement 
may be had at the Douane one hour before the steamer starts, or between one and three 
p.in. when she leaves at night. Once on board you cannot go ashore again without 
special permission. You may bring back, free of duty, a pint of spirits, and half-pint of 
eau-de-Cologne. By a new arrangement, luggage direct to London, by some of the 
trdns on the South Eastern Railway, is not examimed at Dover or Folkestone, but at 
the London Bridge station. Luggage, also, in Steamers from abroad, is examined by 
the officer on board, between Gravesend and London. 

6. LrvDfG IN Franck. — ^When you go to an inn choose your bed at once, au prt- 
mier, au second^ au troisQme^ &c., on the 1st, 2nd, or 3rd story ; the higher stories being 
the cheapest. In your bed room, if you desire it, there is no objection to your taking 
tea and seeing your friends, if you have not a private sitting room. It is not indispensa- 
ble that you take your meals in the hotel, though it may be advisable to do so as often 
as convenience will permit. At other times you may find a cafe or restaurant desirable 
for eating or drinking, and there is often one of these attached to good hotels in Paris 
and other large cities in France. To make the most of your time for sight-seeing, two 
meals a-day may suffice, a good breakfast to start with, and a dinner at the end of it. 
Frenchmen seldom make more than two regular meals. If you. come back to the table 
dhdte (ordinary), kept at every hotel at a fixed hour, and at a charge of from 3 to 5 
francs), you may safely trust yourself to the landlord who presides. The courses 
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are something in this order, soap (potage); homUiy or the meat from which the soup 
made; veal or some made dish; fish (poisson); poultry (volaiUe)i cutlets; vegetables, 
jBeparatelyl; roast meat; pastry (pdiisserie) ; then fruit, biscuits and cheese. Coffee 
and liqueurs are a separate charge. The drink is vin ordinaire (common wine), 
a bottle of which is tuualhf included in the charge for dinner. Few dishes in Fraof"^ 
require a knife. Servants are paid in the bill, 1 to 1} franc a day for each person • 

If you order a dinner at an hStel or restaurant, order a * diner k la fran^ais,' or at so 
much a-head ; as a * diner It deux francs et demi 2| francs),' * diner k trois or quatre francs 
(3 or 4 francs),* &c.; or call for the bill of fare (carte) and choose for yourself, out of a 
list of 100 or 200 dishes, filling a respectable volume. Coffee houses &c., where you may 
smoke in the large towns are called estammet$ ; common wine and eau de vie (brandy) 
are sold at the cabarets. Where you make a stay at any place, the cheapest plan of 
living, is to take a furnished room at a private house or hotel (kdtel garm^ or maison 
meubUe You may get them at all prices ; the furniture is much more simple than in 
England Have a written agreement, signed by both parties, with an inventory of 
every article, however trifling, and if advisable, a stipulation that the landlord pays the 
furniture tax (levied in November). 

Servants are engaged by the month ; but it is most economical to hire one to come 
a little while every day to your lod^gs, and to bring meals from the nearest traiteuir 
(cook-shop), who will regularly send you his bill of fare to choose from, and supply hot 
dishes at any hour you please. This convenient arrangement is very common in 
France. If you want to examine any town &c. in a hurry, the best thing is to hire a 
laquais de place, at 5 or 6 francs a day (finding himself), to act as a guide and servant. 

When travelling, " a pair of leather sheets may be placed beneath the seat cushions, 
as a precaution against damp beds, which however, are seldom met with in Franco or 
Itxily. Essence of ginger is an useful stimulant ; and a tea-spoonful in a cup of tea, on 
arriving after a day's journey, is very refreshing. Those who are in weak health, and 
travellers in general, should eat very sparingly of animal food on a journey, as it tends 
to produce heat and flushing. Black tea is one of the most useful articles travellers can 
be provided with, as it is seldom good in small towns or at inns on the road." (Edwin. 
Lee, Compamon to the Continent ; a most useful Hand Book for the invalid). 

As to personal demeanour, it is scarcely necessary to add, that civility and kindnesr 
win procure a welcome anywhere. * One touch of nature makes the whole world kin,' 
says the poet. Always carry your passport about with you; * Je suis Anglais ' (I am 
an Englishman), and the production of this document, wiU gain you admission to almost 
every public exhibition. Where the authorities (gendarmes, &c.) ask for explana- 
tion, be ready to give it with temper and openness. The smallest official abroad parti- 
cipates in the cares of government, and assumes in consequence a very dignified air when 
dealing with a stranger ; but do not mind this, touch your hat (this goes a great way 
indeed with every native you speak to) and answer him as politely as if he were the 
Prefet de Police. Above all things do not trouble your head about French politics. 

In returning to England it will be necessary to get back the passport -^VsxtJck. ^^^ 
exchanged for the passe provisoire at the port you touc^^ftX^ «isA.\}DL«as»%«QN. ^xj^Nft 
Paris.

7. Railwats, Diliobiicbs, 4bo. A full list of Railways is given in Bradshaw^s 
CoHtmmtkd Omdt, and ihey are so deariy maiked by the black hne down the page in this 
Hand Book Ihat it is useless to say much abont them here. The map shews that daily 
all the important localities in Fnmce are brooght into commnnication with Paris and 
with eadi other. A system is projected for uniting Bordeaux, Toulouse, Perigueux, 
Gtermont, Marseilles, and Lyons, in the south and most hilly part of the kingdom. 

About 2,820 miles are laid down, while £ngland and Wales have about 6,000 miles. The 
•arliest railways were those firom Paris to St Germains, and firom Lyons to St Etienne ; 
both constrocted in 1837. The longest direct line fh>m the capital is that to Bordeaux 
(<q^ed thronghout June, 1853), a distance of 360 miles ; but from Calais down to Bor- 
deaux, there is now a direct line of 596 miles ; that from Nantes to Strasbourg is a 
little less, 582 miles. (Plymouth to Aberdeen is 664 miles; Bordeaux to Vienna, 
MO0miles> 

The traffic is carefully parcelled out to each line, so that vehicles to places off it run 
firom certain stations, and from those only. One line, the Paris and Lyons, is under 
the management of government officials. In France, before a line is opened, not only 
the rail, but the carriages, engines, stations, and all other details are looked into by 
the authorities, with a paternal eye to the safety of the public, who on this side 
of the water are considered able to take care of themselves. Nevertheless, 
French railways are cheaper and more comfortable than English; both 1st and 
2nd class seats are stuffed ; they are heated in winter with metal cases of hot water, 
covered with sheep skins, and first class fare is l^d. per mile, on the average ; while in 
England it is 8d. Children, however, pay fiill fare above six or eight years ; in England 
not tm ten or eleven years. Trains do not run so often or so fast, but still they run 
much faster than in Belgium or Germany. 

Fnll lists of coaches (omnibuses and diligences) running firom the stations on the 
railways and the towns along the roads are given in this work ; as well as of the steam 
boats (baieaua-a-^apeiur) firom the ports. Nearly all the the malles-postes (mail coaches) 
have been superseded by railways ; diligences (stage coaches) run six to ten miles an 
hour, at an average rate of IJd. per mile.

WEIGHTS AND MEASURES. 

Weights and measnres are reckoned by the metrical system, so called from the mftre^ 
the unit for long and square measure. Other units are — ^the lUre for measures of capacity

We have hitherto avoided encumbering modem travellerg with diffuse histories of tko 
Continental Cities they visit under our guidance; and we think it advisable ti» adhere 
to this role, even with respect to the French Capital. 

It would be a waste of time to give the early history of the old city, from the period 
It became the Metropolis of France down to the Revolution, 1789, and we spare oar 
readers the details of the tragical events of which it has been the theatre siAce then, 
and wish we could 

" Erase them fr<»n tiie Book of Time." 

If any of our readers have a peculiar interest in the reminiscences connected with 
the names and incidents of civil wars, there are inumerable works replete with these 
details, by means of which he may people almost every house in Paris with some 
celebrity of other times. Leaving, therefore, every traveller, inquisitive, or sentimental, 
to indulge his own predilections, we revert to our external description of Paris. 

Continental towns are generally of great antiquity, having a remote origin in forts 
and castles, and becoming gradually enlarged. They are consequently built without 
method, piled up of all orders and ages, paved all t>v6r with sharp stones, fantastic 
and irregular fa9ades— all sorts of roofs and angles. The old town of Paris, built on 
La Cit^, one of the islands in the Seine, has all these characteristics to the present day 
and bears no resemblance whatever to the other parts of tho great capital 

The extreme beauty of which, as seen in fine weather — its projections of massy 
buildings and single towers, standing in the clear blue atmosphere, is very striking. 

This Paris of to-day is the Paris of yesterday, and the Paris of to-morrow is ofne 
unchanging attribute. It has always been, is still, and will no doubt continue to be, 
tile cynosure which all travellers desire to behold — in illustration of the French 
adage *• See Paris and die" as if the sight of that city were the supremest enjoyment 
in which man could participate.

.And now that a net work of railway communication is gradually connecting it with 
all the principal cities of the Continent, making it as it were the heart of Enrope, from 
wliicli tiie iron arteries extend and connect it with the sea ports on the Mediterranean, 
vith the capitals of Belgium and Holland, with the cities of Prussia, the shores of the 
Baltic^ and the banks of the Rhine ; with the cities of Austria and the shores of the 
Adriatic, with the cities oi Poland, and ere long with the banks of the Neva ; wifh 
Switzeriand, Italy, and Spain, Paris will become the Babylon of modern Burope. 

The English visitor, on leaving London to visit the French capital, no longer considers 
Jm js gmng antong fmrdgnen ; he goes to Paris as a provincial comes up from the 
•oath or north to pass a few days in London, without thiaking of the difference between 
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the people of the two countries, and wonld scarcely be reminded of it in his sojonm 
among the Parisians, except oy his visits to the marvellous attractions of the beautiful 
city they are so justly proud of. 

The journey between the two capitals is now performed with so little fatigue, with 
such remarkable facilities, and smoothened with all those small courtesies of life, 
by which the English and French now so happily reciprocate an " Entente cordiale," 
that there is a constant stream of travelers passing to or from the two capitals of 
France and England throughout the year. 

Formerly the English visited Paris prino^ally during the summer months, whereas 
they now appear all the year ; but the mode of their visiting the numerous objects of 
attraction in Paris and its environs must necessarily depend in a great measure on the 
season. If it be in the spring and the weather will admit of walking, this is the most 
agreeable mode, as there is something worthy of being seen and admired at almost 
every step. Leaving the hotel,^ after partaking of a substantial breakfast, the traveller 
should proceed to the Rue de Kivoli ; thence to the Place du Carousel, and passing 
through the Court of the Tuilleries, obtain admission to the Palace. 

The Tuilleries dates from the time of Catherine de Medecis, and consists of five parts, 
i.e., a lofty pavilion in the centre, two long low buildings at each side, and again a 
lofty pavilion at each end — the whole forming a magnificent pile of buildings. Ou its 
southern side it is united to the Louvre by the long picture gallery bordering the 
Seine ; and it is mtended to complete the union with the palace of the Louvre, by 
continuing the northern side to form an immense quadrangle. 

The interior is no less grand and regal. It was much injured in 1848 by the mob, 
which had possession of it for several weeks, during which they committed every act of 
vandalism they could think of, destroying most of the beautiful works of art belonging 
to Lotus Phillipe and his family. 

It is now restored to its former sumptuous splendour, but the numerous priceless 
gems alluded to cannot be replaced, they are irrevocably gone. 

The first splendid Saloon is the hall of the MarshaUs of France, on the first floor, 
wluch contains full-length portraits of the Marshalls of the French Army. 

The Saloon of Peace is a magnificent room, the ceiling of which is exquisitely 
painted; representing the course of time: Spring succeeded by Plenty, and Fame 
announcing the happy intelligence to the world. 

The suite of apartments succeeding these aie embellished with most beautiful paint- 
ings, tapestry, yases, sculpture, &c., which must elicit many a lingering look of longing 
admiration from the amateur or connoiseur. 

On leaving the palace, the traveller should proceed to the garden in front, called the 
Tuilleries Gardens, and if the morning be fine and geidal, a walk in these delightful 
grounds, wiU bo most agreeable. The walks and avenues — the magnificent and fine 
old elm or chestnut trees, in their deep green and rich luxuriant foliage ; the beautiful 
variety of flowers, orange and laurel trees, the elegant and admirable statnaty, the 
front view of the Tuilleries ; and above all a clear and cloudless sxy, prodacA «. Oci'wa&&si^ 
scene that will make a delightful impression ou thft tt«vfS!Lct. kX. «^ \sftwt\isr« ^fl *^^«k 
day it is the resort of the fashionable beau-maa(VQ ot l^asnB^ 
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Walking down the central avenue, and then ascending the steps leading to the 
terraces fironting the Place de la Concorde, the yiew thus obtained is one of the fines it 
is possible to conceive. 

Proceeding thence to the side of the Eg3rptian Obelisk, between the fountains in the 
centre of the square, there will appear trees of mi^^tlc size, gardens, and architectural 
magnificence, mingling in one view of surpassing beauty. Including the palace and 
garden of the Tuilleries, the Madeleine church, the bridge de la Concorde, the chamber 
of the Legislativo Body, the splendid avenue of trees called the Champs Elys^ or 
EUsian Fields, with the Palace of Industry in the centre, at the end of which, towering 
in grand Architectural magnificence, appears the Triumphal Arch, crowning as it were 
the coup d*oeil, of certainly and unquestionably the finest sight in Europe. 

The traveller should linger long enough to retain a vivid recollection of this beautiful 
view, and should not omit to notice the eight pavilions around the square, surmounted 
by allegorical figures representing the great towns of France. 

Time and inclination must determine whether the traveller wHl proceed at once up 
the Champs Elys^es to examine the Triumphal Arch, or direct his steps in a different 
direction. It is considered preferable to ride up this delightful promenade in the 
afternoon or evening, when it is thronged with splendid equipages, equestrians and 
pedestrians in their exquisite " Parisian toiletts " of the latest fashion. At this time of 
day, when the rays of the setting sun are thrown up from the horizon upon the Triumphal 
Arch, bringing out each feature and form of the basso-relievo groups, representing the 
most remarkable scenes and incidents of the French armies, this splendid piece of 
architecture is seen to great advantage, and looks indeed a triumphant work of art. 

If the traveller will ascend to the top of the Arch and take a panoramic view of 
Paris, bathed in the glowing efflulgence of a deep orange sun-set, we are persuaded it 
will elicit feelings of glowing admiration. 

Betuming at this hour, and on foot, doton the Champs Elys6es will be found a most 
charming promenade. 

Assuming, however, that this visit be deferred agreeably to the above suggestion, 
the traveller should then cross over the bridge de la Concorde, and pay a visit to the 
Hotel des Invalides, containing the Tomb of Napoleon, immediately imder the dome 
of the church, and which, from what can be seen of it, will be every thing the genius 
of a great architect, the late Mr. Visconti, the co-operation of the greatest celebrities 
in the arts and sciences of France, the wealth of a great nation, and the afiection of 
the DSTephew can accomplish, in deference to the wish so often expressed by Napoleon 
himself: 

*'That his ashes might repose on the banks of the Seine, 
Amidst the people he had loved with a fatherly affection." 

And the traveller will not fail to observe how wonderfully Providence has permitted 
the fulfilment of this wish — ^to the very letter. 

Beyond this, on the same side of the river, is the celebrated Champ de Mars, which 
is unworthy a visit, except to witness a grand military review. 
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On leaving the Hdpital des Invalides, and returning towards the Toilleries, the 
traveller will pass in front of the Chamber of the Legislative Body, or Palais Bourbon, 
the beautiful front of which is much admired— the twelve Corinthian pillars support- 
ing the pediment— the bas-reliefs, representing Law, Strength and Justice^ Peace and 
Commerce, are considered very fine. The figures at the foot of the staircase are those 
of Sully and H6pital on the left ; Aquessean and Colbert on the right— Minerva and 
Themis. 

Further on is the Palace of the Legion of Honor, and beyond this the Palace 
d'Orsay, one of the finest buildings in Paris, and the noble proportions of which are 
seen to so much advantage on the quay which borders this part of the Seine. The 
Tuilleries on the opposite side of the river has also a truly regal appearance from thia 
view. 

Proceeding on to the third bridge, the Pont Neuf, the traveller will eigoy one of the 
most striking sights to be seen in all Paris. The Palace of the Louvre and the great 
gallery which joins it with the Tuilleries expand before the view along the right-hand 
bank of the Seine, and give the two palaces the appearance of one magnificent rang* 
of buildings. Crossing this bridge, and approaching the Louvre, the traveller wUl 
perceive a small church on the right, St. Germain I'Auxerrois, the portal of which is 
considered remarkably fine. The great object of attraction, however, is the celebrated 
Fa9ade or Colonade of the Louvre, admired and esteemed as the most precious specimen 
of architecture in the French capital, and which the French deem their chef d'oeuvre. 
It consists of a central compartment and two wings, united by a beautifid double 
colonade of fluted Corinthian columns, and bas-reliefs on the pediment — of the Muses 
bearing the attributes of the arts and sciences. 

Each side of the Louvre has a splendid entrance, and the traveller, passing through 
the one under the colonade, will find himself in the grand court of the palace, and on 
reaching this celebrated spot, he will no doubt be impatient to see the wonders in the 
interior. To connoisseurs and persons of taste it offers a very great treat; and to 
visitors in general this Museum will afford unfeigned pleasure, so true it is that art is not 
destined for artists alone, but for the world, to refine and elevate the human mind, and 
many of our fair readers evince as much discernment of the beautiful paintings in this 
collection as they do in the merits of Lace and Cachemeres. The Museum is divided 
into several branches or collections — the Museum of Antiquities on the ground floor-* 
the Egyptian Museum, the Naval Museum, and the Picture Gallery at the top of the 
grand staircase, which gallery is divided into three schools, the French, the Flemish 
and Dutch, the Italian and the Spanish. 

Our space will not admit of a description of the first museums, but we cannot omit 
a short notice of the " Gallery of Paintings." The coup d'oeil on entering this is very 
striking, and the array of works of art most imposing, extending the whole length of 
the superb gallery — " the length of which lends enchantment to the view," and on 
beholding which we are always reminded of the memorable and honorable homage paid 
by Frederick the Great to a similar collection at Dresden. After taking this city^ inst^edL 
of abasing his right of conquest to obtain possession of its -^offea qI w\-k V^ -ossst'Sc^ 
fivlnced an impatient desire to see its paintings*, and ou'bevas <iotv^uc\R^ Vi ^^ ^wsk^ 
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eicprested UmMlf ** Proud of the honor of being allowed to admire so beaoliftil a 
coUeetion.** And oar readers will probably give ezpreetion to the lame ■^timwit on 
vieiCiBg the Gallerj of the Ixrorre. 

It is vraal on a first riait to run through the rooms, to take a rapid view of the 
cdlleetion, and then to examhie them again and again at leisure. This is indispensably 
as the danling splendour of the saloons, the carved, painted, and gilt ceilings, the 
marble pillars, mirrors, statuar}-, polished oak floors, &c., so divert the attention from 
an examination of the pictures, that the first visit only leaves a confiisod impression of 
this wonderful display oi art and opulence in nnrivolled magnificence. 

Though the Gkdlery of the Loovro ** has been shorn of many of its brightest beama,*' 
has lost a large number of those matchless worlu taken in tlie conquests of the First 
Kapoloon, from the finest collections in Europe, which were restored to them in 1816, 
it still possesses so many master pioces of all the great schools, as to afford one of the 
VUMt oomprehe&aive views of the works of art to be seen. 

Commenoing with ihe productions of Raphael, the prince of painters — ^thero are 
tevaral of hia very best paintings, all distinguished by that exquisite, calm, and ethereal 
expresmon iHuch give that inexpressible loveliness, beatitude, and dignity to his 
Madonnas. That which has always excited the greatest admiration is where the 
^^^^5>ni^«^ ia lifting the veil to show the infsnt Jesus. The deep beauty of expression 
in the face of the mother is most exquisite. The Cartoons of Ilampton Court arc 
eeteemed the moat valuable of his works, containing in perfection those displays of 
oharaoter, action, and expression in which Baphael*s excellence peculiarly consists. 
Tlieie axe four copies of the great Frescoes in the Vatican, in another department, 

Several other specimens of the Italian school are objects of general attraction : '' Tke 
Bacckue and Ariadne''; ''The Feast at Cana"-, "The two Magdolens"; "The 
Salutation"; "Paris and Helen"; the glowing and magnificent Sun-set of Claude; 
the landscapes of Pous8i» ; " Truth in an Allegory '* the '< Shepherds in Arcadia " ; 
" Summer and Paradise " ; " Winter and the Flood." 

The great works of the Flemish school, the paintings of Rubens, next claim attention ; 
and though they have not the purity of design or the delicacy of tints of the Italian 
school, yet they are masterly productions. His females arc plump rosy burgomasters* 
wiveB, and daughters, end produced in admirable variety; but no one can behold his 
series of paintings in this Gallery allcgorically representing the history of Marie do 
Medecis, in 21 pictures, oach of which is a work of imposing merit, without being struck 
with the genius of the great Antwerp painter, his matchless art in the grouping of 
figures, his variety of models, and warmth of colouring, and the display of highly 
poetical powers of imagery in these series, which are known as Ruben's Poem. 

The portraits and madonnas of Van Dyck combine the Flemish with the Italiaa 
school; having studied in Italy he retains the Flemish forms, but gives them the 
attitudes and expression of the best Italian masters. 

There are several valuable and rare gems of the Dutch painters — ^by Rembrandt, 
Gerhard Dow, Cuyps, Holbein, and Tf overmans, &c. whose beautiful productions are 
so much admired in England. 

The Spanish gallery is one of the most interesting in the whole collection, although 
from the num'ber of monks who figure In most of the Spanish paintings, it would seem 
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as if the paintera liired in a world of monks. The " Nativity," and two of the *' Saviour 
crowned," by Morillo, are enperb ; and two otiiers on the same anbject by Morales are, 
in point of ezpreaaian, atill more exquisite. 

In this very cursory reference to the works of the great masters whose works adom 
the I juvie, we have purposely avoided lengthened details, our intention being meiely 
to awaken the cariosity and attention of the traveller to the compositions of transcendent 
beauty, and to the splendour and riches of this celebrated gallexy. There are innumerable 
other piotuies of great merit, and these will display their beauties gradually in propcav 
tion to the finquenoy of the visits paid to them, and the minuteness d in^>ection. 

On leaving the Louvre the travellar can return to his hotel in time for the Table 
d'Hdte dinner, and then spend the evening in the maimer most agreeable to himself 
at whichever place of amusement offers the greatest attraction. 
. On the following morning, the traveller should >isit the object he most desires to 
see, or if time and opportunity permit, we would recommend him to visit the Palace 
of the Luxembourg, which is considered the next in importance for a stranger to visit, 
and because, in proceeding to this place, he can see several other remariuU)le ol]jects 
in going and returning. For iustanoe, in starting from the Bue de Rivoli and turning 
to the left, the travellar can visit the Palais Boyal and Hotel de Yille, thence across 
the Arcole Bridge or Pont d' Areola, and the Rue d' Arcole, he will see the celebrated 
Cathedral of Notre Dame lifting iu majestic form far above the Churches and Palaces 
of Paris. This is reputed to be one of the finest monuments in Eun^e, and excites 
general interest from its antiquity— the historical events with which its name is con- 
nected—as well as by the grandeur of its architecture. This noble relic of the Middle 
Ages will remind the traveller of the piety and munificence of

of our ancestors when

Continuing in a straight line firom the facade of the Cathedral to the third Bridge, the 
traveller crosses the river and ascends the Rue de la Harpe, at the top of which is the 
Luxembourg Palace, with its beautiful garden, its walks and flowers, its historical 
associations, the death of Marshal Ney, the bravest of the brave, and to whom a statue 
has recently been erected on the spot where he was shot! 

This palace, though much smaller than the Louvre or TuHleries, is very handsome. 
The gtaanA staircase on the right wing, ornamented with bas>relie£3 and statuary, U 
much admired. The saloon, appropriated to the Senators for their legislative labours, 
Is a splendid hall in the form of a Greek Amphitheatre. TMs was focmfirly the 
chamber of Peers, and where they also judged political prisoners. 

The gaUeiy of paintings contains the most remarkable of French pictores by modam 
painters, among the number, £. Delacroix* " Dante and Yirgil in tha boa^^ ^V^ "OttSb 
sonls, the damned around them trying to enter" •, tii% ^^ S>t\w>o\ ^i '^JWt^aai^'*^ \ 'Ca?. 
"Sftaughter of the Mamelukes*' and »' Judjeth,** \)y "aotacfe ■^wa^rf^ <^^^ "^^^ '®*^' 
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attention. The First Secret (\e Premier Secret, by Joafllroj), is considered very beautiful 
— « girl in the bloom of youth is raising herself on tip-toe to a lerel with the head 
of a Venus and whiitpering her secret into the ear of the goddess; this picture is 
exquisitely painted, and is a general favorite. 

If the traveller can spare the time, there are many other pictures of considerable 
merit, which he can criticise or praise as he thinks due. On leaving the Luzembouigi 
the traveller should proceed down the Rue des Grecs, and in a few moments will find 
himself in £ront of the celebrated Pantheon, originally built for a church, but 
subsequently appropriated to the reception of the remains of the great men of tha 
French nation. It \a now restored to its original purpose, and is laiown as the 
church St Genevieve. The beautiful fresco painting of the Cupola, imder the dome, is 
well worth seeing. 

Returning by the Rue des Grecs, the Rue des Princes, Mazarin, &c., the traveller will 
soon reach the Pont des Arts, Facing the Louvre, from whence he cau easily reach 
his hotel. 

On the third day his visits may be more discursive, but he should not omit going 
to see the Palais des Beaux Arts, and the celebrated fresco painting by Delaroch. 
The subject is a congress of the greatest men of genius who have contributed to the glory 
of the fine arts. The painter has drawn an assemblage of the dead " who graced their 
age with new invented arts " from every age and clime, and dad in ever>' fashion. The 
painting may be described in a few words: a long portico of graceful proportion, 
coming off from a clear blue sky, occupies a large portion of the back ground. On a 
raised seat of marble, in the front of this portico, sit the three principal judges of the 
supposed assembly for the reward of the successful competitors in the annual distri- 
bution of prizes. The one is AppeUes, the second Phidias, and the third Ictinis. 
At their feet are the two muses of antique art Nearer the spectator are two other 
female figures ; the one with fair long hair is the ancient genius and spirit of painting, 
whose classic and stem attributes were purity of design, creative genius, chaste yet 
brilliant colouring, the secret of light and shade, and all the wondrous powers iu the 
art, by means of which she produced her matchless TOtaries of the middle ages. 

The other figure is the genius of modem art, with a caress and a coquetry for every 
school and every mode. These two figures are the means by wliich the eye is carried 
from the cenfaral group to the extremities. On the right side are the Architects, and 
on the left are Sculptors; on fliis side the great masters of outline, on that, the great 
apostles of colour. In the centre, and in front of the principal group, is a lovely girl 
lifting a wreath from the ground to cast out of the painting. Tliis splendid composition 
is considered very beautifol ; the easy and diginified attitudes, and the expressive but 
serene coxmtenances of the different men of genius here represented, fills the spectator 
with admiration ; they seem to look down on a crowd of yotaries, and once more to 
challenge tiie homage of mankind. After having seen these emporiums of the works 
of art, the traveller oan revisit each as he thinks proper; and if time will admit he 
should see *^Pere la Chaise" cemetery, the " Gobelin's ManuflEUitory of Tapestry," and 
a few other remarkable places enumerated in the list at page Iv., &c. 

All these places can be seen at leisure, and if tiie weather be favorable, the 
onvinms of Paris are very beautiful, particulariy the Bois de Boulogne, Neuilly 
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8t. Cloud, Versailles, St. Germain, all of which can be reached in a very short time. 

During the winter months, instead of excursions to the above i)laoes, there are 
diversions sufficiently attractive in Paris, rendering it the most charming and exciting 
city in the world. 

The Theatres, Operas, Concerts, Bals Masqu^, &c., &c., ad-infinitum, so that Paris 
life may be said to resemble a railway panoramic view— at one moment we may ei\joy 
a delightful scene, and the next it has disappeared, with this difference, that the train 
pursues its steady course through all the fascinating scenes, and conveys the traveller 
to his destination ; whereas the youthful traveller may sometimes linger in spots whence 
prudence would warn him to depart. The pastimes of a luxurious capital like Paria 
should be indulged in with circumspection, as the object of travelling of the peripatetic 
philosopher is to '^ see a good deal of men and manners — ^to admit the good and reject 
the bad of all nations — ^to learn mutual toleration — as mutual toleration teaches us 
mutual love." 



GUIDE TO PARIS.

Paris, the capital of, and perhaps the finest city in Europe, is on the Seine, 143 
miles from Havre, 236 from Calais, and about 360 from London, from which it 
may be reached in eleven or twelve hours. It lies in an oval, 15 miles round, 
on both sides of the river; that on the north side being the largest; whilst the oldest 
part is on the two lies de la Cite and St. Louis between, or in their neighbourhood. 
Within the barri^res it contains 1,200,000 souls, 60,000 houses, 1,350 streets, 200 
-covered avenues, 30 boulevards, 12 parishes or arrondisements, 40 churches, 27 theatres, 
50 casemers or barracks, and 90 public establishments. Thirty-seven communes beyond 
the barri^res compose the Banlieue, or environs, Including Neuilly, Belleville, Batig- 
noUes, and other well-known spots. Both banks of the Seine (a mere canal in com- 
parison with the Thames) are lined with 33 broad Quays, and large buildings, and 
joined by 28 bridges. The houses are so numbered, that you can tell how near you are 
to tho river (which runs nearly east and west), and whether you are going from, or 
towards it ; the streets parallel to the river being painted in black letters, with the 
numbers down the stream (or west,) and those perpendicular to it in white letters, 
with the numbers Jrom the stream : the odd numbers are on one side of the street, 
and the even on the other. 

The principal places are the Champs Elysees, Tuilleries, Palaise Boyal, Hotel de Yiile, 
Portes St. Denis and St. Martin, July Column, and P^re la Chaise, on the north side ; 
the Hdtel des Invalides, Luxembourg, Pantheon, and Jardin des Plantes, on the south 
ride; the Pont-Neuf and Notre Dame, in the centre. Among the most lively streets 
are, Rues St. Honor^, Vivicnne, Richelieu, Neuve-de8-Petits-Chamva> l\iA^«pcCtfiSH«S^ 
(which thread the outskirts or faubourgs), the Quay%, &c. T!Vi^ ^3Jsfw^«A.'5*as»«>^^"^ 
Arcades, are also reryg&y^ as Passages des PanoTamaa, ^l^VO^^^^^^^'*^^'^''^'^ ^^"^ 
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Yivienne, CoHMrt, Choiieiil, Yero-Dodat, Ddorme, Ac; hen all tlM kiddr-kxiMJit, or 
wUclet dt PartBy an sold. A circle of fortresses, 26 miles round, commands vrwj 
point near the dtj. 

On passing the barri^re, the passport is asked for (to be immediately returned), and 
the baggage examined. Porters, called commissionaires, ply at ereiy raflwaj station 
or coach office, who will convey the traveller to any of the hdtels for 6d., or 1 franc, 
with luggage. 

RoTEL8.-*A8 it may be difficult for the traveller to determine where to pnt np at 
on his arrival in Paris, without some idea of the hotels in this metropolis, wc subjoin a 
Hst of the best 

The principal houses, such as Meurice\ the Bristol, the Bhine, and the Prince's, aro 
first dass, with, of course, first-rate charges : somewhat too expensive for the generality 
of English travellers. The following are comfortable and much more reasonable.

N.B.— Those most worthy of notice are marked *. Though tpedal days for vmHng 
are sometimes mentioned, yet nearly all are accessible to strangers upon the produc- 
tion qf the passport, 

* Arc de Triomphe de VEtoik, at the end of Arenue de Neoilly, and 60 called becmae 
seven or eight roads spread f!rom it like a star, Is an enonnons triiiin]^al arch, begun. 1808, 
and finished 1836. It is 152 feet high, 187 broad, and 68 thick; the centre arth, 90 ftil 
high, by 45 wide; and is covered with gronps and bas-relieft of the events of the revo* 
lution and the empire, from 1792 to the peace of 1815. By this ardi, the Grande 
Arm^e entered Paris alter the peace of Tilsit; and Lonis Nupoleon on Us retnm ftom 
the pro\inces, 1852. A fine view from the top. Outside of it, on the Nenilly road; 
is the beantifhl diapel of St Ferdinand, built 1842-8, on the spot where the Buc 
d'Orleans was killed by his horses taking ftight. One fine maihle group is by his 
^ter, Marie of Wttrtemburg, who sculptured the well-known Joan of Arc. Op«i by 
passport, from one to four, except Wednesday. The Ch&teau de NeniUy, ruined by 
the mob 1848, was sold 1853. 

Bac (Rue de), contains the Mus^ d'Artilleiie, and C^To. 120) St. Francois Xavier

Bibliotheque de V Arsenal, Rue Sully, whore cannons were cast till the time of Louis 

XEY., is now a library of 200,000 vols. ; open daily, 10 to 8. 

Bibliotheque St. Genevieve, near that church, in the old abbey buildings (fourteenth 

to sixteenth centuries), contains 200,000 vols, and 3,000 MSS., wiUi portraits of sovereigns 

from Philippe le Hard! to Louis XY. 

* Bibliotheque Imp^riale, or Imperial Library, Rue Richelieu, IfTo. 58, was once Cardinal 
Mazarln's hdtel, and is now a large pile, 540 feet by 130. It contains 1,400,000 printed 
vols. ; 125,000 MS. genealogies (30,000 bemg French); 150,000 medals; gems ; 9,600 
vds. of engravings, from the fifteenth century; 90,000 portraits; 300,000 maps; 
150 vols, of French history ; 500 vols, of plans, views, &c ; besides several marbles. 
In the ground floor are Yolt^ure's bust, a silver missal, the first psalter printed with a 
date (1459), models, &c. Readers bring their own pens as well as paper. Among the 
MSS. are those of Galileo, St Louis' prayer-book, Fenelon'sTelemachus, and autograph 
letters from Henry lY. downwards. Some of the missals are as old as the fifth and 
sixth centuries. Cardinal Mazarin's painted gallery is 140 feet long. Ylsitors, Tuesday 
and Friday, 10 to 8. 

Botdevard du Temple. Opposite Jardin Turc, is No. 60, whence Keschi discharged 
his infernal machine, 1835, against Louis Philippe, which killed Marshal Mortier, &c

• Bowse, or Exchange, Rue Yivienne, was built by Btou^i&kiI «xA'La^a«xt»^^^!^^-'^

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doiic hall is IIG feet by 76, and has a painted ceiling and a marble pavement, at the 
east end of which is the parquet, a space railed off for stock brokers. Golignaafs library 
and newB-room is at No. 18, near this. 

Brxdoes.— <SSp6 Ponii, 

Caiacambtt in the gypsum under the south side of Paris, long ago excavated for 
houses, and, after 1786, used as a receptacle for bones from the crowded graveyards, but 
now stopped up. They extend over about 200 acres, and are reckoned to contain 
6,000,000 skeletons, i^led in order along the galleries. One entrance is in a garden, 
Bear Barri^ d'Enfer, but it is not opened without a special order. Some nmde logan 
stones are seen below, with a collection of remarkable skulls, and the well-choson 
inscription * Memento, quiapuhit e$* (Remember, for thou too art dust I) The smell is 
dose and disagreeable. A part of the quarries under Hue du Marche aux Chevaux is 
turned into cellars for Dumesnil's brewery. 

* Cemetery ofPkrt la Chaise, a pleasant spot, outside the Barri^re d'Aunay, so called 
ftom the confE»8or of Louis XIY., Father Lachaise, the superior of the Jesuits, who had 
a seat here. It was turned into a burial ground, 1804 ; covers 100 acres, and is prettily 
laid out, with groups of trees, cypresses, &c. The most remarkable monuments are in 
this cemetery, which is the largest and most celebrated. A guide will point out the best. 
There are about 15,000 tombs, among which are those of Ab61ard and Heloise (gothic) ; 
C. Perier, tlio minister ; Labedoy^re, who led the revolt from the Bourbons, in the Hun- 
dred Days* Yolney; Abb^Sicard; Beaumarchais ; Marshals Davoust, Lef^bre, Ney 
CSta viator, heroem coJcoa p, Junot, MassSna, Suchet; General Foy, with sculptures 
by David; B. Constant ; Moli^ ; Lafontaine; Madame de Genlis ; Laplace; Aguado, 
the banker ; Talma ; Prince Demidoff, &c The done chapel is 56 feet by 28, and 
commands a fine view over Paris and the neighbouring country. Here the Bussiaus 
bivouacked, 1814. 

Chaise (Rue de la) has the Hospice des Manages. 

CAoffip de Mars (Field of Mars), a vast space between Ecole Militaire, and Pont de 
J6na, 2,700 feet by 1,320, planted with trees, and bordered by sloping banks and ditches, 
now used for reviews, races, &c. The slopes were made in eight days by the voluntary 
labour of all ranks of the people in 1790, when Louis XVI. swore at the Autel de la 
Patrie (erected here 14th July) to maintain the new constitution. Other signal events 
have marked it since that disastrous period. A splendid stone building for a perma- 
nent Industrial Exhibition, will be opened in 1855 ; it is on arches 800 feet long by 
400 feet wide. 

Champs Elysees are rows of stunted trees, planted 1616 by Marie de Medicis, and 
replanted 1764. The Allies encamped here 1814-15, and here the fetes are held. 
It includes the French Crj'stal Palace ; the Chapel Marboeuf (Protestant) ; and a 
Circus or Cirque (1 to 2 francs). In its neighbourhood are the Panorama, Georama 
(a globe like Wyld's, 35 feet diameter), Swimming School, Jardin d'Hiver (Winter 
Garden), Jardin Mabille, and other dancing places. A wide-planted walk, ctdled the 
Avenue de Keuilly, leads down it, past the Bond Point Fountain in the middle, to 
the Barri^re and Arc de TEtoile, on to Ncuilly and St. Cloud. 

*CAurch of St. £tienne du Mont, is chiefly in the renaissance style of the sixteenth

ceahny, with a tower aa old as 1222, and is one of the most striking churches in Paris, 
containing many parts worth notice and good pictures. It has lately been restored. 
Pascal, Kacine, Rollin, &c were interred here. 

* Church of St. Suttache, Rue Coquilli^re, the largest after Notre Dame, is cross-shaped, 
818 feet by 132, and 90 high, the style being a mixture of gothic and grecian. It was 
built 1532-1617. The north door and high altar are good. Colbert the minister was 
buried in it. It has been lately restored. 

Chttrch of St. FVaru^ois cTAssisej Rue d* Orleans. 

*Church of St. Germain VAuxerrois, near Rue St. Denis is on the site of Cbildebert*3 
. chnr(^h, which the Normans destroyed 886. It was the court church, (being near the 
Lourre) and highly decorated, and is now restored. Its bells gave the signal for the 
St. Bartholomew massacre. It is cross-shaped, and includes a door (1649), a west 
front of the thirteenth century with five portals in it, and a porch built 1431-7, with 
frescoes by Mottez. 

* Church of St. Germain des Pres, near Rue Ste. Marguerite, one of the oldest in Paris, 
is on the site of one built by Childebert 550-7 called the Golden Basilica, and destroyed 
by the Normans. It was part of a benedictine abbey, fortified like a castle, and 
belonging to the learned Congregation of St. Maur. In front was the promenade called 
the Pr^ aux Clercs (Clerks' field). The church, as restored, is 200 feet by 65, and 60 
high, and includes parts of two east towers as old as 990, an ancient west front (spoilt 
oy a doric porch) and tower, norman arches in the nave, effigies of a Duke of Douglas 
(1645) and of Casimur of Poland (who died about 1672), and a fine marble front. 
Some pieces of Notre Dame chapel (thirteenth century), and the abbot's brick house, 
remain. The Abbaye prison is near. 

Church of St. Gervais^ of the sixteenth century (though dated 1420), has a tower 
130 feet high, and a west grecian front; but the remainder is gothic, especially the 
beautiful lady chapel with its stained glass and paintings. 

Chtxrch of St. Jacques du EavJt Pas^ Rue St. Jacques, No. 252, was built 1630-84 in 
the grecian style. 

Church of St. Laurent^ Rue du Faubourg St. Martin, begun 1429, is chiefly gothic 
vrith a doric porch (1622) in which you see the saints' gridiron. The north aisle of the 
choir is the most ancient. Some good tracery is observed over the north door and 
tower ; and pendants hang in the nave. 

Church of St. Leu and St. Giltes^ Rue St Martin, was mostly rebuilt 1611 ; and has a 
tower dated 1236, (but really much later), with a gable front. Many genuine relics are 
shown here to the faithful. 

Church of St. Louis en Vile (in the Island), built 1664, has a tall open-work spire 
erected 1765, with stained windows and frescoes. 

Church of Ste. Marguerite^ Rue St. Bernard, built 1625-1712 in the shape of a cross, 
the nave being the oldest part. Besides many good pictures, it contains, they say, the 
grave of the Dauphin, Louis XVII. The poor boy died through the ill-treatment he 
received from his master, one Simon a cobbler, to whom he was apprenticed by the 
bloodhounds of the Revolution, after the execution of his unfortunate father. 

Church of St. Medard, Rue Mouffetard, is gothic ot t\ift ^\.«soSiJB. <»Si^.^s^3^''^^SiB.>^. 
noimau porch, square tower, stuned windows^ &c,| "but «^\V\.\3(1 t^jA'sb^^^^^^'^^ ^^

Churdi o/L Merri, Roe St. Martin, No. 2, ae leboilt 1600-1612, includes a beamtifal 
florid gothic west front, niched figoies, porches, rose windows, stained g^bsa, &&, and 
an old wood painting of the fbnrteenth centnry near the altar. 

"Church of Notre Dame de Lorette, Rne St Lazare, begnn 1838 bj Le Bas; 224 fiiot 
by 96, with a square campanile tower and corinthian portico. Its interior is highly 
decorated, with eight frescoes of the Virgin, &c 

* Church of St. Rock, Rne St Honors, so celebrated in all the rerolntions, was buHt 
1653-1740 ; and is cross-shaped, 159 feet long, with a wide flight of steps leading to a 
grecian pcurtal, 84 &et by 91 high. Paintings and bas-relieft are seen. P. Comeille 
and Abbi de r£p6e were buried here. 

* Church of St. Sulpice, near the Luxembourg, begun 1655, and not finished till 1797, 
is cross-shaped, 432 feet by 174, and 99 high. The fine double portico consists of doric 
pillars 40 feet high, siq>porting another range of ionic columns 38 feet high, by Servon- 
doni 1745. The north tower 210 feet higli| is made up of four stories of columns ; both 
it and the south tower carry telegraphs. The holy water basins (beneti^res) are two 
large shells given to Francis I. by the Yenctlan states. A good pulpit rests on two 
flights of steps. The organ is highly carved, with seventeen various figures playing 
music On the pavement a meridian line is traced. There is an image of the Yiigin 
and Child on a globe, with the light falHng on it fix>m an opening, producing a very 
striking effect Pictures and frescoes in the twenty-one chapds around. It was called 
the Temple de la Yictoire in the Revolution. A herb market and seminary in front 

*CoUege de la Sorborme, near Rue St Jacques, on the site of the fiamous theological 
school or university founded 1253 by Robert Sorbon. It is a quadrangle, begun 1629 
by Richelieu ; including a grecian church, built 1635-59 by Lemercier, in which there 
is a good dome, painted by Philippe de Champagne, and Grirardon's famous statue of the 
Cardinal, supported by religion, &c. The library of 50,000 volumes, open daily, 10 to 2. 

* Conservatoire des Arts et MeHere (Bf useum of Practical Arts and Trades), Rue St. 
Martin, 19 o. 208, on the site of St Martin's abbey (of which a round tower is left at the 
fbntaine), was formed 1798, as a repontory of models, patents, machinej^, &c, of all 
classes and coimtries. Some are placed in the old gothic chapel of the thirteenth cen- 
tnry, and the beantifril ei^tnuded reHdetory. Stcangets on Tuesday, Wednesday and 
Saturday, from 11 to 3, .by passport Lectures on Science and Art, gratis. 

Conveyances. — Omnibuses csHled B^amaises, Citadines, Constantines, Dames-Reonies, 
Dnigentes, Excellentes, Favorites, GazeUes, Parisiennes, Tricycles, &c, run through 
all tiie principal lines, at one fare of 6 sous (dd.) They oosrespond with each other, so 
that you may go fit>m any part of Paris to any othor part, by showing your ticket or 
coie^ when you change at certun points. But their slow travelling wiU be sore to try 
the patience of an Englishman. — ab$ and hackney coaches run by time or b>' the course, 
whichever you choose, tiie course being a single run, long or short (within Paris), 
without stop]nng, for which the faze is Ifr. 10 c for a cab, 1^ fr. for a hackney. — Glass

Culture Ste. Catherine (Rue), No. 23, is the Hdtel de Camavalet, a fine house of the 
Bizteenth century, once the seat of Madame de Seyigne and her daughter, to whom her 
letters were written. It was built 1544 by Bnllant ; carvings by J. Groujon. 

Denis (Bue St) has the EntrepOt des Glaces, and (near the bottom) the church of 
St Germain TAuxerrois. 

D^i des Fourrages (Forage Stores), tot the ganiaon, Va iaftw"ft«pWstfe^^'^^^w^ 
and Pout d'lyry, and ia 300 feet long _ «

*El^tie Bomrh<m Palace, opposite the Champs Elys^cs, 59, Rue St Honore, was built 
1718 ; belonged to Madame de Pompadour, the Duchess de Bourbon, &c, and was the 
lesidenoe of Murat, Napoleon, Alexander of Russia, Duke of Wellington, Due do Berri 
(when assass in ated, 1820), &c Li one room is Napoleou^s bed, with other memorials. 

*Ste, CfenevUve or Panth6on, not far from the Luxembourg, is the St. Paul's of Paris, 
and takes name firom its patron saint, to whom Clovis built a church, in which she was 
buried 512, and which Louis XY. began to rebuild 1764, in the grecian style, from 
Soufflot's designs. It makes a cross 602 feet by 255 (the nare being 105 long), with a 
dome 268 feet high and 66 diameter, painted by Baron Gros. In the front, which is 
139 feet broad in the whole, is a range of eleven steps, leading up to a fine portico of six 
Corinthian pillars, sixty feet high, besides sixteen others behind them. The pediment is 
filled up by David's fine bas-relief of France (a figure fifteen feet high) distributing ho- 
nours to her grea t men, represented by Fenelon, Malesherbes, Mirabeau, Voltaire, 
Rousseau, Lafayette, Camot, Monge, Manuel, David the painter, Napoleon, &c.; below 
them is this inscription in gilt letters, — ^Aux Grands Hommea la Patrie reconnaissantey' 
a concise idiom difficult to translate, but meaning— Thus the country rewards her 
famous children. Altogether the portico is so good, that the architect has been said to 
* mis h la porte toute son architecture,' turned his building out of doors. There are 
258 pillars about this church, of which 180 are inside. The carved vault is eighty feet 
firom the marble pavement, under which are the crypts on doric pillars, wherein are the 
remains of Voltaire (' poete, historien, philosophe,') and Rousseau, Lagrange, Bougain- 
ville, Admiral de Winter, Marshals Lannes and Bugeaud. A fine prospect from the 
top, one of the highest points in Paris. 

*ffalie au BU, or Com Exchange, Rue des Deux Ecus, avast circular pile on the site 
of a royal seat, built 1763-7 by Le Camus, 126 feet diameter ; the shape and size of 
the Pantheon at Rome. It is entirely of stone and iron, with an iron domed roof 
and skylight (built 1811). It has an arcade round it, and large granaries. Outside the 
south part is Catherine de Medicis' doric pillar (1572) and sun-dial 100 feet high, built 
by her astrologer. 

* Ealle anx Vins (Wine Stores), Quai St Bernard, was rebuilt after 1813, on the 
site of St Victor's abbey, and makes seven great piles, divided by streets, called Rue 
de Champagne, Rue de Bordeaux, &c., after the wines bonded here. The river front is 
800 ;feet; the whole covers ^ acres, and will hold 450,000 casks. The spirit (eau- 
de-vie) stores behind are built of hollow bricks, without wood or iron. Open, 6 to 6. 

*ffdtel Cltmi, Rue des Mathurins, No. 16, a fine old building, begun 1480, by an abbot 
of Cluny, and finished 1505. After many changes it came to M. de Sommerard, who 
formed a large mediaeval collection, which the government, having bought, turned into 
a museum of antiquities, such as carvings, furniture, stained glass, tapestry, arms, MSS. 
pictures. The old chapel rests on a single pillar in the middle. Across the court is the 
Palais cks Thermes, a solid pile, about 90 feet long, supposed to be the old seat of the 
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roman governors, whence a roman way struck along Bue St. Jacques, and an aqueduct 
went to Arcueil. Its thick walls are made of stones and bricks with stucco ; and iDmaa 
remains are kept in it Open Wednesday and Friday, by passport, 10 to 4. 

*H6iel Dim close to Notre Dame, the oldest hospital in Paris, was founded in th« 
seventh century, rebuilt by Philippe Auguste, and enlarged by St. Louis, and forms a 
vast solid pile, with eight hundred and fifty beds ; but all that is left of the old building 
is a chapel of the thirteenth century. There are several statues, portraits, &c., of bene- 
factors and eminent medical men. 

*H4tel de8 TrwaUdeSf the French * Chelsea Hospital,' opposite the Champs £lys^, is 
known by its conspicuous gilt dome, and stands on an esplanade, 1,440 feet by 780 feet, 
which reaches to the Seine, and is ornamented with trees, Marochetti's statue of Napoleon, 
and cannons, some of them from Algiers. The buildings, begun by Louis XIY., include 
fifteen courts, and cover sixteen acres ; and about three thousand soldiers and one hun> 
dred and seventy officers, under a governor (the senior Marshal, now Jerome Bonaparte), 
lieutenant governor, &c, are sheltered here. The river front is 612 feet long, and has 
ionic pilasters, with lucame windows (formed of military trophies, cut in stone) and 
a bas-relief of Louis XIY. on horseback. The cour royale is 815 feet by 192. Portraits 
of great soldiers in the council chamber. There is a gallery of plans and fortresses^ 
Dining rooms 150 feet long. One dormitory is called after the famous republican soldier, 
Latour d'Auvergne, who refused promotion on principle, preferring to be called the pre- 
mier grenadier of France. The large kitchens are worth seeing. In the old church, 
210 feet long, are many tablets to governors ; 1,400 flags here, taken from the enemy, were 
burnt by Marshal Serrurier, 1815, to save them from the Allies. At its south end is the 
great dome, 823 feet high, under which the ashes of Napoleon (brought from St. Helena 
1840), are placed, with his sword, hat, crown and star, covered by a most splendid tomb^ 
Twelve medallions of kings here were transformed into greek and roman philosophers, at 
the revolution, two being Voltaire and Bousseau ! There are paintings of apostles. On 
the ceiling of the cupola, 51 feet diameter, is Delafosse's St. Louis entering Heaven. 
Strangers, by passport, Tuesday, Thursday and Saturday, 10 to 4. 

*n$tel de la Legion cTfformetirj Bue de Lille, was built 1786, for the Prince de Salms, 
(who was beheaded, 1793), and was sold by lottery to a hair-dresser; in 1803 it came to 
the government, and is the seat of the Grand Chancellor of the Legion, whose head 
quarters are here. 

*H6tel des Monmies (Mint), on Quai Conti, built 1768-75, is 860 feet long, with eight 
courts, ornamented by pillars and busts. Many of the scales used here and at the branch 
mints were made from cannon taken at Austerlitz. It has a museum of medals and coins 
from Childebert's time (511), including English from 1621 (Henry VI.), Spanish from 
560, and other countries, of which there is a catalogue. Strangers, by passport, Monday 
and Thursday, 1 to 3. 

*E6tel-de'ViUe (Guildhall), opposite the Place-de-Grfeve (the scene of many a bloody, 
deed), near the Pont d'Arcole, was begun 1533-1628, on the site of the Maison de la 
Gr^ve, in the renaissance style ; to this other large piles were added, 1888-41} so as to 
make a large quadrangle, with pillars between the windows, and about sixty statufiax 
of which twenty-eight are in the west, or prindpal Ctoia,\>ca!a«» i^ \i%artd&«S.^^'^'8ss^ 
IV. In one of the three courts is a statue of LouVsXrr. '^'wo^T«tiTtf3a.^\»s««w^^'^»^ 
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to the great room, called Salle de Daxue; another leads to the Grande Salle, the largest 
and most ancient of all, ornamented with great marble fire-places, paintings, busts, 
escutcheons, &c. Ihey shew the room were Bobeq^em held his councils. From tho 
middle window, looking into the square, Louis XYL sp<^to the people, with the 
^ bonnet rouge* on his head ; and La&jette presented Louis Philippe to them, 1830. 
There are above one hundred and sixty public rooms here ; among which are the pub- 
lic library of sixty thousand volumes, open daily, 10 to 8; the Salle dn ConseH; 
the Pr^fect*s apartments; the Salle dlntroduction, in which is Bosio^s statue 
<if Henry lY.; Salle de Jeu, contidning a model of the artesian well of Gnnelle ; 
the Salle de Bal, 70 feet by 40, with portraits, &c. 

/mprmerte Imphiak^ Rue Yleille du Temple, belonged to Cardinal de Bohan, of the 
time of Louis XYL, but is used as a government printing office, since 1809, about seven 
hundred and fifty hands being employed. When Pope Pius YII. visited it, the Lord's 
Prayer was printed for him in one hundred and fifty languages. Seen on Thursday, by 
application, in writing, beforehand, to the director. 

InstUution Imperiale des Jeunes Aveugles (Youthful Blind) Bue de Sevres, was founded 
1784, by Yalentme Hatty, a blind man- It is a fine large building, with gardens, on a 
space four thousand feet square, built 1843, by Philippon for three hun(h:ed, and in- 
cludes a grecian chapel, &c The teachers are blind ; weaving, brush and basket 
making, printing, music, mathematics, &c,, are taught Strangers, on Wednesdays, 
1 to 5, by passport A public examination on the last Saturday in every ijaonth, which 
foreigners may attend. 

*Inttiiutwn Imperiale des Sottrds-Mueta (Deaf and Dumb), Bue St Jacques, in St 
Magliore's seminary, was founded by Abb6 de ITp^e, 17760*), and has about one hun- 
dred and sixty cases. The good Abba's portrait, by Camus is here ; one of his pupils, 
A. Dubois, died in it lately, upwards of ninety years old. A work by a deaf and 
dumb artist adorns the chapd. 

^Jardin des PlarOes (Botanic Garden), opposite Pont d'Austerlitz, near the Halle aux 
Yins, was founded by Louis XIII., in 1636, and increased by the care of Toumefort, 
Yaillant, Jussieu, Buffon, Fourcroy, Cuvier, Brongniart, and other learned men. In 
this vast collection there are, a botanic garden of twelve thousand plants and trees ; 
a botanic galleiy, with fifty thousand specimens ; a mineral gallery, 640 feet long, with 
sixty thousand specimens ; zoological gallery of 390 feet, in six rooms, with two hundred 
thousand specimens, of which two thousand are mammalia, ten thousand are birds, five 
thousand are fishes, two thousand are reptiles ; comparative anatomy gallery in twelve 
rooms, with fifteen thousand specimens, chiefly arranged by Cuvier, whose bust, by David, 
is here ; menagerie ; lecture-rooms for one ^ousand two hundred, which the public at- 
tend gratis ; and a library of forty-five thousand volumes, besides ninety splendid vol- 
umes of plants, &c. (coloured, on vellum), open every day, except Thursday, 11 to 3. 
There is in the grounds a cedar, given by Collinson, the engUsh naturalist, near the 
.pavilion and dial, on a height commanding a good view, and not far from the grave of 
Danbenton. Strangers to the gaUeries, by passport, Monday and Thursday, 11 to 8 
(comparative anatomy); Monday, Thursday, and Saturday (zoology). 

^iMnore (Bue de Bivoti), begun 1528, by Francis L, on the site of Dagobert's castle, 
VTBB JBDiaigeiSL hy Louis XIY. (who finished the long gallery to the Tuilleries) after 
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Perrault's designs, and improved hy Napoleon. The west side or Old LouTre, was built 
by Henry II., and has sculptures by €k>njon. Charles IX. was here on the infiunoos 
Bartholomew day: they pretend even to shew the window he fired from. Henrietta 
Maria, widow of Ofaarles I , also resided here. The best part (and best seen irom Pont 
Neuf ) is the east front, which has C. Perrault^s colonnade of 28 pillan, 88 fiset high : it is 
525 feet long and 85 high, and includes Napoleon's bronze gates. In the south front (to- 
wards the nver) are 40 pilasters. The decorated court inside is 408 feet square, and held 
Af arochetti*8 bronze statue of the Duke of Orleans (1642). The LouTie is now used as 
a vast Museum of paintings and works of art ; including about 2,000 specimens of every 
school of painting (1,400 being French, Flemish, German, Italian, — and 450 Spanish)^ 
with drawings, models, busts, marbles, Egyptian antiquities, bijous, &c. Admission by 
passport, 10 to 4, every day (except Monday). Catalogues are sold at the door. The 
whole has been rearranged and decorated anew. 

Jjune (Rue de la), contains the church of Notre Dame de Bonne Nouvelle. 

Luxembovfrg. — See Palais du Luxembourg, 

"Madekine Churchy Rue Royalc, at the upper end near the Boulevards, was begun 
1764 (being the fifth church on that site), and lately finished. Yignon was the principal 
architect It stands on a platform 328 feet by 138, and — high, with flights of 28 
steps at each end ; is in the style of a grecian temple, and has 52 pillars round three 
sides, each 64 feet high, with 32 statues of smnts between. In the south pediment is a 
fine alto-relief, by Lemaire, 126 feet long, of Christ and the Magdalene ; the bronze door 
beneath is 32 feet by 16}, covered with bas-reliefs from Scripture. Inside are six chapels, 
adorned with paintings of the Magdalene ; over the altar (by Marochetti) is Ziegler's 
picture of the Progress of Cliristianity. 

^Manufacture Imperidle des GobdinSj Rue Moufietard, No. 280, on the Bl^vre (where 
tanners, dyers, &c. have settled for ages) takes its name from Jean Gobelin, a tapestry 
worker about 1450, and was turned, 1662, into a government factory by Louis XIY., 
who employed Lebrun to paint the designs. Large, elaborate pictures are here copied, 
with all the effect and smoothness of an oil painting — not for sale, but as presents. A 
carpet factory is attached to it, called La Savonnerie, from a soap work in which Marie 
de Medicis placed it, 1615. Some carpets take ten years to make, and cost 180,000 
francs. Struigers, on Wednesday and Saturday, 2 to 4. A catalogue may be had. 

^Marehe des Imioceas, Rue St. Denis, so called from a church of that name, pulled 
down 1788, is used for fruit and vegetables, and has in the midst, an old fountain in 
the renaissance style, 42 feet high, built 1551, by Lescot and Goujon. 

'' Morgue, a plain done building, near Notre Dame, where persons, found drowned or 
accidentally dead, are brought, to be recognised by their friends. If not claimed, the 
bodies are ^ven up for dissection. 

^MusSe d'Artillerie out of Rue du Bae, in an old Jacobin convent, is a collection 
(something like the Woolwich Repository) of guns of all kinds, models, suits of armour, 
portraits of Generals, &c. Strangers on Tliursdays, 12 to 4, by passport. 

Mus^e Dupuytren, Rue de l^Ecole de Medicine, No. 15, in the Old CordoUon <s«k«?^xA.^ 
was founded by the great surgeon whose name it be«x«. T3^aayw:?asM5,-vswfiA«^ ^x^asatts.^ 
to *t.--At No. 18, Murat was stabbed inh\s \Mctti\)y OfflaVotte C««^»rr- 
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*Xoire ifame Cathedral^ on He dc la Cit^ on the site of a roman temple, and of an 
early Christian chorch. Bishop Maurice began the present building about 1180; 
Another bishop Maurice built the west front, 1228, and the south or Stephen's purch 
1251; Philippe le Bel the north transept and the Yiigins' porch 1312 ; and Jean San> 
Peur the beautiful porte rouge (in the choir) 1407. The west doors were made by Bis- 
comette 1570-80. It is cruciform on the plan, with an eight-sided apse at the east end, 
390 feet by 144, and 102 high te the chesnut roof; and the style, early gothic, of the 
thirteenth and fourteenth centuries. One stained circular window is 36 feet diameter ; 
west front is 128 feet wide, with a triple portal deeply recessed, and set off with figures 
of saints, &c, and carved Scripture subjects. The towers, square and massive, are 204 
feet high; in one is an old clock, and the Bourdon bell in the other (south). Flying 
buttresses and pinnacles are seen all around. The pillars in the aisle are plain and 
clustered alternately ; double-pointed windows light the clerestory. The organ contains 
3884 pipes. In the dioir are the carved stalls and pictiures, with 24 alto-reliefs coloured. 
In one (St Charles) of its 80 chapels is Dessine's statue of Cardinal Belloy. At the 
sacristy the coronation robes are kept. The space in front of the cathedral is called the 
Parvis, and was foiToerly many feet higher than the inside. To the south stood the 
archbishop's palace, destroyed 1830. A gothic fountain, 60 feet high, built 1845, is 
behind. 

Orleans (Rue d'), has the church of St. Francois d'Assise. 

*Palai8 and Ecole des Beaux ArtSj Kue des Petits Augustins, is a school of painting, 
sculpture, and architecture, in the remains of an old convent, to which a modem pile 
was added 240 feet by 60. In one of the courts stands the beautiful renaissance front 
of Cardinal d'Amboisc's ch&tcau, brought from Gaillon, in Kormandy ; also the portal 
of the Ch&teau d'Amet (where Diane de Poitiers lived), forming the entrance to a 
chapel now used as a magazine. Among casts in it is a model of the great elephant, 
which was to adorn Place de la Bastille. Several specimens of old buildings from - 
different quarters of France are here. There are also galleries of ancient and mediaval 
sculpture, and Delaroche's great picture of celebrated artists, with 75 figures in it, pre- 
sided over by Zeuxis, Phidias and Apelles; besides portraits, models, &c. Strangers, 
10 to 4, by passports. 

*Palais Bourbon^ opposite the Pont de la Concorde, was built 1722 by the Prince de 
Conde, of the Bourbon family ; used by the Council of Five Hundred at the first Revo- 
lution, latterly by the Chambre des Deputes, now by the Legislative Corps. The north 
front (towards Uie river) was built 1802, and is 100 feet broad, with twelve grecian 
pillars, flights of steps, with figures and busts. Inside are marble statues and frescoes, 
leading to the semicircular chamber, with its raised seats, president's chair, tribune for 
the speakers, bas-reliefs, public gallery, ana memorials of a constitutional order of things, 
since swept away by anarchy and despotism. Here the Duke of Orleans took the oath 
as King of the French, 9th August, 1830. A temporary building, erected near this 
for the late national assembly, was pulled down by Louis Napoleon* 

Palais de VlnstUuif on Qua! Conti, near the Hdtel des Monnaies, was the College 
Mazarin, or College of the Four Nations, built 1662, now granted to the Institute of 
France. The dark front, known by its Lion fountains at each end, is crescent-shaped, 
fyj'tA a cbapd in the middle, at present used as a hall of sittings and adorned with busts, 
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&c. The Mazarin Library, of 1,600,000 vols., with 3,700 MSS., is open to the public 
daily, 10 to 3 ; but the Institute library, of 100,000 vols., rich in works of science, &c., 
can be seen only by a member's ticket. It has Pigalle's famous statue of Voltaire. The 
French Institute is divided into five sections, viz., the Academic Fran^aise, Academie des 
Inscriptions et Belles Lettres, Academic des Sciences, Acad6mie des Beaux Arts, 
Academic des Sciences Morales et Politiqnes. 

^Palais de Justice or Law Courts, on lie de la Cit^, was the seat of the French kings 
till the fourteenth century. A dome stands over the front. In one comer of the square 
(in which the pillory stands) the guillotine carts received their victims to carry them 
to the scaffold. The Salle des Pas Perdus, as rebuilt 1622, by Desbrosses (another part 
in 1766,) is 216 feet by 84, and contains a monument by Dumont (1822) to Malesherbea, 
the courageous counsel of Louis XYI. The Cour de Cassation (the highest court of 
appeal), formerly called * Grande Chambre de Louis,* has statues of d'Aguesseau and 
THopital, two great lawyers.' Other courts, &c, are, the Chambre des Requites ; Court 
of Premibre Instance ; Gallery of portraits of Lawyers ; the Conciergerie or prison, with 
towers, &c. in the feudal style ; Chapel and dungeon where Marie Antoinette and the 
Princess Elizabeth were confined ; the Parloir, whence Lavalette escaped by his wife's 
help; and the Sourcifere or St, Louis' kitchen, now a prison, with a labyrinth of winding 
corridors, staircases, &c. About 240 prisoners were massacred in cold blood here, 2nd and 
3rd September, 1792., Close to it is the HHd de la Prefecture de Police^ where passports 
are got. Also the Sainte ChapeUe, a beautiful specimen of florid gothic (1245-8), 110 feet 
by 34, in two stories, now restored ; it has a fine rose window, a spire of 180 feet, and 
stained windows. Boileau satirizes the chapter of this foundation in his * Lutrin.' 

^Palais du Luxembourg, Rue de Vaugirard, on the site of the Due d'Epemaj- 
Luxembourg's house, was built after 1612 by Desbrosses, for Marie de Medicis, on the 
plan of the Pitti Palace (Florence), and came to the Orleans and other families. The 
Directory sat here, 1795; also the Consuls, 1799; and the Peers, after 1814, till the 
Revolution of 1848. It is now occupied by the new imperial senate. It is a solid, well- 
proportioned square pile, with pilasters in front, and a court 360 feet by 800. Paintings 
in the Salle des Messagers, and a large one on wax in the Salle des Conferences. The 
Salle des Stances (or sittings) is a splendid semi-circle, 92 feet diameter, with a painted 
vault, and statues of French statesmen. The Salle du Trone is ornamented with tapestry, 
and the First Consul's state chair. Other rooms are, the painted library,with 15,000 vols,; 
Marie de Medicis' Chapel and bed-chamber ; also another chapel, with Pujol's great fresco. 
A gallery of modem artists is shewn here, with vases, Sk.\ open daily (except Monday), 
10 to 4, by passport. The large gardens behind are in the style of the Tuilleries, with 
parterres and statuary, and a pepini^re, or nursery, through which a broad avenue 
(near the spot where Key was shot, December, 1815) runs up to the observatory. At 
the Petit Luxembourg, close to the principal building, the ministers of Charles X. were 
confined, till tried, after the events of 1830. 

* Palais Royal, Rue St. Honor^, was first built as Palais Cardinal, by Richelieu, and 
given, 1642, to Louis XllL Louis XIV. granted it to his nephew, Philip of Orleans. 
Tlie Regent Orleans here collected his gems and medals, as well as his * Orleans GaUenr' 
of pictures, which was dispersed at the Revolution. PV»\V^v^^®Bai\.4 Tfc-\iX32\\.^'«^^^'^ 
1763, after a fire, and let most of it out as shops attet llWi. T^^ ^w^V^o- *»^ '*'^**®' 
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dobs met here at the fint Revolution ; in that of 1848, the royal apartments if ere com« 
pletely gutted, but are now occupied by Jerome Bonaparte and his son. Here are many 
restaurants, ca£^8 (Very's, &c.) in the noUe-loddng court, which is 700 feet by 800, 
planted with trees, and adorned with a fine jet d*eaxL People come hero to read the 
papers Qmi out at six sous each), and it presents a very gay scene of a summer's 
evening. Close to the statue of Eurydice a cannon is fired daily, at noon, by means of the 
sun, when he comes to the meridian. Blind musicians regularly play at the Caf<^ des 
Aveugles. 

Pantheon, See Sie, GenevUve. 

Ste, Pdagie, Bue de la Cle^ once a nunnery, is a place where 550 political prisonen 
may be kept 

Pire la Chaise, See Cemetery, 
: Peres (Bue des Saints), has, at Ko. 24, the £k»le Imp^riale des Fonts et Chauss^es. 
' Petite Att^mtint (Bue des) contains the Palais des Beaux Arts. 

* Place de la BattiUej Bue St Antoine, where the Bastille stood, till captured by the 
mob, 14th July, 1789, and pulled down 1790. It was a castle-shaped pile, where state 
prisoners were kept at the mere command of the king or his ministers, called lettreB 
de cachet. An elephant, 72 feet high, was to be placed on the spot, with water pouring 
from lus trunk ; but this is superseded by the Cobmn ofJvhfi to the memory of 604 
*Citoyens Fran9ais,' who £dl in the Bevdution of 18B0 (27th, 28ih, and 29th July). 
It was designed by Alavoine, is 163 feet high, 12 diameter, and contains 67 tons of 
bronze metal. Bdng unsupported by masonry inside, it shakes sensibly with the wind. 
There is a good view from the top. 

* Place du Carrouael, Bue de BivoU, between the Tuilleries and Louvre, so called from 
a tournament, 1662. On one side is Napoleon's fine Triumphal Ardiy 47 feet high, 64 
'wide, pierced by three arches, built 1806. It is covered with bas-reiie& of the events of 
1805 (Austeriitz, Ulm, &c.); and the horses of St Mark were placed on it, till carried 
back to Yenice, 1814 ; but this loss is made up by a bronze copy by Bosio. The band 
plays here at the didly guard-mounting. Henri lY. and Louis XIY. built the long 
gallery towards the river, joining the Tuilleries and Louvre; that to the north (near B«e 
de Bivoli), about half done, is being completed by Louis Napoleon, after YiacontTa 
designs. 

Place dn Ch&telet, on the site of an old ch&tean-prison, has Bralle's palm-tree fott^tain, 
with a column 58 feet high. 

* Place de la Concorde, or Place Louis Quinze, Bue de Bivoli, opposite the Tuilleries, 
was laid out in the time of Louis XY., whose statue was pulled down at the Bevolution. 
The horses on the west side were set up by Coustou, 1763-72 ; those on the east, by 
Coysevox. It is surrounded by a dry moat (now planted), and allegorical pavilions to 
eight large cities. In the midst betweoi two fountains, 50 feet diameter, is the famous 
Luxor obelisk^ erected at Thebes, 1560 b. c, brought by ship from Egypt, 1881-3, to 
Cherbourg, and set up here, 1836. It is a single block of reddish granite, 72^ feet, 7^ feet 
broad at the base, and covered with 1,600 hieroglyphical characters. The pedestal is of 
Britiany granite, 27 feet high. Louis XYI. and Marie Antoinette were executed here, 
1798, as well as Charlotte Corday and Philippe EgalitI; Danton, Bobespierre, St Just, 
So, ia 1794, Jn twoyears 2,800 victims suffered on this spot by the gu2]lotiae,--ib petite

fenHrt nationale^ or little national -vrindow, as the republicanB called it (from the hale 
which received the neck), — the very instrument which, in 1815, belonged to a carpenter 
in Rue Pont-anx-Chonx, near the Marais, and perhaps may be there now. The centre 
of the Place is one of the finest points of view in Paris. 

Ptace HoycUey Rue St. Louis, on the site of the Palais des Toumclles (so called from its 
little towers), in which Henry II. was killed 1669, when tflting with Montgommerie; en 
which account his widow, Catherine de Medicis, pulled it down a few years after. A statue 
of Louis XIII. here. 

* Place Vendome, Rue St. HonorS, was built by Mansard on the site of the Due de 
Vendome's H6tel. The centre is marked by NapoleorCB Column^ built 1806-10 ; a copy 
of Trajan's (but one-twelfth larger), 135 feet high, 12 diameter, with the statue of 
Kapoleon at top, 11 feet high. On the pedestal and shaft are a series of bronze bas- 
reliefs of the victories of 1805 — ^from the departure of the troops to the battle of Austerlitz, 
where the cannon which furnished the metal were taken. They run in a spiral, 840 feet 
long, and include as many as 3,000 fic^u'es, 3 feet high. A staircase inside leads to the 
top, which is open from 10 to 6 for a small fee to the old soldier who keeps it 

Place des Victoires is circular, and has a bronze statue of Louis XIY., by Bosio.

Pont d'Arcole, a suspension bridge, near the Hdtel de Tille, was not named after 
Napoleon's feat at Arcole, as might be supposed, but was suggested by a similar act of 
daring by a yoimg man who led the Parisians against the troops, 1830, and whose name 
curiously enough was Arcole. 

Pont des Arts, between the Lonvre and Palais des Beanx Arts, was the first built 
«f iron (1804), and is 646 feet long. 

Pont d' Austerlitz (424 feet long), on five iron arches, was built 1601-6, by BeanprS. 

Pora a» Change, where the money changers lived, at the end of Roe St Denis, 869 
feet long. 

' Pont de la Concorde, opposite that Place, waaXjuVVt \^%^-^^VJ^«T^'*^^**^^^^ 
oval arches, 461 feet long, 61 broad. Some of the atoxM» \xaRA.^«K^^«^«^^^'^ **^ 
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tllK\ The twelre stataes which adorned it are now at Versailles. It is also called 
Pont Louis Seize. 

Pont (ks Invalides, opposite the Hotel dea Inyalides, is a suspension bridge 350 ft. long. 

Pont (TJencL, opposite the Champ de Mars, a simple but elegant five-arch bridge on 
a level, 460 feet long, and so called after the great battle of 1806. Bluchcr would have 
blown it ap, 1814, but for the interference of the Duke of Wellington. 

Pont Louis Philippe, a double suspension bridjge from He de la Cit^, across the end 
of He St. Louis. 

*Pont Nwf (New Bridge), joining Rues Dauphine and de la Monnaie, across He de 
la Cit^, was begun 1578 by Henry III., and finished 1604 by Henry lY. It is the 
* London Bridge ' of Paris, and is on twelve arches, and 1,020 feet long by 78 broad. A 
little a-one<-6ide of the middle, at the end of the Island, is Limot's bronze equestrian 
statuo of Henri Quatre, the favourite hero of France. It was set up, 1818, by Louis 
XVIIL, in place of one erected by Henri's widow ; and is fourteen feet high, weighing 
S0,0001bs. In one of the bas-reliefs on the marble pedestal, the generous king (qui 
fiU de ses sujets U vamqueur et lepere) feeds the poor people of his rebellious capital which 
he was then besieging ; and in the other he sends a message of peace to them. The 
shops on this bridge have recently been removed. 

Pont Notre Dame, near the Hotel de Ville, is the oldest bridge ia Paris, rebuilt 
1499-1507, and is 362 feet long. 

PetU Pont, near Hdtel Dieu, is 104 feet long. 

Pont Rojualy leads from the Tuilleries to the Quai d'Orsay, and to the Palais of that 
name in Rue de Lille, occupied by the Ck)nseil d'Etat 

Poprtcourt (Rue), contains St. Ambroise church and the Abattoir of M^nilmontat. 

* Porte t, Denis, Rue da' Faubourg St. Denis, is a triumphal arch to Louis XI Y., 
built 1672 by Blondel, 72 feet high, the mid arch being 43 high and 25 wide. The 
carvings refer to the passage of the Rhine, taking of Maestrecht (Trajectum ad Mosam), 
&c. Much fighting took place here 1830. 

Porte 8t, Martin, in Boulevard St Martin, built 1674 by BlondeFs pupil Bullet, is 
another arch, raised in honour of Louis XIY., after the taking of Besan9on ( Vesontio) and 
Limbourg. It ia 54 feet by 54, the centre arch being 15 wide and 30 high. Louis 
appears as Hercules with a wig ; his emblem is the Grand Soleil or Sun. Near it is 
Girard's chateau d'eau or reservoir, 1811. 

Post Office, General Office (Hotel des Postes) in Rues Jean-Jacques-Rousseau and Coq- 
H^ron ; there are 16 branch offices called Bureaux d'Arrondissement, and 268 smaller, called 
Boites aux Lettres, For Paris, a J oz. letter is charged three sous (l^d.) ; for the rest of 
France, an imiform charge of 25 centimes (2 Jd.) whether unpaid or prepaid, by postage 
stamps. Letters for the departments, and foreign countries, are in time at the boites 
till half-past three; at the bureaux till four; at the general office till five, or till three 
on Sundays and holidays when the Exchange is shut. Letters may be directed to a 
traveller, *Poste Restaate * ». a. to be called for, at Paris, or any other town, and will 
be delivered upon shewing the passport, between eight and seven (or eight and five on 
Sunday).— Daily Express Office, for despatch of small parcels, samples, law papers 
<&c., ia Rue MontmaXre, No. 121. 
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Poudrette de MorUfaucon, outside the Barri^re da Combat, is a receptacle for sewerd, 
&e., from -nhich sal-ammoniac and manure are extracted. Horses are slaughtered 
(16,000 yearly) at Les Vertus hard by ; and their skins, blood, flesh, bones, &c. all turned 
to useful account.

A horse railway, 2J miles long, for large omnibuses, carrying 60 persons each, was 
opened November 1853, from Place de la Concorde to the Barrifere de Passy, and is to 
be carried to Sevres andBercy. It fflpcs 18 miles an hour with two horses. 

JRecoUets (Rue des) has the hospital of St. Louis. 

Richelim (Rue) has, at No. 58, the Biblioth^ue Imperiale. 

RivoU (Rue de) contains the Tuilleries, Place du Carrousel, l/ouvre. Hotel des. 
Finances. 

Royale (Rue) has the Madeleine in it 

*Salpktn^e^ in Boulevard de V Hopital, near the river, was once a Saltpetre factory, 
was enlarged, 1656, for a pauper asylum on a great scde ; and now contains beds for 
6,000 women, including 1,500 lunatics or idiots. It covers a space about 1,680 by 1,160, 
and has a front of 600 feet, and a great domed chapel, having four equal arms of 60 feet- 
Strangers by passport. 

tvres (Rue de) contains the Institution Imperiale dec Jeunes Aveugles, and the 
Hospice des Femmes Incurables. 

e verin (Rue St) has, at No. 3, St Seveiin's church. 

Tempky now a convent in Rue du Temple, belonged to the Knights Templars whom 
Philippe de Bel suppressed, 1312, (when Molay the grand-master, and the grand prior 
Guy were burnt before Notre Dame) and was a refuge for debtors, &c. What remains 
of it is the prior's house, built 1566 by Jacques de Souvrfe, grand prior of the Knights of 
St. John, but is much altered. The tower where Louis XVI. was imprisoned before his 
execution, (21st January 1793), and in which Sir S. Smith, Captain Wright, Pichegru, 
and Toussaint I'Ouverture were conflhed, was taken down 1805 ; but a model is kept 
The rooms also in which the king was first confined, after 10th August, 1792, remain in 
their old state, covered with gilded leather and carvings. 

Ihnple (Rue du) has the Temple, and St EliaaYxitVa cYwoOci^W^^^^'^ ^^ 
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TuEATRBs, ETC. French Opera Hmue, Roe Lepeletier, near thie Boulevard des Italiens. 
has a front 64 feet high, with a double arcade, and an interior 66 £eet wide ; the stage 42 
feet bj 82 ; a fine saloon, 186 feet long. Plaoes for 2,000 Prices, 2^ to 9 fr. In French 
Theatres, logea are the boxes, baignoires boxes near the pit, parterre is the pit (used only 
by men.) Most of them open at six. 

ItaHan OperOj Rue Marsollier, is 154 feet by 110, with a double arcaded front. Prices, 
4 to 10 fr. 

Ophxi Cotrnqve, Place des Italiens, has a six colnmn portico. Prices, 1 to 7^ fr. 

*Th6dtre Frangais, Rue Richelieu, comer of Palais Royal, was built, 1787, by Philippe 
E^^te, and has a doric front 110 feet high. Places for 1500. In the hall and saloon 
are Houdon's statue of Voltaire, busts, and memorials of HoU^ &e. Mesdemoiselles Mais 
and Rachel have acted here. Prices 1 fr. 10 c. to 6 fr; 60 c.-*At the north-west comer is 
the small Theatre dn Palais Royal, built 1881. 

ThSdire du Gymnase Dramatique, Boulevaid Bonne NouveUe, has a six-column front. 
Scribe's plays were brought out here. 

The&tre Syrique^ Boulevard du Temple, was built by Alexander Dumas (1847), and 
b decoratea with sculptures and frescoes. The body is 66 feet wide, 52 deep, and very 
favourable for seeing. Prices, } to 6 fr. 

The&tre de la Porte St. Martin^ Boulevard St Martm, a large wood and plaster pile, 
r«-built in seven weeks after a fire. 

Theatre det Vanetes^ Boulevard Montmatre, built 1807 by CoUerier and has a 
double row of columns in front, with places for 1,240.

Th^dtre du Vaudeville^ Place de la Bourse, built 1827.

*Odeon, rebuilt 1820 after a fire, has a portico of eight pillars, and stands 161 ffeet by 
112, and 64 high, with places for 1,600. 

Cirque N'ationdl is in Champs Elyse^s. The HippodromCj outside the Barri^re de 
TEtoile, is of wood, in the moorish style, 380 feet diameter, with room for 10,000. 

Thevenoi (Rue) is a wretched spot, in which is the famous Cwa des Miracles described 
by y. Hugo, a place for thieves and their cant tongue called * ArgoV 

*T\iUlerie8 Palace^ Rue de Rivoli, so called firom the tUe works here till 1518. Begun 
1564 by Catherine de Medicis, enlarged by Henry IV. and Louis XTV., and joined by 
a gallery behind to the Louvre. It is 886 yards long, in the renaissance style, with a 
dome and high-pitched roof, and looks grand from its size. The centre part is called 
the Pavilion de FHorloge ; and at the extremities are the pavilions Marsan and de Flore. 
It contains many beautiful rooms, adorned with paintings and works of art. The mob 
Droke into it, 20th June, 1792, young Napoleon Bonaparte oeing a witness to it ; the 
Swiss guards were massacred, 10th August, in the same year ; and it suffered in the 
djsastroas revolution ^ 1848, when it was the residence of Louis Philippe. Napoleon 
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also lived in it The famous gardens in front, laid out by Lendtre, are 2,256 feet by 900, 
and, in 8ummer,crowdedwiw people ei^ojingthe'suDsnine, and wandering amoog tiie 
statues, parterres, basins^ cbesnuts and elms. Behind the Venus Pudica, one Henry hid 
away when he fired at Louis Philippe 1846. The view stretches through Place de la 
Concorde, down tiie Champs Elysees to the Arc de 1' Etoile. Behind tne palace is the 
court made by !Napoleon (wno used to hold his reviews here), with the triumphal arch in 
Place du Carrousel Here the troops mount guard daily at 10, and the band plays. 
The assassin Alibaud stood near the gate towards the nver when he attempted Louis 
Philippe's Ufe, 1836. 

Vaugirard (Rue de> contains the Luxembourg, and (at No. 70), the Carmelite con- 
Tent| where the massacre of the priests began, 1792. 

Vtctoire (Rue de la). No. 62, is the house where Bonaparte and Josephine lived when 
he started for Italy, 1796, and for Egypt. It received its name on account of his Italian 
Tktories ; here he planned the revolution of 18 Brumaire which made him Consul, 1799. 

Victor (Rne St.) No. 68, now a municipal barrack, was once the Seminary of St. 
Fhmin. where Calvin lived, and 91 unfortunate priests were massacred in 1798. 

Vieilte du Temple (Rue) has the Imprimerie Imp^riale. 

Vivienne (Rue) contains the Bourse. 

VrUlire (Rue de la) has the Banque de France.

" With respect to climate, the chief adrantage which Paris has over London, con- 
sists in the greater purity and dryness of the atmosphere, its fireedom from smoke and fog, 
and in the weather being less variable from day to da:^. The snmmers are hotter and the 
winters equally cold, if not colder. The average quantitjr of rain which falls throughout 
lie year is about as great in the one as in the other capitaL It would not, therefore, be 
advisable to select Paris as a winter residence for delicate invalids, or those whose cases 
require attention to climate. It agrees, however, with many dyspeptics^ to whom the 
lirfit cookery of the French cttwtne is better suited than the more substantial fare usually 
met with in Britaiu, which requires greater powers of digestion,— provided always that 
this class of invalids abstain from ragouts, rich sauces, indigestible vegetables, as truffles, 
and from partaking of a variety of wines." (Lee, Cornpanum to the Coatineni.) 

SKETCH OF FRANCE. 
France is between latitude 42® 20' and 61** 6' north, and longitude 8** 15' east, and 
4<» 40' west The greatest length north and south (DunMrk to Peipiguan), is 7«7 kiL'; 
the greatest width, east and west (Strasbourg to Brest), 802 kiL ; the least width being 
(Rochelle to Pont-de Beauvoism) 736 kfl. Area, about 54,462,600 hectares, or 
186,181,600 acres, or 212,700 square miles (British Islands are 120,560 square miles). 
The back-bone of the country, or line of * water shed,* is along the Jura and Vosges 
mountains, then to the west by Monts Faucilles, then south by the plateau de Langres, 
the Cote d'Or, and the Cevennes, whence it strikes west to the Pyrenees. Its greatest 
off-shoot, the Dauphin^ Alps, rise 14,108 feet at Mont Pelvoux, the highest peak m 
France) ; Mont Perdu, in the Pvrenees, is 10,994 feet ; Mont Dwe, in Auver^e, 6,198 
fydi'y Beculeti in the Juras, 6,083 feet. 
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Six principal rirers water the surface ; the Khine, Mease, Seine, Loire. Garonne, Rhdnci; 
the smaller ones are the Escant, Aa, Canche, Authie, Somme, Touques, Ome, Ylre, Selone^ 
Bance, Anlne, Blavet, Vilaine, Lar, Sfevre-Niortaise, Charente, Leyre, Adour, Tet, Agly, 
Aade, Orb, Heraolt, and Var. Besides those and ninety-four streams of the second class, 
there are about 8,664 klL of canals, making a total of 2,900 leagues of inland navigation. 

The roads are in three classes ; 1st, — routes imp^riales (or * king's highway*), kept up 
by the state ; 2nd, — routes d^partementiJes, kept up by the departments ; and Srd,— • 
routes vicinales or cross roads, which are left to the communes. Some of the best are 
thirteen to twenty metres broad, paved, and lined with trees ; but the cross roads are dread- 
fuL In the 87,187 communes of France, there are about 2,240,000 klL of public ways. 

Its eighty-six departments, made 1789, by the divbion of the thirty-three provinces, 
take names from their position with respect to some river, mountain, &c., and with 
their chief towns, are as follows : —

Each department is under a prefect (appointed bj the state), and is divided mto inrco 
to six arrondisements or sons-prdfectures ; these are parted (8e>en on the arerage) into 
cantons (2,831 in all) under joges de pais, and these agahi (six to fifte&i each) into 
commnnes, each having a maiie, a parish priest or cord, and his snboidinate or yicaire. 
There are 40,480 priests in the 87,013 communes, besides 565 monasteries (for monks) 
and 3,400 nunneries. Before the revolution of 1848, each arrondisement had an electoral 
college comprising all persons paying 200 firancs direct taxes, which returned deputies 
to the Chambre *, under the present system, the I.egislative corps are elected by direct 
universal suffrage. Each arrondisement has a tribonal de premiere instance (or quarter 
aessious court); and the departments are Joined so as to make twenty-seven cours 
imp^riales (or assize courts), twenty-one military governments and eighty-one diocesses 
(fourteen being under archbishops). 

About 47,000 primary schools are established in the communes, superior schools or 
colleges in the towns, normal schools and university faculties in the chief cities. 
Chambers of commerce exist at the ports and manufacturing towns ; public libraries in 
most large places. There are 188 fortified places of war, in four classes. 

Some of the best cathedrals are, Chartres, Boorges, Strasbouxg, Bheims, Troyes, 
Amiens, Abbeville, Beauvais, Metz, Bouen, Bayeaux, Coutances. The romanesque 
style corresponds to the round-arched norman in England ; flamboyant to the florid 
gothic (with wavy, Jkane-Uie tracery) ; and renaissance to the tudor and later styles. 

The soil is very fruitful, and best cultivated on the borders of Bdgium, thence to the 
south it gets worse. Fields are unenclosed; farmers live near the villages away fh)m 
their farms. Most of these are mortgaged, and grow smaller and smaller by the law 
of equal shares. Com is not drilled in, so that a fine crop of weeds spring up. Women 
reap, and the produce is threshed in the open air. Manures used, but no more cattle 
kept than actually wanted. The best pasture is in Normandy and the west, where 
good breeds of cattle and sheep are seen. 

About three acres in seven are arable, and half as much waste; there may be 
twenty-million acres of forest, and five of vineyards. Wheats rye, oats, potatoes, are 
the chief crops, the return being one- third less than in England ; beet root is grown for 
sugar, the annual production of which is 46,000 tons ; firench beans and other vegetables 
in profosion ; maize for food ; flax, hemp, tobacco, and a few hops ; rape and cole seed. 

Cider, perry, and a little poor wine are made in the north down to a line running 
cast-north-east and west-south-west through Paris. Vineyards are common, south of 
this ; and at another line through Rochelle and Dyon the maize or Indian com begins. 
From a third line, east and west through Lyons, the olive and mulberry flourish ; and 
the orange, lemon, &c, are pretty common on parts of the south coast 

The Vine (grown in seventy-six departments,) yieida nine-hundred and twenty- 
four million gallons of wine, of which one-sixth is for brandy (eau-de-vie) from the 
Charente, &c, and one-tenth is exported. Champagne, Burgundy, Bordeaux (claret), 
Boussillon, Dauphin^, Lyonnais, &c , are the best sorts ; stoney soils are the most suitable. 
Bercy is the central market for wine, and B^ziers for brandy. 

The forests are mot too great for the vast consumption of charcoal for fueL Elm is 
tie most common timber; others are the oak lime mwole and various ornamental 
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woods, pine (in the Ltndes, YosgOB, &c.), cork tree (Pyrenees) ; the chesnut for food, 
walnut for oil, molberry fbr the silk worm Qn the Drome, Ard^che, &c.). 

Coal is found more or less in thirty-three departments, but worked only round 
Valenciennes, St Etienne, Angers, &c., so that of the small annual consumption 
(4,150,000 tons ?), part is imported. Iron fa plentiful, and forged at 4,400 furnaces. Copper 
worked near Lyons ; brick and porcelain clay chalk, gypsum, limestone (in most of the 
mountainsX marbk, granite ^ia Brittany, &u), manganese, antimony, lead and silver, 
rock salt, and slate, are abundant 

. Of ei^t himdred mineral springs counted, there are eighty principal (imder 
medical inspectors), such as Bagn^res, Bagn^res de Luchon, Cauterets, Bourbonne, 
Bourbon-Lancy, Mont Dore, Yichy, Bouies, &c., annually used by 50,000 persons, 
one-half being strangers. 

linen, lace, cotton (at Bouen, H nlhouse, &c.), broad cloths, woollens, carpets, &c., are 
made in the north ; silk in the south. Beayers and flamingoes still breed in the Rhone ; 
the bear, wolf, wild boar, chamois, &c, otter, with the ortolan, becafico, gecko, sala- 
mander, are also seen in the south of France, where the musquito bites. Sardines or 
pilchards caught in Brittany ; tunny and anchovy, in the Mediterranean. 

Perhaps the most striking parts of France, are Normandy, the Seine, the Lower 
Lobre, Brittany, the Upper Garonne and Pyrenees, Auvergne and its volcanoes in the 
Upper Loire, the Cevennes Mountains, the Bh&ne below Lyons, Dauphiny, the Yosges 
mountains. 

We may add a few notices of its past history. Li Caesar's time it was Gallia or 
Gaul, including the Belgae to the north and north-east; Celts in the west, middle, and 
<K>uth; the Aquitani in the south-west; with some Greek colonies round Marseilles. 
(Fine roman remains still exist at Nismes, Orange, &c., in the south, and even as tta 
north as Lillebonne). It was afterwards divided into four, and then seventeen, provinces 
by the emperors. Later still, it was occupied by the roving nations from central Europe, as 
the Visigoths and Ostrogoths, in the south ; the Burgundians, on the Bhine ; and the 
Franks (fourth century), on the Lower Rhine, who were descended from Meroveus, and 
under Clovis (481-511) the Merovingian obtained so much ascendancy as to give it 
their name. 

Upon his death his four sons shared his power and dominions, which were again united 
under the survivor, Clotaire. After several kings, and many divisions, during which 
parts of it took the names of Austrasia (east and north-east) ; Neustria (north-west, 
where many Aimorican Britons, &c., driven out of England, had settled) ; Aquitan 
(south and west); Bourgogne (east and south-east) ; it was re-united and extended under 
the vigorous sway of Charlemagne (768-814), son of Pepin, and head of the Carhvingian 
race, which expired with Louis V. ^rior to which the Northmen, under RoUo, settled 
in Normandy). 

His successor was Hugues Capetj 987, from whom the descent is tolerably 
regular, though the kingly power was but weak for several reigns. A succession of 
fourteen kings of this house (including Philippe Auguste and Louis IX., or St. Louis), 
ended in the direct line with Charles IV., who was succeeded, 1328, by Philippe VI. oi 
Vahis, Six kings of this branch (among whom awGlciwtVwiN.^ ta^aM^^s^^^'^^"''^'as^» 
lowever, lost Crecj and Poitiers; Charles Vll, m'wVi'CiW >Mafe ^(icA ■^\i^g:x'^\^'8iv.^^*»^ 
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all they had gained in Franee ; and the crafty Louis XI.) ended with Charles YIIL 
Louis XII. of Vahit'Ori^tu comes next, 1498. After liim, Francis I. (1515) of Valoi$^ 
Anffouleme and four princes of the some stock, including Charles IX, the author of the 
Bartholomew massacre. Henry IV., or Henri Quotro of Valais-Bourbcm, ascended the 
throne, 1589, and was succeeded by Louis XIII. and other Bourbons, down to the 
Kevolution, and execution of Louis XVI. (1793.) 

Napoleon became emperer 1806. Louis XVIII. was restored 1814 (the child of 
his murdered brother had the nominal title of X/)uis XVII.) and, except the * Hmidred 
Days,' reigned till 1826. His brother, Charles X, was driven from the throne, 1830, 
when Louis Philippe of Orleans succeeded, and reigned till 1848, when the Third Bevo- 
lution and Second Republic was effected, which terminated, 1861, when the restoration 
of the Empire, under Napoleon III. (son of Napeleon's second brother Louis). The direct 
survivor of Louis Philippe is his grandson the Count de Paris ; and of the Bourbons, 
Charles X.th*s grandson, the Count de Chambord, or Henry V., as his partisans style 
him. 

Population of France (1861), 36,781,628; regular army, 454,000; fleet, 830 vessels 
(90 bemg steamers), with 8,000 guns; revenue, about 1,376,000,000 francs (£56,000,000); 
public debt, £230,000,000.

IiOiidon to Paris, via Dover A Calais, 
From the Station of the Sonth 
Eastern Ballway, London Bridge. 

The tourist, on lesving London Bridge, finds 
himself whirled over a bcantifiil country; and 
at about six and a quarter miles he finds himself 
at Sydenham. To the right of the line the Crys. 
tal Palace of 1851 has found a permanent home, 
and stands forth as a grand and splendid monn< 
ment representing the combined elements of 
universal industry, and ornamenting the pic- 
turesque locality in which it is situated. Very 
little of interest surronnds the remaining part 
of the Journey to Dover, where the traveller 
takes the steam-boat, and leaving the old cliffs 
of Engh&nd, finds himself after a delightfol sea 
trip of two hours at Calais, in France; On ar- 
rival here tourists should proceed direct to the 
passport officCj on the railway station, and get 
their passport; properly vlted. after whidi th^ 
should proceed to an a^Joioing room for the 
purpoM of taaring his baggage examined. This, 
hawvnt, can be avoided by declaring them for 



Calais. — See page 30.— Quit'ing this station, 
the railroad almost makes the circuit of the town, 
and passes through a country as low and fiat as 
it is undiversified by any beauties of sylvan 
scenery, and pas^g St. Pierre station, arrives at 

Ardrss.— A small fortified place, situated on 
a eanal, from which it takes its name, and me- 
morable as being the vicinity of the spot, dose 
to which, in 1520, the famous meeting took 
place between Henry YIII of England and 
Francis I. of France. The place of meeting 
was called the Field of the Cloth of Gold, and is 
situated to the west, midway between this station 
and Quisnes.

It a ay, however, be well to observe, that at 
Boulogne the baggage is not exempted from in- 
spection, even though declared as direct for Paris. 
The railway staUon is opposite the harbour; 
and the passenger receives two tickets, one for 
his fare (which he should always have ready to 
show), the other for his luggage. At the sound 
of the bell he should leave th^waiiing-room and 
proceed to the carriage. The distance from 
Boulogne to Paris is 170 English miles. 

Departing from Boulogne termhius, the rail. 
road turns a little to the west of the post road, 
and makee a lengthened detour, going dose to 
the river Liane, the high grounds overhanging 
which form a very preUy aspect, until its arrival 
at Pont-de-Brique, dose to a village of the same 
name which we do not see. To the ri^ht we see 
the De Clocheville oh&teau, in which Napoleon 
once lodged. The next station met is Neuoh&tel, 
8| mUes from Boulogne. Before our arrival 
here, the road passes through the forest of Har- 
ddot. Close to here is Condette, famous for 
the excellent game it affords to sportsmen, and 
for its large rabbit burrow.

A bridge of twenty-two arches crosses the Seine 
here. A good view can be obtained from it 
The railway leaves the last station by the left 
bank of the Seine, and agahi crosses the river 
before arriving at 

St. Pikrab db Vxovbay— [Five mUes wMt of 
this stajjpn is Leuviers— a manufiaoturiog town, 
with thirty cloth manufactories a&d a number of 



I spinning mills.] The road is oafried throngb 
two tunnels, near Le Grand ViUiers, beCoi* 
reaching 

Oaillov— from whence omnibuses go to Aa> 
teuU and Andelays. Here is a large paatten- 
tiary; and in the distance, five miles north of 
the road, rises before us the Chateaa GslllsM.. 
a magnificent ruin, seated on a lofty rock^ at 
whose base tiie Seine flows. This was the fa- 
vourite castle of Richard Coeur de Lion. 

VxRNov.— Inn :— Grand Gerf. 

An old tovm giving a name to an EagUdi 
family, beautifriUy situated, and having a popula- 
tion of 5,400. Its hcnises are generally tla^ber- 
framed, and its streets narrow, wliioh rmiders its 
tout ensemble rather picturesque. Its churoh 
and tower are objects of interest. Leaving Ver- 
non, the railroad runs dose by the river at the 
base of the high ground, to Bonnieres, at a 
short distanoe from which it goes through a tun- 
nel 2,480 yards long, driven through a chalky 
and flinty bed, hard to penetrate ; and, skirting 
off Rosny Forest— felled at one time by Bul^y of 
its timber, to the value of 100,000 francs, in order 
to pay his royal master's debts— arrives at 

H ANTES.— Inns : -> Cheval- Blanc and Grand 
Cerf. 

A very handsome town, prettily situated on the 
margin of the Seine on the left bank. Its chief 
objects of interest are the Cathedral of Notre 
Dame, an elegant gothic building, built for 
BJanohe ef Castile and her son St Loi;Us; and 
the Tower ef St Madou. It was here that 
IfiUiam the Conqueror received the injury 
which terminated in his death a few days after, 
wards, at Rouen. The railway now enters % 
cutting, and proceeds through a beautiflil comir 
try to Epone, where we see a fine ehurch of the 
twelfth century. Meulan and Triel are next 
passed the former, a town ok the right bank of 
the Seine, containing sevwal manu&ctories and 
com mills ; and the latter, a place famous for its 
plaster quarries. 

PoissT is a nnall town, situated at one of the 
extreme points of the fiorest of St Germain, eo 
the left bank of the Seine. A cattle market if 
held here every Thursday, for the saf/glj of 
meat to Paris. It was the birthplaee of St. Loui% 
who was baptised in the paridx churdi, in afont 
jet preserved \l&«t^ ^ni^. ifiasswiw \» '<>a6i*Bv 
Po\Ms \& x«io»>»^Nft**^ictfi^^^M^^'<i»^'*-'«^'«* 
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too* held there in 1561, for the purpose of ad- 
Jnsliiiff the diiferenoes between the Calranistic 
and Bomiah churches. Its first meeting was 
attended by Catherfaie de Medids, and her son 
Charles IX. neza, with several doctors, repre- 
sented the one diurch ; and Cardinal Ippoloto 
d'Este, as Papal legate, the other. 

From here the railroad follows the left bank 
of the Seine, cutting through the forest of St. 
Germain, and arriving at 

lUisoBS.—Inni.— Hotel Talma, and Le Petit 
Havre. 

It is situated In a beautiful neighbourhood of j 
picturesque villas, &e.; and it was here that 
Toltahre wrote •• Zaire.** 

The rai'road crosses the Seine at Besons by a 
timber bridge of i^e arches, each 100 feet, 
resting on stone piers. Immediately after, on 
our 1( ft, we come to the Junction of the St. 
Qermains line ; and at Asnieres the Vercailles 
line branches off to the right. The Seine is 
again crossed by a bridge of five arches, and the 
village of Clichy passed on the left ; after wiiich 
the railroad enters Paris by Les Batignolles, 
passing through two tunnels under the Place de 
TEurope, and crossing on a bridge over the Rue 
de Stockholm, we arrive at the Paris terminus> 
Sue d* Amsterdam.

For trains from London to Brighton and New- 
haven also for steam boat information, hours of 
aalling &c. see Bradshaw's British Quide. 

Tickets taken for the Journey throughout 
from London to Paris are available for four 
days from the date of issue, thus giving passen- 
gers who do not dedre to proceed direct to Paris, 
Che opportoni^ of staying a short time at Dieppe 
or Rouen and they are available by any of the 
ordinary trains, as well as by the special and ex- 
press trains running in connection with the 
iteamers. 

Passengeraf luggage Passengers, proceeding 

direct from London by the train running in 
correspondenee with the steamer, must book 
tiielr luggage^ fbr Paris direct, and it will then 
be disembariced fanmediately upon the arrival of 



the steamer at Dieppe, and conveyed to tiie 
HaQway Terminus, a charge of Is. being nude 
for such transport at the time of booking the 
luggage at the London Terminus. Each pas- 
senger is allowed 561bs. of luggage; any lorpliu 
will be charged one penny per lb. Paaaengers 
remaining at Dieppe until a later train, must 
have their luggage booked for Dieppe onljs 
otherwise it will be sent on direct to Paris. 

Dieppe is a favourite and fashionable water- 
ing place, ;much frequented in summer by the 
Parisians for Its excellent sea bathing. From 
the heights adjoining the entrance to the har- 
bour the prospect is very extensive. The town, 
seated on the sea shore between two steep cliffs 
seems to form a barrier against the ocean. On 
the slope of the opposite hills we discern a castle 
commanding the whole town, in the midst of 
which are the churches of 8t. Jacques and St. 
Bemy aUract attention, especially that of St. 
Jacques whose lofty tower is of handsome 
gothio architecture. 

The sea bathing of Dieppe attracts numerous 
visitors during the ieason. The Bath Establish- 
ment is one of the best conducted in Europe* 
and affords a variety of amusements. 

The environs of Dieppe are szceedingly 
pretty. 

The Hidlway to Rouen passes through one of 
the most picturesque parts of Normandy, the 
scenery being a continuous panorama of hOland 
dale. Tallies, viaducts, and bridges, villas and 
chateaus, from the old castle of LonguMUet 
where the beautiftil sister of the Great Condd 
lived and disd. of whom Rochefauoonld wrote :— 

Fbur msriter son eoonr, ponr plaire a ms loeaiiz s^enx, 
J*ai fUt la genrre au Bois, Je Tftturals Mte atiz dienx. 

To the magnificent valley of MonvUle teemmg 
with its manufactories, mills, steam engines, 
cottages and villas, for a distance of nine or ten 
miles up to the very walls of Rouen, and pre* 
•entfaig one of the most charming views of pic- 
turesque scenery, enlivened by the pleasant hum 
of factories affording constant occupation for 
thousands of the active and industrious Norman 
population of the surrounding country.

Lbs BATXcmoLLSs (dept. of the Seine), neav the 
Raihray Engine Shops, is the flist place outside 
the barridre^ and giTOS name to one of the short 
tunnels, by whidi yon pass (the longest is 1822 
fSeet) imder tibe plahi of Monoeanx. CUehy-hu 
Garenne, a littte fiirther, near the Seine, with its 
square town, was a country seat of lebon roi Dago- 
bert, who was married here. NeuiUy lies above it, 
on the Seine, and St. Deids btiow, with the hffls of 
Montmorency bdiind. A ftre^voh bridge leads 
oyer to 

AsNiERBS (2J miles), where the Rive drelte 
(right, or north bank of the Seine) Une to Ver- 
saiUes {see Route 3) turns off, up the river, among 
several country houses. Coach to GennevUUers. 

At GoLOMBEs, the branch line to St. Germain 
turns off to the left (see Route 3a) . RolUn wroto 
his Ancient ESstory fai this pleasant neighboiir- 
hood. (Coadi to Hooffles.) A short bnuush, 
leads 3 kil. north-west to Argentetdl, (population 
4,600) on the Seine, having parts of its old walls, a 
hospital, ftrandedby Vinoentde Paul, and Maiais 
diiteau. ItwastotheBemardineoonvwsthere 
(fbunded 666), that Hetoiae retreated after: laav. 
ing Aboard. Coaches to Saanols, FranooKviae, 
St. Leu-Tavemy, and EaubouM. 

At B«£<»t» ^ 4«5<ia^^8DM«o»» %^«Bfc.^fcp^»eiev^ 
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th« ndl oroMM the S«lne (which winds three or 
fbor timet hereehoute), on a wooden viAdnct of 
Blae arohei, each 98^ feet ipan. The early 
FrMflh Ungi had a mint here. Another 
wooden bridge over the river brings you to 

MAisomClO ml8.)» or BfaiMns-Lafitte, so called 
after the banker, whose widow lives in a chateau, 
baUt 1658, by Mansard, and which came to 
Comte d* Artois (Charles X.) and Marshal Lan- 
nei^ Duke of MontebeUo. Voltaire was here 
when he oaoght the small-pox. Herblay chi> 
teau lies 6 miles north-north-east, across the 
river. 

L*Etoils-de-Cokflah8 (3| mUes), in the mid- 
dle of the forest of St. Germain, (that town is to 
the south) leaves Co»^ns 4 kll. north, aerose the 
Seine, near the Oise's mouth, and having a 
ehurdi of the eleventh and twelfth centuries, 
where St. Honorius was buried, besides a pic- 
turesque ch&teau. 

PoissY (} mile), at the old bridge, on the river, 
was a country seat of the early kings, from 

Charlee the Bold (860), and has a high^roofed 
gothio ohuroh, with buttresses and two slender 
spires^ containing the font which Louis IX., 
or Louis de Poissy, (a native) was baptised in, 
•ad the tomb of Philippe his brother. Another 
(^urch, founded by his son, Philippe le Hardi, 
1314 (And destroyed 1793) belonged to the 
Ursuline abl>ey, where the famous conference 
was held, 1561, between the Catholics and Pro- 
testants, Besa and Peter Blartyr attending, on 
the part of the latter; but it led to no result 
except the massacre of St. Bartholomew There 
are also an old hospital, and a central house of 
detention. A great cattle market for Paiis, on 
Thursday. Hotels — ^De Eouen, de la Marine. 
Population 4300. 

The rail follows the south side of the river, 
hence, almost all the way to Rouen; the 
limeetone banks begin to rise, and the scenery im- 
proves. Opposite VemeuiUet (north side) where 
Talleyrand's brother lived, is 

Tbxsl m mUes), and its old-fashioned church, 
with a centre tower, baUt by Francis I. ; it has 
iome stained windows, and Pousshi's Adoration 
of the Magi, which the Pope gave to Christiana

Mbulah (3| miles), north of the rail, begfond 

the Seine, wliich an old bridge, resting on Do 

BeUe^ here crosses. It was a fortified town, 

which the Due de fiCayenne unsucoeesftiUy be* 

sieged in the civfl wars. One of its two ehurches^ 

(it had also a priory and convent) is now a oonu 

market. Chateaubriand had a seat here. Pop«- 

lation 2000. fioCel— Royal. 

fAt 7 miles north is Vigny ch&teau, which 

belonged to Cardinal d' Amboise, ?n<'^ittfr of 

Louis XII., and a munificent patron of the 

arts. Ingen, further on, was a country house 

of the bishops of Chartres ; and near Epdne, 

is a Dolmen or druid pile.] 

Maktes (lOi miles), opposite Limay, at the 

bridge of 3 arches (each 127 feet span, resting 

on lie Champion), is called la joUe, or pretty 

because of its situation, and is a ious-pr€fecture 

with 4600 souls. William the Conqueror burnt 

it, in 1096, to revenge himself on Louis, and re. 

ceived the hurt of which he died a little after ; 

it was taken fh>m tbe EuRlish by Du Guesclin. 

and agahi by Chailes VII. llotre Dame church, 
with its triple portal, taU square towers of 
different ages, lofty nave, 105 feet high (sup- 
ported by buttresses), delicate choir, pillars, etc., 
was founded by Jeanne of Franee. Of another 
church, St. Madou, only a beautifUl sleader 
tower (1340-4) is left. The old di&teau in 
v^hich Philippe Auguste died, was pulled down, 
1721. The public libraiy contains 4000 vole, 
and there are several fountains, with some parta 
of the old walls. HqUU—Ia Grand Cerf (Stag), 
la Chasse Royale. 

LiMAT has a hermitage, to which pilgrimagoa 

are made. Trade, in wine^ com, leather, and 

timber. (Coach to La Roche Gnyon, 20 kil.) 

A new bridge leads out of the town. 

[At 26 kil. south-west is Anet, near the 

Euro, with awing, chapel, and other remains 

of the beantiftil ch&teau, built by Delorme, 

for Henry the Sec<md'8 mistress^ Diana de 

Poictiers (buried here), and pulled to pieces 

at the revolution. Drenxisl6kiL further. 

(SM Route 91.) 
At 27 kil. south south-west, is Houdan, on 
the Vdsgres (where the Opton meets it) 
and the Brest road, once a fortified i^ce^ 
and having an old tower, with an ezoellMit 
gothic church, as ancient as Robert (he 
Pious. Population 2000. 
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At 21 kiL north, is Magny, a little Tillage, 
on the Aubette, in a fertile com country, 
with a good church, and manufactures of 
woollen, paper, &c.] 

Ros^nr (3} miles), close to that forest, has the 
old hlgh-roofed brick ch&teau, in which Rosny, 
Due do Sully, the faitliful Mend and minister of 
Henry IV. was bom, 1639. It belonged to the 
late Duchess do Berry. 

CAt 22 kil. south-west. Is Jvry.ta-^olaiZJe, 
under a hill, on the Eure, eelebrated for the 
victory of Henry IV., and his Protestant 
fful^ects, 1690, over the Leaguers, under their 
Captain General, the Duke of Mayenne, 
assisted by the *^hiroling chivalry of Guoldres 
and Almayne." The field contains a 
pyramid 66 feet high. Macaulsy's noble 
lines on this victory are marked by one of 
those generous traits which have endeared 
Henry IV. to his countrymen. 

** And then we thought on venseance, and all along

The pretty village, of RoUeboise (which has 
part of the castle taken from the English, by 
Du Guesdin), on the slope of the river, a little 
further, is close to a ttmnel 8,C82 feet long 
through tlie chalk, which cost twenty months, 
and nearly half a million pounds of powder to 
make. 

B01T5IERE8 (3^ miles), where conveyances 

to Evreux, Caen, &c., are taken ; and the road 

to Caen and Cherbourg turns off. (aee Route 4.) 

fAt 7 kil. north, on the bend made by the 

Seine, here crossed by a suspension bridge, 

is La Boche Guyon, with the Norman tower 

and ciiapel of an old castle, taken by the 

English, 1418; below which is the more 

modem seat of the Rochefoucaulds, where 

they shew the bed, portrait, and Aimiture 

of Henry IV. Here Frauds de Bourbon 

was killed, by a box being thrown on his 

head, 1645.] 

Soon after Fort-VQlez (opposite the Epte's 

mouth, and near the Camp-de-Csesar) you enter 

department Enre, and the province of Nor- 

mandy 



Vnuroar (7 miles), belonged to theNbrman an- 
cestor of the Veraons, of Kinderton, in England. 
It stands in a fine hollow, at the 22 arched Inrldge 
to Vemonnet ; as a frontier town it was fortified 
by Henry II.} and flrequently suffered in the 
wars with France. An old tower, built by Henrj 
II., remains; also a good gothic ohurdi (NAtre 
Dame) having a carved blade marble tomb; and 
St. Just's hospital, or Hdtel Dieu, founded by 
St. Louis,. and rebuilt 1770, by the Due de Pen- 
thldvre. It has besides an artillery depdt, and n 
small salle-de-spectade. To the west is the 
eharmhig Park, and Chftteau de Bisy, whidi 
bdonged to the Orleans family. A tower at 
Vemonnet, is called Julius Csesar^s ; the Chlteiu 
de la Madeleine was the seat of Casimbr Dela- 
vlgne,'the poet. Population 0,300. HoUU—-'Dvl 
Lion d'Or, (Golden Lion) ; Grand Cerf, (Stag). 
[At 36 kil. north-east, is Gisors, a pleasant old 
town, on the Epte, having the keep and other 
remains of a feudal castle, begun by William 
the Conqueror and Henry I. (who received 
Pope Calixtus here, 1120,) and finished by 
Henry II. (who met Philippe Auguste here, 
1188» about a new omsade). PUUppe 
Auguste fled hither some time after, on his 
defeat by Richard I., at Courcelles, and waa 
nearly drowned by the falling of the bridge. 
The town walls and moats are now turned 
into promenades; a gothio churdi of the 
13th century, has a well carved renaissance 
portal, a Jube and marble figure by Goi^on, 
and stained windows. St. Paer's tower, of 
the 13th century, is outside. Population 
8,700. J7otels— Du Bras d'Or (Golden Arm); 
de I'Ecu, (Crown-piece). 
Further down, across the river, in the forest 
of Vernon, are Pressagny, called TOrgueil- 
leuz, (the Proud), though it has little to 
be proud of,— and Port-Mort, where Louis 
VIII. married Blanche de Castile. The 
Seine Is crowded with pretty idands here.] 
Gaillon (8 miles), 2 kfl. west of the 
railway, in a fine spot, has a House of Cor- 
rection on the site of the ch&teau of the 
Rouen archbishops, built about 1262, burnt by 
the English, and restored in the renaissanea 
style ofthe 16th century, by Cardinal d'Ambois^ 
but ruined at the revolution. Its gate is at the

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cloth, is a flonrisldng and andent town, in 
the rich fdafai of the Euro, where Richard I. 
and PhiHnpe Auguste made a treaty, HOG. 
It was taken by Edward III., and again by 
Hemy V. who dismantled it, except a smaB 
part of the walls. An old ctanrdi of the 
twelfth oentoxy, partly norman in its style; 
a Knight Templsr's house of the tweBth 
century, and timber houses (in the old tow*) 
are seoi ; be^es several fketories, dye-warh^ 
a biUtoth^ue, 6alle-de-q>ectacle, three 
bridges, &o. ifoteZs— Da Rouen, du Grand 
Cerf (Stag), dn Monton d' Argent, (Silver 
Sheep or <* Golden Fleeoe").] 
At Mavoib, on the north side of the Seine 
opposite the Euro's mouth, the railway crosses 
by a viaduct of 6 arches, each 98 feet span. At 
8 kil. north-east, is Romilly, and its large copper 
fomderies, on the AndcOle, which employ 1100 or 
1200 hands. Here Cardhial d'Amboise's great 
oathedral dock was brought from Rouen and 
melted down for cannon, at the revolution. 
Fleury, 6 kfl. ftarther up, has good views of the 
valley of the river. About 10 kil. beyond this is 
Lyons-la-Foret, on the Lieur, near the remains 
of the abbey church of Mortemer, founded by 
Henry II. of England; and on a hiU roman re- 
mains have been found. 

Poirr.i>s.L'ARCHB, (7J mUes) to the south, 

across the Seine, here spanned by a long 22-arch 

bridge, to which it owes its name, is a pretty 

place, in Ouche district, in Upper Normandy, 

and was built and fortified 854. by Charles the 

Bold, who held two councils there. Its high 

roofed church, has a spire and buttresses, with 

stained glass of the fourteenth century.

Behind stretdies a large forest. (Coach to

[At 10 Idl. west, at the suspension bridge across 

a bend of the river, is JSRxett/, a thriving 

cloth town, of 10,500 people, among factories, 

in a valley bordered by a chain of hills, which 

crop out at the chalk cli£b of Orival in the 

river. It has two churches, St. Etienne being 

the older and smaller, and both ornamented 

with stained glass, and it is watered by 

artesian wells.

It is the JU-ihomagu§ of 
Ptctony, which under Clovis beeame the capital 
of Neostria. Wrolf, or BoUo, the Northman 
leader (912) made it the head of his provlnoe of 
Normandie, wUdi Charles the Simple gave w?^ 
wHh his daughter, and whldi King John, tqpoB 
the murder of his nephew Arthur, in Base 
Vieffle tower, fSorMted to hfs snserain FUUppB 
Augusta, 1204. Henry V. to^ it 1418^ before 
the battle of Agfaxcourt, whidi laid France at 
his feet. ** Joan of Arc here expiated the crime 
of having saved her ooontry,"* befaig burnt fbr a 
witdi by the English, 1431. The Frendi re- 
took It, 1440, andUwas given up to Henry IV 
1543, after a siege, in which his father, AntotaM^ 
de Navarre was mortally wounded. The worin 
he threw up are stni seen on St. CatiMrineTs 
mo, but the old towers and waOs (ittended ft>r 
the ilflh time fttmi Bollo, by Louis IX.), ara 
replaced by open boulevards, planted 1770.^. 
This hne indndes the old town and the bnlldlQge 
worth notice ; outside are the fliubonrgs ef Mar- 
tsinvllle and Hilahre (east), Beauvoftadb and 
BourreuU (north), Caudioise (west), and the 
large suburb of St. Sever, on the south banli^ 
where most of the fkctorles lie; but many smaU 
vrorks— between 200 and 800, for tanning, dyeing,

The unflnlabed west front and rose wbidowi, 
M feet high. 
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(burled In St. Agnes' chapel) the master sculptor, 
who thej say, stabbed his apprentice because he 
vas outdone in the opposite iHndow. Eleren 
tijcptHa surround the oral chobr, (finished 1840) 
and its clustered pillars. What remahis of the 
abbey, (one of the oldest In Normandy, where 
Henry IV. and other kings used to stay,) is en- 
closed hi the Hdtel de Ville, which has a shnplo 
Corinthian facade, buUt 1818, and grand stahr. 
case^ with bustsof Louis XV., and the Cor. 
neiUes. It contains the Musle, founded 1809, 
with a gallery of French and other pictures, 
(open from 10 till 2,) and Caffleri's statae of 
P. Comeille; and the Bibliotheque, (open on 
Thursdays,) of 36,000 volumes, besides 1,200 
MSS. from the llth century, including D. 
d'Aubonne's gradual or mlnal, with 200 pahit- 
ingi^ &c. in it, (which took thirty years to fill, is 
2| feet long, and weighs 79 pounds I ) and Bishop 
Jacques de Lieur's Livre des Fontaines (given 
1526) friU of arabesques, &c. 

Of other churches, (14 left out of 37,) there are 
— St. Madou, in Rue Malpalu, ranking next to 
St. Ouen's, and built 1472 ; it has a finely-carvod 
triple portal, a dome 164 feet high, much stained 
glass, a good staircase to the organ, &o. St. 
Patrice, near Boulevard Bouvreuil, built in 1536, 
in the renaissance style^ cross<shaped, with good 
stained windows. St. Vincent, in Bue do la 
Vicomte^ in the same style, with a good porch, 
&c. St. Amand, another renaissance church, in 
Bue St. Nicholas, belonged to an abbey founded 
1030, of which a small part is loft, covered with 
wood carvings of abbesses, &c., among whom is 
Anne de Souvr^ (diod 1664), whose bo<ty was 
found in 1800, undecayed. St. Bomain, near the 
ri^way station (rive droite,) buUt 1679, has the 
granite tomb of its patron saint, whose Ufo is pio> 
tured hi the dome, &o., besides stained windows 
saved at the revolution, from the ohurches of St. 
Maur, St. Etienne, and St. Martin, all now 
turned into magazines, &o. St. Godard, in 
Bue de I'Ecole, of the 16th century, has the 
genealogy of Christ in one of its stained win- 
dows, and a painting by LeteDier, Poussin's 
nephew. At St. Eloi's, near the poultry market 
and Theatre Fran^ais, and used by the pro* 
testants since 1803, there was a well In the 
choir, with an iron chain to it, which gave 
toM proverb, "It is bs old aa the well- 
siJSJoJ, " In Rue CbasselWvre, in the north 



outskirts, is St. Gervaii^ Church, with a very an» 
dent crypt, and onoe attadied to the abbey 
which WlQiam the Conqueror died in./, Near 
St. Lo*s, .behind the Palids de Justice, traces 
of the Boman wall were found in the eighteenth 
eentury. St. Nicaise, built 1388, and St. Vivien, 
are not far behind St. Oucn's. St. Hilafare,near the 
Bue de Darmetal. St. Paul's stands on the Conr 
de Pais, near the river side, induding a fragment 
of the old one in the sacristy. St. Sever'i^ in 
the midst of that faubourg, is in Rue d'Elbceuf. 
In this part also are St. Ton's Asile des Alite£s, 
(Lunatic Aqrlum) on a large scale. The new 
Jardhi des Piantes, open daily. The Gas Worics. 
A large well regulated abattoir or slaughter 
house, In the Bue de Sotteville, built in 1835. 
The Circus. A Caserne or Barrack for cavalry, 
on the sito of Bonnenouvelle priory, founded by 
fho Conqueror's queen, and burnt and rebuilt hn 
1665; and a foot barrack in Place St. Sever, 
near the bridge, in what was an immense salt 
store. A third barraek is that of BlartinvUleb 
built in 1776, in front of the Champ de Mars. 

The Pr^ecetH6Ul,lBia Bue de Fonteaclle, 
so called after the philosopher, whose birthplace* 
(marked " FonteneUe est n6 dans cette maisoi^ 
le 11 Fevrier, 1657,") is a Uttle distance off, fai 
the Bue des Bons Enfians, while that of his 
undo, the dramatist, is dose by the Prefeetnrei 
in the Bue de la Pie, (marked *'Id est n€, le 9 
Juin, 1606, Pierre Comeille.") On the Quai du 
Havre are, the Douanes or Custom House; the 
Bourse (Exchange,) and Tribunal de Commeree, 
in a building called the Consuls, (opposite Boid- 
dieu's statue,) In which is a hall with a Christy by 
Vandyke^ and two pictures by Lemonnier, a 
native; and the Tb6fttre des Arts, near the 
bridge, havhig an ionic l^ront, with a medallion 
of the << Grand Comeille." The TM&tre Fran- 
9ais, built in 1793, is in the Vieux March6 (or 
Old Market place), the oldest hi the dty, where 
the scaffold is erected. 

A short turn leads Into the Place de la 
Pucelle, so called after the unfortunate Maid 
of Orleans, who was burnt at the stake on a 
spot marked by a fountain and a ridiculous 
bronze of her, by Bonet. Opposite It ia •&. 
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the front, aiu, In the eotirt, tbtIovs canringi and 
bas-itfleA or tbo Field of Um Cloth of GoM, 
(fw Ardm) and other inhJoeCf ; EUsabeth*!

Two towers, called Donjon and Gascon, hi Rue 
de to Gtoddro, are left of Philippe Augustus 
ehfttean, built 1206, and made an UrsuUne con- 
rent. Many local, middle-age and other an- 
tiquities, Indudlng Coenr de Lion's heart in a 
box, are pt o eerre d in the departmental musean 
at the old convent of St. Bfarie. Rue de Fonssfai, 
not flff frtmi this, besides a collection of natural 
histoiy^ open Tuesday and Thursday, from twdre 
to three. Old carred houses may be noticed in 
Grand Rue (Noe. 116, 120, &c.). Rue dn Change, 
Rue Eloup€e (No. 4), thehotue of Jourenet, the 
painter, and many more. On Saplns hill to the 
Cimetl^reMonmnental; there are six others, one 
being fbr Protestants. Eeoles de Natation, or 
swimming sdiools, on lies Lacroix and Petit Gay. 
Besides the Comeilles and Fontenellc, Rouen 
ctoims as naff re^ Benserade the poet, Pradon, the 
JoBcdts Brumoy and Danld, Paul Lucas the tra- 
rellor, Adam the chemist, Madlle. ChampmesT6 
the trag^ian, Jourenet, Restoul and G6ricanlt 
the pointers, Boieldleu the composer, Count 
MolHer, Napoleoif s minister of finance, Arm&nd 
Carrel, and Louto Bmne, who saved the lives of 
mere than 60 persons; on hto house yon see 'A 
Louto Brune, la VQIe de Rouen."

A fourth and fifth tunnel (3118 
feet, and IICT feet), in the chalk under Caucholse 
faubourg, Sec, bring you, at length, with the 
Seine in view, to Bapeaumc, DeviQc, and Ma- 
romme— the last having apopcdation of 3809, and 
manufhctures of cotton, paper, powder, &c., on 
theCallly. 
[About 5 kii. south Is Cantelou, In the forest 
of Roumar, on a height, near the river, 
with a chiteau of the time of Louls'XlV.*, 



and 2 kH. west of this, is the cfaureli 
of the abbey of St. George dcs Bosdier- 
▼Die, founded 1144, by William do Tan« 
carville; it is a good norman specimen, 
cross-shaped, with round towers and win- 
dows (except in the pointed onei of the 
west spires), an east apse, pilasters, &o., and 
a trandtion chapter-house.] 
BfALAVKAT (5| miles from Rouen), has paper 
and cotton mfllsi on Om Cailly, crossed by a via- 
duct of eight archei^ 83 fi^et high. The railway to 
Dieppe (see Route 2) turns off to the north-east 
a little beyond, vp the valley of the stream, near 
which yon oome to Kotre Dttne-des-CliaiBpa 
tnnnel (7218 ftet long), under Fovillo hill. 

BAUENTnr (6 miles) on the Austrebcrto (which 
fUls into the Seine at Dudcr clifli*, 11 Idl. south- 
■outh-west in the forest of Trait) has cotton 
works, and a great viaduct on twenty-seven 
arches, 108 feet high, 1640 ftet long, as rebuilt 
by the contractors, after a fkll in 1846. 

Favuxt, farther up the stream, in a pret^ 
spot, has an old chfttean of the thirteentli cen- 
tury (now a eotton wmk), and a diurch, in 
whidi the finrt wife of Diana de Foictier's hoi- 
band is buried. 
fAt 15 kiL soBth-soutb-east are the fine Ifor- 
manndns of the abbey chnreh of Jw/ti^get 
Ibunded 661, by St. FLUbert, and rebuilt hi 
the eleventh century. It has two oonqricu- 
ous towers over the west front, and parts 
of the central towers, &c To this abbey 
the Confessor sent Harold to renew h!s 
promife of the kingdooi to WUUam. 
ChariesVU. was here when his mistress^ 
Agnes Sorel, died at Meanfl chitean (3 mliee 
south-east) now a fkrm house^ near the ri^ er, 
0K>08ite Maony forest.] 
MoTTEViLXJB (8^ miles) in the wide and fortile 
plain of the Fays de Caux, near the last tunnel 
on the line (Flamanville) 541 feet long. Coaches 
go to Ycrville, St. Lanrent, Luneray (35 Wl.), 
on one road; and to DnndeviUe and St. Valery 
(38 kll.) on another. 

YvBTOT (5 mUes) to the left, in a fertfle spot, 
a sous-prefecture of 8600 souls, with a briek 
church, old wooden hooses, and manufaclurea 
of ribbons, cotton velvets, Ac, Is celebrated for 
its rol d' Yvetot, a burlesque titles first eonfiwrod 
in an edict of Uai, Qm \S» vA^eKos v:«Sl^ *Qc^^ 
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ia B«nngcr*s well-known song. At AUonville, 
6 UL aonth-west, if an oak 86 feet round, and 
aigbt oentoriea old. Coaches to Cany, Ourrille, 
Valmont, and Caudebeo (U UL south.) 
[Candebeoisaprettgr fishing TilUgeof2500soul% 
in a gap of the diffi on the Seine, where the 
aands begin to be troublesome. It belonged 
to St. Wandrille's abbey. Henry Y., of Eng- ' 
Jand, C9iarles VII., and Henry IV., took it 
The last event wasin 1692. The old walls are 
gone, but it retains many wooden houws, 
and a beautiful gothic church, built 1416-48, 
having a richly carved tr^Ie-portal (the old 
arms^ *three pearls,oa a blue field,** are seen), 
a side tower, with a tiara-shaped spire, and 
a Virgin diapel,with its great pendant hang, 
ing from the roof. Biscuits, beer, &c., are 
made; at one time it was noted for gloves 
and hats, called caudebees. The ruined 
(lurches of St. Gertrude and Ndtre Dame- 
de-Barre-y.va, are near— the latter behig of 
~ the thirteenth century, and avotivediapel for 
the bargemen, &c. Oppodte it was an island, 
which sunk in 1641, with a monastery on it. 
At 4 miles east are the gothic remains of a 
church, on the site of the abbey founded 
684, by St. Wandrille, kinsman of Clovis, 
and called FontendDe^ but burnt in 1230. 
Theodoric, son of the last Merovingian king 
died here. The buildings round it are used 
for a cotton factory. St. Satumin's little 
norman dispel is near; and there was 
another, Gaillouville, so full of statues that 
it was called the ** gathering of Paradise." 
Across the river (4 kil. south), in Bro- 
tonne forest, is the old chiteau of Mdlleraye, 
or Mesler^, seat of Madame de Mortemarte. 
At 4 Ul. south-west of Caudebec, is the 
pretty villago of Villequier, and its s^re 
church in a gi^ of the river.] 
IfozHTOT (11{ miles), to the south of which 
(3 UL) is Bdbec, a thriving town of 9800 people^ 
where four valleys meet, on a stream which 
runs down to the Seine. Cotton and linen 
goods, leather, &c, are made. JSToteZs— De 
Rouen; deFEurope. 
[At 8 kil. south of this, is X^tOeftonntf, hi a 
hollow on the Bolbec^ once the Ronum

Bbitzsvuxb (3| miles) whence there is a eoadi 
to Goderville (7 kil.), and to Fecamp (19 UL north, 
Boute2a). Further on and 2 UL south, is 
St. RoHAXN-DB-CoLBosx, in a pleasant country, 
with 2000 population, and manufkcturee of stodfi* 
ings and prints. 
[At 8 UL east-sonth-east, on the high difh 
opposite Quillebceu^ are the fine remains 
of TcMcanSU castle, indnding the gate and 
its massy round towers, chapd &e. It be- 
Icmged to the Conqueror's ehamberiain 
(ancestor of the English Tankervilles), the 
Harcourts, Dunois the soldier. Law the 
financier, and now to the Montmorendes,, 
butisnotfaihabited.] 
The railway winds round the hills at the badi 
of 

Habfuexjb (12 miles) a decayed village on the 
Lesarde, now 8^ UL from the 8eine*s mouth 
(here seen to advantage), bat once the chief 
port of Normandy. Henry V. took it after 
seven wedc^ sdge, 1416, and sent the population 
(8000) to Calais and elsewhere— wUdi was the 
ruin of it. The diurdi has a sleBder tower, and 
good portal, but the beantiftil crodieted spfare 
Is gone. Coach to Montvilliers (6 UL north) up 
the river (see Route 2a). 

A little east is Orcher chateau, seat of Madame 
Hortemarte^ once bdonging to Law. 

At 4^ miles beyond this (leaving Graville and 
f» old abbej church to the north) is Havre ter- 
minus, in Cours Napoleon. 

Havre^ ob lb Havbb de Gbacb. BoUU^ 
De I'Europe^ in the Rue de Paris, an exoeUent 
house, admirabV managed; de I'Amiraat^ 
a first class houses on the port; Wkeeler's 
Hot^ « cointot\a.\3:b6 ^Tv<i^\fia\ ^ouae^ on the 
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EngUiheontnl: O.Feathentonehaugh; Eng. 
U^ ehapel, In Rue d'Orleans; American chapeli 
•to Rue de la Paiz; Re?. MM. Poulain and Amp. 
tiounare French Protettant pastors here. Fost- 
cffioe, in Place Louis Seize. Large sea baths, 
besides those at the Frascati Hdtel. On landing 
here you giye up your English passport for a 
provincial one ; and when you embark, you must 
ask for a permit. Travellers through to Mar> 
eeilles should dedare to that efiect, to save delay 
about the passport at Paris. Omnibuses run to 
Ingouville. 

Population about 32,000, including English, &c. 
Havre is a thriving fortified port, sous-prefecture, 
packet station, &c., in department of Seine- 
Inferieure, in the old province of Normandy. 
It ranks as the second port in France, by which 
ithe Paris foreign trade is carried on; and its 
hubour is perhaps the best in the Channel, on 
the French side. It stands in a fiat damp spot, 
on the north side of the Seine's mouth (where it 
Is 6 miles wide), 143 miles from Paris, 100 from 
Southamptoi^ and 80 from Newhaven. Francis 
I. walled it round, Richelieu added a citadel, &c., 
and others have improved it; but before the 
fifteenth century it was an insignificant fishing 
place, near which Henry V. of England landed 
on his way to Agincourt, and whence Henry 
VII. embarked as Earl of Richmond. Warwick 
held It for Elizabeth, 1562, but gave it up after a 
long siege; and Rodney bombarded it, 1759. 

The Rue de Paris is the most bustling street, as 
it leads to the docks and quaJs; but the newest 
houses are up Ingouville HOI, where most of the 
English live, and which has the best views. Foiur 
basins or docks, les Bassins du Roi, du Commerce, 
and de la Barre, opening into the Port Neuf 
(opened 1 843) and Avant Port, will hold about 700 
shipping; there is also a new steam dock : they 
are cleared by sluices. The tide rises 20 to 27 feet, 
so that large ships may come in three hours before 
and after high water. In the Roads— one of 
which is 8 kil. off—there is anchorage, with plenty 
of water, but the current often runs with danger- 
ous swiftness. Few of the buildings are of any 
note. The Hdtel de Ville, buUt in 1763, stands in 
Place Francis I., whose crest (the Sahunander) is 
over the door, whence there is a fine view. The 
Costom-house, or Douane, is on Qoal l^otte 



style ; the front was restored 1829. St. Francois 
Church was built between 166S and 1681. Ex- 
change^ or Bourse, was built 1786; Salle de 
Spectacle (theatre), began 1817, and rebuilt, 1846» 
by Charpentier; at the Circle de Commerce the 
merchants meet. The old pr§tobre, in the Market 
Place, is the Palais de Justice ; a public library^ 
of 16,000 volumes, is at the new Museum, on the 
site of the ancient Hdtel de Vill^ with statues of 
Saint Pierre and Delavigne in front. A telegraph, 
on Francis I.'s old tower (69 feet high, 86 round), 
communicates with La Hdve Lights. There are 
military barracks, an arsenal, &c., and the 
government tobacco factory. A museum of 
natural history at Ingouville. A marble slab 
marks the house in Rue de la Corderie (No. 47), 
where Saint Pierre^ the author of Paul and Vir- 
ginia, was born. Mad. de Scuderi, Mad. de la 
Fayette, C. Delavigne, &c.,were also natives. The 
low space to the north-west is Uned with wind- 
mills, and leads to Cape Ui H@ve, where the chalk 
cliffs begin, on which stand the fixed lights, 446 
feet above sea. The Seine runs with such power 
past the pier.heads of the harbour, as to prevent 
the water inside firom falling sensibly for even 
three hours after high water; so that 120 saU 
have been known to leave in one tide, with the 
wind against them. Both sides of the river 
above Havre are well lighted, to guide small 
craft past the shifting sands. It was off this port 
that Sir S. Smith was captured, 1796, and sent to 
the Temple. 

Ship.building and kindred trades are carried 
on. Many ships are engaged in the New- 
foundland cod, the herring, and other fish- 
eries. Among the articles manufactured are 
tobacco, soap, pottery, iron, cordage, starch, 
vitriol, paper, beer, refined sugar, lace, &c. The 
imports are sugar, coffee, spices, cotton, &c., to 
the value of £10,000,000, of which coti,ton is one- 
fourth; and the exports include silks, doths, 
gloves, perf\unes, trinkets, wine, brandy, &c. 

Conveyances— by rail, to Rouen, Dieppe, Paris, 
&c ; by coach to Fecamp, Dieppe, MonbrilBers, 
&c. By steam to Honfleur, daily, 1 hour ; Caen, 
daily, 4 hours; Cherbourg, twice a week, 10 
hours; Dunkirk, weekly, 20 hours; Trouvtlle^ 
dally, 1 \sfXQX9,\ ^\.. ^«^Sk^ ^Bdcto^ Naasw^ %. -o^scSfc^ 
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whidi ttttTT^T* cooM ap), in a diarming spot, is 
•0 called after Clork's grandnn, St Clodoald, 
nko WM murdered here. It was bomt by the 
■nsUah, IS58 ; Henry lU. was assassinated, 1889* 
and Henrietto BfarU (wife of Charles I.) died 
here, 1670. The palaoe, built, 1572, by Gondy, 
a banker, haTing been bought by Louis XIV^ 
was given to his brother, the Duke of Orleans, 
and rebuilt by Mansard, &c. It makes three 
sides of a square, with a prind^ ftt>nt of 170 
feet long, and has many painted and gilt saloons 
ftill of pictures, statuary, Sdrres china, tapestry, 
he, Louis XVI. gare it to his queen ; Bona- 
parte, when consul, carried out the revolution of 
ISBrumaire (10th November, 1799,) here; the 
Oi^tnlati<m of Paris was here signed, 1815 ; and 
henoe Charies X. issued the ordonnances against 
the press, 1890, The private grounds and grand 
parte were laid out by Le Ndtre, and are open to 
the public. In the latter are the water-works 
and cascades, with a Jet d*eau, ridng 140 feet, 
and Napoleon's Lant^m of Diogenes, whence 
there is a fine prospect. A three- weeks* fite is 
held in September. The unfinished church has 
two pidntiDgs. A fourteen-arch bridge leads 
over to Boulogne, in the Bois or wood in which 
the English encamped, 1816 ; it is noted for its 
duels, races, and the Longchamps promenade. 
A tunnel under the park opens out with 

SsvBSS on the left, near the bridge, towards 
Fas9y. It was founded 660, and has a popu- 
lation of 4,600, with a church ftill of new 
stained windows, and the government factory 
of porcelain, or S^es china, established 1755. 
The show rooms are open daily; iheee is also 
a fine museum of china, pottery, &c., of all ages 
and countries, to be seen by order. 

The line here runs dose to the rive gauche, 
or south bank, past ViUe d*Avray, Chaville, 
Grand Montreuil (where Gen. Hocfae was bom)> 
to the terminus in Rue Duplessb, at 

Versailles, (see Route 90.)

Namterrb was the birthplace of St. Ocnsflirt 
the patron saint of Paris, and is notad fiir fti 
sausages and cakes. The rest of the Uae to St. 
Germain is on the atmospheric plan, woriced hf 
two fixed engines here, and at Chatou^ aad St. 
Germain. 

RuBiL, to the left, has a laife barrack 
and a churdi partly as old as the thirteenth 
century, in whidi are monuments of Jos^dda* 
and her daughter Hortense, the latter j^Uieed 
here by her son, the present Emperor, 
ifalmatson, the favourite seat of Napoleon and 
Josephine (who died in it, 1814), belongs now to 
Queen Christina ; it is a plain building, and in- 
dudes Napoleon's library and cabinet (near the 
lodge), in which he was nearly c^tured, 1815^ 
by Blucher's cavaliy, but escaped by his guards 
breaking down the wooden bridge of Chatou, 
and fled to Rodiefort. Coach to Bougival 
(5 kiL south) near La Joudi^ chiteau, once 
the seat of Louis Bonaparte and Count Bertrand. 
At La Celle-St. Cloud is the ch&teau given by 
Louis XV. to Madame de Pompadour, and that 
of Beauregard, iu a fine spot, on a hiU. 

Chatod, in Vesinet wood, where the railway 
crosses the Seine^ resting on lie Chiard, is to the 
right. To the left are Croissy and Les GabiUons. 
Coaches to Le Pecq and Neauphile-le-ch&teau, 
[Beyond (across the river) are seen Fort 
Mar]y waterworks and aqueduct of 36 arches, 
2166 feet long, 70teet high, for supplying 
Versailles; it strikes towards Louve- 
ciennes on.the hill-side, and Maisons pavi- 
lion, which belonged to Madame du Barri 
Louis XIV.'s seat at Marly was pulled down 
at the revolution.] 
A short branch turns off to 
Le Pecq bridge^ opposite St. Germain, but 
the main line goes round by another bridge to 
the old i>alace. 

St. Germain-en-Laye, or St. Germains 
18 kil. west of Paris, in a healthy spot on a hill-side, 
is known for its royal ch&teau, begim by Louis- 
le-Jeime, 1143, but rebuilt and enlarged by 
Francis I. and Louis XIV., who was bom here, 
as vere Henry II. and Charles IX. It was the 
residence of Mary Stuart (in her youth)^ 
I Henry IV., and James II. of Etv^lasvltNtlvo diad 
f here, nOl, wvd \?«t%\>\xT\^^ vcv\}Si^\\»Saaa.^>axK2ok* 
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which has a moaument to him by Georj^ IV. 
it b a large heavy pile, and after being 
used as a barrack and military Bchool, is sow a 
ndHtary penitentiary* A noble shaded terracei 
b&gvoi by Henry IV, is above 100 feet broad, and 
7870 £Bet long, and commands a fine prospect. 
The forest to the north was called Laia when the 
monastery of St Oermahi was founded in the 
eleventh century; it covers 8,000 acres, and two 
fkirs are held in it— one near the Gh&teau des 
Logcs. La Muette pavilion is used for a radng 
stttd, under Prince of Newmarket. Population, 
13,600. Many English live here. Rev. N. Pey- 
rat is the French Protestant pastor. Hotels— 
dT Angleterre ; de Toulouse. 

Coaches to Marly, Maule, Meulan, Poissy. At 
Cambourcy (2 kil.), near Marly forest, are some 
fine chesnuts, and the domain of Ketz, called the 
Desert.

Paot-svr-Eubb (16 kil. firom Bonnidres), a 
decayed town on the Eure, once fortified, and 
given up by Richard I. with other places to 
Philippe Auguste, 1196. About 20 kil. south, 
higher up the river, is the battle field of Ivry 
(see page 3). 

At 18 kil. further is 

Brreox. i/ot«b—du Grand Cerf (Stag); du 
Dauphin; de France; de Rouen; de la Belle 
Epine (Thorn). 

Population, 11,850. Capital of department 
Eure, seat of a diooess, &c., and once the head 
of a county, which in norman times gave name 
to the D'Evreuz, or Deverenx family, (now Lord 
Hereford in England). It stands in a hollow, 
among orchards and gardens, on an island made 
by the Iton. The old roman town of AuUrei 
Eburoviees (of which name the present is a 
corruption) was VieilEvreux (9 mUes off), where 
pieces of an aqueduct, baths, &c., have been 
found. The present town was burnt or harassed 
many times between 1119 and 1441, when it was 
finally taken by the French. It has good waZUcB, 
broad atreeta^ and several old-faibioned houies 
of wood and plaster. 



The Cathedral is cross-shaped, and in various 
styles firom norman downwards^ to the sixteenth 
century, the oldest part being that built by 
Henry I. of England. It has a tower of about 
260 feet, a good north portal, and Lady du^peb 
rose and other windows beautiftilly stained, 
besides some good carving in the choir* 

St. Taurin't Chureh (which was part of an 
abbey founded in the seventh century, and now 
a priests* seminary,) has a very ancient specimen 
of the byaantine style (like the norman) in the 
south transept, and the saint's curious chasse, or 
ornamented shrin^ as old as the thirteenth con* 
tury. St. Gilles old churdi is now used as a 
stable. The Tour de I'Horloge, orbelfiry, waa 
buUt 1472-97. Other buildings are the pr^ecture 
(over the hospital), the bishop's palace of the 
fifteenth century, the new hospital, the college 
or high school, library of 10,000 volumes, with a 
museum of antiquities, geology, &c. There Is 
also a good botanic garden; and, not far off, 
there stood till lately, the ch&teau de Navarre, 
rebuilt, 1686, by the Due de Bouillon on the 
site of one founded by Jeanne de Navarre, and 
given by Napoleon to Josephine, who lived in It 
for a time. 

Manufiustures of coarse cottons (coutil or 
tiddng, &c.), stockings, linen, leather, and 
paper. Formerly it made flutes, and ivory and 
box-wood combs. 

Conveyances to Paris, Rouen, Liaieulx, Brc" 
teuil, Chartres^ Dreux, &c. 
From Evreux, on the road to Caen, you pass 
La Comhandiebb (18 kil.), where the Knights 
Templar had a seat. 
[A little to the right Is Neubourg, with a great 
hall and other parts of a castle, where Henry 
of England, son of Henry n. married 
Louis VlL's daughter. Dupont de I'Eure, 
member of the late chamber of deputies, 
was bom here.] 
La Riyixbs-Thxbervillb (17 kil.), on the Rille, 
which falls into tbe Seine opposite Havre. 
[A little further on te the left (13 kil.), Is Bee- 
nay, a sous-pr^ecture in department Eure, 
on the Cliarentonne, vrith 7,000 people, who 
manufketore linens, flannels, cotton, &c.

Lexovii. llenry II. of England married 
Eleanor here, 1102, and here his rebellious sub- 
ject, Becket,oame when exiled, 1169. Grand Rao 
is tho best built street; the others are narrow 
and windiiub with many curfaras timbered 
houses. There are eight Flaoes, four haUs, eleven 
fountains^ three dmrcbes, an old Ushop's palace 
(with good gardens), publie library and museum, 
oommunal eolleg^ saUe do spectacle^ hospital, a 
public garden, &c.; and manufactures of ooarse 
woollens, flanndi^ cotton, and other goods. 
Bt. Peter's cathedral drarch is mostly early 
gothic (with some norman portions as old as 
1022), and has a good west firont with two towers, 
and a lady chapel built in fifteenth century, by 
Bishop Cauchon to atone for the share he took in 
condemning Joan of Arc. Population, 12,000.

Population, 44,000. A ine old town, 
many EngUA settle, capital of department Oik 
vados, head of a mlUtary division, &&, fai a 
fisrtito com co untry on the Ome, whoe tin 
Odon joins it, three leagues from the Ah^»w»gi- 
It was oaOel Cafhein about the time (1066) that. 
tb» Oonqneror founded St. Etienne's Abbey, fai 
wfaldi he was buried, his wtfb Matilda Iiaving 
foottded a nunnery at the same time. The 
TBngltoh, nnder Edward IIL. phmdered it 1346 
and agahi 1417, flrom whieh year they held it tm 
1450. Only the renudna of its wans and 21 towers 
are left. It looks to great advantage as you ap- 
proach it. The streets are wide, and the houses 
of stone-4he Caen stone— whidi was used for- 
merly in England; several old wooden gahle 
Aronted ones, with carvings, are seen. The best 
promenades are at Grand Cours, Place St. 
Sawrev, Place B<9ale (which has a ftatne of 
Louis XIV.), and the ikaais, to which vessels of 
150 tons come up. Of its 10 or 12 churdies the 
most remarkable are— 

St. Etiauuft (Stephen's), or the Abbaye Aoz 
Hommei^ in the norman stylo^ built 1006-77, and 
370 ft. long, with throe towers and two turrets, a 
fine west tront, and a aaarUe slab before the 
altar, marking where the bones of tbe Conqueror 
once rested. The building in the early pointed 
style near it belong to the High School or college. 

Holy Trmityy or Abbaye Auz Dames, is also a 
large and excellent norman q>ecimen, cross- 
shi^ied, with low towers, a monument of Queen 
Matilda the foundress, and having close to it 
the Hotel Dleu or general Hofipital (built 1726). 

St. Pierre (Peter) luis a beautiful light spire 
(built 1308), 240 ft. high, and a good vaulted roof. 

St. Etienn&-le-Vieil, a pointed church in decay, 
and serving as a com market, lus a soi-disant 
figure of the Conqueror. That of St. Nicholas, 
which lie built 1066, in the norman style, is a 
cavalry stable. At the old castle, now used as 
a barrack, is another norman du^. St. Jean's 
has two unequal towers, and St. Michel is a 
mixture of norman and other styles. Tho 
Ciiiteau de Calix, or aux Gens d'armes, has 
some curious earving about it. Hotel de ValoiSi 
now the Bourse or exchange^is also ornamented 
I with stata«s, &CC. 
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•Other boUdingf are tbe Hdtel de U Frefetfture'; 
tlM MWs de Justice, with a colonnade round it ; 
iatfge Public Library of 48,000 Toiumei, besides 
His.; Museum, haying sercral good pictures and 
^aMaet of natural history, Mrhleh includes fossils 
of the oolite rocks, as the ichthyosaurus, &c.; 
Botanic Gardens, Deaf and Dumb School, Le 
Bon Sauveur Ltmatic Asylum, &c. There are 
tdso an Adademie or University, founded as fiur 
back as 1431, by the Regent Bedford, Schools of 
Medicine, Architecture, Navigation, &c., with 
Antiquarian and other Societies. They shew the 
house where Malherbe the poet was bom; 
Bishop Huct was also a native, and wrote an ac- 
count of the town. The unfortunate Beau 
Brummel died here in a madhouse. 

Manufactures of miIUn6ry,hose, yam, oil, paper, 
sugar, linen, &c., but especially lace, which the 
people in and around the town make aU day long. 
Trade in oil, grain, dder, eauz-de-vie, fish, 
horses, &c. 

Coadies to Cherbourg, Evreux and Paris, St. 
Malo, Granville, Nantes, Havre, Alen^on, Tours, 
&c.; by steam, daily, to Havre in 3 or 4 hours. 
Sevwal good village churches are seen in the 
neighbourhood ; and within a distance of 6 or 8 
miles are Ardenne old abbey, N6tre Dame de la 
Delivrance (near Douvres, a norman chi4>el, 
visited by Louis XI. in 1571), on the road to the 
bathing place of Courseulles on the coast, and 
the castles of Creuilly and Fontaine Henri. 
Falaise is 39 kil. to the S.E. (tee Route 92.) 

From Caen, on the road to Cherbourg, you 
pass Maladrerie (1^ kil.) or Beaulieu, a house of 
detention, on the site of a lepers^ hospital founded 
by Henry II. of England. 

Brkttbvillb (10 kil.), with a good church 
^hre, is near that of Norrey, in the pure early- 
pointed style. 

Bateux (16 kil.), an old looking place, the 
ancient Civitas BajocasHumf sous>pr6fecture, and 
aeat of a bishopri<^ with 9,800 people on the 
Aure, in a fertile spot. Is noted for its Tapestiy 
or piece of worsted work on coarse linen, about 
230 feet long and 20 inches wide, worked by 
Queen Matilda, to represent the Conquest of 
England by her husband. It is shewn at the 
public library (7,000 vols.), and a copy of it at 
the Antiquarian Society of London. 

The Cathedral, on Chesfto of that built lOTT, 
tfy the Conqueror's brother, Bishop Odo, li of 



the 19th century, and has three oarved porches, 
two towers, 216 ft. high, with good oak stalls, 
and a crypt under the choir; it is 334 ft. long. 

At the Bighop^i PaXace is a seriM of portraits ; 
the Hdtel Dieu was a chapel, built 1206; the 
Hdtel de Ville is ancient. There arc two other 
churches, a museum, public baths, a new com 
market, college, &c., and a house in Uue St. 
Malo where A. Chartier, the poet, and his bro- 
thers were bom hi the 15th century. Trade, in 
cattle, sheep, butter, dder, &c. HoteU — Du 
Luxembourg, Lion d'Or (Golden Lion), Grand 
Hdtel. 

The road to St. Lo and Avranches turns off 
here, (see Route 7.) The country called the 
Bocag^ or woodland, between this and Islgny, 
is very fine. 

Formiohy (16 kil.), where the English were 
beaten in 1405, and obliged, finally, to give up 
Normandy. 

IsioiiY (16 kil.) a pretty little port in the bay, 
at the mouth of the Vire and Aure, on the Chan- 
nel. It is noted for its fresh and salt butter, in 
which it carries on a large trade, and cider. 

CARBNTAir (13 kil.), a fortified town in a 
marshy spot, at the top of a creek, which runs up 
from the east side of the Cotentin peninsula. 
It has a good church, and a ruined diltteau fort. 
[About 20 kil. west is the Abbey of Blanche- 
land, founded in the 12th century. On the 
coast, 10 kil. west -south -west, is the find 
Abbey Church of Lessay, hi the norman 
style. Jersey is in the distance.] 
St. Mere Eousb (13 kil.) has a good church, 
and a trade in gprain, butter, and cattle. About 
10 kil. north-east of it is the Grande Chemin€a 
of Quhieville on the coast, a rock 27 ft. high. 
[About 17 kil. to the west, at St. Sauveur, 
on the Douve, is a ruined abbey, founded by 
the Harcourts, with an old castle, which 
Edward III. gave to John Chandos.] 
VAtooirBS (17 kil.), a sous-prgfecture of 6,400 
people, on the Murderet, near the site of the 
roman AlawM or Lonia. It has a college of 
some pretensions, and a library of 15,000 vols. 
Traces of a roman temple, aqueduct, &c., were 
seen till lately, and it had a castle of 'William the 
Conqueror's.

A strong naralitetkm end 
fortress of the first desB, seat of a maritime pre- 
fect, &o^intheoUflh^atthemouth of the Dirette, 
vbich qureads into a wide road or bay, wifli the 
great breakwater caUed the Digue in flront It 
Is about 60 mUes due sonth of the Needles. The 
town Is a collection of na r row stree ts , and booses 
of stone and slate. A quay lines the commer- 
cial dock (Port du Commerce) at the gap of 
therhrer. The Hdt^ de VQle has Vauban's 
original pUn of the arsenal, a gallery of pictures, 
&e., chiefly French and Flemish, bequeathed by a 
native, T. Henry, whose bnst is here; with a 
library of 2,400 Tolumes, a mnsenm, &c.; in traat 
isapOlartothelhiodeBerri. St.Trini(§Churdi, 
near the sea, and an old tower, was buUt 1450, 
except the spire, added 1825 ; it is 151 feet long. 
The chapel of NMre Dame da Voea (i.e. of the 
Vow) in Chantier de Cbanterefaie, and only 49 
fteetlong, replaces one built by Queen Mande, who 
landed here in a storm. Another dinrdi, in the 
gothic style, was built in 1831. There are a 
college, theatre, navigation school, baths, foun- 
tains, &.c. The naval Dock and Arsenal to the 
west was beg^un by Napoleon, in -1808, and is still 
unfinished. Two docks (out of three) are 
opened, ea6h about 950 feet long, and nearly as 
broad; they have been excavated out of the 
slaty eUA by gunpowder. About 2,000 men are 
■till employed upon them; tt is calculated they will 
take ten years yet to complete ; but when finished, 
they win be 00 to 70(t. deep, and large enough to 
hold all the French navy. Around are six buHd- 
faig 8lJ|>s (cales de construction) on granite piers ; 
dry dock (forme de radoub), blacksmiths* shops 
(ateliers des forges); timber shed (hangar ^uz 
bois), 960 feet long; machine shops (atellers'des 
madiines), magazines, park of artillery, museum 
(salle dee mod^es), large barracks for seamen 
sad MoJdlen^ telegraph oflioe, &c. The DiguCt 
«r J^lt0, off the town. Is a breakwater 3,760 
aetrea, or 4, 71 1 yards long (2} times longer than 
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tiM Plbrmeoth), tnd tl broad at top. it 
began 1782, carried ca by KapalMii aai 
PhOippeb and oompleled 1861; tha HosMa 
■appUed in making the docks, and snaik In I 
oonea. It was open one of these that 
Bfenton groonded iBtheBIfaMrve,I808^aad«as 
tak«aAwastmggleof86hountbeaeapaw Itls 
■ tr spg U ienedbyFortdaHopune^ near tlM mid- 
dle^wUchoaffriasaligitf; other Ugfats are at the 
tet en De P rtSe^ near the east eomer, where the 
way in la 1| miles broad, and en Potait Qoerque- 
vine (near ftatfoet) on the mate tod, to thaweat, 
wheretbefldrwayla|ofamilebraad. There 
are flrom 6 to 7 fkthomsatlowwater, teslde, and 
room for 100 sail or more. H^wsUr at moon's 
ftiU and change, 7 hoars 45 ndn. Forts on tiie 
heights around oommand any part of tiM road. 
The English hekl this town 1418-50, and afsAn 
in 1758^ when General Bligh burnt the old dock- 
yard, &c. James II. was here at the battle iDf 
La Hogue; Charles X. embarked here, 1630; 
and Don Pedro landed here 1831. A little lace 
and coarse doth are made; fish are caught, and 
eggs, &c. sent to England. A Frendi Mafl 
Company, with 20 or 80 steamers^ from here to 
the United States and West Indies, is talked of. 
Conveyances, by ooaoh, toBarllenr, Granville^, 
St. Xialo, dec; by steam, to Havre, twice a-week. 
In 10 hours, — 10 and 12 fr. In summer a steamer 
to Guernsey and Weymouth. Tourlaville castle, 
now a fiurm, or glass focttry, lies to the south, 
east. 

(a) From Cherbonx^, to the east, yon pass 
Maupertuis (10 kil.) ; St. Pierre, (13 kil.) near 
Chateau de TocqueviUe ; and then at about 22 
kil. you come to 

Bakflbub, a decayed port, wUdi Edward III. 
plundered, 1346, but which, in norman times, 
was the starting point for England. Upon the 
rocks, near this, Henry the First's son WiHiam 
was lost in the Blandie Nef;-<a loss which strudk 
such a blow to the king's heart that they say he 
never smiled afterwards. To the north of it is 
Cape BarfleiD', or Cape de Oatteville, which has 
a granite lighthouse 236 feet high, with an inter- 
mittent flash, seen seven leagues off. About 
8 miles south of it is Waast La Hcgue, whidi gives 
I name to the naval action of 1692, vrhen Rooke 
I burnt the French fleet, under Tourville.

PxTn QtrxYnxT (8 Ul.)* on the sotrtfa side ai 
the Bcfino, so called tiiey nj after tbe tence 
(dieville) made by the Norman dates round their 
honting-grouiids, and iMnring St. Jmlien's nor- 
maa chape! (a ham), boflt by Henry n. of 
Em^Umd. A litae ftuther is Grand Qnevilly, 
which had an Immense Protestant ohvrch in 
Henry IV.*s time, palled down in 1686. The 
Princesse de Montmorency's <diateaa is near. 

MemuHKAiTX (8 kn.), in a itne spot, opposite 
the UtUe spire church of Sahnr, has on a hffl the 
picturesque ronains of the oratle of a fierce 
soldier called Robert le DiaMe (of Pepin's time), 
the hero of Meyerbeet's opera. It was destroyed 
by King J^m, who some say killed his nephew 
here. 

Bomixv (4 kil.), to wMoh steamers from 
Eonen come, stands under the dlflh, and Is a 
favourite trip of the citisem. Le Londe Ibrest, 
Oaumont quarries, and Jacqueline grotto, are 
near. 

BoiTRXAnoHAno (7 kil). 

PoKT-Auomcm (28 kil.)f a sous-pr£(betnre, of 
6,380 population, in the tertUe valley of the 
KiDe, called after Odomar, who founded It in the 
fifth century. It suffered in the Engildi and 
civil wars. It has three or fiMir ohimdieB. Trade 
in leather (for whidi it is noted), com, eider, 
wool, &c. HcieiU—Tte Flmage de fit. Pierre, 
de Lion d'Or (Golden Lion). 

[At 12 klL is auHlebttuf, a pilot station, on a 
pointof the Seine, which the Norman dukes 
gav« to Junddges Abbey, and whose wa^ls 
were reduced by Louis XIV. Po pul ation, 
1,990. The Seine is fiiU of shifting sands 
here, and the tide frequently rashes in with 
a hofw Mix fyet high, doing barm to the 
gbJppIng.J 



H05FLBUR (28 kil.), a port ef 10,800 souls (de. 
partment Calvados), with three basins, and build, 
ing slips, whence frigates have been lannched. 
It has several old streets and houses. St. 
Catherine's Church, which at first was buiH in 
the 6th eentnry of wood, has two pictures by 
Rubens' pupils, Jordaens and Qnellin. St. 
Leonard's is as old as the 12th ceBtnry. Wrota 
the little fishermen's chapel of KOire Dame de 
Grace, on the UH outalde the town, there is a 
fine sea view; and an exodlent pro sp ec t may be 
got flram La Roqne^ up IIm ifver. Various 
manufkctures thrive here; eggs, fruit, butter, 
&0., are sent to England, and there Is a trade in 
honey, oidesi, and fish, &c. High water at 
MoonTS change^ about llh.

PotfT L*EvB«vn (16 kfl.), asmaU sous -pi ^ Cfo e tu r e 
of 2,200 souls, In tiie valley of the Touquei^ 
where they make lace and good cheese. At the 
mouth of the rhrer, 11 kil. lower, is the Utde 
bathing phuse and fisfahig village of TrouvBle- 
sur.Mer, whldi Is frequented from June to 
September, when steamers run to Havre. 

DozuixB (18 kfi.), near on Ifae Dive, whkh 
is navigable to this pohrt, and remarkable 
as the river where the Conqueror eellected part 
of his fleet for hivadfaig England, hi 1008.

TheNor- 
mans dastrojed It in 890, bat afterwards restored 
It, though it wa0 almost rained again, in 1346, by 
Kdward IV., idio took it by storm. 

NMre Jkmu Cathedral Church is on the hill, 
near Petit Place ; it is chiefly gothic, of the 12th 
centozy, with two good tall spires in its west 
Aimt, which is of later date. A stone pulpit 
stands outside. Another churdi, St. Cr<^, 
in the early norman style, replaces one attached 
CO the abbey founded by Charlemagne, about 
810^ when the town was walled round and im. 
ptQf9d. There is a salle de spectacle, also pub- 
lio baths, a museum of antiquities, a library of 
4,500 Tolnmes, &c. A Roman stone, called the 
Marbre de Torigni, is now at Caen. 

Lace, ribbons^ and doth are made, and the 
trade is in grain, cattle, poultry, butter, dder, 
frait, &0., and caralry horses, which are brod 
at the haras, near St. Croix. Conveyances to 
Caen, Cherbourg, Coutances, Granville, &c. 
[CotiteneM, 27 Idl. west-south-west, a sous- 
prtfeotnre and bishopric, on a hill 7 kil. 
from the sea, to which the Soule river 
or canal runs, is noted for its beautiAil early 
english Cathedral, with its two west spires, 
the clustered pillars in the nave, (whidi is 
300 feet high), and the octagon lantern, 
which commands a view of the sea and 
Channd Islands. Other buildings are the 
dinrches of St. Nididas and St. Peter, the 
IQNrary of 4,600 volumes, the theatre, the 
BOtd Dieu, &c. Near the Palais de Justice 
is a bronxe figure of Prince Lebrun, arch- 
treasurer under Napoleon. There are re- 
mains of the fortifications, and part ot an 
aqueduct called Les PQiers, from the columns 
which it rests on. Parchment, doth, &c , are 
made. Hotels— De France, d*Angleterre. 
In the ndghbourfaood are the ^Pont-de-la 

Xoqne, St. Gerbold'a hermitage, the castles 
ofB^^nevme, Litbeaaire, Manny, Oavray, 



the abbeys of Blanchdande and Hambyo^ 
the latter founded by the Pagands, who 
settled in Engand at the Conquest.] 
ViLxjEBjivDOir (19 kil.), at the head of the 
Soule. 

PlBor (6 kU.), was the seat of William de 
Tetcj, who went over to England with the 
Conqueror, and being sumamed Alsgemon (or 
whidcered), Algernon has always been a favourite 
name with that noble fiunily. 

VnxBoixv-LBS-PoxLES (9 kil.), where the 
roads to Vlre ($ee Route 93) and GranviUe 
part off, has been noted for its mannfltctures of 
copper goods from a very andent date. 
rAt28 kiL west, is (TranviOe, on the clifBs, in 
sight of the Channd Islands, with a good 
sized but shallow harbour, indde a fine mole^ 
and wdl fortified. The Vendeans tried to 
take it in 1793. An old gothic church has 
carvings in granite, and a spire 312 feet 
above the sea. The people (7,350) are pilots, 
fishermen, boat-builders, and carry on a 
trade in grain, dder, salt, &c. There is a 
light on Cape Lihou 154 feet firom the 
sea. J. Tumbull is the English consul. 
High water at frill and change, 6h. 30m., the 
tide setting in with dangerous swiftness. A 
steamer comes ttom. Jersey, every Monday 
morning (on the arrival of that from South, 
ampton), and returns on Tuesday, in turn 
with that to St. Malo. It passes the Chausee, 
Minquidres, and other shoals which abound 
here.3 
AvRAVCHss, (22 kU.) near St. Michael's Bay 
on the coast, a sous-pr€fecture of 7,269 inhabl. 
ants, many of whom are English, who settie 
here for economy and the pleasantness of its 
dtuation among the hills. The Romans called 
it JJbrineas Ingmae, and it was fortified by St. 
Louis. St. Andr6 cathedral diurch, built about 
1120, by Henry 11. of England, was pulled down 
at the revolution. A statue of Valhubert, a 
native, who fell at Austerlitz, stands in the 
bishop's garden. The public Library of 16,000 
vols., has also 200 MSS., (induding one of 
Abdard 's which M. Cousia published 1836,) and 
a Museum. A fine view from the Jardin des 
Plantes. HoteU — Ae France, de jBretagn^ 
d'Angleterre. Trade fai grain, dder, hop^ 
&c Conveyances— Daily, to Caen, Chert>Qiir^ 
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f The famous Motd St. Michel (16 kil., south- 
west), in name, appearance and history is very 
like St. Michael's Mount, in Cornwall. It is 
a heap of rugged granite, very steep on the 
north side but sloping on the east and south, 
where the people (300) with their little 
gardens scraped from the rocks live round 
the old abbey, now a convict prison. The 
beach below it is a shelly sand completely 
covered at high water, but a causeway leads 
to it when the tide is low, from Ardevon 
where guides may be got. The Druids 



had a station here, which the early Chris:. 
tians used as a hermitage, and afterwards 
turned into a monastery, of whidi the 
remains are still picturesque. The great 
door is flanked by two solid towers; on the 
north side is a part called la Merveille, or the 
Wonder, including the large Montgomery 
rooms, the refectory (90 feet long, a good 
specimen of gothic), the hall of the Che- 
valiers (nearly as long), the cloister, the well 
preserved choir of the church, and the crypt 
below resting on great pUlars of granite.]

win notice a great number of timbered 
hoosesb curioosly carved, with thdr gables 
turned to the narrow streets.

Poputotion, 47,117. A large, fortified, and 
very old town, the capital of d^artment 
Somme (formerly of Picardy), seat of a 
cour impdriale (asrize court), tribunal, uni- 
versity, college and bishopric, on the river 
Somme, whidi divides itself in its course here 
into eleven or twelve canals, and contributes 
to its manufacturing prosperity. It was the 
Roman AnUnatii. The Spaniards took it by 
stratagem, 1697, but it was almost immediately 
recovered. In 1802, the " Peace of Amiens " was 
signed here as being a sort of half way place be- 
tween London and Paris— aj7«ei(e jMto, at which 
the Engltoh rc|)oiced so much, thatit made Nelson 
say he was " ashamed of hto country," and whidi 
lasted about a twelvemonth. Th^ still shew tho 
room where the plenipotentiaries met.

A lar^e mannfkcturlng 
town, capital of department du Nord (fonnerljr 
of French Flanders), a itronglj fortified post en 
the Bdgian frontier, head quarters of the 16th 
military division, &c., standing In a fertile and 
popnlons plain, covered with windmills and fao- 
torlesi 16 leagues from the ses, on the Deule and 
the eanal flrom the Scarpa to the Lys. It grew 
oat of an abbey, founded about 848 ; was im- 
proved by Baldwin V., in 1647, and after mai^ 
events, including the taking of it from the Spa* 
niards, by Louis XIV., in 1667, and flrom the 
French, by Marlboro', in 1708, it was finally 
given up to France, 1713. In shape it is an oval, 
about 2^620 yards by 1,300 yards, entirely closed 
in by ramparts and ditches, strengthened by 15 
bastions, by Fort St. Maurice, on the south east 
side, and a citadel of great extent on the west. 
The latter, one ef Vauban's best, is five-sided, 
and considered almost impregnable. The Aus- 
trians tried to take it, 1792, but without success, 
a fi&ct commemorated by a bronze figure, in the 
Grande Place, near the exchange, &c. 

Porte St. Andr6 is the oldest of its seven gates, 
having been built in 1670; the Porte de Paris 
has a triumphal arch, by Volans, built 1682, in 
honour of Louis XIV., whose bust is here, with 
figures of Hercules and Mars. The best streets 
are Rue Royal, Rue de Paris, Rue d' Esquermois, 
Rue St. Saveur, and Rue St. Andr6. Most of 
the houses are modem and regular, and generally 
two stories high ; many work people live in cel- 
lars. A bread esplanade, near the citadel is 
planted with trees, and watered by the Deule. 
The largest open part, next to the Grande Place, 
is the cattle and wood market, near the Douane 
(custom-house) ; some, of the oldest houses are 
in this neighbourhood, with the public baths. 
Pont Neuf here, is a small bridge of 6 arches, built 
1701, on the Grand Rivage, a branch of the 
Deule, where goods are landed. Pont Royal is 
ascended by steps and covered over. In this 
quarter, also, are the general hospital, founded 
1783; the government tobacco factory, maga- 
zines, barracks, the artiUery depdt, &c. 

The six paridi churches are those of St. Andrl,

Peter^s old tower la aU tiiat remains of that, 
diurdi. 

Near the Citadel, in Rue de la Barre, stands 
the UdUl de ViUe, called the Palais de Rihoult, 
when it belonged to the Dukes of Burgundy 
who began it in the thirteenth century; it is a 
gothic pile of various dates; and Includes the 
tribunal of commerce (where are two pictures, 
by Wamps), and various official bureaus; also 
an old chapel, and a modem belfry. Charles 
V. and Heniy VIII. visited it together, 1542. 
The Hotel de la Prefecture is near the Place do 
Concert. 

Not tax from PUce St. Martin are the follow, 
ing. The Museum, in the old church of the 
Friars Minors, having several picturas including 
some by Vandyke, Rubeni^ &c, portraits of the 
Dukes, and valuable drawings by Raphael, Giotto, 
and others, given by Wicar, a native of Lille, who 
died at Rome, 1834. Next it is the old men's 
hospital, or Hdpital Comtesse, founded in the 
thirteenth century, by Countess Jeanne, daughter 
of the emperor, Baldwin IX.,and having a slender 
spire like a minaret. The Hdtel de Monnaie 
(or mint) adjoins the drque^ which they say 
marks the site of the Ch&teau de Buc, built by 
Lyderic, founder of the town. At the college is 
the public library, of 24,000 volumes, besides MS8. 
The Bourse stands in Grande Place; it was 
built 1652, with a square court inside. Behind it 
is the theatre, begun 1786, but since enlarged, 
and having a portico of six columns. 

A large Military Ho^^ital it seen near the 
Forte Bethune, buOt 1765. The hospital St. 
Saveur is near that church, and the Hdtel Dieu. 
At the Administration de* Hospices, are a pic- 
ture by Vandyke, and the halbert of the famous 
Jeanne Maillote, leader of the towns-people 
against the insurgent Flemish, who attacked the 
place, 1582. 

There are several Casernes^ or banracka^ 
and magazines ; abattoirs, or slaughter-houses, 
schools of medicine, planting, &c.; and a botanic 
garden. Here died, 1852; an old veteran, aged 
88, etUed Covdombon VImmortel. Among other 
escapes, wYken \ab\iecv \xw ^%N^Tv^%».Tk.^wt vcA 
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ihot for not giring the paas-word, he fell pierced 
with ten balls and four stabs of the bayonet, and 
yet suniTed sixty yean afcer. Revs. MM. Mar- 
tian and Deboeckare protestant pastors here. 

Chief Monpfaetwret are cottons and linen, 
LQle thread, lace, soap, chemicals, beet-root 
sugar, linseed oil, eauz-de-vie, and rarioas other 
artides.

UiZBBROucK (4 miles) where the line to Dun- 
kirk turns off, is a sous-pr^fectnre of 7,400 souls, 
in a fertile spot on a branch of the Lyi. It has 
a large church, built 1490-1520, with a tower of 
276 feet; anew Hdtel de ViUe, fronted by a por- 
tico of twelve pillars; a tobacco factory at the 
old atvustine convent ; a library of 4000 volumes. 
Linen, soap, &o. are made. Hotel— Hes Trois 
Chevauz (three horses). Coaches to Lillers 
and Aire. 

[Liners (14 Wl. south-south-west), in depart- 
ment Pu-de-Calals, on the fertile banks of 
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wells was bored in France. The fountidns 
rise up in Jets. Population 5,200. Pottery, 
linseed oil, leather are made, and bleaching 
and printing carried on. 
Aire (13 kil. west-south-west) a third class 
fortress, where the Lys and Laquette meet 
the St. Omer and Bassge canals. It has a 
belfry of the last century; large barracks; 
and St. Paul's gothio church, in which is a 
ridiculous picture of Herodias with the 
Baptist's head. MaUebranche was a native. 
Population 8,300. Woollen?, hats, soap, 
starch, oil, paper, spirits, &c., are made 
JETofeZf— D'Angleterre ; de France.] 
Eblirohjex (6^ miles). 

St. Omer (61 miles), a fortified town of the 
third dass, and .sous-prefecture in department 
Pas<de-Calai8, in a marshy spot on the Aa, where 
six great roads meet. It is surrounded by the 
canals and g^dens of a Flemish-speaking popu- 
lation. St. Audomar founded a church here, 
and gave his name to the town. Louis XIV. 
took it from Flanders, 1677. The old cathedral 
church of Notre Dame was begun in the 14th 
century, on the site of St. Audomar's, whose 
tomb it contains, besides good carved work, a 
picture by Rubens, &c.; it is 321 feet long, and 
worth examination; the clock shews the moon's 
changes, the months, the signs of the zotUac^ 
&c. Opposite it stands a tower only of St. 
Bertiu's abbey, where Childeric III. died ; It was 
one of the finest in this part. The Jesuite^ col- 
lege, built 1616-36, for English Roman Catholics^ 
is now occupied by a commercial school; its 
church is worth notice. The Hdtel de Ville is 
modem; the museum has some antiqul^es; 
and there are 18,000 volumes in the public li- 
brary. An arsenal was built 1781. Linens^ 
flannels, paper, &c., are made, and a good trade 
carried on. Hotds—Be la Poste ; du Commerce. 
In the neighbourhood are Clabmarais abbey 
(5 kil.), and the old castle of Arques (2 kil) near 
the Sept Eduses, or seven locks of the Aa, which 
falls 40 feet here, in its descent to Gravclines. 

The next station is Wattkn (5 miles), the old 
Itium prom, to which the sea came up in Ceesar's 
time.

(St. Denis, with a good choir,) of its five 

c^urdies remains^ and ruhis of another. 

There are also a tower and part of the 

oh&teau fort. The English took it in 1431, 

and the leaguers in 1£88; but it is best 

known for the treaty of 1544 between 

Francis I. and the Emperor Charles V.] 

CoMPnMKB (10^ miles), a sous-pr6fectnre of 

0,800 souls, on a slant of the Oise, where the 

Aisne Joins. It is a quiet place, with narrow 

iU-bnilt streets. Near its great forest was the 

roman Competuittmt, and a small hunting seat 

of the time of Clovis and Charles the Bold, 

who built an abbey and chfiteau. Louis le 

Begue and Louis V. were buried here; and it 

was held for Charles VII. by Jeanne d'Arc, 

when she was taken inrisoner (1430X in a sally 

from "Vleuz Pont gate, by the Bni^rmdiaui^ 

who sold her to the BngUsh. Tiie ch&teau, as 

rebuilt by Louis XV., and ftalshed by Napoleon 

(who met Biarie Louise here), was the residence 

of Charles of Spain in 1806. The noble front 

towards the forest is 624 ft. wide. In the grand 

gallery, of 100 ft., are Napoleon's victories, 

painted by Girodet. 

St. ComeSUe, or the AM>ey Church, contains 
some old royal tombs, and had the organ (the first 
brought into Europe) which Oonstantine Copro. 
nymous, the Greek emperor gavo to Pepin, 756. 
St. Andr6 and St. Antoinc are gothic ; 8t. Jacques 
partly in the renaissance style. At the Oarme>

Bfonshaat, was a Roman way. £ro(«ls— De la 
Clodie (Clodc), du Lion d' Argent (Golden Lion). 
Coaches to Solssons, Piorefonds. 
iSoimmi (85 kfl. east), a sous-prifectnre of 
10,200 soola, (department Aisne,) a fortified 
town, and seat of a diooess, in a fertUe yaUej 
on the AJsne; was the diief hold of the 
SMet$(met when Cnsar took it. CIotIs made 
it the capital of the Franks (486X after rout- 
ing its Roman goremor Syagrins. P^^ 
deposed Childeric here, 752, and Charles the 
Bimpla was beaten, 922, by his competitor 
Robert. In 1315) it suffered from the Bur- 
fundians and Annagnaos; the Huguenots 
ravagredit 1567 ; and it was takon andretaken 
twice over 18U. It is well-built, and defended 
by ramparts. The gothic cathedral of tbe 
twelfth century, on the site of that which 
Pepin was crowned in, by St. Bonifkce, has 
a tower 160 feet high, and Rubens' *< Ado. 
ration of the Shepherds," given they say by 
him to the Cordeliers here, in gratitude for 
their care of him when sick. St. Pierre is 
in the Lombard style, small and round, 
-with buttresses and a dome; St. Leger, in 
that of the renaissance ; only the fine gothic 
portal and spire are left of St. Jean-des- 
Vlgnes Abbey, on a hill, founded in the 
«leventh century. The old chftteau, on the 
site of the palace, is flanked by heavy 
round towers. Other buildings are, the 
Intendance, the college, Hdtel Dieu, house 
of correction, museum and library of 19,ooo 
volimies, two barracks, theatre, &c. A 
bridge.leads over to St. Vaaat. In the neigh, 
bourhood are some remains of St. Medard's 
Abbey, founded 545, with the dungeon 
<whcre Louis.le'Debonnabre was for a time 
«onttned by his rebellious sons. Clotalre, 
ffon of Clovis, Ung of Soissons (which took 
biMUtbe north-east of France) was buried 
daU. CbUdeHcL, CJoMre If., the Duke 
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oc Maynme (the chief ci the Icagaa 
Henry IV.), and CoUot d'Herbola, the te- 
fiunons terrorist, were natives. Unea and 
pottery are made ; trade in gnUn, veg«taI4s% 
cattle, &c. HotOs^Du Lion Rouge (Red 
Lion), de la Croix d'Or (Golden Cross). 

Coaches to Laon (33 kil. f^irther ^Ronte 

17a), Rhebns, ChUeau-Thierry, &c. 
At 12 kil. south-east of Compidgne, near one 
end of its forest, are the picturesque walls 
and towers of Fisrr^onds CoslZe, a vast ruin 
on a hilL It was so strong that a deter, 
mined soldier, Rlenx, in 1592, held out 
against three or four of Henry the Fourth's 
commanders, and was at last only bought 
over with gold. In 1617, 15,000 men invested 
it and took it after six day's continual firing, 
when it was dismantled. It is one of the 
finest remains of antiquity in France, j 
THOuaxTTE (2| miles). 
OvBiOAicps (5^ miles). 

Notch (4 mUes), the roman Noviodununif be- 
came the seat of a bishop, 511, and was the place 
where Hugh C^^t was elected king, 987. It 
stands on a hUl idde, among gardois, in the 
vall«y of Chaunay, on the V ors^ near the Oise ; 
and is well built, having four g^tes, and the house 
in which JohnCauvln, or Calvin, was bom, 1609, 
his father being diocesan secretary, &c. He 
went to the school of the Capettes here, and by 
favour of the bishop, received a benefice when he 
was only twelve ; two years after, to escape the 
plague, he was sent to Paris. The cathedral 
church is chiefly romanesque, of the tUrteentfa 
century (an earlier one was begun by Pepin), 35.\ 
feet long, and 217 high at the west to won. 
Trade In gndn, leather, linen, cottons, coal, && 
Population, 6,300. JETofet— Du Nord. Coachci 
to Roye, Nosles, Guiscard, Ham. 
[Roye (15 kU. north-west), asmaU old place 
en the Avre, in department Somme (part of 
Pioardy), is said to be the ancient Hodium, 
and has suffered flrom eleven sieges and 
three plagues. It has a church with excel, 
lent stained windows, a carved timber house 
OB fhe Pbkco, publie baths, mineral springs, 
and manufactures of stockings, &c. Popu- 
lation, 4,000. A sect of Guorinets, so called 
after their leader, Guerin, the cur6 here, 
were extirpated 1626. 
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to one of the oldest nuirquisates in France, 
and has an old church in which nearly all its 
inhabitants were butchered by Charles tho 
Bold, 4473. 
Ham (18 kil. north-oorth-east of Noyon), on 
the Somme, is as old as 875, and known for 
its moated chateau or state prison, built 
1470, by the Count St. Pdl. On the gate is 
hif motto in gothio letters, <*Mon Mieux" 
(my best); tho great round keep sUnds 108 
feet high, 108 diameter, and 36 feet thick. 
The ]:]^nister8 of Charles X., Louis Napo- 
leon (now emperor), and Cabrera, the 
Carlist, were confined here. The church 
has a good choir, and carvings of scriptural 
subjects. General Foy was a native.] 
Appixxt (6 miles), in department Alsne. 
Chauity (4| mUes), a decayed fortified town, 
on tho Oise, where the St. Quentin canal Joins, 
in a fertile plain. Linens are made. Popula- 
tion, 4,290. Tho canal opens a way between the 
Oise and Somme. 

Tkroitubb-la-Fbrz (6 miles). Coaches to 
La Fire, Laon, Marie, Vervins, Moncomet. 
[LaFdre, a little east, on the Oise, where 
the Serre Joins, is an old fortress, where the 
SpaiUards, in 1592, met the Leaguers about 
putting a Spanish prince upon the throne 
instead of Henry IV. The Allies took it 
1815, after six month's siege. It has the 
oldest artillery school in France (1719), with 
a large arsenal and barracks.] 
MoHTESCOURT, 6^ mllcs. 
8t. Qnentin (7| miles), on a hill between 
the Somme and St. Quentin Canal, is a sous- 
prefecture (in department Aisne) of 24,000 souls, 
who carry on here, as the centre of a wide 
district, thriving manufactures of cotton, thread, 
tabic linens, silk, tuUe, muslin, shawls, steam, 
engines, oil, soap, &c. It was the Roman 
Augutta-Vivamanduonrnt but called St. Quentin 
firom 88^ after the martyr. It suffered from 
the Vandals, 401 ; Attila and his Huns, 451 ; the 
Kormans, in the eighth and ninth centuries; and 
was made the head of the Vermandois coimtry 
by Louis I. for his nephew Pepin. Louis XI. 
and liis rival, Charles of Burgundy, firequently 
contested it. In 1557, it was defended 
Mgnyagahut 60,000 Spaniarda under 
(K&vF of England) and Emanuel 
Ltleon, after a long siege, and a battle 



it by Montmorency— a success which led Philip 
in ftilfllment of a vow he bad made, to build the 
Escurial. The houses are modem ; three fku* 
bourgs stretch beyond the site of its old ram* 
parts. Overlooking the town, on the hill-top, it 
the fine Church, a large and imposing gothio 
specimen, about 420 feet long firom the large 
Fulrad porch to the Vlrghi ehapel, and 127 feet 
high in the nave (which is 212 feet long) ; it haa 
110 windows, some stained, and 42} feet high, 
with 23 side chapels, and 78 pillars ; a tall sphre 
used to rise above the sqiuure to^ er ; it was a 
cathedral till the bishop removed to Noyon. 

The Hdtel de ViUe, in Grande Place, built 
1609, in the gothic style, is worth notice for ita 
quaint carvings and lantern tower, in which is a 
good chime of bells. There are also a college, 
palais de Justice, library of 17,000 vols., new 
theatre, gas-works, besides a conseil-de-prud' 
hommes (who at range prices, &c., between 
masters and workmen), schools of design, botanic 
garden, hospitals^ &o. The canal, which is part 
of the system called Canal de Picardie, unites 
the Oise and Somme to the Schelde, near Cam- 
brai ; one of its tunnels, near Bellicourt, is 5,677 
metres long (3} miles). Charlevoix, the Jesuit 
historian, was a native. Traces of three Roman 
ways are seen ; the old town kept its Latin name 
for a long time in the form of Aotte. Hotels— 
D'Angleterre, de I'Ange (Angel), du Cygne 
(Swan). Coaches to Cambrai, Le Cftteau, 
Avesnes, Guise. 

(a) GmsE (26 kil. east-north-east) a small third- 
class fortress, hi a pretty spot on the Oise, is as 
old as 1050, and was given, 1520, to Claude de 
Lorraine, first Duke of Guise. Mary, Queen of 
Scots was his grand-daughter ; and Frauds, a 
grandson, siimamed the Bal(ifr€, was he who 
took Calab from the English. The old cha- 
teau, 164 feet above the town, now used as a bar- 
rack, has a round keep left ; Henry IV., against 
whom the Guises headed the League, burnt it, 
1594. Jean de Luxembourg, who sold the Maid 
of Orleans to the English, and Count Desmou- 
lins, were natives. 

(p) Cambrai (38 kil. north of St. Quentin), 
on the road to Maii^«^ ».vss«i--^'«vJtfts5«sss5^^ 
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(i-Uvnt Fintlnn, mlioic monument, by Pavid, 
.•111 the present eatlicdral; the old one which 
livltl hii graTt was razed at the rerulutiun. 
It «as the roman Omtrrai'iint, and the head 
of a district oaOed CambrusiSk held by the 
Irfihop u a flcf of tlie Gorman empire. It 
■tands In a tetOe fwetore land, near tho source 
of tlte Eaoaut or Bhelde, whldi runs through it. 
The ftutiflcatlona ere defended by a citadel on a 
hilL Notre Dame bridge leads out on one side. 
The ndtel de VUle flrooti the large place d' Armes 
(exercise ground). Tho £q>Ianado is also of 
great extent It has a military hospital, a 
college, a publle librazy of 30,000 vols., mont 
de pWte (\oui fimd), theatre^ and several 
gable-fronted houses and public buildings. Mon. 
■trelct, the historian-antiquary, and General 
Dumouries, were natives. Fine linen, cambrics, 
lace, thread, &c. are made. Topulation, 17,616. 
Hotels— De r Europe; des Diligences; de IIol- 
lande ; du Mouton Noir (Black Sheep). Yalcn- 
demies Qxe Route IS) is 50 kfl. ftirther. 

(e) Catsau Cambbesis (24 Ul. east-south-east 
of Camhrai), on the Selle, a place of 6,946 inha- 
bitants, is best known for the treaty of peace, 
made 1559, between FhUip of Spain and Henry U. 
of France. Marshal Mortier was bom here. It 
had a castle or ch&teau buflt by Bishop Hallais. 
^•^Avcmes (30 kil. fUrther), tho roman Avesnce^ 
a sous-pr6fecture and fortified town, on the 
Sambrc, near the Belgian frontier, taken by the 
Prussians, 1816. It has a' church with a tower 
about 320 feet high, Hotel de ^1]le, clock-tower, 
&c., and is noted for prepared boars* heads. 
Population, 3,600. IloUU—du Kord, de la 
Cloche (Clock).

From AbbeviUe, along the road to St. Omer, 
you paas near the field of Cretcy, or Cr6cy, 
(16 kil. north-east), where the Black Prince, 
1346, defeated the French, 80,000 being slain. 
The walls of the windmill in which they say 
Edward III. stood to watch the battle, as 
related by Froissart, are crowded with names 
of Englishmen who have visited this memo- 
rable spot. 

Hesdin (35 kil. from Abbeville, further on), hi 
department Pas. de-Calais, was founded 1654, 
by the Dukes of Savoy, in the midst of a beau- 
tiful country, flat, but well wooded and cul- 
tivated. The air is healthy, and there is a 
good Hotel de Ville. Abbe Provost was a 
nati\'e. Population, 3,425. Trade in cotton, 
thread, oil, pottery, salt refining, leather, 
&c. 

Agincourt or Azincourt, 12 kil. beyond, in the 
old province of Picardy, a small village, 
with traces of a casUe, 16 miles from 
Crescy, and equally memorable for the 
great victory gained by Henry V., 25th of 
October, 1415, with 9,000 men, against a 
French force of about 55,000, chiefly by means 
of his ardiers, with their doth yard shafti^ 
stationed in a wood still here. KMkspere^s 
King Henry V. speaks of 8,400 "knights, 
esquires, and gallant gaitlemen," who U3H, 
besides others. Fluellen in that play, is the 
David Gam, or squinting David, of Welsh 
hJbtory, who told the king on this occadon, 
&ner counting the enemy that* there wa« 



enough to kill, enough to make prisoners, 
and enough to run away.'

[Jfonfreut^fur-JUer (8 kil. east), a sons-prd- 
fecture of 3,800, and fortifled town of the 
second class, on a hiU by the Canche, 
where Ceesar built a fort caUed Vinacum, 
was rebuilt 878, by Heltgaut or Uergot, 
along with the abbey church, and castle, 
and called Monastoriolum^ idience the 
modem name. It was besieged by the 
Normans, 918 , held by the English, taken 
by the Spaniards, 1544» and given up to 
France, 1665. The houses, divided hito 
Upper and Lower Town, are of brick. A 
large citadel, with a view of the river and 
flat sea coast, replaoet the castle, of which 
the gate towers are left; and St. 8anlve*s 
abbey is now the Hdtel da Ville. Its 
church has a fine tall buttressed doorway.

Population, 29,145 

A sous-prefecture, (department Pas-de. Calais), 
port, military post of the 2nd class, and packet 
station, on the Channel, 29 miles from Folke- 
stone, 112 from London. In spite of 6,000 of his 
countrymen who live here, an Englishman feels 
himself at once in a foreign country on landing, 
and his ftrst walk up Rue de I'Ecu, is like a 
scene in a play. The entrance to the harbour 
is rather imposing, between wooden piers or 
jetties, made by the mouth of the Liane, 2,200 
feet and 1,640 feet long. It was called 
Oesoriaeum or Bononia by the Romans, who 
/nade Jt a f ort, and built a lighthouse here (the 
Taar d'Ordre), carried away by the sea, 164i, ex- 1 



and Henry VUI. took it 1544 ; one of his knights 
(buried at Hardres, in Kent,) carrying off lis 
gates. Hence the old signs of Bull and Gate 
(Boulogne Gate) and BuU and Mouth, in Lon- 
don. His son gave it up six years later. Na- 
poleon intended to invade England from her^ 
and collected 200,000 men under Soult, for that 
purpose, but never ventured out of port.* It is 
divided into Upper and Lower town, the former, 
on the hills, being the oldest. Here are Vauban's 
citadel, and the old walls, now turned into a 
pleasant promenade, where you mfcy catch a 
glimpse of Dover. The best and newest houses 
are at Thitelleries, on the north. Of the gates, 
only three are left, the principal one being Porte 
des Dunes (after the dunes or sand hiUs which 
line the shore towards Calais.) Place d'Armes 
is in Upper town. Water is supplied by 17 foun- 
tains and a reservoir ; the lamps are lit with gas. 
Among the oltJects of notice are, Nofre Damo 
diurch, a grecian pile, built 1827, on the 
site of the cathedral, which Louis XI. 
visited; the bishop's palace, now a school; 
the old hotel of the dukes d'Aumont, and the 
house which Napoleon stopped at; all in Upper 
town. In this part also is the Hdtcl de ViUc, 
with an old befftoi or belfry tower near it, 140 
feet high. The museum, in Grand Rue, has a 
collection of arras, coins, Roman, and other an- 
tiqtxities, natural objects, &c., and is open three 
days a-week. The public library (blblioth^c,) 
has 22,000 vols, and 300 MSS., some behig illu- 
minated. There are also a Palais de Justice, 
hospitals, barracks, many French and English 
schools, three convents, a house replacing 
one which Le Sage (who wrote Gil Bias,) 
died in, a theatre in Rue Monsigny, on the 
site of the Cordeliers' convent. The cplendid 
new baths have dancing, music, biUiard, and 
reading rooms attached. 

The Napoleon Column^ one mile out of the 
town, was begun 1804 by the Grande Arm§e, 
and finished by Louis XVin.; a statue of Napo. 
leon was put up 1841. It is in the composite 
style, 180 feet high, 13 diameter, with a staircase 
within, and commands a great prospect. Beyona 
this is a chapel contaiidng the ex voio offerings

iOOtanic gardens of Mont Pel6 ; the quarries of 
Marquise and Ferques. A good mineral spring 
on the "Wlmille road. 

Conveyances to Calais, St. Omer, &c. 

(a) From Boulogne, on the road to Calais, 
(to which the telegraph is laid down), you pass 
(through a flat, sandy, and marshy soil), on to 

WiHULB (4 kiL), where the two unfortunate 
Kronauts, Bosier and St. Remain, are buried. 
In trying to cross the Channel they fell from a 
height of 6,000 fleet. Lower down the stream is 
the small port of Wimereau. 

Marquise (9 kU.), on tiie Sladr, 'which has a 
fine linden tree and marble quarries, is near 
Ambleteuse,wher« James !!• Iande5, 1688, in his 
flight from England. Population, 2,650. Near 
it are the quuries of Ferques and Landretun, 
with some remains of Beaulieu abbey (founded 
1150), and druid stones near the former.

You then pass Montigny (54 miles), Somain 
(4} m.), Wallers (6) m.), Raismos (3^ m.^, to 

Yalehcixnnes (4| miles,) a sous-pr6fecture, 
in department Nord, a large strongly-fortified 
town, and second-class military station on 
the frontier, formerly the capital of Hainault, 
in the midst of a coal-field and thriving 
manufactures. It is weU built, and divided 
into two parts by the Escaut, or Schelde, 
and has one of Vauban's citadels. Population, 
18,963. Among the best buildings are, St. Gcr/s 
church, founded 1225, by Jeanne, daughter of 
Baldwin, emperor, of Constantinople, 171 feet 
long, with two of Rubens^ pictures; the half- 
gothic Hdtel de Ville, built 1612, with three 
pictures by the same master; and a tall dock 
tower, 180 feet bigb, buat 1237; public library 
of 18,000 vols. Mttd M88.; moteum, containing 
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minerals, armour, pictures, &c. An academy of 
painting, sculpture, and architecture,was founded 
1782, by Baron P^jol; at the hospital, founded 
1761, is a good chapel ; the salle de spectacle 
(theatre), is by l^ol ; and there is a mont de 
pi6t6. It has several good promenades, and 
commands a fine view from the tower of the 
citadel. Froissart, or Froissard, the historian, 
Wattean, the painter, and d'Argenson, tbe 
statesman, were bom here. Among the ma- 
nufactures are muslins, gauzes, excellent laoe^ 
linens, wine, saltpetre, linseed oil, chicory, pot- 
tery, pipes, soap, leather, toys; it has several 
sugar and salt refineries, printworks, distilleries of 
eauz-de-vie, and there is a large trade in these 
articles, besides coal (the mines at Anain employ 
4,000 hands,) timber, &c. Travellers from Bel- 
gium are exandned by the douaniers at the 
station. Hotels-^ The Hotel de Commerce is 
the only comfortable house suitable for an 
English traveller. 

At Denain, a pillar stands on the spot where 
Marshal Villars routed the Allies, 1712. 

Coaches to Bavay, Maubeuge, Berlaimont, 
Avesnes (40 kU. south-east ; see Bouto 11), St. 
Amand-les-Eauj^ Landrecics, Quesnoy, Cond£, 
Bonsecours, Solcsmes, Le Cftteau. Mons, across 
the Belgian border, past Blanc-Misseron, &c., 
is 19^ niilcs further. 
[Bavay, or Baval (22 kil. south-east), the 
roman Bayacum, has, in the Place, a seven- 
sided pillfldr, marking on its taee9 as many 
roman ways, and said to replace a roman 
milliary stone which stood here within the 
last two centuries. — ^Maubeuge, 12 kil. ftir- 
ther, a small frontier fortress on the Sambrc, 
with a population of 7,400, and manufac- 
tures of fire-arms, nails, iron, &o. Coal and 
marble are got near. The Austriana were 
defeated here, 1793. 
St. Amand-les-Eaux (10 kil. north-north-west) 
on the Scarpa, with a population of 9,600, 
who make lace, soap, pottery, &c., is 
known for its waters, its artesian wells, and 
its clock tower, 318 feet Ligh, which was the 
spbre (built 1636-6,) to the church of St. 
Amand's abbey, founded 634. The mlnaral

Nails, starch, 
tnes. See. are made. Mademoiselle Clairon 
the actress was a natire. Hear It is Ermi- 
tage, seat of Dnc de Croi. 

Bolesmes (19 kil. south) on fte Selle, has 
the dolster, ftc., of an abbey of old date, 
with a modem chordi, having a spire 218 
l^eethigh. Population, 6,000. Linens, mus- 
lins, &e. are made, besidee soap and leather.

A sous.pr6feeture in de- 
partment Nord, a bustling port, military post cf 
the second cUms, on the Belgian fkt>ntier, grew 
out of a church founded in the seventh cen- 
tury, by St. Eloi, called the *' Church of the 
Dunes," from the dunes, downs, or sand-hil- 
loda, whldi Une this terribly flat coast. It is 
about 40 miles due east of Dover, the andiorage 
lying at some distance in the road; and 
is as noted for smugglers In peace, as fbr 
its exploits fai war thne,— especially when it sent 
out Jean Bart, a bold privateer's man, who was

The French (under Conde) took it, 1558, but 
restored it immediately; again, in 1658, it was 
taken by Turenne at the ** Battie of the Dunes," 
given up to Cromwell, but sold, in 16C2, by 
Charles U. to Louis XIY., who fortified it. 
Thh happened when Clarendon was building 
his groat house in Piccadilly, which the mob 
nicknamed Dunkirk House. The fortifications 



were razed, 1715, but afterwards restored. The 
Duke of York tried to take it, 1798, but without 
success. Admiral Boussin was bom here.

The latter is Joined to another at Pre St. 
Gervais. 
Noisy-lb-Seo (6^ miles). 
BoRDY (1^ miles), is an old village of 1,950 
sonls, near a forest where Childeric II. was 
killed, and Aubry de Montdidier was murdered 
by Maoaire, (who fought with his victim's dog— 
the dog of Montargis— before Charles V., at 
Notre Dame.) Raincy ch&teau belonged to Louis 
Fhilippe, who laid out the grounds in the 
English style. For a time it was held by Napoleon. 
Coaches to Livry, Sevran, Villepinte, Trem- 
blay, Yaujours, Villeparisis, Mitry. 
[Livry, 6 kil. east-north-east, in the forest, 
near Raincy chiteau, lias an Augustine 
abbey, not far from which dwelt the pious 
hermit of Livry, "whose name," as 
D'Aubigny relates, "though written in 
heaven, history has not transmitted to us," 
but who, for preaching the gospel, peace- 
fully died at the stake in front of Notre 
Dame.] 
ViLLBMONBLE-GAOinr (2 miles), in department 
8eine-et-Marne. Coaches to Romy, Montfer- 
meil, Coubron, Neuilly-snr-Mame, and to Juilly, 
which has an academy or college founded 1688, 
1^ the Fathers of the Oratory. 

CHSLLxa (3 mUes). Coaches to Torcy, 
Ooumay-sur-Mame, and to Claye, on the canal 
de rOurcq, with bleach-works, &c. 

Laqmt, 6| miles, is across the bridge on the 
Mame, on its south bank. Coaches to Annet

fJ^rimfuminlle (24 kiJ., nortfa-north-east), has

1799 (in what is now the lodge). Hia toiftl» 
is among poplars on an island in the lalM^ 
but his body lies in the pantheon. A lUtl* 
circular temple to the Advancement of 
Philosophy (purposely left unfinished), standi 
on six pillars, to Newton, Descartes, Vol- 
taire, Uontesquien, Fenn, Rousseau; the 
whole being dedicated to Montaigne. Tho 
Emperor Joseph, Gustavus of Sweden, and 
others, have visited this spot.]

MitAux (5 mUes), a well-built town, sous-pn^- 

fecture (9,400 population), and bishopric, in a 

pleasant spot on the canal do TOurcq and the 

Mame, which divides it in two ; that part to the 

south being called the March6, and Joined to the 

other by a wooden bridge overhung with mills, 

turned by the rapid current. It was the capital of 

theifeZdi in Roman times; and, later, of Brie 

Champenoise; was ravaged by the Normans 

(eighth century), and the Jacquerie rioters (four. 

teentb century) ; taken by the English, 1420, and 

by Henry IV., 1594. The best building is St. 

Etienne's ootAedral, a massive gothic structure, 

begun 1212, and left unfinished in the sixteenth 

century ; it Is 332 feet by 138, and 213 feet high 

at the north tower, which stands on one 9ide of 

the west front, and commands a view nearly to 

Paris. Inside are 32 clustered pillars and a rich 

choir, with a tomb to the eloquent Bosract, who 

dledb\&hop.

[Dammartin {Jfi kil. north-west), on a hill, 
where there is a fine circle of view. Lace 
Is made. — ^Iday^n-Mulelen (11 kU. north- 
east), on the canal de 1' Ourcq, has an andent 
church, ranking next to Meauj^ in this 
diocess. 
La Fertd MUon (12 kil. further), in de- 
partment Aisne, on a hill by the Ourcq, 
was fortified as far back as 845, and has a 
castle dismantled by Henry IV. In front of 
the Hdtel de Yille is David's statue of Racine 
(bom here 1639), whose bust, by Stabinsky, 
is in the blbllothdque of 17,000 volumes. 
Population, 4,800. Hotel— Du Soleil d'Or 
(Golden Sun). 
Villers-Cotteret, (10 kil. north of this), in the 
forest of Retz, has a ch&teau restored by 
Francis I. (on the site of one burnt by the 
English) now a depdt de medicine, or poor- 
house for the district. Near it are remains 
of Longpont abbey church, founded in the 
twelfth century. General Dumas (called 
the French Codes, for his defence of Brixen 
bridge), and Otto the statesman, were 
natives.] 
The railway crosses the Mame three or four 
times to La Fert^. 
Trilpobt (3| mUes). 
Chamois (4^ miles). 

La Ferte-sous-Jouarrb (5 miles), at the 
bridges on the Mame, (one suspension), was, 
Da the twelfth century a ferti or strength, built 
by a seigueur called Ancoul, and in the sixteenth 
^ntury was held by the Protestants, and often 
plundered. On a pretty island is the old ch&tean 
d'lle, or La Barre, where Louis XVI. and his 
Queen stopped, when they were brought back 
from Varennef. There are several good points 
of view around. Population, 4,400. Trade 
cony ctarooaJf and meoles 2 mouEn, or mSH' 
MtoneSf for which it if ftmaiis. Coaches 
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Jouarre, (on south bank), Marigny, Montmirnil, 
La Fertd-Gaucher, and S£aaxme. 
[Montmirail, (23 kil. east-south-cast), on a tilU 
by the Petit Morin, is noted for its millstones, 
and for a victory of Napoleon, 11th February, 
1814, over the Prussians and Russians The 
Due do DudeauviUe has a seat here. Car- 
dinal de Rets was a native. At Vandiampei 
(7 kil. east), Napoleon defeated Blucher, 14th 
February, 1814, after having routed his ad- 
vanced guard on the lOtb, at Champaubert, 
(11 kil. further); but at Fere-Champenoise, 
(24 kil. south-east of this), on the Pleurs, 
Marmontwas finally beaten by the allies, 
24th of March ^Montmort, (6 kH. north- 
north-east of Champaubert), has a moated 
brick donjon, square and flanked with 
turrets ; with a church ornamented with good 
stained windows. 
Suzanne (18 kil. south-south-west of Cham- 
paubert), on the Auges, which suppUea 
mills and bleach works, was a town of 
GaUia-C<matay destroyed by Thlbault IV. 
Count of Champagne. It was rebnilt and 
taken by the English, 1223; and suffered 
firom the Huguenots and from fire; so that 
it has a modem well-built look, with a good 
church, hospital, &c. Population, 4,600.] 
Naxteuil, (6 miles), through a tumiel» 
Nooknt-l'Artaud, (6 miles), in dept.ofthe 
Aisne, has a coach to Charly, acrow the 
Mame, through another tannel, to 

Chatbau-Thiebby, (7 miles), a sous-prefec- 
ture of 4,700 persons, on the rocky hills of the 
Mame, crowned by the fine remains of a chftteau, 
bmlt 720, by Charles Martel, to hold TLIerry 
IV., the infant son of Chlldcrlc. It has fre- 
quently suffered ftt>m war, having been attacked 
by the English 1370, by the Leaguers 1421, by 
Charles V. in 1644, by Henry of Guise 1671, 
(called Ba]afr6, or gashed, like his father, from 
the wound he received here), the Frondeurs 1614; 
and especially in 1814, when it was taken and 
retaken, and the old bridge destroyed. This is 
replaced by a three-arch stone one to the fau- 
bourg across the river, where, on the prome^ 
nade, is a statue of La Fontahie, (a native, 1621), 
whose house is atfllab^ws^ \^«»« to^^^VwSx.- 
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laBtfs qiie«a» Jaaimo, hai some pictures; the 
bdtel Bsllun, or fort of St. Jaeqoes, and the gate 
and cliapel of the oaetle, are worth notice. 
There are some mfaiend waters, and gypsum 
qnarriae. Trade hi com, Unseed on, wine, &c. 
MoteUShi Lion d'Or, (Goldon lion); de la

[The iaat pUoe (17 kiL north), once fortified, 
and taken bj tlie Hnguenota, Leagaen, &c., 
haa, not far o£^ the fine ruins of Robert of 
Dreox's CasOe, built 12(M» consisting of parts 
of eight great towers, (one 60 feet high), 
witiiin a waB, and Joined to an outwork 
across tlie ditdi, by a drawbridge, on a via- 
dnot, built 1689, by Anne de Montmorency, 
tl fiset high, and 170 feet long, strengthened 

by tall battlements, &o At Braisne-sur- 

Vc^ (18 Idl. ftirtlier), are minoral waters, 

and a good drarch, wliioh was part of an 

Abbey, foonded 1130. -. Fismse, (16 kil. 

ikorth^ieast of Fdre), in department Mame, 

on the Vesle, to the roman Fwris, where 

eonnofls were held 881 and 936, and which 

marked the borders of Austrasia. Napoleon 

made it his head-quarters, March, 1314.] 

DoRMAirs (6| miles) at the suspension bridge 

on the rirer, has St. Hippolyte's old church, and 

a trade in wine, grain, &c. 

Posx-Af^nrsoH, (6{ miles), on the south side 
of the xiTir, opposite the old castle of Ch&tillon. 
inr-Manie> 

DAMUtT (6^ miles), (m the north side of the 
river, whidi improyes as you ascend it into the 
champagne wine country. 

Efbbnat m miles), a soua-prefectnre in de- 
partment Mame of 6,360 souls^ in a pleasant 
spot on the Blarney under the vine-covered ^hai^_ 
bills of Champagne, of which wine this is the 
entrepdtfor the best growtlis. They are dig. 
tinguiahedaflinoa8senx(frot]i7 or offer vesohig,) 
dad nao-moaaatvoL. The merchants live in

Soma houses are of timber or brick ; a atone 
bridge erosses the river. The pidnted windows 
of the old gothic dturch are preserved in the 
naw Italian one^ built 1828-32. At the Hdtel 
de Ville is a library of 10^000 volumes, and a 
museum. Some derive the name from Agw;^ 
pmtnncs: Clovto gave it to the arohbisbops of 
Rbpims, who fortified it. Francis I. burnt it to 
hinder Cluurles V. from taking it, and it fell to 
Henry IV., after a dege in wliich Marshal Bfaron 
was UUed. Later, it belonged to the Dues de 
Bouillon. Pottery, millinery, leatlier, &c., are 
made, and it has a good trade In wood and char- 
coal, as well as wine. JToteU—De FEurope, de 
rjScu de France (Crown Piece), de la Croix d'Or 
(Golden Cross). Coaches to Rheims (see Route 

n.) 

At or AT, (4 miles east-north-east,) where the 
best white mousseux wines are grown. 

OiBT (3} miles ) Coaches to Lesmenil, and 
Avize (9 miles south), also noted for its m bie and 
cave cellars. 

JALOX-Lss-Vxoass (6i miles,) on the Marnc, 
whore the Somme-Soude Joins. 

At 8^ miles further Is 

Chalons. JTbteZs—Du Palais Royal, de la Ville 
de Paris, de Nancy, de la Cloche d'Or (Golden 
Bell), de la Pomme d'Or (Golden Apple.) 
Population 16,000. An ancient place, ddef town 
of department Mame, in the old province of 
Ciuunpogne, seat of a military division, of a 
bishopric, &c., in a fine meadow and wine coun- 
try , on the Mame, which is crossed by a ffotne 
bridge of three arches. It was the Duro-Cata- 
launiy near which Aurdian beat Tetricus, in 271 
and Attila was defeated by the Romans, in 461. 
It is guarded by walls and moats, and has sis 
principal gates, leading to as many roads : many 
of the houses are built of lath and plaster. Four 
churches remain. 

St. Etiome's cathedral, rebuilt in the six- 
teenth century (on the site of a temple to Apollo,) 
in a rich florid style, is 360 ft* long, and has two 
fine spires of open work, 118 feet high, a portico in 
the greek style» a fine altar by Mansard, stained 
windows, and an ancient crypt. Ndtre Dame 
ehuBch, built between 1167 and 1322, is partly in 
the norman style, with good painted whidows, 
and a mosaic pavement. The Hdtel de Ville, 
on Place d'Axmea, built 1772, has an ionie

Bvwygood, first-rate house; d'Anglcterre, an 
exceedingly well conducted house, and deservedly 
recommended; de Paris, good and comfortable, 
and very conveniently dtuated; de I'Europe, very 
good indeed, and highly recommended ; landlord, 
Mr. Malthis; du Grande Tigre ; des Halles. Pop. 
43,000. Capital of department Meurthe (formerly 
of PM>vince of Lorraine), seat of a diocess, eour 
imp&riale, &C., is near the Meurthe, in a fert'le 
plain, under some low hills, covered with forests 
and vineyards, and is one of the best built towns 
of F^rance. It was founded in the eleventh century 
by the dukes of Lorraine, one of whom was Rene 
II., who obtained a fkmous victory over Charles 
the Bold, of Burgundy, in 1477, outside the town ; 
and another was Stanislaus of PoIand,who greatly 
improved it and left the dudiy to Us father-in- 
law, Louis the XV., upon his death, 1766. 

At Old Town are renuOns of their paIac^ 
now a banraok; also St. Epore's gotUc church, 
which has a baSi^elief (the Lord's Supper, 
1682), by Dronin, a native; and the Cordeliers' 
churdi, bnUt 1477-84, by Ren6 II., which has 
his tomb (1616), with those of Cardinal Van. 
d&nont (by Drouhi), Antohie de Vaud^mont, 
Fhilippa of Gueldres, Henry of Vaudimont and 
wife, and a warrior, besides Gerard I. and his 
wife Hadwige, in the round or ducal chapel, 
restored since the ravages made in 1793. In 
this part of the city, too, are the Place de Gr^ve, 
leading to the Cours d'Orleans, and the Porte 
Keuve (or New Gate\ built 1786^ on the Metz 
road, with the Place Carridre, in which stand 
the Cour Roysle, the tribunal of commerce, and 
the prefecture (a large old building). The last 
is opposite the arch of triumph, leading to the 
Place Royale (or Stanislaus), the best part of the 
new town, which was begun by Charles III., in 
1603. Here are the Hdtel de Ville, the bishop's 
seat, the salle de spectacle, &c., all in an 
uniform style; a bronze figure of Stanislaus, 
put up 1823, omtments the centre, and there is 
a promenade out of one side, past the fountains, 
culled. \he 'Se^V(vV%c« .

The Cathedral, a modern edifice, has two low 
spires in its front, which is 154 feet hrood smd 
25 S feet high; a dome near the sanctuary is 61 
ftet across, and painted by Jacquart. Notre Dame 
de Bon Secours churdi, in Faubourg St. Pierre^ 
on the Lun6ville road, was rebuilt (1738) by 
Stanislaus, whose tomb by Adam is here, on the 
site of one founded by Ren6 over the spot where 
his adversary fell (1477); it has some old 
standards taken from the Turks. At the Palais 
«de Justice they shew the tapestry taken from 
Charles the Bold's tent. St Jean's chapel be- 
longed to the Knights of St. John. A library 
of 26,000 volumes is at the Hdtel de TUniversit^. 
There are also a college, a priests* seminary* 
large hospitals, a deaf and dumb asylum, new 
barracks, collections of natural history, a society 
of arts and sciences and botanic gardens (both 
founded by Stanishtus), an exchange, &c. 

Nancy is the chief head quarters of several 
female religious societies, as the Sisters of Chris- 
tian Doctrine, Sister»of St. Charles, and Sisters 
of Providence, which three number about 1,000 
bouses in France. 

Some of its natives are Marshal Bassompi^ 
General Druot, Maimbourg, the historian, Hoff- 
man, the critic, Isabey and Grandville, the 
painters^ &c.. Manufactures of cotton doth, 
woollen serges, muslijis, and embroidery, &c. are 
carried on here. 

Conveyances: by rail, to Strasbourg, Metz, 
Paris, Sec; by coadi, to LunlvUle, Lyons, Mire- 
court, Besan9on, Colmar, Epinal, Neufch&teau* 
&C4 steamer to Metz (8 hours). In the neigh- 
bourhood are Liverdun (8 ldlO» in a pretty spot, 
Bosserville (4 Idl.), and its monastery; Ludres, a 
roman camp (9 kil.) ; Roville model farm (24 kil.) 
[At 30 kil. north-east is Chdteau SaUnt, a 
80us-pr6fecture of 26,000 people, on the 
Seille, so called after a castle built, 1342, by 
Isabella of Austria, near tho salines or salt- 
works. Great quantities of salt are now got 
at Vic (6 kil.), Moyen- Vic. (6 kil. south- 
south-east), and Dieuze (18 kil. cast-south- 

From Nancy, on the rail to Strasbourg, you pass 
Varakosvilxji, St, Nicholas- du-Port (7 J 
miles), up the Moselle, with a fine gothic church 
buUt 1494.1544, having Ught pillars 92 feet high, 
and towers to mAtcb. 
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you leave on the left, Dombasle (2 kil.), where a 
branch of the Moselle fUls into that stream, 
passing a mined chateau on the top of the hill. 
Population 1,600. 

BLAxmriLLB-LS-GRAifDB (3{ mOcs) on the 
Moselle. 

Lttnxvxllb (5} miles), a sous-pr6feeture in 
department Meurthe, with 12,500 people, in a 
fertile spot on the Meurthe where the Vezouze 
Joins, was at first a hunting seat, and was taken 
by Marshal Longueville, 1638, and the fortifica- 
tions pulled down. At the old palace of the 
Dukes of Lomdne, the Emperor Frands I. was 
bom ; it is now a cavalry depdt. There are also 
a large riding house, a champ de mars, a foun- 
tain in Place Neuve, and a modem diurch with 
the tomb of Voltaire's friend, Madame Ch&telet. 
The Chevalier Bouffleurs, and General Hazo 
were bom here. The treaty between France 
and Austria was signed here 1801. Trade in 
pottery, gloves, embroidery, wine, beer, &c. 
JTbteZs— Du Sauvage; dela TSte d'Or (Golden 
Head); dn Faisan (Pheasant). 
[At 28 kil. south-south>east, up the Mor- 
tagne is Bamberviller (ahready described); 
and at 30 kil. south-east, up the Meurthe, ^ 
tho Vosges Mountains, is Raon I'Etape^ 
whidi has a large trade in timber, and had 
a castle and monastery.] 
Marairvillbr (6 miles). 
Emberhekil (5 miles). 
[About 10 kil. south-west is Baccarat, on the 
Meiirthe, under a rocky height, and cele- 
brated for its crygtal fkctory, which employs 
600 hands.] 
The next station, 

Atricourt (5 miles), is not far from Blamont 
(15 kil.), near the head of the Vezouze, under 
the Vosges range (in one of whose gorges is 
the glass wor]£s of St. Quiren), which has a ruined 
castl^ and gave birth to Regnier, Duke c f Massa. 
Several lakes are near. 

Hbuing (82 miles), where the northern road 
from Nancy falls in.

The German name is 
Strassburg, Ce. street-fbrt, f!rom tiie street or high 
road over the Rkfaie (1^ miles east), wliich it com- 
mands by means of the bridga to Keli], and \viiich 
here is about as wide as tiie Thames^ but fhU of 
wooded idaads and suds. It was the roman 
Jrffemtoratwm in Qermania Prima, founded by 
Dmsns^ son-in-law to Augustus; was ravaged 
t^ Attfla, taken by C^ovis ; became an imperial 
firee dOt^, and estahUahed protestantiam 1559, 
which Louto XIV. after taking the town by 
treachery 1681, pot down, though the minority of 
the population (luweU as of the provinee) are still 
protestant.

80BLSBTADT (4| miles), on the fertile banks of 
the ni, a 80iis.pr6fecture of 10,000 persons, and 
an old flroe city of Alsace, called Electus, by the 
RoBums ; mfaied by Attila, but robufit 1216, and 
after some changes, taken by Louis XIV., 1673, 
and fortified by Vauban. The chief buildhigs 
are St. George's gothic church of the fourteenth 
century, with a square tower 187 feet high ; the 
Recollets' church; public library, with some 
early printed beoks ; the college at the old com- 
m&ndry of Malta, near the round church of St. 
Foy; the arsenal; the fause porta or belfry- 
teiwcr, in the gothic style ; new com market and 
tobacco fkctory. Martin Biicer (or Kulbom), 
was a native. The Giessen passes by on the 
north, from the Vosges mountains, which are hi 
view. Manufactures of pottery (enamelled pot- 
tery was invented here in the twelfth century), 
metallie gauze, iron and capper, &c. 

HoteU-^n Bouc (Goat) ; de 1' Algle d'Or(Golden 
Eagle). CoachcB to St. Marie-aux.Mines (jsee 
Route 19a.) St. Die, Epinal, Naney, &e. Orsch- 
wiUor (6 kil. west^north-west,) is under the fine 
old castle of Hohe Koonigsberg,whieh the Swedes 
destroyed after they took this town. In the thirty 
years* war, 1632. At Ebermunster is an old 
abbey of the seventh century. 

St. Hippolyte (^ miles). In department Haut- 
Rhin. 

RiBEAVviLLB (2} miles), among vineyards, 
In a pretty valley, under heights covered by 
the old caibtles of Ribeaupierre, Giersberg 
and St. Ulric. St. Gregoire's chnrdi has 
several ancient tombs; the Hdtel de Yllle 
ii good. In the neighbourhood are remains 
of Ndtro Dame of Dusenbach chapel, and a 
ffl^ous cydopean wall (on the sides of the 
Vosgesy) called the Heidenmauer or heathen's 
wall. Near Baroche, to the south, Is Hohenach 
castle, the tower of which commands one of the 
most beantlftil views in this interesting country. 
Population, 7,200, who make linens, &c. 

[AtlSkO. east-south-east, Is Marcholshelm, 
near the Rhine, with bleach-ground and 
tobacco factories. PopnJatfon, 2,600.] 
OsTusni (2 miles). BiquewUw (7 miles weit),

castle of Reichenstein, dismantled 1209. A little' 
south of it, on the Weiss, Is the old imperial 
castle of Kaiserberg. And higher up the 
stream are the ruins of Hoh Laadsborg and 
Flizbourg. 

BKNirwiHB (2} miles). At 2} miles fturther is 

Colmar. HoteU^de r Ange (Angel) ; dea 
Deux Clefs (Two Keys); des Trois Rois (Tluree 
Ehigs). Population, 19,200. Chief town of 
department Haut-Rhin (with a tribunal, &c.), 
in a fine plain, near the German frontier, half 
way between the Vosges and the river Rhine, on 
the river Lauch, 1^ miles firom the 111. It is notflur 
from the site of the roman Argentovaria ; was 
an imperial free city, till given up to France, 
16d8, when the fortifications were rased. There 
are three gates, narrow streets, and many old 
houses ; leith good walks on Champ de Mars, and 
in the ancient pepinldre, as well as in the orangery, 
and the cemetery of Horburg (2 IdL off). It Is 
watered by the branches of the river and tho 
canals of the Fecht. 

The MinsteTj built 1368j is a large gothic 
building, with a tower about 300 (?) feet high, 
and an altar-piece on wood, by Schoen. Its 
tower commands a view over above 800 places in 
Alsaoe and Baden, &c. The Jesuit churdi was 
built 1750; the fhie nave of the Dominican 
church Is now the halle au bid (com market) ; 
and the old protestant church is a storehouse. 

Other objects of notice are the ancient malson 
de ville, the prefect's hdtel, the college, which 
includes the bibliothdque of 40,000 volumes (be- 
sides rare MSS., and a museum, which has 
paintings by Schoen, A. Durer, &c.); the hospi. 
tal, the vast malson d'arrgt, (prison), kurge cavalry 
barracks, and public slaughter-house (abattoir.) 

In the'neighbourhood, are tho large factories of 
MM. Hauseman, Hersog, &c. At Munster 
(20 kil. to the west-south.wcst). Is M. Hart- 
man's, near the old castle of Schwarzenbourg. 
Generals Rapp, and Rewbel, who was oae of the 
Dirootory,were natives. MM. Schallcr, Helnt^ 
&c., are protestant pastors hero.

RheSins or Reims (12 kiL), though a sous, 
prefecture only (in department Mame), haa a 
population of 44»000, is the seat of an arch- 
bishop, and one of the oldest dties in Eraace, 
havmg been the chief town of Cliampagne. It 
stands on the Vede, at the bottom of gently 
depfa^ dialk hills coTered wUh Ttaeyarda, 
though the neighbourhood ie d«dl. It was the 
eapital of the RenU in Belgian Gaulf and ealled 
Durocortornm by the Romans, iriiose consul 
here, Jovinus, became a christian 366. doria 
and his Franks were baptised here 496. It waa 
taken by Charles Martd 719, and Hugh Capet's 
rival, Charles of Lorraine 900; beseiged by 
Edward III. of England 1359, and captured 
1421 by the English, who were driven otit by the 
Maid of Orleans, and Charles Til. crowned 
here; as were all the French sovereigns firom 
Philippe Auguste down to Charles X. (except 
Henry IV. and Louis XVni).

Close to the latter, built in the 
waD, is the Porte d« Man, a genuine roman 
nUa ; it was a triumphal arch, built by Agrippa, 
in honour of Csesar Augustus, with three open- 
ings in i^ and eight corinthian columns, all 
much worn. An amphitheatre may be tiraced 
at the Mont d* Argnes near it. But its finest 
ercament is the noUe gothic 

CcOhecbnO, covered with a multitude of figures 
and ornaments, aod built for the most part 
1212<42, by Robert de Cou<7, on the site of one 
founded as early as 360-400 } the transept (164 
float long), was rebuilt after a fire in 1491. 
length 467 feet, breadth 98 feet, height 118 feet. 
The beautiful font has a tr^e portal (the mid- 
dle one being 39 feet wide), a large stained rose 
window, bas-reliefii of the Passion, tbe Judge- 
ment, Crowning of the Virgin, David and Goliah, 
Baptism of Clovls,and from &30 to 560 statuea of 
various sises, in rows, besides a ro w of 35 nid&ed 
prelates near the top ; above which rise the two 
towers, made of opoi pillars and window/^ and 
ending in a heap of little turrets, instead of the 
qiires which they were designed to carry. One 
tower (the south), a little shorter than the other, 
WAS not finished till 1480^ and has the bells of 
la Charlotte clock, as old as 1570, with moving 
figures, &c. Ooing in you see about 90 nidied 
jrtstues inside the doors ; the windows are richly 
atalaed with fl^^ires of iq;>o8tle8, kings, &c.; in 
the nave (which bad a painted ceiling of lilies 
on a blue ground when Charles X. was crowned), 
Islbe VOTy curious marble tomb of Jovinus, the 
roman consul, carved over with a lion hunt, and 
brought from St. Nicaise's church * An VUI de 
lik. Bepublique,' or 1800; nine chapels surround 
the choir, which has a rich altar, the canopy of 
St. Nicaise's church, a large organ, 64 feet high, 
and a painting of the Israelites gathering manna. 

St. Remi or Remigius' church, was built 
1041-60 as iMurt of Archbishop Turpin's bene- 
dlotine abbey, being older than the cathedral, 
and the place where the early kings were conse- 
crated; it is a mixture of norman and pointed 
in the silyie, and 361 feet long, with a plahi front, 
having five portals and a rose window, between 
twoMlender towerM with slated spires. It con- 
t&ins M modem copj of the tomb of St. Reml, 



ornamented by marble life sise stajtues of the 
twelve peers of France (the Count of Cham- 
pagneiand the archbishop are two), saved from an 
older tomb. Several kings and bishops were buried 
in this church, which has been latdy restond. 

The Htta de V1XU (whiefa a new street joins 
to Place SoyaleX begun 1627,and enlarged 1825, 
oonsists of a centre and wings^ 9M ftet long, 
ornamented with 68 pilasters, and bts-reUefs (at 
the middle) of Louis XIIL Here are placed, 
the cartolaire or oollectioa of archivee; the 
bibUothdqne or library of 36^000 vohunea, besides 
1,000 MSS., and autographs ; and a museum of 
pictnres. A new dorie palais de loetlee, was 
built 1846^ on the site of the hdtel Dtan; a new 
covered market 1840^ and an abattoir or slaughter 
house 1838. It has a college, priesta* seminaTy, 
tiieatr^ publio l>ath% botanic garden, dnmber 
of commerce, &c. A few old buildings are left, 
as, the hdtel des Comtea de Champagne in Sue 
du Tambour, hdtd de Joyeuse, near the Hdtd 
de Ville, lAUA. de Chevreuse in Bue des Oueux, 
and the liaisfm Rouge tarn (near the cathedral), 
on which you read, * In the year 1429, at the 
coronation of Charles YII., in this inn, then 
called the Zebra, the fiBtther and mother of 
Jeanne d' Ar<^ were lodged at the cost of the city 
authorities.' At the English eoUege for priests 
here the Rheims version of the New Testament 
was published, 1582. In the old house of Long 
y^tre, in Rue de Cer^ Colbert, the s t a t e — nan, 
was bom, 1619 ; and in Rue du Idaro, Pluche^ 
who wrote the Spectacle de la Nature. GobeUn, 
who gives name to the tapestry, and Duoondray, 
Marie Antoinette's counsel, were also natives. 
Trade in Champagne wines, corn, &e., and 
woollens, wliich are qtun here. iTolcIs— De 
France; du Commerce; Maison Rouge (Red

— At 16 miles east-south- 
oast, up the Aisne, is AtUgnyy which has 
traoes of a palace of the earij Ungs from 
CIoTis, who built it 647. A coundl was 
held here 766. Witlkind the Saxon was 
baptised 786. Charles the Simple built St. 
Walbargee church here. It was afterwards 
a c6untr7 seat of the Rheims ar^bishops, 
but sufTered from the English and the 
Frondeurs, &e., so that it is now a small 
Tillage of 1,600 souls. 
Voutien (12 kil. south -east of this), up the 
Aisne, a small but thriving sous-prefecture 
of 2,800 persons, near which the Prince de 
Ligne was killed, 1792. It was about here 
that a sudden panic took possession ot the 
French under Dtunouriex, who, to the 
number of 10,000, fled for 40 leagues before 
1,200 Prussian hussars, and for a moment 
threw all France into alarm.— Buzancy (22 
kil. east-north-east of this) has near it the 
Ch&teau de la Cour, which belonged to the 
kheims prelates, and a building like a mos- 
que, called Mahomet, and built, they say, by 
• crusader. At 21 kil. further is Stenay 
(<ee Route 21).] 
Laubot (23 kil.) on the Vence.

CoRBENY (9 kil). At 20 kiL further is

tton, 9,900. Capital of department Aisne, (fa 
the old province of La Brie), fortified town, 
and formerly seat of a diocess, on a rocky hin^ 
720 feet above sea level, in a fertile wine coimtry, 
half way between the Aisne and Oiso. It wojs 
the ancient Xaudunum, and as it stands high, 
the air is keen, though healthy. The old walls 
and ramparts command a succession of fine 
prospects on all sides. Notre Dame Cathedral 
I church, the most remarkable building, is an 
excellent uniform specimen of the early pointed 
style in France; it was buUt 1112-14. It has 
fire towers, portals pierced with deep entraucea 
(three in the west front), stained rose and other 
windows, and several ornamented side chapels. 
St. Bfartin's church is as old as the twelfth cen- 
tnry, and has two good towers; the abbey of that 
name is now the Hdtel Dieu. Another abbey 
(Notre Dame, founded 645), is occupied by the 
prefecture, where the library of 17,000 volumes 
is placed. There are also the college, theatre, 
barracks, the citadel, on the site of a castle built 
by Louis Outremer and pulled down 1831, and 
the leaning tower of Pench^e in the walls, near 
the Porte St. Martin. Lothaire I., St. Rcmi, and 
Marshal Serrurier were bom here. It was talcen 
by the Allies in 1814 and 1815. Clovis made it 
the seat of a bishop, who afterwards came to be 
styled Duke of Laon, &c. The caves in the rock 
are worth notice. Manufactures of stockings? 
hats, leather, nails; and a trade in corn, wine, 
excellent artichokes, &c.

CLBRMOin-Eif-AKOoinrB (14 kil.); to the left of 
which (12 kil. r.orth-north-west) is Varennes, 
memorable as the spot where, on the night of 
the 21st June, 1791, the unfortunate Louis XVI. 
was stopped in his flight from Paris, with his 
queen, sister, and two children. 

DoMiiASLE (10 kil.) in department Meuse. 

Vbrdutv, a sou8-pr6fecture, fortified town, 
with a citadel improved by Vauban, and seat of 
a diocess. Population, 10,677. Near the old 
Hotel de Ville of Henri Quatre's time, Is a bronze 
statue of Cheveret (a naUve), by Lemaire. 
Noted sugar pituns and llqueiug are made here. 
In the lost war, from the mmiber of detenus, it 
was more than half English, with English shops 
'from London.* Rue Morelle, the main street, 
was styled 'Bond Street;* races were held at 
Chamie, and there was a hunt three times a week. 
Hotels^De TEurope; des Trois Maurs (Three

DoMBXMT-LA-FucsLLK (18 kil.), a smaUhamlet 
of 316 soulfl^ over the Mease, on the Vosges hills, 
famous as the place where Jwm qf Are^ the Maid 
of Orlcaiu, was bom, 1412, in a little eottage^ 
shewn by an inscription over it. Her real name> 
as M. Huldut of Nancy has shewn, was Jeanne 
Dare, which was altered to d'Arc when her 
family was ennobled by Charles VII. after her 
death. A school for ghrls, and a fountain, have 
been built to her honour, with a cast of the beau- 
tiful statue sculptured by Louis Pliilippe*s daugh- 
ter, Marie, which all the world is fiuniliar with. 

Nbufchateau (11 kil.), the ancient iVeofiki^fa^ 
is a sous-pr^feeture of 2^524 inhabitants, under 
the hills, on the Meuse, where the Menzon joins. 
It has a Hdtel de ViUe, and public Ubrary of 
8,000 vols. 

[Contrea;«vt2le, 18 kQ. south-east, in a valley of 
the Voir, has some noted mineral waters. 
Those of Bourbonne, Flombilres, &0., are 
In this neighbourhood.] 

MiRBCouRT (39 kH.), a sous-pr6fecture, on IStar 
Madon. Popidation, 6,400, Xace and musical 
instruments are made. 

At 32 kil. further Is Ephial, In the old pro- 
vince of Als&ee. 

Epinal. notdt-^)u Lonvre; de la Fort^; 
des Vosges; du Lion d'Or. Population, 10^300. 
Chief town of department Vesges, on the Mo- 
selle, in a hollow, on the side of the Vosges 
mountains, 1,050 feet above the sea, with the 
rulM of its old castle seated on a rock higher up. 
The river divides it into Grande Ville and Petite 
Ville (joined by a stone and a suspension bridge), 
and the Faubourg near the canal. It is weU 
built and provided with fountains; but the 
buildings are of no consequence. The large 
college belonged to the Jesuits; the C^;»nchin 
convent is turned into a hospital, and has large 
gardens round it ; the parish church has a good 
choir. There are, besides a library of 17,000 voIs.». 
a museum, slaughter-house (abattoir), orphan, 
a^Ium, cavalry bangaclES, the Doublat gardens^ 
salle de spectacle, &c., and several paper works.

■eDik are the best squares. Most of the streets 
are narrow and dirty ; the houses are chiefly of 
atone, two and three stories high, and some 
coriously carved. 

The noble Cathedral, in Place d'Armes, with 
ita flying buttresses, &c., was begun in 1014 by 
Bishop Thierri, but not finished till 1546. It to 
pieroed with a great number of windows, many 
beautiftilly stained by Busch, 1626. Its length 
to 398 feet; width of nave, 51 feet (of the tran.

[The direct road to Metz from this leads past 
Etahi (25 kil. south-south-east), on the 
Omes, in the middle of the fertile plain of 
Voevre, which belonged to St. Euchane's 
abbey at Treves in the seventh century, and 
was given up to the duke of Lorraine by the 
peace of Ryswick 1697. It has a good Hdtel 
de Ville. About 18 kil. west south-west of 
it is Verdun ; and Metz is 40 kil. east-south* 
east.] 
MoRTicsDT (23 kil.) a sous-prefecture in de- 
partment Mouse, of 2,700 souls, and one of Vau- 
ban's fortified forts of the fourth class, irre- 
gularly built on the Chiers — the upper town 
being placed between two hills (mens medius).

BwDAK (21 UL) np the Mease, asooa-pr^feotore 
vith 14,700 people, and fortiflod town of the third 
cisss, in a flat spot. It had a castle in the ninth 
eentnry belonging to the vdibiahop of Rhelms, 
whieh came to the ftroeioas De la Marek, the 
VUd Boar of Ardennes, in tha aeventaenth 
oantvry, and then to the Dues da Booillon.

BoKOQUB (16 kil.) 

RocaoT (11 kil.) or Rocrel, a fo flW t ss of ttio 
finurth clasa^ with a firontier oostom-house or 
douane, on a |dain 1,190 feet above the sea, where 
the great Condi, when Duke of JEkighlen and 
only twenty-two yean old, gdned his famous 
victory over the Spaniards, &c., 19th May, 1643. 
The town stands among the fereats of Ardennes^ 
and was founded by Frands I. Population 8,600. 

From Rocroi, It is about ISO kfl. to Valen. 
deunes^ by way of BeUevue^ La Chapelle, 
Avesnes, and Landre<9, descrfted in Routes 11 
and 13; or it is about 80 direct to Mon^ in 
Belohtm. 

FuxAT (16 kil.) on the Mouse, Is notod for 
its ardaieidres or slate works, in the mountains 
here, through which the river has made a deep 
eotdng. An old oastle stands upon it. Modnos, 
flanndsb steam engines^ glass, &c. are made. 
PopuktIon 8,400. It was the centre of a Utile 
neutral ipot. Joined to Franoe 1770. 

GivB (82 ML) a fertified town on the Mouse, 
ckNM to the Belgian firontier, in a hilly and 
rather picturesque spot, Is composed of Petit 
Givet, at the end of the stone Inridge, and Grand 
Givet, with Cliarlemont fort at the other end^ 
the latter being on a high rode. It was used as 
a depdt for English prisoners in flie war, when 
the Eev.

an excellent lanatic aayhim for four hundred 
persona, founded as ftr bade as 1644. Alfort is 
noted for its Goremment reterinary college, 
founded 1766 by Bourgelat. 
[ VineameSf to the east (6 miles Arom Paris,) 
in a forest, where nine roads meet, is re- 
markable for an ancient ch&teau, now 
strengthened andrepaired, and made a depdt 
of artillery for the capital. It was built 
in 1337, by Philippe of Valois, on the site 
of Louis le Jeune's country seat, (as old as 
1137). Henry V. of England died in it hi 
1422. Louis XI. lived here, and, as usual, 
made it a state prison. Charles IX. died in 
it, as did Cardinal Mazarin (16G1), and here 
the Due d'Enghlen, was brought from across 
the frontier, tried, and shot by Napoleon's 
order, 20th March, 180i. A marble pillar 
in the ditch marks the spot (* Hie cecidit,' 
hero he fell). Louis XV. fived here when 
young; Mirabeau was a prisoner hero; 
the ministers of Charles X. were also sent 
here; and lately it was the residence of 
the duke of Montpensier. Here Thiers, 
Changamier, Cavaignac, &c. were confined 
on the memorable 2nd December, 1851. It is a 
moated space 4,115 feet by 656 feet, with re- 
mains of towers on the walls ; and includes 
three or four coiuls ; the tall square doi^jon, 
iKiith round towers and turrets at the comer, 
(now a powder magazine) and la Sahite 
Chapelle, a later pointed building of the 
sixteenth century (begun 1379 by Charles 
v.), havmg three spfares, the Due d'Enghien's 
tomb, good traceried windows, stained by 
J. Cou^ in whi<di you see the devices of 
Henry II. (an H.), and Diana de Poictia>8 
(a crescent). The beantiAil armoury is 
.worth seehig; admission by ticket on Sat. 
nrday. A great fdte is held in the woods 
August 15th. Under its trees the excellent 
St. Louis used frequently to administer Jus- 
tice to his people. To the south of it is St. 
MjtwJe'Tont, on the right bank of the 
Mume, near a canal of 8,640 feet, which 
nie, o/r a bend of that river, tunnelled 
'^^f^b the rock.] 



Leaving Choi^-le-Roi, on the rljht, aeroai 
the Seino^ you come to 

ViXLExauvs-ST.-GBORUEa (9i milee), on the 
Seine, where the Teres John (crossed by a throe- 
arched viaduct), among many country scats. 
That of Beauregard, on a hill, commands a fine 
view. Coachea to Dravdl, Yigneux, Limcil, 
Boisqr.St.-Leger, Valenton. 
rRoisqr (5 kil. east), is on a Mil covered with 
, vineyards and country houses, in department 
Seine-et-Oise. Grosbois chatean is near it] . 
Mo:fT6ER09 (1| mile \ in Senant forest, has a 
large chateau ; and coaches to Crosne rAbbayo 
and Valeo d' Tdres. A large viaduct crosses 
the valley of the Tdres, leading on to 

BnuiroT (2} mQes), which stands in the f<»«st, 
and had a ch&teau of Louis XYIH., who garo 
an estate here, with the title of Due de Brunoy, 
to our great Wellington, one of his many well* 
earned rewards, though scarcely heard of till 
his death. It stands on the dte of a favourite 
■eat ol Pbillippe deyalo!s,and has achvrch of the 
thhrteenth century. Talma had a house here. 
Coaches to Quignes, Ghanmcs, and to Brit" 
Comte-Robert (9 kil. east-south-east), the old 
capital of Brie, in a marshy but fertile spot^ 
founded in the twelfth century by Robert de 
Dreux (brother of Louis VU.), who built the 
old ruhied eastle or Tour-de-Brie. Robert II. 
built St. Etienne's gothic church, which has 
some old tombs; the hdtel dieu is nearly as old. 
Charles VH. took it fh>m the English, 1440. 
Brie cheese, pens, tiles, &c. are made^ and there 
is a good trade in grain. Population 2,800. 
CoMBS-LA-YiLLB (2^ mHot^ on the Teres. 
LiKUSAiMT (3 miles). 

Cessor (4^ miles). Coach to Seine-Port, on 
the Seine. At 4^ miles ftirther, an iron viaduct 
of three arohei^ each 131 feet span, leads over 
the river to Melim. 

Mn.uir. Heielt—J>e France; de la Galere

It stands on Grande Place, near the 
prefecture, which, with the ancient dock tower, 
was part of St. Pierre's henedictine abbey, of 
rery early date (when Cloris took the town in 
494, it had several convents, &c.), but damaged 
by the normans in their invasion, and finally 
ruined by Henry IV. in the wars of the League. 
On the lie, you see the house of detention, for 
this and four other departments, an enormous 
square piiA, with two towers, &c. ; and the site 
(bvdlt on rince 1740) of the chateau or palace of 
the early French kings, where Philippe I. and 
Robert died, and Blanche, mother of St. Louis, 
kept her court; Isabella of Ba^'aria fled to It 
when driven out of Paris. There are a palais do 
justice in an old convent, a library of 10,000 
volumes at the prefecture a theatre, large bar- 
racks, &c.' The English held possession between 
1420-30; and Bishop Amyot, grand almoner of 
France, and the translator of Plutarch, was bom 
here 1513. Trade in grain, wine, cattle. Brie 
cheese, &c. Conveyances : by rail, to Paris, 
Fontahiebleau, Troyes, Auxerre, D^on, 8cc. ; by 
steamer to Paris, Montereau, &c. ; by coach to 
Nangis, Provlns, La Chapelle, Oentiere, Mor- 
mant, Champeauz, Blendy, Morsonay, Mllly, 
Malesherbes, Yalence-le-Chatelet. 
ZNcmffU (23 kil. east), in a fertile hollow of 
the Brie country, has a population of 2,200, 
who trade In com, butter, cheese. Two 
towers of the chiLteau of its marquises 
remain, bofddes an ancient gothic church. 
Napoleon defeated the allies here 1814. At 
21 kil. further is Provlns (tee Route 26). 
Near Mormant (10 kil. north-west of Nan- 
gis), which has a good spire church, are the 
old moated ch&teaux of Bressey and Chxmge. 
Bleneau. In the latter Lafiyette lived, and 
was visited by Fox, who planted the ivy 
over the gateway. It has portraits of Presi- 
dents of the United States, and of Franklin, 
KoBoiuako, Ballly, Rochefoucauld, &c., be- 
tides theflag of the Stater, given to Laflayette 
in his last v(^age to America.— liales- 
herbes (80 fclL south-west of Melun), in a 
marshy part of the Bsonne, imder a hill 
covered by a flue chiteau. J 
livjn Melun, on the nO, to D^on, you pun, 
Bofs-Ls^Hoj (3£ mUes), at the bolder of tho 



royal forest of Fontainebleau. The chateaux of 
Peny (finely seated) knd Rochetto; then 

FoNTAiirBBLKAV, 6 mlles (Hotel de 1 Algle Noir), 
remarkable for its ch&teau,where Nai»oleon abdi. 
Gated 1814, standing neur the town, which is a 
B0us-pr6fecture, in departooent Seine-et-Mame. 
in a hollow of the forest, with 8,200 souls. It is 
well built, and has an H6tcl de VUle, a churdi, 
built 1624, the palais de Justice in Place du 
Marche, with the bibllothdque of 28,000 vols. ; 
two hospices founded by Anne of Austria and 
Madame de Montespan; a ch&teau d' cau or 
reservoir in Rue Bawer, for supplying the foun- 
tains; and the obelisk to the south built 1770 
when Louis XVI. was married. 

The Chdteau or Palace is an irregular pile 
composed of flvo or six courts in different ages 
and styles, chiefly of brick and high-roofed; 
Joined together by galleries, and adorned with 
wall paintings. Gobelin tapestry, china, &c. It 
originated 1162-9 in a hunting seat of Louis 
VII., called Fontaine de Belle eau, after a spring 
here; though some explain it Fontaine-Bleaud, 
from a dog of that name. PhlUppe-le-Bel 
died in it, Francis I. greatly improved it; it was 
the favourite seat of Henry IV. ; Louis XIII. 
WAS bom here, as was Henry III. ; the great 
Conde died here, 1686, the year after Louis XIV. 
signed here the Revocation of the Edict of 
Nantes; Louis XV. was married here, 1734; 
Napoleon too here married Marie Louise, 1810 ; 
signed the concordat with Pius VII. (who 
was here a prisoner), 1812, and abdicated 1814; 
and here the late Duke of Orleans was married 
1837, since which the di&teau has been restored 
In part. A gate called the Entree d' honneiu*, 
in Place Ferrare (teom which a railing 340 feet 
divides it), leads into the first court, or Cour du 
Cheval BUmCf so called firom the plaster cast of 
M. Aurelian's horse at Rome ; it is the largest 
court, and since Napoleon took leave of his guard 
in it, is commonly styled Cour des Adieux. The 
Cour de la Fontaine opens out to the gardens, and 
has on one side the Salle de la belle Chemlnce; 
here Charles V. was lodged with his suite, 1539 ; it 
has the apartments of the Queen-Mother, and of 
the Duke of Orleans. Cour Ovale or du Donjon,

in Francis Fs chapel, whose gallery of flresooes 
by Road ii here ; a small plain eabfiiet, where 
Napoleon signed his abdioation; the gallery of 
Diana, 1600, and its plctiires,*by Pi^ol, &c. In 
the CoMT de VOramgerie, is the gallerie des 
cerfli (ornamented with stag heads), ^ere 
Christiana of Sweden put her servant Monal- 
deschi to death, ]j657. She Ured in the next 
court, Coitr de* PrineeSf the smallest of all. The 
last, or Cour des Cuisines, has the kitchens, &e., 
and was built 1609, and contains a fountain with 
bronze masoarons or grotesque marks on it. 
The chapel was built 1529, by Henry IV., on the 
site of St. Louis's, and is richly decorated. 
Statues, besides Jets d'eaa,are dispersed over the 
gardens, especially a Telemachus by Canora, 
which was Napoleon's favourite; the partore 
du TIbre is the oldest; the new one on the south 
tide has a largo pond or 6tang ftill of carp, and 
some waterfalls at the end where the canal goes 
off through the park, towards the old diurch of 
Avon (where a stone records that Ci-git Mona- 
DELZi.) ; the park contains a Jardin Anglai![) a 
labyrinth, &o., and the royal treille or vineyard. 
You walk from the town directly into the Forest^ 
which is spread over an extent of 35,000 acres, on 
a white suidstonerock, with a very irregular sur- 
face. It is pierced by scores of sentiers or paths ; 
and is ftill of strikingly picturesque sites, some 
parts being green and well wooded, with magnifi- 
cent shady alleys of oak, beech, &c., nearly lOOfeet 
high, and groves of fir; others bare and rugged, 
or covered by patches of heath and broom. The 
whole has been throroughly investigated by M. 
Denecourt, an enthusiastic resident, who has 
published an excellent plan, and about a dozen 
numbers of the *D£lices de Fontalnebleau,* 
containing minute itineraries of the best prome- 
nades, and points of view, as the Rocher d* Avon, 
Chgne des FSes, Mont Ussy, the Gorge de Fran- 
cihard, and its hermitage, w4iere people vpend 
Whit Tuesday, the Gorges d' Apremont, and 
aux Loups, the Valine de la Solle, Calvaire, 
La Croix du Grand Venenr, &c.

MoifTBRKAU (6| miles), on the river, where 
the Tonne Joins it, is the site of the roman 
CondaU, under a; hiU which has the ch&teau of 
SorvUIe (i. : Above town) on top, eommanding 
a fine view of both riv«iri| their bridges, &c. 
Napoleon beat the aUles here 1814; and in the 
churdi Is the sword (or a wooden copy) of Jean 
Sans-Penr of Biirgundy,who \^as murdered on the 
old bridge over the Seine,by Charles the Dauphin, 
for having killed his fiirther. Till the Revolution, 
they used to shew his head,with a gash in it. When 
Francis I. saw it, he observed that it seemed to be 
averyhurgehole. < Yes,' said a canon, *it ought 
to be, for the English entered France through it,* 
— the murdtf being followed by a dvil war, 
which encouraged than to invade the country. 
Population 6^000, who make good tiles, porce- 
lain, and pottery, one vrork being in the Re- 
coUetfl^ convent. The brandi railway to Troyes 
turns off hero («M Route 26).

Skis (7^ mitai), a soas-prtfectnr^ ia de- 
partment Yonne^ seat of an avohdiooess, and the 
old capital of tfae^90Non«« in Csesar's time, to 
'^lom they made a bold resistance. It stands 
in a pleasant spot on the Yonne, near where the 
Vanne Joins; is well built, and watered by little 
broob running through the streets, and is en- 
closed by remains of walls (used as promenades) 
bnOt by Charles V., on the top of those built by 
the Romans, on courses of large rough stones. 
Its gatea ve «S\. aAca«Dft>-\(w^&ii%, 'Susmnxv ^^vj^ 
■re traced Ui the tM^^^^DcraitL^^^ \>cAAm «& 
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amphitheatre. A council under St- Bernard met 
here* 1140, and condemned the works of Ah^lard, 
and here Pope Alexander sought reftige 1183, as 
did Becket the year after. It was besieged by 
Henry IV-, in 1590, and taken bythe Alliea, 1814. 
St. Etienne's Cathedral is a fine structure in 
the early gothio style, replacing one burnt 
970, wtaidi was built by St. Savinien on 
the site of a Flagan temple. It has three porches 
and two towws, a large and richly decorated 
dioir, roN and other windows stained by J. 
Gouain, a nattre; a marble mausoleum of Louis 
XVI., by Gowtoa, with figures of Time, 
Conjugal Lore, BcUglon, &c.; the chapel of 
the Virgfai; that of St. Savinien, with a bas- 
relief of Us martyrdom ; the boautlAil bas-relief, 
nearily flAy feet long, round Cardinal Duprat's 
tomb^ and the primate's throne. In the chapter- 
house they shew Becket*s mitre and other parts 
of his dressy beaidea portraits of all the prelates. 
The dtapel of the Hdtel Dieu deserres notice 
for ita nnlts^ &e. 

At the Hdtel do Vllle, which is hi the renais- 
sance style^ la the museum, containing tlic 
original MS. of the Office des Fous, a festival, 
like that of the boy-bi^hop, held hero till the 
sixteenth cmtnry. The public library of 12,000 
▼ohnnes la placed In the colloge. There arc a 
priests seminary, a nunnery in St. Columbc's 
abbey, a fMdle de speotade on the esplanade, 
bathi^ ftc No. 109; In Rue Dauphine is an 
andent timbered honse^ with a carved genealogy 
of Jesus Chxiit ontlie ikce of it. Outside the 
town is the old dbftteaa de Fleorigny; the her- 
ndtageof St. Bon stands on a hill, 828 feet above 
the river. Raaors and other steel goods are made, 
beddes leather, &c.; it has a good trade. Popu- 
lation, lO^lOO. Hotels— Be I'Ecu (French Crown); 
de Farl8;dQ Grand Cerf (Great Deer). Coaches 
to Conrtenay (22 kil. south-west; see Route 25). 
Chiteau Renard, ViUeneuve FArchevSquo. 
Troycs (see Route 26), is 34 kO. further. 
[Rigny de FSron, 25 kil. ea8t> north-east, up the 
Tannee, is remarkable for a church with a 
fine window, stained by Cousin, with the 
genealogy of Christ, and the Ufe of St. Mar- 
tin. Cardinal de B^ruUes was a native ; he 
takes his name from a village to the south- 
east, which has one of the best built churchea 
In the department,] 
VaiKnuvB-BVR-Yoyyz (8| miles), op VUle 



le-Roi, a pretty place on the Tonne, was built 
by Louis VII. In 1163, and has the tower of a 
royal di&tean left, two gothic gates of thirteenth 
century, and a church partly as old, and 220 feet 
long, with a renaissance portal . Population, 5400. 
St. Julikn-de-Sa-'lt (5 mUes), on the river, 
opposite ViUe-ValHor. 

Joxoyy (7 miles), a sous-prt-fccture at the 
bridge on the Tonne, takes its name from 
FlavioB Jovinus, the roman founder. It is steep 
in some parts, but has good points of view, and 
a long quay on the river. The Hdtel Dieu was 
buQt by Jeanne de Valois, and the half- 
ruined cMteanby Cardinal Gondi, of the fifteenth 
century. Includes St. Jean*s church, on the hill. 
The law court (tribunal) is placed in St Andre's 
old priory chapel. Population, C,100. The 
branch rail turns off here to Auxerre (17 miles), 
and Clamecy {see Route 28). Coach to St. 
Amand-en-Puissaye. 

LAROcns (5^ miles), Brienson (5} miles), are 
the next stations. 

St. FLOSENTnr (5} miles), on the Arman^on, 
where the Armance Joins, and where the Canal 
de Bourgogne goes off by an aqueduct over the 
latter, is in a pleasant spot, vrith good prospects, 
especially from a hill near the priory. The church 
was begun 1376, on the site of a rural chSteau, 
and has some stained glass; wUh a good choir 
&c. Coaches to Chailly, Ervy, Chablis, and 
Troyes {see Route 26). 
[Ervy (13 kil. oast-north-eaat) on a rocky 
height above the Amance, in department 
Aub^ commanding a fine view around, 
has some old houses and a porte or gate of 
its ancient walls.] 
FLoayr (7 J miles), near the Armanjon, which 
has a roman camp on its banks. 
[At Pontigny,10 kil. to the south-west,on theSe- 
raln,whicli abridge (pent) crosses, is the fine 
gothic churchof the cisterdan abbey (founded 
1114), 810 feet long, 71 wide, and 67 high.] 
TomrxBBB (8 mUes), asou8-pr6fecture of 4,500 
people, in a fertile wine country, on a rocky 
hin over the Arman^on, belongs to the Marquis 
I de Louvols, whose old chSteau was the seat of 
I Margaret of Sicily, St. Louis' sister-in-law, and 
I founder of the tl<i\v YvMs^VkAYisst^ tss^ ^^a >&s3b..

IChablis (12 kil. west-south-west), on tbe 
Serain, to noted for its white wines, and 
stands near traces of a roman way to 
▲uxerre. Population, 2,000.] 

Tastlat (6 miles), has the fine ch&tean of the 
Marquto de Tanlay, one of the best preserved in 
thto part of France, and a specimen of the re- 
ciatssance style, which succeeded the gothic. It 
was begun (on the site of an earlier) 1550, by 
Francois de CoUgny, brother of the admiral 
who was killed on Bartholomew's day, and 
finished 1642, firom designs by Le Muet, having 
cost about four million firancs. It forms a high 
roofed quadrangle^ with low round domed towers 
at each end of the open side, and a gateway in 
the middle. In the interior to a large picture 
gallery, with frescos of the leaders of Coligny's 
day; also a highly decorated diapol; and the 
groirnds comprise gardens, avenues, a canal, 
ch&teau d'eau (water works), park, &c. 

After passing the two tuimeto of Lezine and 
Passy (about 1,740 and 3,280 ft. long), you come to 

anoy-le-Fkako m milea), among forests and 
forges, on the Arman^on, with a fine chftteau be- 
longing to the Biarquto de Lourois, built between 
1555 and 1622, firom the designs of PrimaUcdo ; 
a square pile with paintixigs at each comer, and 
decorated with frescos from the Pastor Fido, by 
Nicolo del Abate. Coadies to ChatiEon (36 Ul. 
east ; see Route 26), Avallon (34 klL south-west ; 
tee Route 28). 

Nvits-sous-Batxkiik (3| miles). Coaches to 
Bourbons-Ies> Bains, Chatillon, Chaumont, Bar-

AisT-soK-ABXAV^oir (5 miles). 
MoaTBARD (6 mQes), a pretty spot on tfat 
Brenne, in department Cdte d'Or, the birth- 
place of BuiTon and Daubenton. Tho «»Hi *fy 
of the former stands among gardens and arennei^ 
on the hni, at the top of which are the walls df 
the great naturaUst's study, called the tower of 
St. Louto. Population, 2^400. Coaches to Semur, 
Baolieu, Autnn (see Route 28), Avallon, ChatUlon, 
Chaumont, Langres, Neufdiftte&u {see Route 1 9). 
[Semvw (14 Ul. south), on a picturesque 
granite rode orer the Arman^on (crossed 
by a high one-arched bridge, and another), 
to a sous-pr^fecture of 4,200 souls, and was 
the old fortified capital of the Awcois dis- 
trict in Burgundy, to which Henry IV., in 
the troubles of the League, 1490, trans- 
ferred the D^on parliament. It to divided 
into three parts, the Bourg, the Donjon, and 
the Cli&teau ; the last to now a barrack, and 
the four great towers of the donjon are close 
to thebridge. Notre Dame church, built 1065, 
by Robert I., 213 feet long, has a triple portal 
between square towers in the front, an an- 
dent pialpit, and bas-reliefii orer the west 
porch, of the death of the founder's predeces- 
sor,Dalmace, whom th^ say he poisoned. A 
manuscript of the elerenth century is at the 
library; which contains 15,000 volumes; 
there are a college, theatre, new abattoir, 
&c. Salmasius was a native; hto defence 
of Charles I. produced Milton's 'Defensio 
propopulo AngUcano: Several falto of the 
river are near, and at Mont- Auxoto to a roman 
camp. Druggets and coarse woollens are 
made ; trade in wine,cattle, com, fhut,honey, 
&c. Hotels— De bt Cdte d'Or ; du Dauphin. 
Saulieu (25 kil. south-south-west of thto), an 
old wallod-up place, among woods and lake^ 
having two andent churches, with traces of 
a roman temple, and a way to Autun. 
Vauban was bom at St. Leger-de-Fouche» 
roise, near thto.] 
Lbs Lattmxs (9 mis.), to near Altoe^St. Reine.

Blaist-Bas (5} miles), a small TiUage, re. 
toarkable for ita tunnel, opened 1849, after 8| 
years' labour, as many aa 2;600 men being some- 
times empli^ed by the oontraetor, M. Debaina. 
Its length is^OO metres (13,462 feet, or 2} mfles), 
and It runs through a mountain, 1,940 feet abore 
the sea, or Gi3 above the railway. Though the 
tnnnda of Mauvage (on the Rhine and Mame 
Canal) and La Nerthe (on the Avignon and 
Maweinea Bailway) exceed k by a length of 
600 or 600 metres, this ia on a larger scale, and 
is, in truth, one of the greatest works of the Und 
In Europe. The cost was abore £400,000. It 
ttXii towarda D\)on, in approaching which the 
country is so hilly that the line is a succession of 
tunnels and viaducts. Five tunnels have alength 
of a;624 feet ; and of nine viaducts, four are 660 
to 1,080 feet long, and two on a double row of 
ardbca. Coachee to Sombemon (which has re- 
mains of a flne caatle of the dukes of Burgundy), 
Commarin, Amay4e-Duc, Autun (tee Route 28), 
Potiilly, and Vitteaux. 

Malais (5 miles), the next station, is ap- 
proadied by a viaduct 66 feet high. That of 
Combe-de-Fain, on a double row of arches, is 
UTfiaethigh.' 

pLOKBiB^SB (4} miles), in a pleasant spot, has 
« good church, and a country seat of the Bishop 
of D^on, which is 2} miles beyond, through 
deep cuttings in the rock. Tlie terminus com- 
mands a view of the mountidns of Cdte d'Or, and 
HMIpinnades and towers of the old city of 

IH}OB. Hotete-^'Dn Faro, a first-rate house, 
andhii^ recommended; de la Cloche; de la 
Gal&re; du Lion d'Or ; du Chapcau Rouge ; dii 
Geneve. Cc^l^— Thibaialt, in Rue de la Liberty ; 
Juasaume, near the theatre; de la Com^die, &c. 
French Trotcsttuit Chipel, Rev. A. Pcrtuzon. 
Ssaktn^ DuDnoyw and Co.^ Marion and Co, 
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Population, 28,000. A flne old town, the capital 
of department Cdte d'Or (formerly of Burgundy '), 
seat of a biUiopric, a university (or college)* a 
military division, &c., and centre of the Bur- 
gundy wine district; is in a rich plain on the 
Oiurche, where the Suson Joins it, not far Arom 
the Cute d'Or hills. It was the roman DPjh, 
and after being a separate lordship, came to the 
dukes of Burgundy, who resided here, in what 
is now the museum. The streets are irregulars 
but dean and well-paved; the houses of stowr« 
seldom more than two stories high. Water is 
brought to a reservoir fh>m a distance of 
16 miles. There are five gates in the old 
walls, which are planted, and surrounded 
(outside) by handsome public walks, such aa tho 
Retraite, Creux d'Enfer and its fountain, Coura 
Fleury, the Marronniers, near the Guillaume 
Gate, the Jardin d'Arquebuse or botanic garden 
(where there is an enormous poplar, 25 feet 
round, planted 1550), and the Pare, laid out by Le 
Ndtre,near the Ourche. The chief buildings are— 

St.Benigue's Cathedral^ a gothic pile of tiie 
twelfth century, 227 feet long, by 93 wide, and 
89 high, having a good wooden spire, 328 feet 
high ; the martyrdom of Stephen over the portal 
(by Bouchardon), and the tombs of Philippe le 
Hardi and his son, Jean sans Peur (whose bodies 
were d'scovered in good preservation, 1841). 

The old cathedral of Notre Dame^ built be. 
tween 1252 and 1334, is 151 feet long, and hidudea 
a good porch, from which the statues have been 
torn away ; a well-balanced roof, a group of the 
Assumption (by Dubois). The andent clock 
made by Jacques Marques, a Dutchman was 
given by Philippe le Hardi in 1382. St. Michael's 
church, of the sixteenth century, is a mixtute of 
gothic and Italian (or renaissance)styles,about 200 
ft. long,with a portal by H. Sambin. St. Anne's, 
at the orphans' hospital, has a dome 52 ft. across. 

Le Palais des EtaUf in Place d' Armes, which 
belonged to the dukes, and was afterwards used 
by the provincial states, has been new fti>nted. 
What remains of the old palace are the great 
tower (now the observatory), finished by Charles 
the Bold, the guard-room, the Utdien, and 
carved mantel-piece, 30 feet high. Here are 
kept the archives of the ducby, a cabinet of na-

Four islands, called lies d'Albigny, come next. 

Jfont Cindre, on the right, has a hermitage on 
the top, whence there is a fine view of the valley 
of the L^tra. St. Cyr and St. Didier have quar> 
ries which abound with fossils. Another bridge 
Joins CoIIonges to Fontaine, on the left. Bellow 
this is St. Bambert's very ancient abbey church, 
on He Barbe^ which has a suspension bridge to 
each bank of the Sadne .

Chapel Evangelique, in Rue de 1' Arbre Se<^ 
where the English service is read on Punday 
afternoons. MM. Bulsson, Aeschimann, Blaire 
are French Protestant pastors here. 

This old and populous city is the capital of 
department Rhdne, head of a military division, 
teaX of an archbishopric, of the silk trade, &c., 
on the grand route to Marseilles and Italy, tn a 
fine spot at the Junction of the Sadne and Rhdne, 
in a circle of hills crowned with coimtry seats, 
Tin^yards, and mulberry trees. Great part (the 
Bourg) -stands on the tongue of land between 
rivers, — ^the Sadne stealing quietly by and losing 
itsplf in the Rhdne, which rushes past with a 
strong tide towards the Mediterranean. The 
point where they now Join (Mulatidre bridge, f 
which the St. Etienno rail passes over) is somo 
distance south of the old Junction (near Ainay 
I bridge), and the land tbuB rediimed and called 
J^»taabe, after the architect who effected it bj 



taming the course of the Sadne, is loi J out and 
partly buUt on ; it includes the Cours de Midi, 
Champ de Mar^ (where.an equestrian statue 
orN^^Ieon was placed, 1852), the rail 'termi- 
nus^ &C. 

The roman d^, founded 47 b.c. by Ludus 
Munatius Plancns, the oonsul, and called Xucii- 
dimiim, and Lvgdvnum after him, occupied tlie 
west side of the Sadne (yrlidtx was not crossed 
till the ninth century), on the hills of St. Sebas- 
tian and St. Just, where Fourvidre's church 
stands. Great roads made by Agrippa went 
hence to the north, (through the Pierre Sdsse 
or Rochetaille i. e. cut rock), and to Spain, Mar- 
seilles, and Italy; Marc Antony constructed the 
aqueducts, of which there are remains on Mont tf 
Or, at Pilat, and other places. It was taken by the 
Huns, and by the Saracms (725) ; became the 
capital of Burgimdy; and was at length held by 
its archbishops. The people began to choose 
their magistrates 1195. Philippe le Bel incor- 
porated it with France, 1310. It suffered much 
from the religious wars of the sixteenth century 
when the Protestants of the Cerennes wore 
hunted down. One of their leaders, the Baron 
des Adrets, took it by surprise 1562. But it 
revived upon the issuing of the edict of Henry IV. 
as mentioned below. A pestilence. 1628^ carried 
off 35,000 people in three months. At the re- 
volution it sided with the Girondists, and wis 
dreadftilly punished by the revolutionary leaders 
who, in 1793, sent afl^dnst it an army of 60,000 
men; after a siege of three months it yielded, 
and the scenes which followed by order of the 
infamous CoUet d' Herbols and Couthon, were 
as bloody and terrible as the Noyades at Nantes 
(see JJU$on*t Hittory). The Austrians took it . 
1814, and carried the keys to Vienna ; it opened 
its gates to N^^Ieon, 1815, during the hundred 
days; and was the scene of hisarreotion, 1831- 
34, at the cost of hundreds of lives.

Broad quays, aa usnal in French portly line tht 
river banks, the best of which ai« .— <Mb 
St. Antoioe, des Cdestlns (near tho theainaiid 
cafiea), d'Angonlteie, and de rildpital (on tt« 
RhAne), St. Chdr, &e.: there are 28 in all. The 
Khdne Is about 660 ^et broad on the arer^gcb 
and croased by six bridges, which are (beginning 
Ihmi tne north), Bt. Glair, snspensfonbrfaga; 
Morand, of wood, buOt 1774^ leading to Broteanx ; 
la Fayette, foundation on stone piers,' 700 fleet 
long ; I'Hdpiral, suspension, oppodte the general 
hospital ; la GuffloUdre (havfaig a good prospect^ 
the oldest and longest, being 1,617 feet firom end 
to end, on 17 stone arches (when first buill^ 
1190, it lud 20), of which 8 are usually in tfaa 
water; Napoleon, suspension, the latest built. 
Eleven or twdve bridges cross the Sadne, which 
is from 330 to 500 feet broad. Beginning at tlie 
south, where it Joins the Bhdne, we have the 
two MulatiSre bridges— one being used for the 
railway ; the Napoleon ; Ainay, near that diurch ; 
TUsit, one of the best, on 6 arches, 893 feet long ; 
du Fidals, near the palais de Justice ; du Change, 
rebuilt since 1840; Feuill^ very degant, with 
lions at the ends; S&fai, to Vaise; Verreric; 
Gare, suspension ; and the suspendon bridges of 
the Barbe. Some, as la Guilloti^ are longer 
than there would seem to be need of, on account 
of the floods, which swdl both streams after con- 
tinued rains. Inundations are recorded in 592, 
1670, 1602, 1611, and espedally 1840, when boats 
floated in Place de BeUecour, Place des Jacobins, 
and les Broteaux. By means of its rivers and the 
canals which fall into them, Lyons communicates 
with all the great towns. 

The houses are in general faSgh, but the streets 
narrow and badly paved so tiiat however pleasant 
the town looks in summer, it is shoddng in raioy 
or snowy weather,wben,from its situation^t is very 
misty. Some of the oldest houses worth notioe are 
in Rue St. Jean,Bue Lainerie, Rue dolaPoulaHle. 
rie (old Hotel de Ville), Rue Meroldreb Kne St. 
Guze, (cpmmandery of Malta) ; also on Quai de 
Flandre (house of Roi de Ribands), Quai Fnl* 
diiron, Place d'Albon. The Passage de rH6pital 
ifi a covered way or arcade of modem date. 

There are several public places or squares. 
Place BcUccour, 1,017 fe*»t by about 690, fills IS 
'i acres (.lAivwAsi* 'tasx \a\^\^, wA V^s. ^\swsw» 
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of Lotaif xrv., byLemot, 1^ vp ISSS^tDnplMe 
one thrown down, 179S, by Oouthon, the terrorist, 
wlio also MdereA mmnb of the beet housee here 
to be rued. Phwe jSe Tenreeuz Is smell, but 
marked bj the Hdtd de Vflle and the pehOs des 
arts. H*e Ofanq Han and De Thou were 
executed, IMS^ tn eoosplrhig against RiobeUea; 
and the gofllothie was set up 1794. Flaoe dn 
MerUUenordeeOordeHers, a good point of view, 
has a ootamn 70 feet high, with a channel in it 
Viewing the direotioD of the meridian, andaflgore 
ef Urania on flie top, put there 1768, by Fqret. 
In FfauM dee O^leettns stand the theatre, ito.; 
Flaoe dn Change has tlM protestaat ohi^l; 
Plaoe Bathonay, so called afteramayor, is oppo- 
site the Jardln des Flantes (botanic gardens). 
Plaoe Louis XVIIL, near Comrs de Midi, at 
Pendhe, and Flaoe Loals XVL, at Broteanz, 
are both krge and sqoare; Place de Perron, on 
a point of Croix Bousse, has a statue of tbm 
Homme dn People (man of the people) ; and 
Place St. Jean, near the oatiiedral, ootttainsa 
fonmain groqp efttie baptism of Christ, by Bon- 
nalssleu. There are few other foontains wortii 
remaric. A long promenade is laid out in Awnue 
FeraelMk en the Bhdne. 

Of the eighteen cfaamliai^ the COtAedrol of St. 
Jean is the flrsL It atands on the west side <^ 
the Sadne, where the Boman dty was begun. 
The oldest part Is of the twelfth century ; it has 
a high flront, with three deep doors in i^ orna- 
mented wUii statues ; a rose window, and low 
towers at the outer comers. There are also two 
other towers, a nare 260 feet long, stained win- 
dows, a large high altar, several side chinpels (the 
Bourbon chapel being richly carved^ and a 
ourlous superannuated dock, made by Bfilois, 
1598^ wfalda showed the salnt.days, ohangee of tho 
mooB, 'ftOn besides havfaig figures to strike the 
chimes, and a code to crow the hours. Notre 
Dame de Fourvidrei^ near it and the observatmy 
(m the hUl, wlience the view is obtained, stands 
onthesiteof TnOan'sForwM Fofui^andisftill of 
oOMngs to an idol of the virgin^ which adorns 
It. It was built 1192, and partly ndned 1662. 8t. 
Iren6e has « oypt where Irsuras was buried. 

Ainai or Aliiay abb^y church, on the stte of

conflned. St. Nisier is faurge^ and a good qpeok 
men of Ifaunboyant gothio of the six t eenth 
century, havli^ a lofty vault, the virgin 
chapel, with her stactne by Coyievox, a tall sptrsb 
&c. 8t. Paul, a small pretty gothio diurob, !•• 
places one buUt by Charlemagne. The ClMys 
treux drarch, founded by Henry m., on Croix 
Bousse HUl, has a good dome fay Servandon^ a 
wen-proportioned chofar, and a fine marble altar. 
St. Bonaventure*s, or the CordeUers ehiirci^ 
built 1826-1468, has a good flcoBt, but Is moit r*. 
markable for bdng the scene of many events la 
the history of Lyons. At St. George^ there Is a 
tan spfare. The protestant chi^pel, built 1747, 
was used as an exchange till 1804. A chapd in 
tlM tarm of a pyramid occupies the place where 
the massacres of 1793 took place at BroteawB. 

Th e new Palais <la JMStJM^ on the Saftne^ by Bal> 
tard, has a colonnade of twenty-four pillars, and 
is a4}uMnt to the old <me, whidi waa tlM eeat of 
the Counts of Boanne, now a prison. Thehdtel 
de la pr6fecture, in Place Confort, ia, with soma 
alterations, part of the JacoUn oonvent. A 
better building, and one of the most uniform of 
this dass, is the J?^^ <ie FOle, buUt 1646^ by 
S. Mauptai, in Place des Tenaux; In the fron% 
157 fbet long (and restored by Mansard 170a>i 
are a has rdief of Henry IV. on horsey and 
figures of Herenlee and Pallas. Thewing^witk 
their high rooft, are 888 feet long down to PtaMO 
de la Com^die, uid indude two courts, over the 
first of whidi the dub-room rises 141 fbet 14gh. 
In the vestibule are Couston's bronse figures ef 
theBh6neand Sadne; one mounted on a roar> 
ing, the othor on a quiet, Uon, as ehsraoterlstio 
of the two rivers. Blanche^s wall paintings are 
seen ftnrther on up the grand stsirosse, wfaioh ii 
admired for its oonstruction. The arohivea ara 
placed here, and it has also a ourioui celleetioB, 
made by M. Bosas, of medals^ prodamathNi^ 
caricatures, pamphlets, dec, between 1788 and 
1840.

Tlie Janiin det PUmiet (Botanio 
Garden) in Place da Sathonaj, on the aite of a 
roman nanmadiia (where marine flghta were 
dtopiagred), haa a bust of Abbe ]toaler,-.an 
orangory, &c., and commanda a good furoepect 
of the city. At the public BOAiotkiqve on Quai 
da Rh^ne iu part of the old convent of Trinity, 
if a rich coUeetion of 100,000 vols, and 8,000 
MBB^ ono room it 164 feet long. The college 
li dose to it. 

Among the Charitable Inatitations are, the 
General Uoepital or nCtel Dimt, a vaat pile on 
the Bhdne^ flrit founded, they aay, hj Chllde- 
bcH, in the aixtb century, but re-boilt with Its 
large dome, &c. ainoe 1793, by Soufflot; it con- 
taina 1,800 beda. To the aooth ofit ia the hos- 
pice do la Oharit^, aa large If not a larger bufld- 
Ing, fonnded 1617, fbr 400 poor people, beaidea 
orphani^ &o. Behind thla ia an excellent mill. 
tary hoqiital; the hoapice de I'AntiquaiUe, for. 
600 inenraUea, Uea on the weat aide of the Sadne, 
on the aite of the roman emperor'a palace, 
afterwarda of a monastery. A depot de mendi- 
eit4 atanda on the eaat bank, on the aite of 
Chaieauz convent. There ia an old hoapice 
(a^j^um) on Quai de Flandre. At the Mont de 
Viet^ pledgee are taken for loana, under proper 
icgulationa. 

The Chrand The&ire,n6ar the Hdtel de VOIe, 
li large and plain ; aoother ia on Quai dca Celea- 
tins. There are hatha in all parte of the city, 
the largest being opposite the college . A ceme- 
tery, largo and well planted, at Fourvilres. The 
donane (custom-house) and salt stores are near 
Tllait bridge ; reterinary school and large bar- 
racka at the enda of Serin bridge. School of 
arts et metiera (arts and trades), near the Sadne, 
above Du Change bridge; the government 
tobacco fiactory on Quai du Rhdne ; the new 
prison of St. Joseph at Perache; a pepini^ or 
nursery of trees, &o. near Vaise. The com and 
wine markets are also worth noUce^ aa well as 
the large hotel des monnaies (or mint). Ofin- 
ttititlions for promoting acience, &c. there are 
the Academies of sciences, belles lettres and 
agrioultural, Linnean, and medical so- 
Tben is bImo a 'condition des soles,* or 
^mhouMeforailk. On Quai de Flandres isa 



wooden UpBt% rspkctaif an older one^ of tha 
homme ds la rodM^ in bonoor «f JeanddMti^ 
a beBeflutor to the town; a tour de la bsDs 
Alismande (tower of the beantiftll German) at 
Bochetta o i yosi te Vacqnes^ is said to co mmemo » 
rata bis wifis. Further up the Sadne^ in a 
charming spot, is Da Barbe, an island oorcred 
with trees and the buildings of St. Andre's old 
abbey, ChariemagnsTs house (?), a church, &c., 
and J<dned to the main land by suspension 
bridges. The I^onnols always visit this at 
Eaater and Whitsuntide. At Fort de U Mottc, 
on the east side of the Bhone, Henry IV . was 
marrlod to Marie de MedicL The Fountain de 
Roset, near Ro<die Cardon, in the neighbonr* 
hood, atanda in a wood, which Rousseau used to 
fireqnent. On a little brook behind St. Foy, ara 
remaina of a roman aqueduct. FavMnenta, &c. 
are occasionally found; one as late as 1843, in 
Rua Jarente. 

Some of the onlnent natives, are the emperors 
Caracalla and Oaudius; Philibert de 1' Orme 
andPerache,thearchitectB; CoustouandLemot, 
the sculptors; Jussieu, the botanist; Louise 
Lab^ or la belle Cordicre, a poetess of the timo 
of Francis I.; J. B. Say; Jacquard; Msfshal 
Suchet, &c. Herod, the tetrarch, was banidied 
to Lyons by Caligula, a.d. 43. 

ROUTE 24— continued. 

From liyons down the Rhone. 

This river is navigable with difficulty above the 
city. The descent is easy and rapid, though ob. 
structed by sand banks; to Avignon (about 150 
or 160 miles), 12 hours is allowed; but to ascend 
it against the current takes 45 hours ; a barge 
14 days. A number of suq;>en8ion tnddges cro9s 
this beautiful stream, which flows with a rapid, 
winding course, and a breadth nearly uniform 
to Avignon; between hills covered with corn- 
fields, vineyards, mialberry trees, &c., and 
crowned by the picturesque remains of many 
old feudal castles. Many parts of it resemble the 
Lower Rhine in character. It divides the depart- 
ments of Isere, Drdme, and Vauduse, ftom those 
of Ard^che and Gard, which formeHy comprised 
the provinces of Dauphine, Vlvands, &o. Coaches 
as well as steam-boats, run along both sides of

F07 (on the 
west)yand its heights, crowded with country 
seats, and commanding extensive prospects. 

OuixiNs (3 miles from Lyons), on the west, 
another pretty spot, haying a college, which was 
a seat of Cardinal de Tencin; a church, where 
Jacquard is buried ; and the Chateau da Perron, 
which now belongs to the General Hospital at 
•Lyons. Thomas, a writer of the last century, 
died here, 1786. 

St. Gkhis Laval, behind the abov^ has aa 
old seat of the archbishops of Lyons, where 
Clement V. received the homage of Charles of 

FsTznr (4 miles), on the east, opposite Irigny, 
Is the first village in Dauphiny, and has a college 
and a seat of the Comtesse de Brison-Chaponay, 
whom Josephine and her daughter visited here 
before the revolution. GuUlaume de Peyrat, 
almoner to Henry lY., was a native. 

SoLAXSS (6 miles), on the east, opposite Ver- 
naison, has a roman miliary, or mile -stone, 
standing on the ancient way to Vlenne, with the 
figures VII. on it. Several islands stand infiront 
of Vemaison, and Charly (on the west) be- 
hind it. 

[St. Symphorien d'Ozon, 2 mUes south-east of 
Solaise, has part of an old castle of the counts 
of Savoy, who fortified the town in 1200.] 

McLLERT (7 miles), on the west, with Gal6e 
ch&teau, which belonged to the brother of Pre- 
sident Moulceau, one of Madame de Sevigni's 
Correqpondents* 

Omxeinr (8^ mUes), on the west, was the site of 
a monastery of some note, and has remains of 
the fine ch&teau of the Moulceau family. Op- 
podteitis 

; TxRiTAY, with a chfttean which belonged to 
Marshal Bourg, of the time of Louis XIV., and 
St MayeuTs excellent priory churdi, founded 
in the twelfth century, but much disfigured. 

GivoKS (11 milesX on the west, i^ere the 
canal oomes in, and St. Etienne railway turns 
off, hat a bridgo, large glass works, foundries, 
&c., and a trade in coal. It is at the mouth of 
the Gier, which makes a basin 880 feet long. A

Loire (13 miles), on the west, with lie Bbmche 
and other islands in front, is neaily opposite Seys- 
suel or Chasse, which gives name to the Seyssuel 
or Seyssel stone, and the Saxeolum wines, which 
Pliny speaks of. There are ruins of a ffhfitfatt 
of the Vienne archbishops. 

ViEWNB (17 miles, or, by road, 28 kil.), a very 
old town, a sous-prefecture in department Isere, 
and once the scat of a diocess, is at the Gere's 
mouth, at the 8uq>ension bridge to St. Colombe^ 
in an amphitheatre of vine-covered hills. It waa 
the Viemna ^Uo6ro$nim, or chief town of the 
Allobroges, and came to be an important roman 
dty; but it declined after the Burgundian kings 
sold it to the archbishops. The G^re turns 
many mills for linen, cotton, iron, paper, glas!*, 
hemp, &c. Traces of roman works are on Mont 
Pipet, Mont Amauld, Mont Salomont, &c., the 
last having remains of a middle age castie. The 
llu^e^ where many roman marbles^ inscriptiona^ 
&c., are collected, was itself a temple to Augus- 
tus, afterwards used as a church; it is some- 
thing like the Maison Car^e at Nismes, and has 
a library of 6,500 vols. Near the theatre is an 
ancient portico, now called the arohe de trf- 
omphe, or 'aroade du forum.' Outside the 
Porte d'Avignon, is the Aiguille (needle), a pillar 
of unknown history, 52 feet high. Benudns of 
quays on the river, of aqueductS| of an amphi- 
theatre, &c., have been noticed. 

The large CcOhtdval church of St. Maurice, 
near the river, is partly of the thirteenth century, 
the latest addition being 1515; it has two towers, 
a sculptured portal, a high vault on 49 pillars^ 
a tomb of a King Boson (1200), a fine altar by 
Slootx, &c. In 1312, a coimcU met here to pro- 
nounce against the knights templars. St. 
Andre-Ie Bas church, whidi was partly made 
out of a roman temple, was the burial place of 
the Burgundian kings, as far back as 993 ; it has 
a norman-built tower, and some ancient doisters. 
There are renuOns of St. Pierre monastery, 
founded in the sixth century; also an old coDf^ 
of the Jesuits, a com market, two hospiees,&c-; 
with a house in the renaissance style (in Bue

AxPiTxs (20^ miles) on the west, opposite 
Vaugris and Montagne de Marcon, was known 
as Ampueius in the sixth century, and has a seat 
of the old flamily of Maugiron. The red wines 
ot Cdtes Rotie grow here, and at T^pin (1 mile 
fiirtber); and it is known also for its ^xrioots 
and melons. Mont Pilas in the distance, 3,600 
feet high, is round t(^^>ed, and frequently oorered 
with snow. 

CoHDusu (24 miles) on the west, is noted for 
its white winos. The people (4,000) are sailorB 
and bargemen* It was founded by Archbishop 
Beynand in the twelfth century, and gave origin 
to the ihmmes of Cardinal d'Aroes and Blarshal 
Viners. A suspension bridge leads over to Les 
Rochet, a village of 2,000 souls, behind iHiiofa 
are St. Clair, Clona% Auberive (on the Mar- 
fldUes road), &C. 

St. Michel (25 miles) on the west; St. Alban 
(26 miles) on the east, with St. Maurice behind 
It; Ghavanay (27 miles) on the west again. 

St. Pixbrb (29 miles), and Lneomr (81 ndLes), 
both on the west, are known for their wines. 
At 2 miles from the east bank is le F6age de

St. VALLmt (48 miles), on the east, at the 
Oahuire*s month, a place of 8,000 souls, who maha 
silk and pottery. It has a rmnan pDlar, and 
belonged to the brother of Diana de FoiflMsK. 
The gothic chateau on the dHh, with large 
gardens laid out by Le Ndtre, is the seat of M. 
do ChabrQlan. The old chftteau des Rioux, to 
the north, is used as a factory for chemicals; 
that of St. Barth^leme de Vals, up the Galaure^ 
stands in a narrow gap called Roohe TaiU6e. A 
suspension bridge leads over to Sarras; and 
thence a road goes to Annoni^, on the St. 
Etiennerail. flWcl—l'Ecu (Crown-piece). 
\^A3Wonay (21 UL west-aorth-west), an old 
town in the Arddche among rodcs, and on the 
Denne where tfaeCanseJolns it, istheroman 
Antumewmt and is noted for manufiMtureB 
of gloves, excellent paper, and wliite silk. 
Mulberry trees are planted all round it, and 
the ruins lined with fkotories. Some of the 
latter belong to the Montgolfiers, of the 
same fkmily as the brothers Jo8q»h and 
Stephen (natives), who went up in their first 
balloon here, 6th June, 1788.

Cardinal Tonmon, prime 
minister under Francis I. and three other Idngs, 
and ii-faose Ufa was written by Henry Temal a 
nathro of this town, founded a oollege here 1M2, 
which was the lint held by the Jeanita in France, 
attracted many acholara, and was not giren up 
till 1766. It has fine gardens round it. The 
castle is near the suspension bridge to Tain, 
buUt 1825, by M. Segcdn, being the oldest in the 
country. Population 4,600. Hotelf-UAssarano^ 
du Louvre. 

A road here to St. Agrere and Le Puy. 

Taik, opposite the above^ is tiie roman 
Tegna, and hasj in the Place du Tauriboleb an 
altar, found in the stzteenth century at the top 
of the CoteanderHennitage^ which is dose by. 
Trade hi wine, sUk, grain, &c. Popidation 8,000. 
The church was part of the benediotine priory 
in which Charlw the DanpUn waa married to 
Jeanne de Bourbon I860. Excellent grey gran- 
ite is quarriedat Pierre AiguUlon. Oonyeyanoes 
go to Bomain and Grenoble on the Isdre. 

BiUuTBS (64 mUeaX on fhe westi with a mOl bi 
flront, and sereral islands. 

La Bomn ^66} miles), on the east, oi^osite 
Glnn, in ArdBche, carries on a trade in wine^ 
wax, shot for qportsmen, and is named after a 
'Ode, crowned by fhe old castle of a feudal seig- 
neur, who used to take toll of passers by. 
• OsAiBAUBOiTBO (67 miles), on the west, has a 
chfitaau, lately restored, once hdd by Baijao de 
Ptcrregourde, iiho figures in the dvil disputes of 
this part. Jiont Bhoo (80 mUes off), is seen 
hero. 



To the south of it are the heights of St. Poiay 
and its old castle. 

Vaubncb (61 miles), or by road (101 kH.) 
fioielf— .De laPoste; du Cennnerce; de la Croix 
d*or (<Gk>lden Cross); derBurope. Population 
13,000. The eqfU are in Place dX>rleana, &c 
Chief town of department Drdme, (in fho 
old province of Valentinois in Lower Dan- 
phin6), seat of a diocess, &c., and of an artillery 
school n^ereNapoleon studied 1786; standing on 
the east bank, about halfway (or five hours run) 
to Avignon, with a large suspension bridge, baDt 
1828. It waa the capital of the Slgahnmi, tad 
called Valmtia by the BomanS) who hare left 
remains of pavements, &c. Like other oldplaoes It 
suffered firomthe Visigoths, Huns, andsubsequent 
invaders. After being held by the bishqiis as a 
county, it became the head of a duchy, wUdi 
was united to the French crown under Ohaxlsa 
Vn. Protestantism took root here firom the 
first; so that in the religious wars the BarofD 
des Adrets made it his head quarters, after 
slaying fhe roman cafhoUc governor at his own 
door; here also Pius VI. died a prisoner 1799. 

The streets are narrow and dirty; parts of the 
old fortiflciitions are left, as well as the dtadd, 
which commands a view of St. Peray castle, and 
fhe mountains of Vivands oi^ostte. Another 
view is had tipom the Polygon or Champ de Uars. 
InPlaceanzClercs standsamonumentto General 
Championnet, a native. Near this in Grande Bue^ 
you see at M. Aurid's library, a curious half 
gothic house, wlfh stetnes, heads, and other 
carvings about it. Bonaparte lived at No, 4 in 
tlie same street. 

St. Appollinaix«'s CatA«(froZ, having been often 
burnt and restored, is a mixture of various styles, 
between 1098 and 1604; it is marked by a tall 
square blodc tower, burnt 1822; and rebuilt 1888 ; 
and it holds a marble cenotaph to Pope Pius 
VI., with his heart and Canova's bust, beddee a 
painting of 8t Sebastian, by Carraod, &c.; among 
the side chapels, is that called the Fendentif 
diapd, a small square building, with a haaglBg 
vault on ibur piers^ built 1480, by Canon Mtotsnl, 
in fhe renaissanee style, and tuning Oe 
dec. of his family, with 
bidiop's palaoe is aBdflO&\«> 
)ni^Q«lraaVa^Qd(.^»!lf^^ 
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mov«l to tircDoblc. About 1G61, Baofaie in a 
tottar to Fontaine h^tii when he travelled aouth 
•f Lyone, the ProTen^al pJUols prevailed to racfa 
a degree, that he oould neither understand the 
people, nor make himielf Intdliglblo to thorn. 
The m-omen are r«ther noticeable for their good 
looka and UvelineM. L. Joubcrt, the phyaidan, 
and Comte do Montalivet, were bom here. 
Trade in allk, leather, wino, olive oil, &c. Con- 
veijancea by iteam, up and down the Rhone, to 
JjOBi, ATlfnon, &c. ; by coach to those places, 
alio St. EtSenne, OrenoUo {ue Route 35), Privas 
(Soate 41), Montellmart, &c. For road to Gap, 
«ee Route 37. 

The beautiful suspension bridge leads over to 
Gnilherand (1 mile west), and the ch&teau de 
Gruasol, the old ruined seat of Geraud Bastet 
and his descendants, finely seated on the difb ; 
the gables of the keep are called the Gomes de 
CrusBol, by sailors. About 1 mile Aurther is St. 
P€n^f known for its light, sparkling wine, and 
atone quarries. In the latter, were found, in 
Louis the Dauphin's time, the bones of 'a man 
23} feet long,' most likely a fossil of the 
saurian tribe. Beauregard ch&teau, which was 
a prison, is now turned into a wine store. 

SoTOXs (64 miles), on the west, with three 
islands, has a slanting tower left of its old castle, 
and was once noted for its abbey founded in the 
twelfth century, but moved to Valence. 

Chabxes (67 miles), on the west, a little way 
up the small river Embroye, and opposite He 
St. Marcel, has on the rocks behind it the 
ndned chapel of a castle, one of the many which 
lined this river in feudal timet. 

Bbauchatkl (69 miles), on the west also, and 
on the river Eyrieuz, is so called after a oastle 
which belonged to the bishops of Valence, and 
has a wire suspension bridge across its little 
but n^tid stream. 

La Vovltb (71 miles), on the west, is behind 
a group of islands, called He de Roussillon, de 
Tintebut, de la Baraque, &c. Population 2,000, 
engaged in the foundries, &e., which now 
occupy the rather fine remains of a castle (called 
La V6Ua in the romance language, because the 
Bhone tumt round the rock it stands on), of the 
house of L^ and the princes of Rohan. There 
oMd ^ be la the old cbapel a picture of the 



inscribed *Je vout talue, ma eoutktf (I 

you cousin), to which she answered, ' Ou i m di- 

vQus, man eou$M (Cover yourself ooimIii!)' 

LiVBOH is 8 miles up the Drdme (on tiw flMft 
which at 73 miles, falls into the Rhone. Itstaair 
on the ICanwiDes road, and has a population tf 
4,000^ with soma part of a chiteau besieged by 
the roman catholic leader, Bellegarde, and de- 
molished by Louis xm. 
[Loriol, one ndle south of it, on the same road« 
is dhi^ supported by the carrying trade 
along this route. It is the rtnnan Aureolcim^ 
founded, some say, by Aurelian, Fai^Jasy 
the natui^Ost, died at his house of St. 
Fond, 18lf] 
Le PoTTzur (74 miles), on the west, at th* 
L'Ouvdze's month, where the road to FHvas, 
Aubenas, &c. turns ofT (see Route 41), iuflRered 
much in the religious w«rs of the time of Louia 
XIII, and was taken after a long siege by Mont- 
morency, 1628. 

Baix (77 milvs), on the west, a little beyond 
the Payre's mouth, was another of the protestant 
strongholds, and the birth place of Archbishop 
Audibert de Lussan. Several isdands fsce it. 

Cruas (81 miles), on the west, behind another 
group of islands, has a ncrman parish chnrdi 
(partly washed away), as old as 1096, and onoe 
part of the more ancient abbey of St. Benott, 
Opposite it are the hamlets of Logis Neuf, Con- 
oourde, &c., and the half ruined town of Ldn, 
on a stream of that name, so called after a prln. 
cess B61Sne, who retired here a leper. 

Meyssk (84 miles), on the river Lavezon, on 
the west, has a quarry of gun fiiints. 

Anconb (86 miles), on the east, below lie 
Blanc, the ancient Ancunum, taken by storm b/ 
Lesdiguieres, 1586, when the fortifications were 
reduced. A little below it, a bridge leads over 
Rochmaure^ and its old basalt castle, on a lava 
diff, 320 feet high, once the seat of the 
Adhemars, and a stronghold of the catholics. 
About 2 mUes inland firom Anoone is 

MoifTELMAa (47 kil. from Valence), a sons- 
pr6fecture (of 9,460 souls) in department Dr^me, 
on the rivers Roubion and Jabron, and the 
Marseille rood, in a fertile spot, cultivated 
with vines, mulberries, olives, oranges, Ac, haT- 
\ng tome axM^ioit %<i\SBJiftTWM«M\a%sw^ v*«*»*»* 
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ia th^ Adb&OQftrt tin 1198; was dreadftiUy in- 
JMted in the religious wars; and gave birtii to, 
among others^ D. Chamier, a protestant minister, 
wlio was sliot defending a breach at Montauban, 
IBm, and who, therefore, according to the 
catholics, died ecmonized. There was a fight on 
the bridge^ with the Dulce of Angoullme's 
troops^ 1815. It has a good mhieral water, and 
a trade in Nougat cakes (of honey and almonds}, 
ftuit, wax, oil, grain, cattle, morocco leather, 
&c. HoteU—I>n Palais National; des Princes. 
The roads to Dieu le Fit, Ch&teau Grignan, 
Nions, &c., turn off to the east. 
fAt 25 kil. east is Dieu le Fit, (». e. God made 
it), an industrious little place, at the Jabron's 
head, noted for its mineral waters, useful in 
bilious and otiier complaints ; linen, cotton, 
and sQks are made. A curious grotto, called 
by the good English name of * Tom Jones,' 
near it, has a high yault, and many beau- 
tiftd stalactites. Population, 4,000.] 
Le Thxh. (89 miles), on the west, at the 
bridge below Luizene island, was taken and 
reduced by Louis XIII. in 1632, and is noted 
for its pottery; near it are the Marquis of 
JoYiac's seat (with a gallery of roman inscrip- 
tions), the Boches des Dames (at Aps), where 
they say some of the persecuted Albigenses were 
hid, and Melas on the riyer Frayol, which runs 
Into theBhdne a little south.— Passing Bar- 
quassa, Gastor, and other islands, you come to 
(he cliffs of 

VivisRS (94 miles), on the west, the old 
walled capital of the Vivarais, now seat of a 
bishopric, with 2,500 people (once it had 15,000). 
It grew out of a roman town called Alps or Aps 
6n the Escontaye, which runs up by it; but de- 
cayed after the religious wars here. The choir 
and tower of the cathedral, standing oyer the 
town, are gothic; the nave is more modem. 
The bishop's palace l»a fine building, with good 
grounds about it. Eichelieu visited the plaoo in 
Ills ascent of the Bhdne, 1642, with his two vic- 
tims. Cinq Mars and De Thou. A road to 
Villenenve de Berg goes off to the west. Oppo- 
site it is 

CHATBAtmsur-DU-BHdirx, on the slope of the 

hills, having part of a roman camp and various 

marks of a decayed town. It gave birth to an 

Bdrenturer called the marquis de Courbon, who 

ted the Venetian ormiM at the siege of l^egvo- 



pont, and foil only thirty-nine years old. The 
river firom this part is less hilly on tho banks, 
but more winding in its course and broken with 
islands. 

DoirzBRB (96 mUes), on the east, opposite Be 
Toncheloz, was given to the bishops of Viviers, 
877, who had an abbey here, and built a ch&teau 
of the sixteenth century, of which there are 
some fragments. They were styled princes of 
Donz^e. It commands a view over tie plains of 
Vaucluse, and is noted for its red wine. Popu- 
lation, 1,600. A large group of islands (2 miles 
long), called the Margiries, divides the Bhdne 
into two branches below this. 
[At 15 kil. east, up the Berre, are the remains 
of the fine CMteau de Grignan, half de- 
molished at the revolution, and remarkable 
as the residence of Madame de Savign6, 
who has made it known by her charming 
letters, and died here 1676. It stands on a 
rock above the town, with many windows 
and a wide terrace round it, and became 
tho head of a comt€, 1550. Frederic Barfoa- 
roussa once resided in it. The plain church 
contains the tomb of Madame.] 
BouRa-Sx.-AiiDEOL (102 mUes), on the west, 
has a large and good church, built In the tenth 
century by the bishops of Viviers, on the site of 
the relics of St. Andeol, a disciple of St. Poly- 
carp. It was one of the chief seats of the 
bishops, and had many convents before the 
revolution. Population, 4,600. At the fountain 
of Toumes, is a grotto, with a carving of Mi- 
thras sacrificing the bull with his dog, an altar, 
and traces of an inscription. A suspension 
bridge leads over to the east bank, two miles 
firom which Is 

PiERRELATTB, on the Marseilles road, with a 
trade in wine, silk, finiit, and grahi. It had a 
castle on the rocks (pierre), 300 feet high, taken 
by the Baron des Adrets, with great bloodshed. 
Population, 3,550. 

St. Marcel (105 miles), on the west, 1 mile 

inland, in the Ard^che, has a part of the old 

seat of the Bemis family, where a cardinal of 

that name was born, 1715. Population, 3,000. 

[At 6 miles east-south-east, is St. Patd'IVoit 

Chdteaux (or three castles)^ a very old^laAA 
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•ctn of aa innihltfciwtrt, nt a wall On St. 
Jcui qnarter), momiatt lwi»^ r d t«rfi ib and a 
gato (oM of thrMX oaDad Fan Jon, U.

To the left la St. Jot asd ita drardi, in a 
rldily oatthraled ^ot.

TiMLvn, on the ManeiUea road, the flnt place 
hi d^Murtment Vaaohise^ and once a fortified 
town belonging to the knighta templara, with a 
qpire diurcb A road goes off to Micme. 

POKT St. Esprit (109 miicB), on the west, 
below the rirer Arddche, which firils in here, 
andgtres name to the department. Is a dirty 
place of 4,500 people, with a dtadd, and a re- 
■UBkable stone-bridlge of twenty-six arohefl^ 
2,622 foet long, biult 1263-1309, by a brotherhood 
af masons, &o., eaUed the Frdres da F<mt, with 
■obscriptions collected in Holy Ghost (St Esprit) 
chapel, hard by. The centre arch is 108 feet 
wide. The town was occapied by both parties 
in the rdigious wars in the time of Louis 
XIII., and sa<Aed by the Baron des Adrets. 
Soads go out to Baxjas and Mend^ and also to 
Khmes. Boute 37a, to Crap, turns off here. 

lioiiTDBA€K>H (111 milss), sbout 1^ miles in- 
land, on the eas^ standing on the riyer Lea, 
nnder an old castle on the rocks, was held 
by the archbishop of Aries, with the title of 

piteoe. 

Moiuf AS (114 miles), on the east, nearly oppo- 
site St. Etienne-de-Sorts, is an ancient place, 
wUh a ruined castle, which was taken in 1562^ 
by one of Des Adref s fierce c aptai n s, Dupuy- 
Montbrun, and its defenders forced to Jump 
from the rock on the pikes of his soldiers. 
Their bodice were then put in a boat to float 
down the river, with this notice to the people of 
Avignon, 'Pass the bearen^ as they haye paid 
their passage atMomas.' To the right of it is 

FioLEKC a small fortified port, with a mined 
oastte near its churchy in a spot abounding with 
wine, com, fruit, &c. 

CoDOLST (llSmUes,) on the west, near the 
Cdae^s month, is known fbr its wine, and had 
the chfiteau of the marquis d'Ancesune-Cadart, 
t^ojvceired Louia XDI. here^ in 1663. A few

It has narrow straight streeti^ wltik several 
fountains, and a new college, near whidi is the 
greatest cariosity, the roman TrintmfkA Arch, 
oalled the * Ardi of Marios^' though Ike fbun. 
der and date are onocvtain. Ik stands acroaa the 
Lyons road, on the north ride of the town; ia 
nearty square^ 70| Ibet wide^ and 64 foet high, 
with a centre ardli and two side ardies, supported 
by Corinthian pillars^ and carved with bas-reliefii 
(diffarent fbr each Amo), of fimits,. conmoopise, 
syrens, shipi^ military trophies, &o. A moieum 
of roman marblM^ &o. haa been collected near it. 
The roman 2%0air«^ called tfie * Cirque^' riseaovcr 
a hill to the south, close to the remains of the 
old dtadeL It ia well preaerved, and makes a 
large half-drde, with two rows of arcades^ and 
a heavy wall acroas it, fiormed of great blocks. 
Joined without mortar, 334 feet long, 120 high, 
and 13 thick. It would h<dd about 6,000 persons. 
You may see in the wall, above the comlosh the 
holes for the poles whidi the awning was spread 
upon. Thore is also a mnseiim here fbr romon 
remains; and parts of baths and acqaedocts are 
noticed elsewhere.

SoBouss, on the east, a little way 19 tiie Oavdse 
or Sorgues, which fldls hihere (130 miles), Isllie 
place next to Avigntm, towards which the Bhdne 
makes a bend, dividing into two parts round the 
large lie de bk Barthlaaae. Sorgues^ with a 
population of 3,000, stands in a wide plain, on 
which Gneias JCnobarbus defeated the Celtic 
barbarians. It has a curious old fbur-archbri^^ 
and the walls of a seat of the Countaof Toulouse^ 
which Urban V. enlarged for a country house. 

Avienoir, where the railway begins again, it 
134 miles from Lyons, and to the Meditevra* 
nean is about 50 miles farther. 

ArlKnon. iTotete— Du Pahtis Royal and 
Chemia de Per, very comfortable and reasonaUet 
de I'Europe. Population, S3k786. 

This old city of tho Popes, chief town of de- 
partment Vauchise, seat of an s^-diooesa^ &c., 
is in the valley of the Bhdne, where the Duraaoe 
joins it, in a country of orchards, vineyards^ 
mulberry, and olive grounds. The Bomans^ 
when they colonized it, called it Avcnii. It 
afterwards came to the Burgundlans^ Os tr ogot h s; 
^-as for awhile kept by the Saracens; and at 
length was divided between the counts of Pto* 
vence and Toulouse. Louis VIIL took il aftsr 
a siege, 1226, for supporting the Albigenses.

The Cathedral, called Notre Dame des Doms, 
OQ the Rocher des Doms, which is mounted by 
iteps, was rebuilt by Charlemagne. It has monu- 
ments of Archbishop Libelli, Pope John XXU., 
and the brave Crillon, who was a native, and whose 
hotel remans ; with the p^ml (now archbishop's) 
marble throne. Close to it is the large Palace of 
the Popes, an irregular gothic pUe, now used as a 
barrack and prison. Rienzi the * last of the Tri- 
bunea' was kept a prisoner here by Clement VI. 
It has traces of frescos by Giotti, the talle de la 
question (where heretics were tortured), and the 
Gladire tower whence the revolutionary mob 
threw their prisoners, 1 791 . St. Pierre's Church, 
has a good front, built 1512, and a black marble 
pulpit. There are sixteen other churches; at 
one time it had sixty, and as many religious 
houses. A piece is left of the Cordeliers' church, 
9fhX(Ai had the tomb of Petrarch's Laura de Sade, 
whom he first saw here, 1327. A oypress marks 
the spot. H6tel de Ville, was the Pope*s Mint, 
buUt by Paul V. Near it, on Place d'Oulle, 
Marshal Brune was killed by the royalists, 1815. 
Other buildings are the Hotel des Invalides (for 
soldiers) formerly a religious establishment; the 
public Library, of 42,000 vols, and 500 MSS ., 
Iioar St. Martial's church ; the Museum Calvet 
l(so called after the founder) with roman and 
other inscriptions, medals, sculptures, the Inqui> 
lotion seal, rare books, pictures by Italian and 
'dutch masters, the Vemets, &c., and a cabinet 
of natural history, &c.; the botanic garden, 
theatre, barracks, mont-de-piet^ lunatic asylum 
(hospice des alien^s) where fbo ivory crucifix,

theatre ; priests' seminary, &c. Tbo women aat

Vil/eiieuve-lis.Aviffnon, across the new faridgi^ 
has the old fort and abbey of St. Andr^, tka 
Chartreuse convent on a rock, with the ruined 
dinrch. P(q»uIation 6,664. 

ManufSsctures ef silk, madder, (first introduced 
by a person whose statue is near the cathedral), 
leather, &c.; several dye-houses; a trade in grain, 
&c., the produce being taken down to Marseilles. 

Conveyances : by rail, to Nismes, Arlos, Mar* 
scUles, Mon^Uier; by steamer and coach to 
Valence, and Lyons (being agidnst the stream, 
the steamer takes three or four days to go up). 
The new road to Geneva by the plains of the 
Brease is open, by coach to Carpentras, Digne, 
&c. A caleche may be hired to Vauduso (17 
miles) there and back, 22 fr., including the driver 
{$ee Route 38)- Senany Abbey and Pont du Gard 
(see Route 43) are near. 

The railway from Avignon, down the Rhdnc 
to Blarseilles, is part of the incomplete Lyons 
and Mediterranean line The stations are —

Leaving Avignon, you pass Roonoitas (6 
miles), Cadillan (4^ miles) ; then 

Tarascon (5 miles) where the Nismes rail joins 

(see Route 43) . It is an old fortified town of 1 0,967 

inhabitants,at the suspension bridge to Beaucairc, 

having a fine ruined castle (ChUteau du Roi Ren6) 

on a rock above the Rhdne, a good church of the 

11th century, a palals de justice, Hdtel de Ville, 

library, theatre, ship-yard, &c.; and a trade 

in silks, wine, oil, eaux-de-vie. Hotel — Des Em- 

pereurs. 

ISt. Remy (13 kil. east), in a fine spot on the 

Real canal, has roman remains about 60 

feet asunder; one being part of a triumphal 

arch, the other a mausoleum of beautifiil 

design.] 

Seoonneaux (3| miles). 

Arles (5 miles), a town remarkable for 

its roman remains and its beautiful women, is a 

Bous-profecture, in a marshy but cultivated spot 
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at tAie head of the delta of the Rhdne, about 24 
miles firom the Mediterranean, to which a canal 
mns down as fiur as Fort de Boac, It was the 
roman Arelate, a port of great trade, which 
Constantina iraproyed and called Gonstantina. 
It fell to the Goths, and alter fftxarlemagne'stime 
was the head of a sort of kingdom ; then became 
subject to the Emperors of Germany, and was 
given up to France in the time of Charles VI. 
It stands on a rock; the streets are irregular and 
atnrow; a bridge of boats leads to Trinqueville, 
which Gonstantine founded. Place Plan de la 
Cour is shaded with trees. In Place Royale, is the 
Hdtel de Ville, built by Mansard, in the Corin- 
thian style 

, St. Trophime's CcOhedral, begun 626 by St. 
'Virgillus, has a large and highly decorated portal 
of the twelfth century, with columns, niches, gro- 
tesque sculptures) and a fine cloister ac^oining 
flie old palace of the archbishop, with an an> 
dent obelitik in the middle of it. This is a single 
block of plain granite, bO feet long, and was 
brought here by the Romans, but remained on 
the ground till set up, in 1676, to the honour of 
Louis Xiy., with a pedestal and Uons, and a 
globe and sun for an apex, added to it, making 
the total height 66 feet. 

The roman Amphitheatre is in pretty good con- 
dition; it is an OTal, 838 feet by 460, in three 
ttages of about sixty arches each, chiefly in the 
composite style ; it had four principal entrances, 
with upwards of forty rows of seats, and would 
hold above 2,500 persons. Two later towers 
have been built on it. Near it and the old house 
of La Misiricorde are some arches pf a theatre, 
now called the Tower of Roland, with two 
columns of breccia marble on the site of the 
stag^ remains of seats, and a gate not far off. 
In Place St. Luden, or du Forum, are two gra- 
nite pillars of a Temple of Minerva, and some 
otiier firagpnents. Ruins of an aqueduct are also 
seen. The Tour de la TrouQle, near the old 
houses of the Grand Prior of Malta, was built, 
they say, by Gonstantine. 

St. Anne's church, now the museum, has 
a good collection of bas-reliefli, busts, altars, 
gravestones, &c. The public library contains 
1^000 volumes. There is a sdiool of naviga- 
tion, a college, &c. Good walks on the Lice 
promenade by the Gniponne canal. Notre 
Daaie de Grace cburob, with its eight-aided

steeple, stands in the old roman ecmetery, 
called Eliscamp (Gampus Elysius), where many 
andent gravestones remain, on a hiU outside the 
town, now occupied by railway workshops. On 
another hill are the ruined church (parti* as old 
as the tenth century), and doister, ^e machioo- 
lated tower (built 1369) 86 feet high, and St. Avis 
(or Grucifix) chapel (hi shape of a greek oroos, 
built 1019), belonging to the abbey of Mont l^a* 
jour. Races are kept up. Constantino's son waa 
bom here. 

HoleU—Vu Forum, the best; goed table 
d'Hdte. Manufactures of silk, soap, brandy, 
and good sausages; and a trade in conii 
wine, oil, manna, salt, wool, cattle^ hoiaeia 
&c. Conveyances: by rail to Marseilles, Avignon, 
Nismes, Montpellier ; steamer to Marseilles. 

The Camargue or ddta of the Rhdne, below 
Aries, is a salt marsh, full of lakes, where the 
pelican, flamingo, and beaver breed, and vast 
numbers of horses and cattle are pastured. One 
part of it, called the Crttv, is a desolate flinty 
plain, aoroos which the mistral blows with terri* 
ble keenness. 

The next stations on the rail are— 

Raphelb (6 miles) with the very old Castie of 
Baux on the left; St. Martin (6 miles) ; Entressen 
(7} miles); Gonstantine (3^ mUes). The great 
Marseilles aqueduct is seen now and then. 

St. Ghauas (3 miles) a small port on the Tou- 
loubre, having a genuine roman bridge ot one 
arch, 70 feet long (besides the cross arches at 
eadi end). There is a government powder 
foctory, and an old diurch on the ridge whidi 
divides the town in two. 

Berse (8{ miles) in a pleasant but marshy spot 
on the lagoon, or Etang de Berre, with a good 
trade in oil, almonds, figs. At the mouth of the 
lake is the fishing port of Biartigues, with a po- 
pulation of 7,500. 

RooNAG (3| miles), on the same lagoon, where 
the Aix road turns off. Then VitroDes m miles) ; 
Pas de Landers (3 miles) ; L'Estaque (6 milesX 
near the roman pyramid of Pennelle ; on to Mar^ 
seilles,which is 6 miles Aurther, and is approached 
by La Nerthe tunnel, 16,140 feet, or nearly 3 miles 
long. The temdnus commands a view ot the 
town and Mediterranean.

TUs large dtj is the capital of department 
Bouohes du Rhone (which was part of Provence), 
head quarters of a military division, seat of a 
bishopric, &c., a consulate, and the chief port 
and packet station in the Mediterranean; in a 
gwH> about 27 miles east of the delta, or mouths 
(bondies), of the Rhone, and 460 miles ttom 
Alglflrs, the settlement of which has greatly 
stimulated its prosperity. It is the oldest place 
in FSrance, or we s tern Europe, having been 
founded as fkr bade as 600 b.o., by Greek 
•enters fh>m Phocaea, under their leader 
Bwrenus, and eaUed MattaUat or McusiUa, From 
hence they also colonised Nicea (Nice), Anti- 
polls (Antibes), Agatha (Agde), and other little 
republics; whUe the mother country increased 
in power and fiune,in spite of the jealousy of 
Atbmis and the C&rtbaghdans. It was taken 



the Burgundlans, Ostrogoths (588), the 
ccns (735), and came to the Coonta of 
Provence, 1257. Alpfaonso of Arragon sacked 
it li21, and held It for two years, hot Ik 
revived under good king Rcn6 of Ai^ou, who 
died here, 1480. In his time it was noted for iti 
soap and glassworks^ its Airs and hides. Under 
Louis XI. it became part of France; the IHike 
of Guise occupied H for Henry IV.; Louis XIV. 
Altered it through a breach inthe waUs in token 
of his displeasure for its redstance to him, and 
curtailed its political rights. It wu ravaged by 
the plague 1580, and agahi in the great plague of 
1720-21, when 40,000 or 50,000 out of 90,000 
were carried off, and Bishop Belzunce, Chevalier 
Rose, and others, exerted themselves so admira- 
bly. At the revolution it supported the Girondist 
party with great fervour, and was, therefore^ 
visited with the bloody vengeance of the Terror. 
!sU, who sent Fr^ron and Barru here. The fa^ 
mous MarsdUaise song,to which it gives name,wa9 
composed at Strasbourg, by Rouget de riBlc,1792. 
As seen from Viste hill, for example, on the 
Aix road, it appears most happily placed in a 
picturesque and convenient spot at the bottom 
of a natural inlet, which opens right out to the 
Mediterranean ; limestone hills rising gradntJi$ 
all round to a height of — feet in some partly 
with a dear and beautlAil sky overhead. Thou- 
sands of bastides (as they call the country seats 
here) dot the sides of this amphitheatre, and 
there are numerous gardens of vines and olives, 
but the soil being white and dry, it Is excessively 
hot in summer; thes gnats and mosqultos bitc« 
the keen north-west mistral blows, and perhaxw a 
scorpion mayl)e found inthe bed. The town sur- 
rounds the harbour like a horse-shoe, the oldest 
part, with its narrow dirty streets, being on tha 
north sid^ while the modem and better built 
quarters are on the east and south. The Rue de 
CanebiSre and Allies de Meilhan nearly mark the 
line of division, while the boulevards shew tlM 
extent of the old town and the site of the 
ramparts, taken down 1800. These offer tbB 
best promenades; there are others in Conrs 
Bonaparte (near the arsenal, the Hdtel Baa% 
the Cirque Olympique), and Grand Cour^ 
which Joins Porte d'Aix to Rue de Rome, lead- 
ing on to Grand Chemin de Rome, Place

ip Place Bcyalei the largest square in the city. 

That In Place des Faineants is a black marble 

obdisk, 28} feet high, on four lions ; the Fontahio 

de Puget, in Rue de Rome, is a little pyramid 

before the old house of this Bfarsellaise architect, 

whose works served to adorn his natiye dty, 

bat wore swept away after the roTolution. He 

was known In England by having built Montague 

House, the old British museum. Place de 

Lenehe was the site of roman baths. 

The large oorlnthian triumphal arch at the 
Forte d'Aix was begun 1823, in honour of the 
Duo d'AngouUme, but remains unfinished. 

The Harbour is an oblong of about 3,080 feet 
by MO* or about 70 acres^ and is extremely safe, 
though the mouth is narrow. It is generally 
crowded with diipping, of which it will hold 
3,300; with water deep enough for those of 600 
tons. A great disadvantage is, that the ebb and 
flow of the tide being very small, the stench of 
the sewers opening into it is constantly felt. It 
is lined with narrow quays, where all the cos- 
tumes and languages of the Meditcrranoan may 
be witnessed. On the south side, or Rive Neuve, 
» Commerce, are the mast-house, the douane 
and magazines, with a canal running round 
them, the place-aux-hulles (oil stores), ship 
jards^ stores for soap, bones, &c. Along the 
opposite side, or Boutique, you see the Place du 
Col do Boeuf, the Consigne or board of healtli, 
the fish market and cafSs, the Udtel de Villo, 
atamp office, bazaar, shops for ship-chandlery, 
&a, and Fort St. Jean. A wet dock, or Bassin 
de Oarenage^ Ues Just outside the harbour, on the 
south. 

The Hotel de VUU, a small building, has has- 
nlieft on its front, with a bust of Louis XIV., 
and a latin inscription ; on the staircase a statue 
of Liberty, and some pictures hi the hall. The 
Ipround floor is used for the Bourse or exchange. 

The Pr^ecture, in Place St. Ferreol, on one 
ride of a wide court, has two facades, and is on« 



nothing particular to distinguish it. The now 
prisons, built 1823, are at Aix. 

Among the market-places or Halles^ are the 
vieUle poissonnarie, the halle Paget, andhalle 
nenve (now), rebuilt 1801, on the site of an older 
one. A large boooherie, or shambles, stands on 
the sea, between the anset (bays) ds 1' Oune 
and de la Joliette^— the latter, they say, named 
after Julius Caesar. Here a new port is making, 
inside a breakwater and two moles; but it is 
reported to be dMigerous with unfavourable 
winds. Not far f^om this, at the entrance 
of the town. Is Porte Joliette, one of the few 
pieces of antiquity here, but mueh decayed, 
and usod as the bureau of the Octroi. 

Most of the churches are plain buildings; that 
of Oe la Majox^ or the Cathedral^ near the Anse 
del'Ourse, is the most ancient; it replaces a 
temple to the * great goddess Diana,' whose 
worship the Greeks brought here^ and is a taste- 
less mixture of various styles, with a fhmt spoilt 
by the plasterer; a bas-relief of St. Lazarus is of 
the eleventh century, and there is a good organ. 
St. Victor, one of the oldest, near Fort St. 
Nicholas, stands over the burial place of an early 
martyr, which became the site of a rich abbey ; 
it has crypts of the eleventh century, and Pope 
Urban's two towers built 1350 ; with an image of 
the Madonna, to which the people come to pray in 
long seasons of drought. St. Vincent de Paul la in 
the Alices des Capudns ; near the Cours Italian 
is Notre Dame du Mont, re-built 1822, except its 
old clock tower. That on Mont Carmel has a 
good prospect. A new circular church stands 
olose to the Fldche des Accoules^ which is the 
tall romaneaque dock-tower of a large church, 
pulled down at the revolution, with another 
at a littlo distance from it. The Chi^elle du 
Chateau Babon belonged to a castle on the rite 
of Fort St. Jean. A pretty chapel of the seven- 
teenth century, called the Madeleine or Char* 
treux, outside the town, haa a good nave, and 
light campanile towers. There are Protestant 
and Greek churches^ a synagogue, &c 

HOtel Ditu or Hdpital du St. Esprit, behind 
the town-hall, was founded 1188, and Is a larfo 
irregular mass in the heart of the old eUy, 
having beds for 660 and a chapel built 1600. La

Moit of the touned locleties ar« aita b l hU d 
In tha old oonYont of the Bemardines On Coon 
de Mardif , new the Champ de Bfart), idiich 
has servnl toof gaUeries in it, a tower, and a 
eruciform chnrdi crowned with a dome. Here 
are the aosdemy of sdences and belles lettres; 
a large public bibUothdqoe or Ubrazj of 60,000 
Tols. and 1,270 MSS^ In a room 180 feet long, 
open Mondays, Wedneedagrs, and Fridajs ; cabi- 
nets of roman and greek anttquittes, and ot- 
medals and natural history; a pietura gallwy in 
the old chi^>d, of about 140 paintings of the 
French (89 specimens), Italian, and Flemish 
•diools; the college or high sdbool; and sdiools 
of design and architecture, &c. A school of 
navigation is fixed in the obserratory, which luts 
a line prospect. The Jardin des plantes or bo- 
tanic garden, in the Chartreux quarter, opened 
since 1810, has many exotics, including an 
orangery. 

In Place Royale is the Orand I%edir6 like the 
Odion of Paris, built 1787, with a Aront of six 
columns. Theitre Fran^ato stands near the 
Allies des Mellhaus. There Is a concert-hall; 
another place of amusement Is tiieMontagnet 
Busses. Baths in the Prado, &o.: sea-baths 
«n the bassin d' Aren, to the north of the town; 
charge 1} fr., including the omnibus; lodgings 
6 to 7 Ar. a day. 

The gendarmerie barracks are near Places de 
la Porte d'Aixanddu Terras. The arsenal stands 
in Cours Napoleon, not far from his column 
and the road to Fort MOtre Dame, the most 
commanding point above the d^. It is so called 
from a pilgrim's chisel of the thirteenth century, 
round which Francis I. built the fortress^ and b 
•till crowded with a multitude of curious votive 
gifts from sailors, &c.; at the F6te Dien, the 
Image of the Bonne Mdre is carried in procession. 
The prospect here is a beauUftil panorama of the 
dtj, the coast, the sea, and islands off the town. 
Fort St. Nicholas, lower down, opposite Fort St. 
Jean, was built by Louis XIV., and has been 
lately restored. Tour Carr6e (Square Tower) 
was raised by king Bene. 

About two miles west of the harbour is the 
Ifff d'lf. Mad the fort of Franda L, in whlcJi 



Mfarabeaa waa oonfin^; a littla beyond 
are two larger islands, Pomdgue mad Bal 
tonean, with batteries on them, and Joined fayil 
oanseway 980 ftet long, making the :|iiarantiBi| 
port of Diendonni (God-given) for 200 t« 
Here Ccsar^s fleet andiored when he took I 
Marseillfls; and in the present day, when a 
foolish man forgets himself th^ call him Rot ' 
de Batoneau, in allusion to a ctory of a poor la* ' 
natic soldier, who assumed the title of Ung^ and ' 
turned the guns on his oomrades in 1769. 

For sanitary purpoaes, there are a 
(Uiaretto) of 60 acres, between Potnta de la 
JoUette and St. Martin, where infected penons 
are ftamigated ; and the Consigne or quarantine 
office in the harbour. The latter has Puget^s 
bas-relief of the Plague of Alilan, Gerard's pio* 
tnre of the Groat Plague of Marseilles, VemetTt 
picture of the Cholera, &c. A large cemetery 
is laid out beyond the city. An abundant sup. 
ply of water is now brought hi by the great canal 
lately cut from the Durance, 25 miles off. 
It is the work of M. Montrioher, and pasaes 
through several tunnels, and, by the great aque- 
duct of Bochefavour (1,200 feet long), over the 
Ar^ coming into the dtj at a point 400 feet 
above the sea. 

The custom duties of this port are a fourth to 
a fifth of all Franoe; the imports include hides, 
tallow, dried frtdts» sugar, cofftae, olive oil, cotton 
wool, lead, bones, &c.; and among the artidea 
made or exported are salt meat, saltflsh, f^uit, 
almonds^ wine, refined sugar, molasses, madder, 
oil, sulphur, soap, candles, diemicals, liqueurs, 
essences and perfumes, printed woollens and 
cottons, morocco leather, tobacco, hats, grlas^ 
porcelidn, china, coral ornaments, anchovies, 8cc, 
Steam engines are made by Taylor and Sons. 

In the suburbs are the villages of St. Genie^ 
Capelette, St. Pierre, La Madeleine, Chartreux, 
St. Charles, Barthelemi, St. Just Paaset, Belle de 
Mai, Bon S^cours, Canet, and ethers, some of 
them seated on the little rivulets Huveaume, 
Jarres, Plombidres, and Aygalades. The last has 
an old oastle on it ; and on the Huveaume is the 
aqueduct of VHIe-a-la Pomme^ with the dxateau 
Boully, a fine seat near the sea, bunt by a Mar. 
seOlea banker. Further off is the Madrague do 
I'Estagnei where the large tunny fish Ui caugl^t ; 
near It a part of a roman aqueduct may be seen, 
alao the Bo\^&o -vYCLt^ c^^^xa -a\ «iXKt n&si^wDA 
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tfie Maoupanet, a Beat of le bon Roi Ren6, where 
'tthey »how some of his paintings. Wild fowl 
swarm in the Etang (lake) de Martigue ; and at 
Obristmas crowds of sportsmen go out to shoot 
"^dld ducks. 

PUY DC MiMCT, 12 kil. north-east of the dty 
la noticeable for the experiments made there by 
IBaron Zach, the astronomer, for measuring the 
density of the earth. It has a grotto much 
frequented for views about it. 

White, red, and museadel wines are produced 
in this comer of France. The language is a 
mixture of French and Provencal (a corrupt 
Xatin), with a tincture of Greek and Celtic. 

I*ytheas, an early natigator who sailed to 
Britain and Iceland and to the Baltic firom this 
place, was a natire of it; in modem days it 
reckons Puget the sculptor and painter, and 
Barbaroux, a member of the Convention.

Tovlon (7 lcil.)i the chief naval station in the 
Mediterranean, and a maritime sous-in«6 ecture 
(In dq»artmeot Var), on a fine circular har- 
tour or baja with a roadstead ootsid^ and a line 
of hills behind. It is as old as the tenth century; 
was taken by Charles V., in 1&16; fbrtlfled in 
the seventeenth coitnry; bedoged by Prince 
Eugene, 1707; and bloduided by the Engliih 
flMft» 179S, when 43 ships were burnt or taken, 
and 111^000 royaUsti reoeived on board, as the re- 
ptibllcans entered it, afker a three months' siege^ 
their Bucoess being due to the skill of Bon^arte^ 
then a young officer of artiUery. It Is strongly 
fortific J, and defended by batteries on aU the 
commanding points, as Fort la Malgue (a fine 
view), Faron, J^uUlette, BaUaguier, Napoleon, 
&o. Rue de la Fayette Is the beet street, the 
rest bdng mostly narrow and crooked. It has 
a Hdtel de VDle, with carvings by Puget, whose 
house Is behind h. In Hue de Borne; two or 
three churches ; the seat of the maritime pre- 
fecture, in Place d'Armes; a ooUege, and MbUo- 
thdqoe of 6,000 vols. ; botanic garden, salle de 
spectacle, &c. 

The Port includes the mercantile dock, with 
its wide quay, and the naval dock yards, the 
largest of which extends over 65 acres. It oon- 
tains several building slips, two of which, covered 
over, are 800 feet by 66^; workshops, forges, 
masthonse, rope and sail lofts ; a general maga- 
sine, 328 feet by 66, and three stories high; the 
naval arsenal ; a park of artillery ; a salle d'armes, 
or armoury; a oorderie, or ropdtonse, on 68 
arches, about 1,100 feet long, begun by Vanban, 
and finished by Biquet, the planner of the Lan- 
guedoc canal; a naval artillery school, ftmnded 
1822, with laboratories, models, library, &c.; and 
a naval museum, arranged in three great classes, 
via., models of ships, machines, and general ob- 
jects. There is a largo bagne for 4,000 fbr^ats 
or oonvlots, chained two and two, some living on 
board the hulks. A large naval hospital at 
St. Mandrier, has 2,000 beds. Capes Sioie and 
Sepet are two points or look-outs, well known to 
the English fleet in the last war.

The road out of AJaedo, leads up the Gra- 
Tone, which enters the Campo del Oro, a fertile 
pass between the main line of mountains, which 
mn nearly north and south through the island. 
The first stage is Caraszi (18 kil.), having, some 
distance to the right of it (beyond the Prunella), 
Cauro, with a fine prospect of Ajaccio. 

BoooeiuHO (22 kil.), near the head of the 
Oravone, is under Mont d' Oro (or Gradacdo), 
the Mont Aureus of Ptolemy, in Vezzacona 
Ciorest, at the centre of Corsica, a granite peak, 
8,700 feet high, covered with snow nearly all 
the year, and whence there is a noble view of 
the whole island, of Sardinia and Elba, and e?en 
of the coasts of Italy and France. Mont Sotondo 
to the north, is seen, 8,766 foct high, the highest 
point in the Island ; to the east b Mont Capella, 
and to the south, near Porta Vecchio, Mont 
Cahra. Several of the lower peaks are mioa 
slate; and iron and asbestos have been found. 
A bye rosd turns off to Bastcllna, near the head 
of the Prunella, with a population of 2,000. 

ViVARio (21 kil.), leaves Mont Rotondo on 
the left, with its lakes near the top, firozen all 
the year round. 

CoRTE (23 kil.), on a rocky height of mica, 
where the Restinoga falls into the Tavignano, 
was the seat of Pascal Paoli's government^ when 
Boswell visited him at his country house, Solla* 
caro, a little way off, the old seat of the Colonna 
famfly. This virtuous patriot was bom at 
Saltretta, the son of Giacinto PaoU, a leadw in 
the first revolt against the Genoese, when the 
Corsican assembly met here and proclaimed 
their independence, 1755. P. Paoli was chosen 
their general and leader under tho protection 
of England, whither he retired when the 
Genoese sold the island to the French, 1768-9; 
he come back in 1794-6, when it was again held 
by the English, as part of the British empire, 
imder Sir G. Eliot, as viceroy; but returned to 
JBjyhujd ADd died there 1807. He founded an 
tmirenity at Corte. The castle is perched on a 
^''Wed Mad InMccessibJe rock, and was only taken 



by the French, by starving the garriaon. Tpgn^ 
hUion 3,800. Here Napoleon's eldest broOHb 
Joseph, was bom, 1768. 

The Tavignano fisUs down to the east comt^ 
at the Tour .of Aleria.

BieuoLiA (10 kiL), is dose to a narrow la^ooD 
of the same name, 8 miles long, and abounding 
with fish. To the left of it, is Murato^ with a 
church shifted like a turkish mosque. 

Bastia (9 kil.), the military head quarters of 
the island, and a fortified town. Is oppodte ItaJ^ 
and Elba, 35 miles from the latter, and upwards 
of 200 mUes east of Marseilles. The English 
bombarded it 1745^ and took it 1794, Nelson 
aiding in the Agamemnon. It stands at the foot 
of some liilla, on a little bay, which, with tho 
help of a mole, makes a harbour for small craft, 
defended by a citadel in Terra Nuova, or New 
Town. At the mouth is the Leone rock, a piece 
of limestone, washed by the sea into the shape of a 
sitting lion, with his head raised, and serving as 
a breakwater. The houses are in the Italian 
style, and amongst the best buildings are the old 
cathedral church; Ste. Croce Glutei, a pretty 
structure; a paUds de Justice, college or high 
sdiool, gendarmerie barracks, &c. Population. 
10,0011. Trade in whie, timber, cattle, tobacco^ 
soap, wax, liqueuis, &c. There is a fine view of 
Elba, Pianosa, Capn^^S Monte Cristo^ and the 
Tuscan Coast. 

A narrow penkisula, 7 miles by 22, stretches 
from hence, north to Cape Corte, (the ancient 
Sacrum), traversed by a ridge which is 1,540 feet 
high at Mont Stella, about the middle of it. On 
the west side of it, at 10 kil. west of Bastia, is 

St. Flobsht or St. Fierenxo, which is well 
bunt, but unhealthy, with a good harbour or roa^ 
where the English squadron used to anchor in 
1 the war. *Io \he ivot^ ot VX. %x« ^i^ \iQr««e% tA

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of Sisco, and of Seneca^ the latter on a sharp 
peak, and so called after the roman philosopher, 
vho was exiled here by Claudius, and wrote his 
treatise on Consolation, for amusement. He 
mentions the scorching heat of summer, and the 
sirocco winds which bring sickness. Another 
called tramontona, blowing from the moun- 
tains, brings snow ; and there is a fierce gusty 
wind called the lion wind. Near Cape Corte is 
Porto Centuro. 

(a) A coast road from St. Fierenzo, leads past 
Honte Arazza to lie Rousse or Isola Rossa (46 
kn. from Bastia), a little town of 1,100 people, 
foimded by Faoll, opposite an island of the same 
time, and now turned into a fortified post. 

Calvt (about 20 kit Airther), on a rocky point 
in the Gulf of Calvi, has a good harbour, and an 
old castle which Marshal de Thermos attempted 
wltSiout success. Population 1,400. A windfaag 
road of about 60 kil., which sometimes bends 
deep inland, under Monte Pagliarba, Rotondo, 
&c., brings you to 

Caroese, on ijie Gulf of Sagone, which belongs 
to about 700 descendants of the Greeks, whom 
the Genoese brought over in 1676, and is the 
best cultivated spot in the island. One of 
their little hamlets wu called Paomia. The 
natives shewed the most cruel jealousy towards 
them. At first they used the greek, but since 
1822, the roman liturgy. A convent of St. 
Basil, founded by them, was abolished by the 
Genoese. 

At 30 kU. further on is AJaccio, described 
above. About 40 kiL beyond it is 

Sartrnb, near the river Valinoo, which runs 
into that gulf, having a population of 2,800. At 
30 klL from this is 

Bonifacio, a fortified town of 3,000 souls, at 
the south end of the island, on the Strait of 
Bonifacio, which divides Corsica from Sardinia. 
It is thought to be the site of Ptolemy's Pdllatt 
and was founded by a Count Boniface, from 
Pisa. Alphonso of Arragon besieged it 1420, 
and the French took it 1553. Trade in coral, 
wine, and oil. The islands of Perdullo, Cavallo, 
Lavazzl, &c., lie in the strait, which is 6 miles 
broad across to Point longosardo. The coast 
road from this turns north past Gulf de Santa 



harbour, 6 miles by 1^, in the midst of an un- 
healthy marsh, which, however, yields good salt. 
It is the (EUttum of Ptolemy, and is fortified. 
Pearl mussels are found ; and granite worked in 
the neighbouring hills, which at Mont Calva 
are 5,130 feet high. It has a trade in the red 
wine of Sari, &c. Population 1,800. 

After this, you pass the towers of PinarellOy 
Fuello, Salenzara (at the mouth of a stream which 
comes down from Sari), Beposa, &o., which belong 
to a chain raised in past times by the Genoese, for 
securing their conquests, and for defending the 
coast against phrates, and come to Tour d*AlerIa» 
at the mouth of the Tavignano (60 kil. from Porte 
Veechio). This marks the site of a tower 
founded by the Dictator Sylla, now half a mile 
from the sea. A little north of it, at the Tour 
de Diana, is part of a temple, buQt by Mariu%, 
when he founded Mariana, between two lagoons 
or sea lakes. Monte Capella, 6,760 feet higlv 
lies to the west. The road hence passes Ste. 
Luciana, Tour S. Pelegrino, &o. for 60 kil. to 
Bastia, again. So that tiie circuit of Corsica liy 
this road is upwards of 370 kil. or 230 milet. 
Its greatest length is about 130 miles, and 
breadth 53; area, 3,380 square miles; and total 
population, 200,000. 

Ptolemy called it Coovnot, It was occupied In 
whole or part by all the nations who figure in the 
history of theMediterranean,'the Greeks,Cartha- 
genians, Romans, Saracens, &c., and at length by 
the Genoese, who however held but a nominal 
possession for 400 years, till 1729,when the natives, 
revolted, and in 1734 placed agermanadventurer» 
Theodore de Neuhoff, on the throne. Bdng 
obliged to fly, he mortgaged his littie 'kingdom* 
to pay his debts, and died in London 1746. The 
French who had at various times come to the 
assistance of the Genoese, aoqufared possession of 
it, as above mentioned, after 1769.

Hebhk (4 milee) and Mele (4| miles) are the 

next stations ; beyond which a viaduct in three 

parts, 216 feet long, crosses the Seine near Ber- 

nidres chfttean. 

NooE!(T-8iTa.SKiirB (8f m]les),a80us-pr^'flBcture 

(in department Aube) of 8,600 persons, on the 

Seine, opporite the wdr or fall, where it becomes 

navigable. It belonged to St. Denii^s abbey, 

and came at length to the family of Cardinal de 

Noailles. The allies, under Prince Schwartaen- 

burg, took it by storm when held by Bourmont 

in 1814, when the H6tel de Vffle and a bridge 

were destroyed. The large churdi was buQft 

between the reigns of Charles VI. and fleniy n.: 

the tower has a turret (built 1621.42) with a 

figture of St. Laurent on top. Trade in mUlinexy, 

grain, charcoal, leather, rope. Hotds — Du 

Cygne d'Or (Golden Swan); du Signe de la 

Croix (Sign of the Cross). 

[About*8 kil. east>south-east» onthe Ardaason, 

are remains of the monastery founded 1123 

by Abdlard, who fled here from his enemies, 

and called it Paraclete (i.e., comCorter); 

which became a convent under his wife 

Heloise, where they were both buried. Their 

bodies remained here till removed to the P^e 

la Chaise about 1793, and placed under the 

monument broughtfrom Ab£Iard*s flrstgrave 

(at ChaIons-sur<rbaOne) ; a pillar set tq;» by 

General Pi^ol marks where they lay before 

this change.] 
PoNT-suB-SEimB or Pont-Ie-Bol (6{ miles), hi 
a pretty spot on the Seine, where the Aube johis, 
had a hunUng ehftteau of the Counts of Cham- 
pagne, bunt by Le Muet, in which Napoleon's 
mother lived ; but behig burnt by the Bussians

IVmenatuse (9 kil. north-nortfa-west), noted 
for its white wine and vhiegar, is on a brandi 
of the Seine, and was once fortified. The 
benedictine monks of Nesle la Riposte 
abbey (founded 601) came here in the six- 
teenth century and rebuilt their church of 
the original stones, as it now stands— a large 
and elegant structure, having a light splr^ 
beautiftil stained windows ot the sixteenth 
century, when the art was perfected, and, 
among other carvings, a curious one in the 
porch, of a web-footed queen, supposed to 
be Clothilde.] 
BoamxT (6 miles), in a fertile hollow on the 
Seine, has a beautiftil ch&teau on the site of'an 
old moated fortress. Needles, &c., are made. 
About 2 kil. west-north-west are two arches of 
the Cistercian abbey of Scelli^ces, where Vol- 
taire's body (having been reftised burial by the 
Paris clergy) lay from 1778 to 1791, when it was 
moved to the Pantheon. A stone with A V on it 
marks the spot. Coach to Suzanne, (see Boute 
16.) 

MBSQRiQinr (7| miles) Is reached by a viaduct 
across the 6tang or lake. Coaches to Ards and 
Suzanne. 
[M6ry-8ur-Seine, a short distance off, is a 
small decayed town, on the Seine, frequently 
attacked in earlier times, and finally burnt 
by Blucher 1814. 
Ards-tur-Avbe, about 21 kil. east, a sons- 
prefecture, in department Aube, of 2,800 
■oul% onthe Aube, where it Is first navigably 
Was burnt in the defence made by Napoleon, 
with a small force against 80,000 Austrians in' 
1814. A small suspension bridge, 66 fbet 
long (cost 600 fr.) leads to Dampierre, where 
the general of that name Is buried, and which 
has a ehftteau built, 1671, by Mansard. The 
views from the hills around command good 
prospects. Danton was bom here.] 
St. Mbsvim (3{ mUes), Fayns (4) miles), and 
Barbery (4^ miles), bring yon to Troyes (8 miles), 
at the Hail de Prellze terminus.

plain (dotted with country houses), on the Seine 
which diTidcs itself here into soTeral canals, 
though for drinking, the water is entirdy drawn 
from woUs in the chalk. It was the head town 
of the Trieasc* or Treece, whence the modem 
name. Attila threatened it, 451, and the Nor- 
mans pillaged it, 889, a few years after the meet- 
ing of Pope John VIII. and Louis le B£gue 
about tiie succession to the imperial crown. 
Under its count, Thibault IV., in the twelfth 
century, it became a great place for trading fairs i 
and hence we get the troy pound of twelve ounces. 
It was held by the EngUsh after the treaty of 
1420, by which Henry V. married Katharine, 
daughter of Charles VI., and was to succeed 
to the French crown; but Charles VII. took it, 
1429. The parliament of Paris was sent here, 
1787. Napoleon made it his head quarters, 1814. 

On the top of the old walls, built by the 
romans, but much altered, is a promenade called 
the mall ; in them are the Hector, Andromaque, 
Paris, and other gates, fandftilly named in re- 
membrance of old Troy. The Porte St. Jaquesi 
near the bridge. Is flanked by two low-peaked 
gothic towers and turrets. Close to the Porte 
de Paris was a royal ch&teaii, burnt in the great 
fire of 1624, along with a second, which be- 
longed to the counts of Champagne, and another, 
which stood hard by the Cordeliers convent, — 
which make some derive the name from tres 
canes (three castles). The streets are ftill of old 
houses of carved and plastered timber, with their 
gables fronting you, as andent as the sixteenth 
century for the most part. Among its eight 
churches is 

St. Etienne CcOhedrcHi begun 1208-26 (on the 
site of one as old as 872), and carried on till the 
west front was built, about 1506-20. This front 
has a good tower, 204 feet high (there were to 
have been two), and a fine stained rose window. 
It is 371 feet long, and 164 wide through the 
transeptf the nave, exclusive of its five aisles, is 
34 feet wide and 96 high, ornamented, Uke the 
choir, with windows of the thbrteenth century, 
finely stained with portndts of kings, counter 
bishops, saints, &c., bU in costume. St. Urban's 
beautlfid eoJ2ejgiste church was bnilt in the thir- 
^ffeaa century, by Pope Vrbuk IV., a son of a

thdque are as many as 65,000 volume^ and 6,000 
MSS., in a room 161 feet long; and qiedmepf of 
glass, painted by Linard Gouthier wHh scenes 
from the life of Henry IV. In the mus^e fe 
a gallery of pictures and a collection of mineraJa, 
&c. Two tombs of Henry I. and Thibault m. 
(1180-1200) are placed at the bishop's houaa. 
Other buildings to be noticed are the old tim- 
bered abattoirs or shambles, wine and com halla 
(the latter lias a fine timbered roof), the coB^c^ 
seminary, theatre, the Vouldiry pepiniire ot 
nursery, &c. The manu&ctures are a chalk pre- 
paration, called blanc d'espagne (Spanish white),, 
cotton stockings and caps, linen, paper, &c.

From Troyes, you proceed by road to 
St. Parke-les-Vavdbs (19 kil.), up the Seine, 
Bar-sur-Sei5E (14 kfl.), a sous-prefecture of 
2,500 persons, in a fertile valley among vin^ards 
on the Seine (crossed by a stone bridge), below 
the junction of the Ouroe and Laignes, was a 
large place in Froissart's time (1359), when tUa 
English burnt *900 bons hdtels' O^ouses). It 
has a good gothic cross-shH^ed churdi,withlaf^9 
windows, and walks by the river. On St. Ger- 
main's hill, to the west, Is (beddes traces of 
the castles) the pretty nistie diapd of Ndtra 
Dame, founded 1070^ by Simon de Valols. 
Hotel— DuChevalBlano (White Horse V Trade 
in wtoe, woo\ cwSCten^ "WJ**^ ^*« 
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[At 19 kil. we8t>8oath.ve8t Is Chaource, once 
fortified, near the head of the Amance, 
which turns several mills. The old gothio 
church is covered with inscriptionSi pretend, 
ing tliat it existed before 654. Amadis 
Jamyn, a poet of the sixteenth centory, was 
a native.] 
MussY-suB-SsxNX (19 kH.), in a forest, on the 
Sehie, was a country seat of tha bishops of 
Langres. 
CAbout 10 kil. west, in the valley of the 
Lalgnes, are Bicey Haut^ Ricey forate-rive, 
and Ricey Baa, three places founded,they say, 
by industrious Swiss settlers, with good spire 
churches, and noted for wine, which is ex- 
ported to the north and to Belgium. Popu- 
lation, 3,S64.] 
Chatuxon-sitr-Ssinb (16 kils.), a sous-prefec- 
ture of 4,800 persons (department Cote d'Or), in 
a hilly but healthy spot on the Seine, where the 
little Douix joins. It was one of the first seats 
of the Dukes of Burgundy, and in 1814 noted 
for the conference between Napoleon and the 
allies. Among the buildings are the Hdtel de 
Ville, in the old benediothie convent, St. Nidiolas^ 
church, of the twelfth century, a chapel which 
belonged to the ducal castle, a library of 7,500 
volumes, a college, hospital, &c., and a large 
chiteau (at Chaumont), built by Marshal Mar- 
mont, who was bom here. A roman way to 
Auxerre is noticed. Trade in iron, wood, wool, 
paper, &c. J?(><eZ»—Du Commerce; de la Cdte 
d'Or. Coaches to DQon, Ancy-le-Franc, on 
the Lyons railway. 
AxsET-LK'Duc (14 kil). 
ABfPiixt (14 kil.), Chanceaux (15 kil.), St. 
Sehie (12 kil.), and Val-Suzon (10 kil.), in a 
deep Alpine valley, are the next places; and 
At 53 kil. further is Duoh (see Route 24), on 
the Lyons railway.

(he who loves best, forgets latest). It has a good 
trade in sheep and cattle. The ground is so 
Strong that it takes 8 or 10 horses to the plough. 
In the charming valley of Val-suzcnay is a 
pilgrims* chapel, where a f§te is held on the ^th 
of September. 

Bar-scr-Aubb (21 kil), a sous-pr€fecture of 
4,200 souls, in a fine spot among the vineyards 
of the Aube, belonged to the early kings of 
France, and was noted for its trading ietiTS, 
attended by the Dutch, Germans, &c. Besides 
remains of a castle on Cb&telet hill, it has a 
hospital of the eleventh century, two ancient 
churches, and a stone bridge, over which Charles 
VII., in 1440, threw his rebeUious subject, the 
Bastard of Bourbon, tied up in a sack. In 181^ 
Marshal Mortier here defeated the Austrians, 
who a little after defeated Oudinot. Trade in 
white wine, eaux-de-vie, com, wool, wood, &c. 
Hotels — De laPoste; du Mulct; de la Pomme 
d'Or (Golden Apple). Coaches to Troyes, 
Chaumont, Basle. 
[At 22 kil. north-north-west is Brienne-le' 
Chdteau, so called from the fine seat built 
by Louis its last count, and noted till 1790 
for the military sdiool in the Minimes con- 
vent, to which the young Corsicaii, Napoleon, 
1779-84, was sent as a king's pensioner. No- 
thing is left of it. In 1814 the Allies were 
defeated here by Napoleon, who, however, 
was nearly killed by the lance of a Cossack. 
At 12 kil. south-south-east of Bar,is CloirvatMr, 
up the Aube, now a central house of correc- 
tion for 2,000 prisoners from thirteen depart* 
ments; but once famous for the dsterdan 
abbey founded 1105-14, by Hugh, count of 
Troyes and St.Bemard. It had the ciqMiGioua 
Tun of Clairvaux, which held 2,000 hectoli* 
tres (each 24 gallons) of wine ; smaller casks 
held 250 to 1000 hect Straw hats, gloves, &o. 
are made. A little north-west, in the forest^ 
is Arconville, a great heap of stones, or 
cairn, gradually made by the contribution 
of passers by, on the spot^diere a Huguenot 
was killed in the wars of the League. 3

and latterly the property of Madame 
Adelaide d' Orleans.] 
At 17 kil. further is 

Chavmort, or Chaumont-en-Baasigny. HcMt 
-De I'Eou-de-Franee (French Crown.pieoe); 
de I'Arbre d'Or (Golden Tree); de \tk Foste. 
Popniatton, 6,000. Chief town of depart- 
ment BAme, on a ridge of the Mama where the 
Snlse Joins. It grew out of a castle built by the 
Counts of Champagne, wsa fortified by Louis 
XII., and is known for the treaty signed here by 
the Allies against Napoleon, 18U. Some parts 
of it are well built; but there is little worth 
notice. Among the buildings are the Hdtel de 
Ville, which has a bust of Henry IV.; the 
palais de Justice, the college, with a good portico 
to the chi4)el{ library of 85,000 volumes, and* 
cabinet of natural history, ho4>ital, theatre, 
fountainB, made Xsj Cordier de Bgziers, and a 
triumphal ardi b^un by Napoleon, but finished 
by Louis XVIiL Bouchardon, the sculptor, and 
Lamoise, the Jesuit, are natives. Manufkctures 
of druggeti, gloves of good quality, cutlery, ftc. 
The falls of the Blame are 1 klL off.

From Chaumont, up the Mame, on the road 
to VesouU you pass 
VssaACfxs (17 kU.). 

Lahous (18 Idl.), an ancient town, sous-pre- 
fecture, bishopric^ &c., and seat of the cutlery 
trade^ on a hill side by the Mame^ which here 
runs through a cultivated pkin, 1,457 feet above 
the sea, on which that river, with the Aube, 
the Meuse, &c., take their rise. It is the roman 
Langonwnf and there is yet a triumphal arch 
in the west wall, built about 240, by the Emperor 
GordJan. Tbo old ronumssque cathedral of the 
^tfintatb ceaturj, lus a modern front, and a fine 
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view flrom the top. A Ubraiy of 30,000 toIi 
at the Hdtel de ViUe, and a mnaana lA St. 
Didier*s old diurdu U baa two theatres, a 
ooUege^ priestil' seminary, &c. A walk throng 
the Belle Fontaine promenade leads to the Fon- 
taine de la Grenouille, among large trees. 
Diderot was a native. The cutlery aoade here 
is of a superior kind. JSbtds— De la Potte* 
FEuropc^ &c Population, 8,700. 

IBourbonne-Ut-Baiiu (42 Idl. north^ast^ vid 
Montigny), in d^tartment Bairte-Mame^ in 
a pleesant ipot ^ere the Apance andBoma 
meet, is noted for itibaths,calIedLaFoBtalno 
and Grand Bassin, useftil in oases of rheu- 
matism, paralysis, scrofula. &c , and much 
flrequented between June and October. It 
has a military hospital, with 600 beds^ and 
an establishment for civilians, eontaining 
60 baths, besides assembly ro<Mns, &c. Both 
the baths and living are moderate. Fopuhu 
tion, 8^900. J7ote{«~I>u Commeroe; dee 
Vosges.] 
Fatl-Billot (27 kiL) has a good cutlery trade. 
PoRT-sua-SAoms (24 Idl.), on the Sadne, has 
a trade in iron, cattle, &c., and remains of a 
castle on an island near the bridge. 
At 13 klL further is 

Vbsottl. Hotds—De la Madeleine; de la 
Cigogne (Stork) ; de I'Aigle Noir (Black Eagle). 
Population, 6,000. This small aipital of depart- 
ment Haute -Sadne (once part of Francbe Co'mt^) 
in the valley of the Durgeon, belonged to the 
Besangon archbishops, the Duke of Burgim^y, 
&c., and after suffering in the wars of the six- 
teenth and seventeenth centuries, was Joined to 
France by the peace of Nimwegen, 1678. The old 
walls are gone, as well as its impregnable castle, 
which stood on La Motte, a peak 1,320 feet high to 
the top, covered with vineyards^ and conmiandihg 
a noble prospect. Most of the buildings are mq- 
dem,— the oldest being the church, built about 
1750, with a square tower, and an ancient tomb. 
The prefecture was built 1822; in the libiaty 
are 23,000 vols., with a museum ; there are also 
public baths, a sella de spectacle, cavalry bar- 
racks (built 1777), a priests* school, pephiiere or 
nursery, &c. Trade in wine, grain, &c.

Luxeuil or Loxen (30 kil.)* is another place 
for mineral baths.

CAUconnsn (11 kil.) on the Durgeon, near 
several grottoes and iUls. 

LvBB (18 kil) a sous-prefecture, in depart- 
ment Haute-Sadne (population 8,250), oa the 
wide marshy plain of the Oignon, was once a 
strong place^ and had an abbey of the seventh 
century, parts of which, in the Grand Rue or High 
street (where many large houses are seen) are 
nsed for the mairie, theatre^ &c. The oollege 
is a large building, as is the Hdtel de ViUe^ built 
1336. Frequent markets and fairs are held. 
Campaqnsy (18 kii.) on the Rohain, a niining

IMericourt (16 kU. south) on the little river 

Lnsonne, a bustling village of 3,000 persons 

diiefly Protestants, who use the nave of the 

ohurdi, whUe the CathoUcs take the ohoir. 

It has several old houses, and the castle of 

the dukes of Wurtemburg, who <rt>talned it 

1561, along with Montbeliard.] 

BiLvoBT, or Bitort (U kU.) where the road 

from Besan^on (see Route 80) and five other 

high roads fall in, making It a good place for 

trade, Is a sous-prdfsctare of 6,600 souls, and a 

first dass fortress, in a healtby part of the Sa- 

vonrenst, between the Voages and Jura moun- 

tAins.

U it diiefly in the flamboyant (pointed) style, and 
much admired for its regularity, fine portals, 
oniaments, columns, figures, &c., and espedaUy 
tha large number of richly stained windows. 
The altar is simple bat grand, and has near it 
figures of the patron Saint, Bishop Amyot, the 
translator of Plutarch, and Bishop Colbert, bro- 
fiier of that mhiister. St. Bnaebiua' and St. Pe- 
ter's dinrdiea bear marks of the nnnanesque 
tt^e, corresponding to our norman. St Ger- 
main's Abbey (now part of the Hdtel de Ville) 
oorered the relics of above sixty saints, inclu- 
ding the one also commemorated by the Parisian 
dhnrch of St. (Germain I'Auxerrois, and it holds 
the tombs of the old counts. 

fidtel de Ia prefecture was the bishop's palace. 
At the bibliothdque, or pubUc library, are 15,000 
vols., 200 MSS., and Baron Denon's collection 
<if medals, &c. The dock tower, on a gate 
near the old house of the dukes of Burgundy 
was made 1670, and marks solar and mean time, 
with the dianges of the moon. There are also a 
large foundry, hospital, college, theatre, baths, 
barracks^ and botanic garden. Trade in wine, 
atpetit ffin d'Auxerre (used to flavour Burgundy), 
Chablia (white), C3te de la CMnette and C6U 
de la MSgrine (both red); timber for casks, a 
few woollens, &c.

Chateau Chiroh (about 130 kil. or 84 miles 
from Avallon), a small sou8-pr6fecture, on a 
mountain about 1,900 feet above sea level, in the 
midst of woodland, near the source of the 
Tonne. The air though healthy is diarp and cold 

Autun (37 Idl.) on the Arronz, where seven 
roads meet, is a sous-prefecture, in department 
Sadne-et-Loire, a bishopric, &c., remarkable for 
its roman remains. Tou may also reach it by 
way of Beaune* on the Lyons rail, from which 
it is 50 to 60 kil. It was the roman Bibmcie or 
Augustodunumf one of the chief places in Gaul, 
and was burnt by the Saracens about 780. The 
present town is on a slope, under three hills 
(Mont Drad or Druid, Mont Jeu or Jove, andMont 
Cenis which has a lake supplying the town ^th 
water) occupying about one-third of the old rite, 
within the ancient walls, which are solid and en- 
tire in most parts, and about 3J miles round. 

Two gates out of four are left, of , arches on 
arches, with pilasters, &c. One is Porte St Andr6 
close to St. Andrew's Church; the other and the 
best, Porte d* Arroux, or Porta Senoniea, is 63 ft. 
by 46, and leads over the river, past the site (cir- 
cular) of the Temple of Pluto to the mouth of 
the Tarenai, which Joins the Arroux here, and is 
crossed by a sort of bent Roman Bridge or cause- 
way of 17 arches, above 300 feet long. Between 
this and the bridge of St. Andoche, on the ChaU' 
mar or Campus Martins, stands another relic, the 
Temple of JanuSf a square pile, of which three 
sides remain, 56 feet long, 72 high. The Mar- 
chau is the Martiale Forum at the centre of the 
old town where the two leading roads met. 
Place de Ladre in the VQle, or lower town, has 
around it the rites only of the Emperor's palace, 
the temples of Hercules, Apollo, and Minerva, 
the baths, the Menian schools, &c. 

In the upper town, or Chateau (where the capitol 

stood), Is St. Lazare, or Lazarus Cathedral, having 

a fine crocketed spire, four quaintly carved pillars 

In the entrance, a good dioir, statues of Prerident 

Jeaurin, &c. An ionic fountain adorns the 

l>tace (square) in front. Other buildings are the 

priests' seminary, a large pUe; the College and 

public JlbrarjTf hnring many rare books, a mu- 

scum, Ac. 



The tower of Francis I« is a ruin ; the ruins 
also of the roman theatre and amphitheatre 
are virible, inride the old walls (to the east) 
and traces of the naumachia (a hollow), Ue 
without.

ToussaintrOuverture were confined. Neufchitel, 
on that kke, is 16^ leagues (about 66 kil.) to the 
north-east, down the picturesque Val Trarers.

At the north end of 
the town, near the <dd castle of Montmorot, are 
the Puits des Salines (salt springs), rising Into a 
great pit 66 feet deep, whence the brine ia carried 
by pumps and wooden gutters to vast buildings toe 
filtering and boiling it. About 20,000 quintals 
(of 100 lbs. each) are made. There is a good 
trade also in iron, wood, wine, eanz-de-Tie, 
Gruydre cheese, &c.

memory of General Joubert ; » statue of Bichat 
the surgeon, by David, in the Bastion promenade ; 
Botre Dame church, in the gothic and renais- 
sante styles; the Hdtel de Yille ; the halle au 
bl6 (com market), a circular building; public 
library of 19,000 Tolumes; college or school; 
museum of antiquities; and a large hospital 
outside the town. Near the last is the fine church 
of Broti, built in the fiftemth century by Marga- 
ret of Austria, whose motto * Fortune, fortune, 
fortune* is repeated all oyer it It contains many 
specimens of arabesque and other carvings, stain- 
ed windows, and tombs of the dukes of Savoy, 
whose castle was at Bourg, besides eight or nine 
religious houses. JLalande the astronomer was 
bom here. 

Manufactures of linens, cotton thread, sOk 
stockings, leather; and a trade in wine, corn, 
live stock. Good poultry is got here.

An andent fbrtifled town, diief place of de- 
partment Isdre^ head of a diocess, and of a mitt* 
tary division, flndy seated on the rapid Isdre 
(wixidi outsit in two), under ahffly ridge 900 feet 
above sea, called Mont BacheL The beat view of < 
it is from this ridge, wiilch commandsalso apro- 
pectof SOIeagoes, anderenof BCentBlanc. TIm 
Draojofais the Isdre^ near the town. The old pro* 
vinoe of Dauphin£, of whSdi it %ras the capMalt 
took its name from the ddpMn or Dauphin, bomt - 
in the arms of its old counts and their Buooessanb 
the eldest eons of the reigning khigs. 

It was called Cularo by tlie Bomans, tin the 
Emperor QratUn ohan«ad It to av«M<MMii««fc»>: 
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old Will flood, below the ridge jnetintiitiotied, 
wWdi cenks the new eitadd on it, endoiiog a 
Idece of the old Bastille. Twolnidget(onea8us. 
pension bridge) Join this to the Bonne or largest 
half on the south side, which has some good 
houses (en the quays) and streets ; In general* 
the streets are narrow.

The college or high sdiool^ the public 
library of 60,000 vols, and 600 MSS , are in the 
same building with the museum, which besides 
pictures, minerals^ &c., has statues of Condillac, 
Biably, Vaucanson ,who were all natives, as were 
Casimer P^rier, Baruaye, Rollin (?) ; Is w^ as 
one of Bayard *le chevalier sans peur et sans 
reproche' (the knight without fear or stain) who 
was bom near here. There are an artillery 
school, schools of medidne, &c., two priests' 
seminaries, theatre, &c. The fortifications as 
planned by Vanban and General Hazo, rmder 
this frontier town a place of great strength. It 
is liable to inundations in wet seasons. Bev» 
M. Fermand is protestsnt pastor here. 

Manu£Ebcturers of good gloves^ cottons, cheese, 
liqueurs, leather; and a trade in marbles, fir 
timber, walnut tree (for furniture). &o. Two 
dtisens here in the year 1863, invmted a 
machine which sews gloves perfectly, and Is likely 
to producea complete revolution in glove-making. 
Hitherto the manufacturers have not been able to 
fDi^Iy the demand for want of worianen.

(16 kU.); to Sisteron (33 kil.), on the road 
Gap to SCarseilles (see Boute 24). 

From Grenoble, on the road to Gap (87 kIL) 
and Nice, you pass (up the Drac, with Claix and 
its single-arched bridge of 140 feet on the ti^xt^ 
and the mineral waters of St. Martin d'Vriago 
on the left) to 

YniLLB (18 kil.) an old military station on 
the Romanche, with a chfiteau built 1610-20, hy 
the Constable Lesdiguidres, nearly burnt, 1825, 
but since restored by the fiunily of Casimir Pe^ 
rier, the French statesman, who have established 
a print fiBMtory in it. Here the States of Dauphin^ 
met, 21st July, 1788, to address Louis XYL pre- 
Vious to the revolution. Population, 3,100. 

Laffrey, or Lafrey (7 kil.) is near the spot 
where the troops sent from Grenoble to capture 
Bonaparte on his way to Paris, 1816^ came over 
to him, upon his crying out ' If any one wMmi 
to kill his emperor, let him fire,' at the same 
time opening his breast to them, as represented 
inthe well-known picture of this scoie. Lahed- 
oy^re (who was shot for it), joined him soon after. 
All this road is full of recollections of his maroh. 
La Murb (14 kil.), a village of 3,600 naiU 
makers, &c. 
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,Aici8tle» which it %6Q0 fe«t above fea leyel, and 
itrikfcDgly ihflvod. 
( To the east it La SaUtte mountain, noted in 
the present day for a pretended )H>pearanoe 
of the Virgin Mary, in September, 1846. 
She shewed herself they say, to two shop- 
herd eliildren of the oonntry, on a rock, now 
marked by the prints of her feet, and by a 
* miraculous' siting, tlie water of wMdi is 
sold to pilgrims, who flock here, and for 
whose use a chapel has been built.

Popu- 
lation, 8,800. The chief town of department 
I&utes-Alpes, seat of a diocess, &o., in the old 
province of Dauphin^, was the roman Vapm- 
cum, afterwards the capital of Gapengoise, 
which belonged first to the Counts of Porcal- 
quier, then to the bishops. It stands on the 
Bonne and Laye, about 2,400 feet above sea» 
in a fertile hoUow, among hills; some bare, 
others covered with vineyards. The streets are 
narrow and poor. It has a small gothic cathedral, 
a proteetant chapel, priests' seminary, library 
and museum, good barracks^ a dstem against 
fire, and the marble cflBgy (by Richier), of the 
Constable Lesdignidres (who was bom at St. 
Bonnefl^ on the Drao), at the prtfeoture. 
Napoleon stopped here on his way fh>m Elba. 
Farel, the reformer, was bom at Fareau or 
Farel (12kil.) to the north of this, on the Buaon, 
under Bsyard's mountain. A few cottons and 
linens are made, and a trade carried on in grain, 
cattle, wine, leather.

The 
roman Dina or Dinio, os^ital ot department 
Basses-Alpes, In Dauphind, seat of a bishopric^

Durance. The oldest part, with its narrow 
steep streets, is on a rock, below whidi to the 
Boulevard Gassendi (so called after Gassendl, 
bom in thto neighbourhood), whore the best 
houses are placed, with a fountain ; another to in 
Gonrs des Arrets Notre Dame church to above 
the town, near the prison. The prefecture was 
the bishop's palace; other buildings are the 
library of 3^000 volumes, college, seminary, bar- 
racks, theatre, &o. Some remains of the old 
cathedral, with traces of wall painting, are on 
the Barcelonnette road (to the north). About 
2 kU. off are some mineral springs, useful In 
rheumatism, paralysis, &c. The BlgnoUee 
prunes are grown round thto place.

Frbjcs (15 kfl.), the seat of a dtoeees, in 
a pleesant open a^ot near the month of the 
Argioib on the Mediteranean, was the Formn 
JvHU (whence the name oomes) of Angnstos 
Cnsar, who made it a eokniyfbr the third legion, 
and the station tot the fleet taken at Acdnm. 
Its decay was completed by the rayages of the 
Saracens, &c., and the filling of the port. 

St. Etienne's norman cathedral of the twelfth 

century has some roman stones in it^ and an eight- 
sided bH^istery on granite pillars : the bishop's 
house is gothic. Various prooAi of the ancient 
imp<»tance of Frq}us are left ; among theae are<- 
parts of the waUs ; an oval drcus of stone and 
brick (about 650 fiset round); and the Porte 
Doric or gold gate wbidi led to the harbour

Briaksoh (4 leagues), a soos-prlrftetare in 
department Hautes-Alpes, and a ^ety starong 
military flrontier town of the flrst-daM^ on ^b» 
Durance, where the Ouisanne and Olarte Join U^ 
stands (about 6,900 feet above the sea), in aa 
amphitheatre of heights, crowned wl^ seven 
forts, the highest of which is 2^800 feet abore the 
lower ones. Zig-zag ways lead te them, and 
they communicate by tunnelled gaUeriea. A 
triple line of walls surround it; the streeta ere 
very steep and irregular ; a bridge of 130 feet span 
crosses the deep bed of the Clair^e, built 1634. 
It was the roman BriffonUum Vionf, and forms 
the key of France on this side of the Alpa, 
Population 4,350. Trade in bams, mules, she^ 
&c. The manna was considered one of the 
* wonders' of Dauphin^. Hotel—Be la Paix. 

From this you come to La Vachette, at the foot 
of MotU Genivre (11,790 feet Ugh), on the other 
elde of which rises one head of the Po. Thence 

BouBO MoNT.GxHSVBB (2 Icagucs), a small 
place of 400 souls, where the douane or frontier 
custom-house is placed. There is a pillar to Xa- 
poleon here, 65 feet high, and a hospice founded 
by Humbert II., and rebuilt 1804. By this route 
Charles YHI. entered Italy, 1494, and BeDeisle 
and his army, 1747. The first place on the 
Italian side is Cesanne ; on to Turin is 26 leagu.es 
from BrianQon. 

From Brian^on, as above, you pass 

La Bessxb (17 kit.), near ^eVal Louise (which 
leads up the lof^ Mont Pelvouz, to the west), and 
near also a cave called Baume des Vaudoisi 
where 8,009 of these suffering worthies were 
smothered or slain by Charles VIH., in 1488. 

La RoeHB (7 kU.), leads into Val Frearinilre, 
where Feliz Neff is buried. He lived chie4y at

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Plan db Poazy (10 kil.)t ^^ ^* Durance, 
wh«ro th« Gull joins it, Is near Mont Dauphin, 
which has a strong frontier fortress, by Vanban. 
Up the GuQ, through the ralley of Queyras you 
eome to Guilieetra, whore English prisoners were 
confined in the war. Then to Yeyerandthe 
deep gorge of Chapelne. Further on, to the 
Tillage of yuie-yieille, opposite the Fort de 
Queyras, which stands most picturesquely on a 
peak by itself in the midst of snowy heights. 

Val d'Artieuz, Yal yeran,&<i., which stretch 
around thls^ are consecrated by the labours of 
Fdix Nef, among the Protestant Yaudois (f e. 
▼alley people), who hare for ages made this de- 
solate region their aqrlum. He was like Fletcher, 
while Oberlin in some respects resembled Wes- 
ley. At the head of the Guil are AiguiUe, Abries, 
Ristolas, and Mont Yiso and its glaciers, 13,840 
feet high, on the ItaUan border, round which 
are passes into Piedmont to La Torre, &c., the 
* ancient fold ' of the Yaudois. 

At 16 kil. further is 

Embruit, as in the Route bdow (36a).

Distance, 31 kil., or 19 miles. 
Gap as in Route 34. 

Choroes (7 kil.) was a town of the Caturiges, 
and has traces of a roman fort, with other signs 
of their occupation, and a church on the site of 
a temple of Diana. Here a road of 17 leagues 
turns off to Gap, vid St. Yincent, where the 
road to Barcelonnette joins it. 
IBarceUmnette (about 86 Wl. flrom Chorges) 
Is a 80us-pr6fecture in department Basses* 
Alpes, on the ITbaye, and is one of the pret- 
tiest and best built places in this part. It 
was founded 1230, by Raymond, Count of 
Provence. In the Place, near the old dock- 
tower, is a fountain In honour of Manuel, 
with an inscription from B€ranger, the 
poet, signifying that *ann, head, and heart, 
were all found in him.' Population, 2,800. 
Hoteli—Liowii Maurin.] 
A road leads hence across the Savoy border, 
for about 66 leagues, on to Genoa. 

Embrun (24 kil.)) a sous-prefecture and forti- 
fied town, among the hills, on the top of a rock, 
over the Durance, and called by the Romans, 
Eirrodtmum, It waa tb9 teat of an archblaliop^ 
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and has Mdtre Dame gothie cathedral, which 
bears a good norman sphre, and had the image 
of our Lady of Embrun, so much reverenced by 
her pious servant, Louis XI. The palace, now 
a barrack, is dose to the old tower called Tour 
Brune. A house of correction supplants the 
seminary for the Jesuits. Trade in wine, fruit, 
cattle, &c. Population, 4,600. 

Chatbauroux (8 kil.), a village in a fine spot 
where the Grave falls in. Still ascending the Du- 
rance, you come to Mont-Dauphin fort (16 kiL), 
and La Roche, to the left of which towards Monte 
Yiso, a road passes leading to Yal de Queyras 
and Yal d'Arvieux, the andent settlements of 
the Plrotestant Yaudois, where Felix NefP la- 
boured (««« above. Route 36). By way of 
Briangon, the distance firom Embrun to Turin 
over the Alpine passes is about 40 leagues.

The old square 
shaped town, with its dirty streets^ half- 
ndned walls, and six gates, is on one side of 
the Cours Orbitdles, or High Street, which has 
DaTid of Angcr^ statue of King Ren^, three 
founti^ns (one of warm water), and the statues 
of Portalis and ffimeon, placed there 1847. Out- 
side ttie town are the mineral springs, called the 
Pontine da Bextius, with a bathing house ; the 
season for using them is from BCay to October ; 
and they are beneficial in cases of rheumatism, 
paralyBis, ddn diseases, &c. Fonntalna and 
granite pillars ornament the prindpal sqaares ; 
Vlace des nr£cheurs has an eagle on the top; 
that in Place do la Madeleine, an eagle and four 
Hens, wititi medalttons of Caius Seztus, Charles 
in. count of FroTcnoe, Louto XV. and Looia 
XVm. ; another oaHed Fontaine des Quatre 
DaaphioB^ in the Gerto, sponta out warm water 
for the use of tha washerwaoMn.

At St. John's gotirie eimn^ nhiA bdonged 
to a priory of Malta, and was built 1231, by Ray.

of Provenoe (restored 1828), soaaa paintings, and 
a good dock.tower 213 feat high. St. Made- 
leine Is 200 fret long, and adorned with ysrieus 
paintingi^ one being by Albert Durar. 

There are fire or six other dmrdias and cha- 
pels. At tha Hdtd da VUISb buUt 186% are 
Conston's statue of Marshal Villars, and a large 
and raluable library of 100,000 rols., chiefly the 
gift of the Marquto da M^)anes» and 1,100 MSS., 
with busto and urns; thatof Vauyenargnaaisby 
Ramns^ a natiye artist. Near it is a dodi tower 
boUt 1611^ with a dock and figures moved by 
maeUnery. The old priory o(mtaina a museum 
of roman and greek antiquities, besides a gallery 
of pictures, among which are Gros's Night of the 
20th March at the TuUerieSk ForMn^s Siege of 
Granada, &e. Opposlto tha fountahi of St. 
Louis, is the sdiool of arta et metiers (trades). 
The new PalaU de JusUee is a large buflding, 
worth notice, with the prisons dose bedde it, 
standing on the site of the old seat of the Co«nts 
of Proyence, where tha parliament of Aix used 
to meet. It has also public granaries^ barracks, 
three hospices, a salle de spectacle, coUege, &c. 

Among the eminent men it has inroduced are 
Adamson andToumefort the natuna}stB;ranloai, 
ForbtaH and Granet the painters; Marqjuk dTAr- 
gens (brother of President Boyer), the friend 
of Frederick the Great; Entrecasteauz, the na- 
vigator ; and C«Q«n2L ¥LV(»^a&a.

After 28 kil. more, tlirough the volcanic country

lie IPtLYf 77 kil. or 48 miles from St. Etienne, 
fiot«I«—Du Palais Boyal* de Milan; desAm- 
boasadeurs ; du Commerce. Population 16,000. 
Capital of department Haute-Loire, (formerly of 
Velay in Auvergne), seat of a diocess, &c., near 
the roman Beussio, was at one time called Ville 
d* Anis, and Xhea Puy or Pue^, i. e. a peak, from 
the volcanic mountidn, on whose north and west 
eidM it lies, sloping in a remarkably picturesque 
way towards the Borne, which valley Joins those 
of the Dolaison and Loire dose by. This co. 
nical peak, in the midst of a obde of other rugged 
volcanic hills covered with vineyards, &c., is 
2,484 feet above the sea, or 460 above its spread- 
faig base; from which the lava-built bouses with 
their tiled roo£s rise in tiers, past the Cathedral, 
the gardens of the seminary, &c., to the top 
called the Boche de Comeille, and crowned by 
the ruined castle. From the Pont St. Jean, the top 
offers a rough likeness to Henry IV., with his 
aquiline nose, moustache, and beard. On the 
east of Mont d'Anis, is a sharp peak of volcanic 
breccia, nearly 300 feet high, called L'AiguiUie 
or L^AigttiUe (the needle), on which is the little 
spire chapel of St. Biichel, seemingly inaccesible, 
but reached by a spiral of 218 steps, and built in 
the norman style of the tenth century. Below« 
between the peaks, is the * temple of Diana,' a 
little seven-sided norman built diapel of St. 
Clair, now used as a bam or a theatre. From 
the position of the town, the streets are too 
irregular and steep for carriages; they are 
paved with lava. One old gate has great maohico- 
lated towers on each side. A flight of 12U 
broad steps brings you up to the 

Cathedral^wbicib. stands withits t>ack to the rock, 
aad if built of hm, in a half norman stslo ; it 



has two pillars of red ptrphjrj in. front, anisola* 
ted pyramidal spire and low towers, a nave <4 
three aisles on great pillars^ good carved pulpiti 
a painting of the Innocents, a carving on wood of 
St. Andrew's martyrdom, and an altar of divers 
oolours, on which stands an obony image of the 
Virgin in gold brocade, brought they saj firom 
Egypt, by St. Louis on his return firom the Cru- 
sades 1264 ; a gift which produced many pre- 
tended miracles, besides an abbey and convents, 
and many royal visits. The bishop was by cus- 
tom, president of the States of Velay. 

A large priests' seminary and the hospitalstand 
near the cathedral; at the college, (which has a 
chapel with an Italian front) is a library of 5,000 
volumes. St. Laurent's great church in Lower 
town, near the bridge,contains the modem eflBgies 
of Duguesdin, copied firom those destroyed by the 
Baron des Adrets.when he and his fierce calvinistB 
attacked the town. A new Hdtel de Ville Is la 
Place des Breuil ; and at the museum is a collec- 
tion of pictures, roman antiquities, minerals, 
and fossils. «^- 

Manufactures of blond and cotton lace, 
woollen goods, leather, skins for wine hot* 
ties, muleteers' hats, and bells, &c.

Among the various ottjeets of notice in the 
neighbourhood (of which the Roche de Comeille 
commands a fine prospect,) are the Orgues d'Es* 
palley (west), the chilteaux of Folignac, St. Vidal, 
and Loudes (north-west), chllteau of Ceyssac 
(south-west), Roche Rouge or red rock (east), 
the cavcrnes de Fees, the lac de Limagne, and 
numerous volcanic peaks. 
IPdUgnae (8 kil.), a village near the Borne, 
round the base of a basalt mass^ crowned by 
the fine keep and round towers of the ruined 
castle of the Folignac family, which stands 
on the site of a temple of Apollo (ApoUoni- 
cum, whence the present name), and was 
destroyed at the revolution. Its seigneurs 
were styled ' Kings of the Mountains*.— At 
18 kil. beyond this, up the river, near AUI- 
gre, is the Cratdre or Ddme de Bar, a per- 
fect crater, 1,590 feet diameter and 127 deep, 
the sides being planted with beeches. 
Orgues dEspaUp (2 m.west of Puy),on theBome 
is a striking pyramidal masa of bssal&^^SSaaa.

From Mendd, on the road to Ro^ez and Albf 

you pass 

Basiac (9 miles), on the Lot; 10 kil. to the 
north-west of which is Mcurw^la, a Bous-pr€fee- 
ture of nearly 4,000 people, in the valley of the 
Colagne; It was nearly destroyed by the royal 
forces under the Due de Joyeuse^ 1686, but re- 
stored by Henry IV, and well built. The springs 
about have a good dyeing quality* 

Chaitac (7 kil.), on the Lot, has remains of 

druid stones near it, and, upon the cliffb above^ 

an old ch&teau of the bishops of Mende. 

[8 kil. to the north-east, on the Colagne, at

MnMAVf or Millau (30 kH.), a sous-prtfecture 
in Aveyron, of 9,500 souls, in a pretty part of the 
Tarn, suffered in the Albigensian wars, and was 
one of the first to accept the reformed faith in 
1534> When the marriage of the Benedictine prior 
widi the Abbess of Arpajouie took place hwe. 
General assemblies were frequently held in the 
town, and it is still chiefly protestant; the pas- 
tors being the Rey. MM. 0. Boube and F. 
MalRre. The stone bridge was re-built 1817; a 
suspension bridge is of later date ; there are good 
walks about. Good ewe-milk cheese (called 
Roquefort), gloTCs, vellum, thread, &c., are made. 
Generals Sarret and Solignac were natires. 

At 55 kil. to the north-west is Rodei (««« 
Route 62). The road to Montp6lIier tarns off 
to the south-east (Route 45 a). 

St. ArrniQca, or St. Frio (28 kil.)* a sous- 
prtfecture of 6,800 persons, in a rocky part of 
the Sorgue, has many old gothio nouses, and 
parts of Che walls, built 1357, but which t^ouis 
XIII. dismantled for its attachment to protes- 
tantism. An old hospital is used for the mairie, 
and stands opposite the new palais de Justice. 
The neighboiirmg hills are covered with vine- 
yards and orchards. tGkx>d cloth is made^ and it 
has a trade in cheesy wooV &c. Rev. MBC 
Mason and Amicd are protestant pastors here. 
[At 12 kil. south-south-east, are the warm 
mineral sulphur waters of S&vands (104° 
tempOTature), whidi are used from June to 
September. — About 6 kfl. south-west of this, 
near the little vfliage of Pont-de-Oamarfts, 
en the Dourdon, are the cold *eauz- 
gazeuses,' or carbon c acid gas springs of 
Andabre and Prugnes, which taste some- 
thing like soda-wker.]

south-east is Belmont, on the slant of a rosk onr 
the Ranee, with a good qpire to its dmrdb.

Population, 6,000. This small capital of depart- 
ment Arddche (the old Vioatrais), in a hilly spot, 
i^ere two little streams Join the Oua^ve^ among 
vineyards and silk works^ was an ok! fortified 
town, taken, for its attachment to protestantism, 
in 1629, after eight weekiT siege^ by Louis XIII., 
the walls razed, and the garrison put to the 
sword. Some old houses are seMi, and the mo- 
dem streets are well laid out. It contains a oa- 
tholio church, lupotestant temple (on the eaakle 
site), palais de Justice, with a four-oohtmn 
portkio; college for 200; bibliothdque of 2,000 
vols.; large new prison, and hospital. Silk goods, 
leather, oU, spirits, j«c., are made. Rev. 8. Via- 
cens is protestant pastor. 
[^Antraigues (20 kil. west-south-west) is finely 
seated at the Volane's bead, among forests 
of chesnuts, &c , on masses of basalt and 
beds of lava, which were thrown out by the 
neighbouring volcanoes; especially one called 
Coup d'Akao, having a regularly shaped 
crater, now fiUed up by trees. The moim- 
tains of Meseno, Gerbier-de-Jonas, and other 
peaks of the Cevennes are in view.] 
AuBBKAB (30 kil.), a dep6t for the silk trade 
of the Arddche (populaticm, 4,800), among the 
volcanic peaks of the Cohron mountains, covered 
with vines, olives, mulberries, &o., standing on a 
hill over the river Arddche^ above which rise its 
spire and domed (diurcheS} and the towers of its 
Hdtel de Ville, once a castle of the Omano and

JoTSUSE (8 kil.), on the Drobie, a branch of 
the Ardeche.

river worms itself tlirough caves and around 
masses of rock of the most fantastic shape 
(some regular cubes) ; while the banks on 
both sides in one part rise at an angle of 46° 
by immense steps, made by the wearing 
awM^ of softer maaaeB ot rode.— At Vallon:

ing above 200 feet above the water, ^ad 40 
feet wide. It has been used from roman 
times; Louis XIIL built a fort to oommAnd 
the pass; and cottages stand hard by it. 
In the neighbourhood is the Gouffire (or 
gulf) de la Goule, a savage valley or pass 
between the Usdge mountains.] 
Jalsz (U kil.), near the Chassctae, where the 
road to Yillefort and Mende^ in Losdre, tarns off. 
St. Ambkoix (12 kil.), on the Cdse, in depart- 
ment Gard. 

At 19 UL ftirtber (south-west) is Alais, on the 
Nismes railway; or 34 kil. to tlie 8oath..eaat ii 
Uses, whence it is 20 kiL to Nismcs (sm Bootes 
43 and 44). 

ROUTE 43. 
Avignon to Beancalre (Port du Gabd), 
JWlnies, Hontpellier, Cette, Nar- 
bonne (Toulouse), PerplgnaD* maA 
Spnin. 

Distance, about 140 kll. to MontpeDier, and 
140 more to Perpignan ; making about 280 Ul. or 
174 mUes. 

By rail to Tarascon, Nhnes, Mon^ellier, Cette* 
four trains a-day, but not tlirough; and not 
ftster than 18 or 20 miles an hour. There ia a 
delay, therefore, at some of these places. 
AviONON, as in Route 24. 
Tarascon (21 kil.) in the same route, whence 
the branch line to Nimes tiums oflf; on a viaduct 
across the Rhdne, the l>anks of which so far ara 
picturesque. About twenty stations hence to 
Montpellier. 

Beaucaikk (— kil.) across the Rhone, which 
haa an old Provencal castie on the rocks aborab 
Is noted for a commercial Fair, lasting flrom 
22nd to 29th July, and attended by merdianta 
flrom all parts of the MAditerranean. As many 
as 300,000 people are sometimes collected. The 
old carved Hdtel de Montmorency deserves 
attention. An old bridge of l>oats here has t>een 
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hanging on four bends, each 426J^ feet long. It 
is the torgeet in France, and ranks next to 
Menal, which is itself second to that of Fribourg, 
by the same architect (Cludley)* 

The Anrelian way to Ntmes and Spain went 
through this place, the ancient Ugamvtm, A 
canal runs down to the sea below Aigues Mortes^ 
in connexion with the Canal du Midi. 
[At 16 kil. north-north-west, and 31 west of 
ATignon, by road to Ntanes^ you pass La 
Foux, on the Oard or Garden, 1 tdl. from 
the 
Pont du Oard, a noble roman remain, 
being part of the great aqueduct (17| miles) 
which carried the waters of the Aure to 
Mtmes ; and looking like a screen across the 
fiUsj. It is a mass 640 feet long and 138 
high, of three rows of art^es, one over the 
othery^the lowest, a row of 6 arches; the 
next, 11 of the same size ; the third, 25 small 
arches, having the water way above, where 
it ran 6} feet wide and deep. It was used as 
a road before a bridge was built, 1747, dose 
to the bottom of it. Bdng half-way between 
Avignon and Nismes^ it is common for pic- 
nic parties from both towns to meet here to 
pass the day.] 
Nismes or NiMES, 30 kil. from Tarasoon by 
rdlway. Hotels—'DvL Luxembourg, on the Es- 
planade; du Midi (the South); de Paris; du 
Louvre; de I'Europe; du Gard. Restaurant, 
Durand's, in Rue Notre Dame; the CafStare in 
Urand Cours and in the Esplanade. Population 
60,000, one-third of whom are protestants: 
there are 160,000 in the department. 

This old dty, the capital of department Gard 
(part of Lang^edoc), seat of a bishop, a protes- 
tant consistory, a college, &c.,is most remarkable 
for Its monuments of antiquity, such as the 
ampnltheatre, tower, maison carr6e^ &e., and 
atands in the dusty, unattractive, though fertile 
piam of the Vistre, near the Garrigue hills, or 
beginuing of the Cevennes range. Some think 
it was founded by the Marseilles Greeks; the 
Homans, however, who took it 121 b.o., and 
called it Nemautus, were its greatest beneflM^rs^ 
and, under Agrippa, built the baths, aqueduct 
Cfrom Pont du Gard), &c.; while Antonine, 
whose ancestors were natives, constructed the 



(720-7),and others, so reduced it by their ravages, 
that, in 1336, it had but 400 souls. It was a sort 
of republic, under consuls, &c., from 1226 till 
1666, when it was finally Joined to the crown. 
Charles VH. took it 1420. 

The old town or Cit6 is a heap of small dirty 
streets, surrounded by the GrandOours and the 
faubourgs of the modem town ; this Cours, on 
the site of the boulevards, is weU planted, and 
set off with ddightflil gardens. The best view of 
Nismes is trom the Ull near the barrado^ or 
from the Tour Magne, whioh overlooks a vast 
range of country. Many of the lowest streets 
are named after emperors and noted men, as 
Adrian, Vidalajudge, Badud and Petit the 
scholars, Saurin the divine, Traucatwho planted 
the first mulberries here, &c. Its later buHdings 
are not of much ooasequenoe. 

The cathedral, in the dt6, is an irregular pile^ 
with bits of all styles in it, from the byianllne 
downwards ; the oldest part near the tower being 
of the eleventh century (the base, they say, 
was part of a roman temple); the rest bdongs 
to the sixteenth and seventeenth centuries. It 
contahis a picture of the BH>tism, and tombs of 
Fiddlier and Cardinal Bemis. St. PaoTs^ in 
Place de la Madeleine, is a modem building, in 
the byzantlne style. The churches of the 
college, and of St. Bandile, are also seen, the 
latter having a good facade. There are two 
protest^nt churches, Grand and Petit Temple 
(a protestant church was founded as early w' 
1669 by G. Moget); and a synagogue in Rue 
Rousny. An Hdtel Dleu, founded 1318 by Ray- 
mond Rossi, was rebuilt 1830; Ridiard's large 
hdpital, for old people, foundlings, and lunatics^ 
wasfounded 168^ and enlarged 1811. Thepalair 
de Justice, in the classical style (after the Propy- 
lea at Athens), was built 1826, on the site of 
Plotinus's roman badlica, near the railway station 
and Cours Fenchdres. Maison oentrale de 
detention (house of detention) on the site of 
Vauban's dtadel and Fort de Rohan, serves for- 
13 departments, and has room for 1200. The- 
bibliothdque of 40,000 volumes and MSS., is: 
connected with the cabinet cf natural histofj" 
on the site of RecoUet's oonvent Is the theatre 
by Meunier, with an ionic portico. Not far from.

posed of two rows, of sixty equal arches each, 
in a plain taaoan or ctorie style, with a conioe 
between the rows, pilasters between the arches 
in the first row,and piUars between those ia the 
second; these ardiescommnnioate with the corri- 
dors and passages leading inside. Fourprmelpal 
entranoes frtmt the points of the oompass« that 
on tlie north being distinguished by a pediment 
and two oanred bulls.

story. There is no staircase or roof. Somethin]^ 
it was a roBsan watdi tower, others a mansolemn.

Out of ten roman gates in Hub andent walls^ 
two are left.

d<mied chfttean d'eau, faced with coriathian 
pillars, to which the water from St. Clementa 
is brought by an aqueduct, eight miles lon^ 
begun 1763, by U. Pitot, and distributed to 29 
fountains in the town — one of which, in Place da 
la Comedi, has a group of the Graoes. Thia 
aqueduct is mostly und» ground, but near 
the city, i# runs on an imposing douUe row 
of arches (183 arches in one row, 63 in the other), 
and at one point is 92 feet high. 

At a house in Place de Peyrou, is the IftisSa 
Fabre, a gift of Baron Fabre (pupil of Davi^ 
and who died 1837) to his native town ; it indudea 
prints, sketdies, medals, stotoei^ palnttnga^ 
(about 490) of the French, Italian, and Dnteh 
schools, and 26,000 booka» of which 16,000 ba- 
longed to his friend Alfleri ; and is open thriea 
a>week. Mluiy of the paintings are worth 
nodce; one among them is Sir J. Re«ynold/a 
* Toung Samuel,' a beautiful specimen. A school 
of design is connected with it. 

8U Pkr^t Cathedral is the largest and ugliest 
of all the ehurchea^ of which there are fow or 
Ave; it is 180 feet long, and has three towers, a 
porch curiously resting on two cyfindrical pillani 
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etatue of the Virgin, and paintings by Bourdon 
(■ Simon Magiu^)» Jean de Troy (* Healing of the 
cripplo')> and Ranc (* Power of the Keya')* Ndtre 
Dame dee Tables church, which belonged to the 
Jesuits, is now the college. 

Near the cathedral is the ancient machicolated 
Ec&te de Midecine, first founded, they say, by 
the Arabs (or Saracens), and seated in what was 
the bishop's palace. Among the objects in .it 
worth notice are, busts and portraits of eminent 
professors from the thirteenth century (besides a 
bronze of Hippocrates brought from Cos); the 
patched robe in which licentiates are dressed, 
once worn by Rabelais; the lecturer's seat in 
the amphitheatre (which holds 2,000) ; a marble 
piece of antiquity firom Nismes; a library of 
40,000 Yols., and 600 MSS. in various languages, 
including Tasso's plan of his * Jerusalem Deli- 
Yored,' and Queen Christina's papers; and a room 
of anatomical models in wax, chiefly from Italy, 
but some by Delpuech. The Botanical garden, 
where De Candolle lectured, is in this neigh- 
bourhood, and was begun by Richier de Belleyal 
1593, in the time of Henry IV.; it contatais 8,000 
plants, many being rare exotics^ and one, a 
Cyprus called the Tree of Montpelller. In one 
comer is a tablet to Nardssa, supposed to be 
Young's daughter-in-law, Mrs. Temple; she 
died of consumption, and was buried here, but 
the body was afterwards moyed to Lyons, to 
escape the bigoted fury of the populace. This 
town is still reckoned a great catholic strong- 
hold ; and the hatred of both parties is so great 
that they use different cafes and will hardly meet 
in society.— (Trollope's JmpressUma of a Wan- 
der&t). 

St. Eloi's hospital, with 500 to 700 beds in it, 
was founded as far back as 1188; the hospital for 
incurables was built 1682 ; an asylum for faisenses 
(lunatics), is near it. There is a prison for 460 
on the solitary system, opened 1844; also a new 
paktis de Justice. The public bibliothdqne has 
7,000 Tols. ; the theatre on the citadel esplanade 
is generally used as a bourse or exdiange ; the 
chamber of commerce is at the Hdtel St. C6me; 
the Tour do 1' Observance serves as a telegraph.

Arlks-sub-Tkor (5 UL) has the ancient 
churdi of St. Benoif s abbey (founded 778), in 
the porch of which is the grey marble tomb of 
two sahits, brought ftfxm Rome in the eleventh 
century. Population, S^OOO. 
[About 6 kil. west-north-west, up a brandi 
of the Tedi, is Corsavy, near a predpiee 886 
fset down; whence it is almost 10 kil. by 
mule-paths and serrated ridges, and hard 
dimbing to the top of 
Mont Ctmiffou, the highest peak of the East 
Pyrenees, 1,454 toises, or 9^298 feet above the 
sea, and visible 80 leagues round. It la 
oovered with snow seven months in tiie year, 
and shews signs of having been worked for 
minerals. The mountains in this quarter 
are not bare, but edged with forests of pines, 
oak, ash, diesnut, cork, &c.] 
Lb-Sauvbi7B-lb-Tboh (8 kil.). 
Prats-db-Mollo (6 kil.), a small fortified 
mountain post, strengthened by old gothio walls^ 
and La Garde fort, built by Vauban. Popula- 
tion, 8,600. A path leads over the ridge of the 
Pyrenees to Campredon, on the Spcmi^ side 
( 18 kfl.) on the river Ter. To the west, near 
the head of the Tedi, are the warm mineral 
waters of La Presto dose to the grotto of Britohos, 
and quarries of veined marble and breccia.

It began in a 
castle of which a part of two low battlemented 
towers are left; and has but one main street^ 
with a church, a protestant chapel (Rev. Mr.

About 12 kil. up the Tarn is Font Montvert, 
under Mont Loz^re, where the Camlsards mnr* 
dered the priest ChayU^ 1702, a cruel persecutor 
of the protestants, for which their leader ^-as 
burnt alive. Fope Urban V. was bom at Griaao 
near this.

Castrbs (27 kil.), a sous-pr6fecture in depart- 
ment Tarn, on the river Agout, which divides it 
trom Villegoudon, has beautiful promenades 
called Lices (lists, where tournaments were held), 
with an Hdtel de ViUe, built by Mansard, (where 
the public library of 7,000 vols, is placed), bar- 
racks for cavalry, public gardens, and the church 
of St. Benoit (formerly the cathedral), which 
contains paintings by Rldals, Lesueur, and 
Coypel. Among the natives was Bapin, who 
wrote the History of England. A logan stone 
Is to be seen in the neighbourhood. Population 
16,418. 

Rev. MM. Dejean and Dombre are protestant 
pastors here. Thriving manufactures of doth, 
linens, flannels, soap, leather, &c.; and a trade in 
these articles, paper, liqueunu confectionery. 
no*cJs — 'DvL Grand SoleU (Sun); du Nordi 
Sabairer. 
Albi is 39 kil. north of Castrea (see Route 62). 
PoYiLAUREXs, 20 kH. west of Castres, on the 
Toulouse road, belonged to the counts of Tou- 
louse, and was made a duchy in favour of Bldie- 
licu's niece . It stands on the top of a rock, and 
was fortified by the protestants, whose academy 
of sciences here waa suppressed by Louis XIV.

Caroassonne. J7oteZ«-.Bonnet ; Ndtre Dame; 
de I'Ange (Angel) ; St. Pierre ; St. Jean Bap* 
tiste. Population, 19,000, many of whom arf 
employed in the manufacture of fine woollens. 
A very old place, chief town of department Aude^ 
and seat of a diocess, college, tribunal, &c., in a 
fertile spot, near the canal du Midi, on the 
Aude, which divides the Clt€, or old town, firom 
the Basse VUle, or new town, and is crossed by 
a bridge. It was a station in OaUia Ulterior, in 
Csesar's time, and came to the Visigoths, the 
Saracens, and the counts of Toulouse. A 
figure of Dame Carcas, who they say founded 
the town, is shewn by the people. 

The modem part is well built, and watered by 
streams and foimtains; one, of Neptune and hia 
horses, is in Grande Place. The promenades 
are various (on the quay, &c.), and sheltered firom 
the keen winds which blow here. Among the 
buildings worth notice are the Hdtel de VUle; 
the prefecture and its large gardens, with a ro- 
man inscription to Numerian; library of 6,000 
vols, and museum; the bridge, whence you se« 
the Pyrenees ; the barracks, theatre, hossitaI% 
&c. St. Vincent's church contains much stained 
glass. 

In the eld Cit6, higher up, are the ruined walls 
and battlements of;the casUe, partly as old as 
the eleventh century, which the Blaek Prince 
tried to take, 1356. St. Nasaire's (Nazarius) 
Cathedralj near It, is a small but good building 
of the eleventh century, partly in the uorman 
style, with well-stained windows, and the broken 
tomb of Simon do Montfort (Earl of Leicester), 
who besieged the town when held by tiie Albi- 
genses, 400 of whom he burnt alive. A small 
branch canal, carried over the rlvsr Ftewsji&V^'^i.

Six gates 
In the ruined walls lead up to the tower, 
whidi k>oks lilce the Eddystone lighthouse, 
and is 101 feet high, and 9 to 4 thick. It 
has been restored and commands a good 
range of riew. Porte Baudry, built 1016, 
was rebuilt 1589, and restored by Bonaparte 
In * r An Vin. dQ la Republique.* A batUe 
was fbnght here 1466, between Louis XI. 
* and his brother.] 

Bretiort (U miles), in a pretty valley, where 
fohn of France made a treaty with Edward III., 
thMi master of the best part of France. Popu- 
lation 750. 

MABvoLLES-EX-HuREPonc (3j mlles), near 
the railway, has a merino-sheep farm at 
Chanteloup, which was a country-seat of Ffail- 
lippe-le-Bel. Coaches to Arpajou, Boissy, and 
St. Cheron. 
ZArpajon (2 kil. west), where the Remtdt^ 
joins the Orge, was called Cliatrestill 1770. 
when its seigneur, Louis de Saveme, was 
made marquis of Arpajon. They relate 
that after the happy marquis received his 
title, he used to plant himself in the road, 
with a stick, and inquire of the passers-by, 
* What is the name of this seat r If they said 
ArpmJon,' they were rewarded with praises 
and something substantial ; but woe to the 
tmlucky stranger who called it by its old 
name of GhRtres. A large church and tim- 
bered halle here — At St. Cheron (11 kil. 
south-wost), is the fine natural fountain of 
La RachSe. — At St. Vrain, is a domed 
pavilion built by Madame Du Barri. 
Lonjumenu (8 kil. west), in the pleasant 
rjU/ej of tbe Yrettef is older than the lUntYi 



century. The wqaoMrt duattih of St. MartiB 
has a good gothhs portfeo.] 
BomuT (2^ mflfls), on tiba Jidiie, a Bttle past 
Mesnil Yoiirin, seat of the Duke of GholseaU 
PrasUn. Coadies to La Fert6-Aleps^ Vaire, 
and IfalesheHMs, all on the Rmmae, to\rtik^ 
the other rivo- runs. M a le a h e rbee belonged to 
the bold defender of Lonia XYI. at fab trial; 
formerly to one of the mistreHei of Heniy IV, 
Heniiette d'Entraignes. 

Lardt (1| miles), on the JahM^ nbtn they 
make laces, edg^ings, &c. 

Etrbchy (Sj miles), on tiie same ihrer, near 
which, in a wooded spot, are remains of the old 
feudal castle of Boussay. Gypaom qnanieo hae. 
ETAiiPEs (5 miles), on the high road to Origans, 
and two little branches of the Jnfne, is a squs- 
pr^ecture of 8,200 persons^ oaUsd Btampae in 
old times, near which TUmrj defeated Ida uncle 
Clotshre, 604. It is chiefly a long atreet, with 
good promenades round it. At the palais de 
Justice, on a rising point, are remains of a castle 
built by leroi Robert for his wifB Gonsfeanoe; 
the wife of Philippe Auguste retired here ; and 
it was razed by Henry lY. in 1690, except La 
Quinette tower, the sides of which are rounded 
on the plan. 

Notre Dame church is a large gothic pile of 
the thirteenth century, with a flue normac 
tower; St. Martin and fct. Basil are also worth 
notice, as well as the Ildtel de Ville, and the 
house of Anne de Puisseleu, one of the mia- 
resscs of Francis I. In the fifteenth centurj 
fireworks were invented here by a townsman 
who was nick-named Jean Boutefeu. Petrified 
fossils are found in the gypsmn qudrries ; and 
the tour de Brunehaut is near. Geoffrey St. 
Hilaire, the naturalist, was bom here. Trade In 
grain, flour, soap, &c. Hotels — ^Grands Couriers ; 
Bois de Vincennes. Coaches to Anneau, Dour- 
dan, Pithiviers, Inville, and Sermaise. 
{_Dourdan (16 kil. north-west), an old place in 
a forest, on the Orgue, with a ruined keep 
(212 feet high), and eight other towers of its 
ancient castle, (built they say by Gourtrand, 
king of Orleans, in the sixth century) ; a 
double spire church, and a good timbered 
hall, buUt 1223, by Louis VIII. At 28 kU. 
south-south-east of Etampes, is 
Pithiviers, a sous-prefecture, in department 
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the Oeuf, was called Piflerg and Pluviers, 
and was a strong places which the Prince of^ 
C<md6 took twice in the League wars, and 
which Henry IV . disnumtled. Ton see here 
many gothio houses, the tower of an abbey, 
a venerable church, the spfare of which, 270 
feet tiigh, was burnt in 1853, and fragments 
of the walls, &c. In the neighbourhood are 
the grotto of 8t. Gregory, Segrais mineral 
well, and remains of a castle, <rhich Henry 
I. of England burnt. At Ydvre.le-Ch&tel 
are the extensive ruins of another. 
Trade in grain, wine, honey, saffron, gateaux 
d'amandes (almond cakes), and p&t& d'alou- 
ettes (lark pies), for which it is noted. 
HoteEs-De VEcu (Crown Piece) ; de la ViUe 
d'Orleans.

SiomrBRYiiXB (8{ mUes), on the railway, 
from which there is a coach to M6r6ville, (5 kil. 
south-east), on the Juine^ the seat of Comte de 
St. Ronuun, hi a fine park, in whidi are a tem- 
ple, Swiss cottage, statues, and a pillar to two of 
Lapeyrouse's companions.— Near Champuis- 
teux (16 kil. east of this), is Vignay, where the 
chancellor Hdpital died. 

Akgerviixb (3 miles), the last place in depart, 
ment Seine-et>Oise. Coach to Chartres, 40 kil. 
w«Bt-north-west, (see Route 90). 

lovBY (8^ miles), in department Enre-et- 
Loir, dose to the border of Loiret, has a popu- 
lation of 1,400, with sugar works and an old 
cb&teau. Coaches to Janville, Chiteaudun, 
Courtalain (seat of the Montmorenoies), Droui 
(see Route 65), Montdoubleau (and its feudal 
ruin), St. Calais (Route 67), and Chartres. 

Abtsmay (8| miles). Near this are ruins of a 
famous chateau, the lords of which were so pow- 
erful in the feudal age, that it resisted all the 
forces of Louis le Oros in three several attacks. 
There is also a church of the tenth century. 
[At Patay (15 kil. west), the great Talbot was 
for the first time defeated 1428), and taken

Population 42,000. Chief town of department 
Loh^t (once part of OrKcmais), seat of a bishop. 
&c., on the north bank of the Loire, in a wldH 
plain, near the forest of Orleans. It was t^**^ 
Oendbum of the Camntes when Csesar burh^ 
it, and being re-built by Aurelian, a.d. 272, took 
his name, Aurelianumy of which the modem 
name is a corruption. It is noted not only 
as the head of a duchy, first created by Philippe 
de Yalois for his second son (died 1375), and re- 
vived by Louis XIII. for his brother Gaston, 
whose descendant is the young Count de Paris 
f grandson of Louis Philippe) ; bt%a]so for tihe 
various sieges it has withstood. In 461 it was 
saved from Attila by Actius, the Roman com- 
mander; about 570, ChUdoric rescued it from 
Odoaoer ; and again it was saved, in 1429, when 
the English, who held nearly throe-fonrtibs of 
France, and had nearly taken the city, were 
driren back by the famous Jeanne d*Are, tihe 
Pucelle or *Bfaid of Orleans,' a simple shep- 
herdess, of Domremy (see Route 19). BeUeving 
herself to be inspired, she became the means 
of turning the tide of conquest against the 
English,who thenceforth lost ground in Fsance; 
but revenged themselves on poor Joan by 
burning her for a witch at Rouen, two years 
after. It was held by the Hu«^«aat* «t ^tt^.

One of the best promenades is on the boulevard 
or site of the old walls, of which a piece 26 
feet high ia left, supposed to be Boman ; two 
old towers also remiUn at one of the gates, 
near the Croix de la Pucelle, where the English 
were driven back. A new street, Rue Jeanne 
tfArc^ leads to 

St. Croix Cathedtali one of the best looking in 
Flranc^ rising above everything else in the town. 
It was rebuilt about 1000 by Bishop Amoul, but 
having been ruined by the Huguenots, in 1567, 
It has been again gradually rebuilt (since Henry 
IV. began it. 1601), on a regular Gross-shaped 
plan, in thefothic style, with an east apse. 
Over the three portals and rose wtndows of the 
front are two cruciform towers, in four decreas- 
ing stories, elegantly carved, and 263 feet high ; 
the central dock-tower is nearly as high ; the 
roof of the nave is very lofty, and the high altar 
and Virgin chapel are richly decorated. 

St. Fierre.le.PuelIier, the oldest of all the 

churches, in the worst part of the town, is part 

romanesque, small, and ill lit, with a curious 

inscription to a young girl called Rose of Paris. 

St. Aignan's, is a good gotiiic structure, with 

a romanesque crypt, and was attached to a 

convent.

After crossing the Loire you come to St. Bfar- 
ceau, then 

St. Olivbt (3 miles), on a hill,, (in which 
crystals are found), at the bridge on the 
Loiret, where the Duke of Otdse, called Le 
Balafr6 (from a scar on bds face), was assassi- 
nated by Poltrot^ 1563. Clovis founded a 
monastery here. A little to the east are St. 
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Bolingbroke lived, 1719, in his exile, when he 
married Madftme de Biaintenon'i nieoe. He 
Improved this seat, which takes its name firom 
the Muroe of the Loiret, bubbling up here 
out of the limestone in a basin 47 feet across, 
called the Bouillon; the Abtme is another head. 
It runs dear, and ftill of flih, 6 miles north-west 
to the Lohre. The water of the latter river, by 
filtering through the soil, is supposed to be the 
secret source of the Loiret, which though small, 
gives name to the department

of La Sologne, has the chftteau of Frinoe 
d'Esding (Marshal ICassena's sonXone part being 
gothic of the thirteenth century, the other from 
Mansard's designs. 

La Mottb Bbd vbom (10 miles) on the Beuvron, 
a branch of the Loire^ in department Loir-et- 
Cher. 
[10 IdL west on a rock, is the fine old ch&teau 
of Chaumont, with maohiolated towers, 
&c.] 
Mouan-le-Fuselibb (4 miles) on a branch of 
the Beuvron. 
[About 40 kil. east-south-east is Anbigny, on 
the Nere, given by Charles YII. in 1425 to 
John Stuart, constable of Scotland, and 
defended by his descendents against the 
League.] 
Saxbrm (7^ mUes), a spot on the Sauldr^ 
where many roman antiquities have been found. 
Population 1,700. Coaches to Romorantin and 
Aubigny. 

[At 24 kil. wesUseuth-west, down the Sauldre 
is 

Bom'rantin, a sous-pr6fecturo of 7,400 
people (who made doth, &c), where the 
Morantin Joins in the sandy Sologne district. 
It grew out of a ch&tean of the sdgneurs of 
Lautheny, which came to Francis I., whose 
wife Claude was bom here. Just before 
Poitien 1856, the Black Prince besieged it 
and (as Froissart relates) made use of artil- 
lery for the first time. It is ftorther noted 
for the Edict de Romorantin issued by the 
wise Chancellor Hdpital, which saved France 
firom. the Inquisition. Pi^on, a protestant 
divhie, was also a native. J9bt«rf— D*Angle- 
terre ; de 1' EtoUe (Star).] 

TaxoLAY or TbelUaj-le-FaOleva. (74 mUes). 



ViERZON or Viercon-Ville (6| miles), where 
tiie branch raU to Bourges and If evers turns off 
(with a stoppage of ten to twenty minutes ; SM 
Boute 61), is in department Cher, and stands 
among fertile prairies (meadows) on the Canal 
de Berri, and the Cher, where the Tdvre Joins 
it. It is mentioned in the old romance of the 
Knights of the Bound Table ; and in 1195 when 
hdd by the cotmts de Bloii^ was destroyed by 
Richard Cceur de Lion for refiising to acknow- 
ledge him as suzerain. The Black Prince hdd 
it for a few years ; at length it came to the dukes 
of Berri and the crown. Its old castle stood 
here till latdy; the church Ib a good one. Popu. 
lation 6,700. Trade in doth, wine, iron (made 
at Les Forges), and pottery. ZTotelS— Dee Mes- 
sageries Nationales; de la Croix Blanche (White 
Cross).

RBunxY (2| mOes), a fine seat on the Auron.

(population 2,754) where Guy de Chatilloa 
built a collegiate church to the memory of 
St. Laman, archbishop of Seville, who fled to 
this part, and was martyred. Parts of the 

old walls are left Valenfay (22 kil. north. 

west), a pretty piece (population 3,095), on 
the Nahon, having a fine oastie originally 
built by Philibert de Lorme for the d'Btam. 
pes family, and since increased by various 
holders, till it looks.like a palace. ] i 

St. Lizaiovb (6| miles) up the same stream. 
IssouDUN (5 miles) a sous-pr6fecture (in de* 
partment Indre) of 12,000 souls, on a hJllwridSh. 
by the rapid Th6o]s, among windmills, was made 
a roman station by Caesar, and one hdd by tiie 
English. The part called Bas Chftteau is the 
oldest, but Haut-Chftteau is well built. Among 
the buildings are the Hdtd-de-VIIle near the dd 
Tour-Blanche, which deserves notice; another 
old tower at the prison ; the chapd of the hospi- 
tal with some curious carvings about it ; and a 
caserne or barrack, which was an ursuUne con- 
vent. There are also a college, new salle de 
spectade, three bridges, &c., and traces of a 
castie burnt 1135, along with an abbey. Another 
fire happened 1651, when it was besieged by the 
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party of the League 1589. A treaty was made 
bore 1177 between Louis VII. and Henry U. of 
England, who were successively husbands of 
Eleanor of Guienne. Trade in wool, grain, cattle, 
winei parchment, &c.; a large sheep fair in Sep- 
tember and Octobtf . Important iron forges at 
Boisry, Bellabre, and AHoux, in the neighbour- 
hood near the road called Lev^e de C6sar (Caesar's 
canseway). Soman traces of walls, &c., are 
noticed also at Levronx the andait Qabatum 
(80 kil. west-north-west) besides druid stones.

A little north of 
Gh&teauroux(10 miles further) is DSoU or Bourg- 
Dien, which has interesting remains of an abbey 
founded in the tenth century by the * Princes of 
JMols' dose to their chilteau, ori^nally built 
th^ say by a roman proconsul, L^ocade, whose 
■on Eude is buried in the church, under a black 
stone held in great reverence by the people. 
The abbey became very rich after Raonl-le-Laye 
founded Cliateauroux ; so that hi the seventeenth 
century, a prince of Condi made a Joum^ to 
Borne to beg it of Gregory XV.

Idmofires. Hotels — "De I'Aigle d' Argent 
(Silver Eagle); de UiBoule d'Or (Golden Ball) 
duPerigord; de la Pyramide. Cq/?«— Del'Ea- 
rope ; de la Com§die. Population, 34,300. An old 
town, capital of department Haute- Vienne (for- 
merly of province of Limomin)t seat of a diocess, 
&c., in a healthy spot, on the slant of a gentle 
hill by the Vienne, which is crossed by two old 
bridges, and anoth» of stone, built 1830. In 
Caesar's time it was the head of the Lemovtces^ 
and became an important roman towq; but 
afterwards suffered by the ravages of the Vlri- 
gotbs, Normans, &c., and in the religious wart. 
The "BVajc^'STani^ Vwi^ \\. Vj ^^ltsna.\^•W^«fler a 
long i^etL^. 
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Many old timbered houses are seen hi the lower 
parts or Cit6, where the roman town stood ; the 
cflsdd was plaeed in the upper part or Tille. 
The streets are narrow and crooked, for the 
most part; but adorned with fountains, whieh 
are supplied from the country. One, the 
Fontaine' d'Aigouldne, is filled by a roman aque- 
duct^ one et the few pieces of antiquity which 
time has spared ; another is in Place St. Martial. 
Among the public promenades are the Champ 
de JuUlet, the largest, and Place d'Orsay, which 
marks the site (called Les Arines, the Arena) of 
the roman amphitheatre. 

The Cathedral, dedicated to St Etienne (Ste- 
phen), of the thirteenth and fourteenth centuries, 
rephM^ one destroyed by the English ; it is of 
granite, and looks venerable, though incomplete 
(a choir only) and mixed hi the style; it has a 
finely oarred wood loft, 36 feetwide, put up 1683 
by Bishop Langeac, whose beautiAiltomb is here; 
the belfry stands away by itself. 

St. Michel-de-Lions is a good chureh of the 
fourteenth ccntmry, liaTing a door with canred 
lions on each side, a tower 226 feet Ugh, snr- 
moimted by a baD, and a lofty vault. The 
modem church of St. Pierre du Queyroix is 
marked by a good tower. 

An old convent is turned into the Hdtel de 
Ville; in front stands a belfry which belonged 
to the church of St. Martial. In old times a 
festival or Fdte de Brandon, was kept up, hi the 
manner at the Boy Bishop. A mock litany was 
sung, the response to whidi, in Limousin patois 
was * St. Marceau prega per nous, et nous epin- 
garcn per veus' (<. e., St. Martial pray for us, and 
wo will dance for you) ; and the day ended with 
merriment and drunkenness. 

The bishop's palace (ivSchd) is a solid structure 
of granite, and there is a eross in the public waysi 
of the same material. The library contains 12,000 
vols. A few roman stones, have been oollected 
by amateurs; one or two are seen in the gardens 
of the prifeoture. There is the usual variety of 
public buildings, but none of any note. 

D'Agu e ss e an , the chancellor; Yergnlaud, the 
Girondist; Marshal Jourdahi; Dupuytren, the 
physician; Michel Chevalier, were all natives. 

Excellent porcelain, eotton and woollens, 
paper, &c., are made here. Horse fairs are 
held, the breed being noted.

PiERRx BuFFisRE (12 kU.), at the bridge on 
the Briance. 
CRymoutiers (30 kil. east), in a pretty spot on 
the Vienne, having a good gothic diurch, 
with some painted windows hi it.] 
UzxBOHB (18 kil.), a town of 3,600 people, on 
a peak over the Vezdre, very prettily seated, and 
having many good houses, so that a proverb says, 
* whoever has a house at Userche, has a castle in 
Limousin' (the name of the province). It has an 
old parish church; and St. Eulali^s chapel, of 
an early date. 

Here the road to Tulls (30 kfl.; see Route 56) 

turns off. 

[About 30 kH. to the north-east, up the Vesdrey 

is the village and old osstle of Trelgnao. 

To the east (about 12 kil.) is the cb&teau d*

It is sometimes called Brives- 

laXl^aillarde, i. e. the lively, but more for itt 

neighbourhood than for what it is in itself.

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Peybao (10 Idl.) on a Uko, near which diaries 
Martol defiBatad the Saracens, according to some. 
[About 20 Idl. east is Gramat, in a rocky part 
of the Alxou, with good mineral springs and 
a tumulus.— At 16 kil. north-east of it. Is 
St. Cer£ on the Save, among high limestone 
hhib, on one of which are the two towers of 
St. Lanrent, 130 and 90 feet high. Good 
blade hats are made here. There is a fall 
of the Bare, at Autoire, near this, 106 feet 
down, dose to an old tower.] 
Porr-DB-Roosz (18 kil.) on the Bl^on. 
[About 8 kil. east-south-east is La Bastlde 
' Fortonidre, where Ni^raleon's brother-in- 
law, Mwrot king of Nicies, wss bom, the 
■on <tf an innkeeper. A village near it is 
• called after him.] 
Pblaoy (17 kil.) 
At 18 kU. ftirther is 

Gahobs. iZot<;ls— DesAmbassadeurs; desTrois 
Bois (Three Kings); de I'Europe; du Palais 
Royal. Population 12,200 Capital of depart- 
ment Lot, seat of a diocess, and a very old dty 
on a rocky height over a bend of the Lot. 
Ptdemy oalls it Doueona after the latin Divona 
(from a sacred spring here), and it wss the head 
of the Cadt4rei, whence the name. The English 
held it for a time ; and R&aiy of Naviurre pillsged 
it after a hard fight 1580. 

The streets are steep and nsrrew ; the oldest 
part is in upper town, where the houses command 
a fine prospect (even as far as the Pyrenees) 
from their terraces. 

The Cathedral has two cupolas (one 105 feet 
high) on six pillars, and a nave 184 feet by 49. 
It is said to be on the site of a temple, or a part 
of one, with modem additions. There are three 
Jther churches. The pr^ecture was the bishop's 
palace. Oppobite the college is a statue of Fen- 
elon (put up 1820) who was educated here. The 
Hdtel de YiUe is new; and the large priests* 
seminary is turned into *a barrack. Of the three 
lurldges on the river (where the promenades are), 
one called Pont de Valendre has three gate towers 
en it; another named after Louis Philippe, 
x^laoes the Notre Dame bridge ; and Pont Neuf 
leads to the faubourg St. George. A public 
libiwy haa 12,000 to umes ; there are a salle de 
ijpeotade, a tobacco factory, &c. 
ScmapiaeeB o£ roman wall remain near the 
FoatBiae de Dirane (and the site of the Char- 



treuse and a preooptory of the Knights Temp* 
lars), ^irtiich springs up in a fine hollow under 
the mountidns, and runs by several mills* to tbs 
Lot. An aqueduct went hence to St. Mm^*^ 
do Vera (26 kiL) past La Roque where some 
of the arches are seen. Pq;>e John "^"^Tt yn» 
bom at a house outside the north gate; C. 
Blarot who turned the psalms into flMhionaUe 
verse, was also a native (time of Francis I).

Further on you leave to the right, N^pre- 
pelisse, which was visited with terrible alaaghter 
in 1622, by Louis XIIL, for the execntion of 
some royal troops in the dvil disturbances here. 

Montanban is 23 kil. beyond Caussade. 

MoxTAiTBAir. Hotels— >De France; de 1' Eu- 
rope ; du Grand Soleil (Sun) ; du Tapis Vert 
(Crreen Csrpet). Population, 23,000. Chief 
town of department Tam-et- Garonne (formed 
by Napoleon, in 1808), seat of a bishopric, of a 
theological college for protestants, &c., on the 
Tam and Teeoore^ was founded in the twdfth 
century t^ the counts of Toulouse, who had a 
casUe here, among the willows {<dba in the gas. 
eon tongue). It was one of the head quarters 
of the Huguenot or Reformed tieuith; and suo- 
cessfully resisted Louis XITT. in three siege^ 
1621, but opened its gates to him and Ridielieu, 
when Rochelle fell, eight years after. Louis 
XIV. sent his dragoons here^ and rased the 
walls, whidi was so far beneficial that 1| bud 
thenceforth room to extend itselfl 

Most of the old town is of bridi^ on a plateau, 
50 or 60 feet above the river, with a deep ravine 
on one side. A brick bridge^ of seven pointed 
ardies, has the Hdtel de Ville, St. Jacques* briok 
church, and the quay, at one md; and at the 
other, a sort of briok triumphal arch, leading to 
Faubourg Bourbon, which was founded, 156^ 
by protestants from Toulouse. 
The CcCtKediralt built 1739, by Larroque, is in 
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the Italian style, and shape of a greek atom, 286 
foet by 125, with two dook-towers over the 
pilastered front; the vaul^ on dorio pillars, is 
82foethigh; it has the Vow of Louis XIIL, a 
copy^ by a lady, of tha original done by Ingres 
a native artist. 

Other buildings ar^ the pr6feeture and its 
turrets, the bishop's palace, two priests* sotni- 
naries, the French protestant ohiqftel, college, 
library of 10,600 vols., theatre^ &o. Place Boyale 
is the most regcklar of the squares, haying a gate 
at each comer. In Grande Place the^ patriots 
were massacred, 179L 

There is a theological college of the J^ormsd 
Church here, with seven professors. Thigr have 
also an orphan house for forty children. Rev. 
MM. Mollin, Magnan, CruTelli6, &o., are resi. 
dent pastors. 

A turning by Caf6 de I'Etoile, in Faubourg 
Duuoiutiers, leads to Les Tenrassei^ whence 
there is a vast prospect of the fertile country 
beyond, taking in eron the Pyreneei^ which 
may be seen in fine weather (60 leagues). Above 
and below are the pretty falls of the Tarn, wMcA 
in November, 1766» rose 34 feet above its usual 
level. CazaldS) an orator of the Gonstitnent 
Assonbly, was a native.

This ancient town, the capitslof dq;Murtment 
Haute-Garonne (part of High Languedoo, hi 
the province of Guienne, or Aqnitaine) and of 
south Franco, seat of a military division, an 
archbishop, cour imperiale, university, aoade> 
mie des jeux.floraux (or flonU games, font 
founded, 132S, by the troubadours), and of many 
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literary and soientiflo histitutions; is on a fertile 
plain between the Garonne and the oanal dn 
Midi(t*.«. of the Bouth),404]dl. from Chateauronx, 
266 from Bordeaux^ 290 from Bayonne, 160 from 
Pan, 446 from Marseilles^ 470 from Lyons. It 
was the head ot the Teotosages, when the Ro- 
mans took it, and made it a free colony, 106 
BO.; afterwards it was called TMosct, &c.s 
^cnce comes the present name. 

The Yisigoths made it their capital till con- 
quered by Glovis, 607 ; at a later date it was go- 
verned, imder itscounts, by a body of capitulaires, 
or *ci4>itouls,' chosen by the people, tQl Louis 
Xiy. took the privilege away. Among its counts 
were Raymond IV., one of Tasso's heroes, who 
died a crusader in Syria. Raymond V. waa be- 
sieged here by Henry II. of England, tor reAisfaig 
homage to him as lord of Guienne; firom the 
next Raymond, who protected the AlUgenses, 
it was captured, 1216-7, by the fanaUc hordes 
led by De Montfort, who was killed under the 
walls, 1218; and hi 1221, St Dominic established 
the hiquisition heroi till the people drove it across 
the Pyrenees agahi. When Charles V. threa- 
tened it, 1639, it mustered as many as 36^000 
men-at-anns. In flie late war, Wellington de- 
feated Sonlt dose at hand. 

Though many improvements have been made» 
Toulouse is still fhll of irreguhur narrow streets, 
pared with pebbles; the houses and buildiogs are 
moatly brlok, some of the oldest being covered 
with stUTOO and wood -work. Here, says Trol- 
lope, " on the second or third floor of a house, 
the colour of the gateway of St. James's palace, 
may be found living on, say sixty pounds a year, 
some high-heded and high-bom dame, with hw 
equalty ancient ndvantet or some Monsieur et 

Madame de , too poor, and far too proud, 

to seek society among the less pure-blooded 
of the present day." 

Its old battlemented walls,with their nhie gates, 
are nearly all replaced by boulevards, beyond 
which lie six or seven fisubourgs, exclusive of St. 
Cyprien, across the river, built since 1786 
(whm the qusys were made). This suburb

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Other w»Iki m on tlie ffOMJh etpknade, the 
AllCea along the canal, the large Jardin des 
plantesi &c. Near the bridge are the ch&teau 
d'eao, and lie de Tounla, on whldi stood the 
castle of the oonnts ; some old houses are In the 
Roe des Conteliers, among which the hdtds de 
Ualte, de Lery, de Mac-Carthy, &c., are worth 
notice. One of iU best fountains is in Place de 
la Trinity ; another, G6 feet high, in Place St 
Ge(Hrge8. The new Place Lafiiyette Is large. 
The market for fhiit, flowers, &o., in Place du 
Ci^itole is worth seeing. 

St Ettcnne Cathedral Is an Irregular bidlding, 
the oldest part being the nare, bunt by Baymond 
VI., whose arms are in the vault; a portal and 
large rose window were added by Archbishop I>u> 
moulin; the semi-drcular choir, which is miiefi 
out of line with the naye, was re-built, 1609-12 
(after a fire), in a handsome gothic style. It has 
•n altar of Languedoc marble, and a great bell of 
60,000 lbs. weight in the tower. 

A much older church is St, Semin, or Satnmien, 
built 1090, on the site, they say, of a roman tem- 
ple^ in the romanesque and early gothic styles, 
having a south porch, with a double arch, a tower 
(tf six decreasing stories, with a spire over all, and 
great pillars inside, where are tombe of the counts, 
a copy of the splendid shrine of the saint, beiddes 
side chapels, and a crypt. Kdtre Dame-de-la- 
Daurade was re-built lately, on the site of one 
which bdonged to a convent, now used for the 
government tobacco factory. St. Paul has a 
large dome, with a statue on it 

Several other churches are left out of the 80 (t) 
they say were here ; some still in use ; others 
turned into magazines, &c. The church of the 
Cordeliers (which contains mummies in its cel- 
lars) with its convent is now a military depAt; 
that of the Jacobins is an artillery barrack; 
another makes stables for the cavalry ; St. Clair's 
is a camion foundry. — The gothic Augustine 
diur<A is the Jfuseum, and contains a few good 
pictures, with an excellent collection of roman 
and middle-age relics, such as busts, statuary, 
and marbles, found at Martres, Nerac, &c , or 
gathered from the churches and religious houses. 
The large old palaee of the archbishops is turned 
into the prefecture ; the palais de justice, siuoe 
regtored, waa the seat of the parliament which 
coDdemned Jean Cahia to be broken on tho 
wAeeJ^ 1762, on « faiae nccnsation. It was doue

160 busts of natives and others; and tlie nlto 
de d^mence, so called from a statoe (brought 
fr^m the Daurade diurch) ot the fionoiis <3e- 
moice Isaure, a lady of the fourteenth centwyt 
and a professor of the gai savoir (gay 10161106)^ 
in whose honour prises of gold dmd silver flowera 
are ^ven at the Hay meeting of the Jeiuc Us. 
raux Sodety. 

The derical library oomptlaM S^OOO Toii., 
and Charlemagne's Henres, or prayer hook, 
whidi he gave to St. Bemfa&'s, 778; thai of 
the Lyc^ numbers 33,000 vols. There wen, 
besides, two sendnaries, the college, an hd- 
tel de monnales, or mint, the large Bdtel 
Dieu and another hospital called St Joseph de 
la Drave, a good observatory, artUloy and vetO' 
rinary sdiools, powder fkctory, the great Basade 
and Chfttean flour -mills, eadi containing 84 
grindstones ; also a synagogue, and a proteslaat 
church, in whidi are monuments of the English 
ofBcers who feU in the battle of 10th April, ISIi. 
A short canal (de Brienne),cnt by the Archbisiiop 
of that name, joins the river to thecaaal du TWMi, 
at the double bridge of Fonts-Jumeaux (twin8)i 
near which, and on the Sypidre, Rave, and Cal. 
vinet hills, the battle was fought; a brick pillar, 
dedicated to the French soldiers who fell, marks 
the site, and commands a view of the distant 
Pyrenees. 

Soult's army occupied a strong position on 
these heights, with the canal on one side and the 
Lers, a small branch of tbo Garonne, on the other, 
or North, side. The English ascended this 
river, which had been widened and deepened, 
and artificially inundated, and then charging 
up the slope, drove the French ft^m the helglita 
with great loss. At that time Soult was not 
aware of Napoleon's abdication. That he was 
beaten is wdl known, yet the viiitor may some- 
times come across an account of the ' Victoire 
du Ifartfchal Soult sur le Due de Wellington !' 
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Bofurbon* unoU to the fpieen of Spain, is a reai- 
dent. Whan CharlM Albert abdicated tho crown 
of Sardinia, ifter his defeat at Novara, 1848, he 
stopped here on his way to Portugal. ** He ar- 
rivod in an orcDnary carriage, with a valet and 
eoorier only, and nobody guessed who he was. 
He was put into the first bed-room (No. 4, at the 
Hotel de I'Enrope) that happaned to be vacant, 
and might have qidtted Toulouse in as strict in- 
cognito as he altered it, had not the fllle de 
chambre recdved from the hands of the valet a 
^ver warming pan (I ) for the purpose of warm- 
ing the royal sheets. On the lid of this magni- 
ficent, but telUtale pan, were emblazoned the 
royal arms of Sardinia. The maid shewed the 
pan to her master, and the cat was out of the 
bag ."^(Trollope). 

Toulouse is a gay bustUng place, a sort of 
petit Paris, much frequented by persons of mo- 
derate income, the remnants of the old noblesse, 
who, without fortune or privilege, maintain a 
superiority by the ease and grace of their man- 
ners. Cafis, circles, and places of amusement 
abound; and it is equally distinguished for its 
pursuit of literature and the arts. House rent 
and living are cheap, but the weather, though 
mild, is at times damp and changeable. 
" The women in this part wear coloured hand* 
korcUefs over the shoulders, and a eap with an 
immensa stiffened front, spreading like a fan, cut 
at the edges, and trimmed with lace ; they are 
soft and attractive in their manners, and fond of 
music. The men dress sometliing like mule- 
teers ; their patois is the Provencal, which was 
disttngubhed from the language of the north of 
France by the pronunciation of the little shib- 
boleth oui (or yes) as oo, and hence called the 
Langrte doc (the language of oc). 

Among the natives, besides Cl^mence Isaure, 
are Format, the mathematieian ; General Du- 
puy; the statesmen Bertrand de Molville, de 
Villdle, and Montbel (the last was a minister of 
Oh&rles X.); Paul Biquet, tho engineer, &c. 

The Manttfaclwres include hardware goods, 
steel, ofl, brandy, beer, dyes, leather, rope, 
cotton and woollen yam, &c., flour, wax 
candles or bougies, paper, hats, pottery, vermi- 
celli; and a general trade is carried on in the 
produce of south Franee, of which Toulouse is an 
entrepot, as wine, refined sugar, fruits, essences

Malle-postes to Paris by 
way of Limoges (54 hours), Bayonne (22 hours), 
Marseilles (83 hours), Perpignan. Diligences of 
the Messageries, to Paris. 

Diligences frt>m other o£aces to Albi, St. 
Etienn^ Villefrancbe, Muret, Mondonville, St. 
Lys, ne-en-Jourdain, Grenade, &c. Cabs, &c. 
may be hired for the town and neighbourhood, 
at 1^ fr. an hour. Barques-de-poste or barges, 
run on the Canal du Midi to Carcassonne, 
Beziers, Cette, &c., starting daily, early m the 
morning. A steamer to Bordeaux sometimes 
runs on the Garonne, in 15 hours ; return in 32 
hours; but usually it comes no higher tiban 
Agen, to which a coach runs. 

Routes 40, 46, 47, 52, 57, 62, 63, and 84 meet Route 
50 Jiere, leading to the places aJboioe mentioned. 

From Toulouse, up the Garonne, you come to

Savebduit (22 kil.), in department Ari6ge, 
once a fortified town, and a roman station, 
where greek and roman coins have been found. 
Jacques Foumier or Pope Benedict XII, was 
bom here. Population 4,100. At Masdres (U 
kil. east-north-east), near the Lers, Gaston de 
Foix (killed at Ravenna, 1512) was bom, apd it 
is noted for its wine. 

Pamiers (15 kil.) on the Ariege, is a sous-pre- 
fecture (6,800 population), and soat of a bishop, 
in a fertile part, and was foimded by Count 
Roger II., a crusader, who built a castle which 
he called Apcanea after a town in Syria. It 
came to the house of Foix, and was sacked by 
the Kings of Condc 1628. The castle site, is the 
Castellet walk on a high rook^ whloh commajads.

^rrenees. It was the head of a county ^^ch 
grew out of St. Yolusien's abbey, founded by the 
lords of Carcassonne, and of a castle built to 
yroteot it by the counts of Foiz.

a halle-au-bl6 (com market), St. Spiro*s old 
ohureh, a library of 4^000 vols., and an immfinse 
granary of six stories, large enough to feed all 
JPteis for a fortnight. The second wifo of 
Philippe Auguste died here, 1286, and the 
Prince of Condi attacked it without suceess, 1682.

St. Bxnoit (10 kil.) or Fleury^ur-Loire^ oft 

the north side of the Loire, takes name from 

one of the earliest boiedietine abbeys in Bmae^ 

of which the cruciform drardi (of the ninth 

century) remains, including St. MidMl's tower 

over the entrance^ with curious carvings about 

it. The inteiior is part romanesque. 

SuLLT (7 kil.) on the south side (at the sus- 
pension bridge to St. Pere), near the old moalad 
oastle of the Tr&nouilles, which Henry IV. gave 
wi<h the title of duke to liis great minister Bo&n^ 
who printed his Memoirs in the Bethune tower. 
They shew Henri Quatre's chamber, and say 
that Voltaire began the Henriade when stayiqg 
here with his literary patron the third duke. 

Liozf (10 Idl.) on the south side^ opposite On^ 
aouer and Damplenre. 

GnsM (12 kil.) on the north side, at the old 
twelve-arched stone bridge, ina pleasant spo^ is 
on a gentle slant, at tiie top of which are theold 
qptee diurdi of St. Louis (where King Jfwm>.aww> 
Peur was married 1410), and thedi&teau (now 
H6tel de Ville), Irailt or begun hi Charlemegne^s 
time. There are pretty gardens and balhs on 
the riyer. Steamers from Origans, Kevers, &c.

Louis's nephew, Robert d' Artois, and another 
was allied to the emperors of Constantinople. 
The family is now represented by the Earl of 
DtTon, of Powderham Castle. 

BCarmaoxb (4^ miles), on the T^yre. 

At 6f miles ftirther is 

Maargeu. HoteU—De laPoste; du Boeuf 
Couronn6 (Crowned Bull); de la Boule d'Or, 
(Gold Ball); du Cheral Blanc (White Horse) ; 
de Franoe. Population, 22,000. Chief place of 
department Cher, in the old province of Berri, 
seat of a cour imp^riale (high court of law), 
college, arohbishopri<^ military diviidon, ftc^ 
and a very ancient town on the Evre where the 
Auron meets it. 

It was the head of the eastern BUuiriges 
(whence the name), and is called Aocaricum 
by Cees^r, who sacked it without mercy after 
a siege. Before the revelation it was the 
chief town of Berri, and noted for its good 
so<dety from having an university established 
1468, by Loids XI (a native), besides 20 churches, 
an abbey, and many religious houses. The 
streets are mostly narrow and crooked, with 
many low gable-ended houses, especially in the 
old town, which surrounds the hill where the 
Cathedral stands. The open Places and S^ 
ntnoourt promenade are well planted. 
St Stephen's CMAedral, which commands a 
^ae view of the town and neigbbourbood, 
*• 009 of the Imt in France ; length, U^ 
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feet. The front, 180 feet wide, has flro 
great doon^ ascended by steps, and two 
towen (one 200 fset high), and b TicUiy or. 
namented with sculptures of s cr ip t u re sob. 
Jects, niehed statues, &c. The interior is 141 
feet wide, and has five naves (the middk one 
121 feet high), stahied windows (sooie as old as 
the thfarteenth centory), a rose window, 18 
cfaapeli^ carved stalls, a fine altar, and an old 
erypt, in wliich are monuments of Jean, Unt 
duke of Berri, and Marshal Montigny. A dock 
in the tower is as old as 1423. 

The archbishop's palace is in the Italian style, 
and has gromids laid out by Le NOtre, with an 
obelisk te the Due de Bethune-Charoet. The 
diurehes of Notre Dame and St. Bonnet were 
both burnt 1487, and rebuilt 1510.20. At the 
prefecture is the norman door of St. Ursin's 
church, which stood close to the palaee of the 
dues de Berri. 

The Town HaU (H6tel de Ville) wa« built 
1443, by Jacques CoBur, silversmith to Cluurlet 
VII, in a rich gothic style, and was given 9q the 
town by Colbert. Notice the oriel doorway, the 
curious diimney, tlie sugar-loaf towers, the 
(diapel, the carvings of hearts (ccaurs), Ste^ the 
motto *Availlans coeurs rien impossiUe' (no* 
tbmg is impossible to bold hearts) near the gate* 
the stained windows, and portraits of the founder 
and of Bourdaloue. 

The caserne d'artillerie (artillery barrack) 
is a large pile, built 1682, by Archbishop Phe- 
lippeauz, for a priests' seminary. In Rue dee 
Arenes stands another barrack, a sort of brick 
tudor house, whidi belonged to Cujas, the 
scholar. Another old building, now a convent 
of S(BursBIeues(Blue Sisters), was built by the 
Lallemand fismUy, 1612, in the renaissance st;^ 
(a sort of ornamented Italian), and has a chapel, 
where they say Louis XI was baptised. 

Other buildings are the museum, which has 
some portraits, &c., worth notice; the public 
library of 25,000 volumes ; the college, and ae- 
minary; salle do spectacle. There are large 
caves imder the old palace of the dukes. Two 
mineral waters are near. Bourdaloue,. the 
famous preacher, was a native.

CJit 43 ktt. north-east is Someerre, a sons- 

fcfifoetnre (in department Cher) of 3,700 

■oalS) on a bill covered with Tineyards. It 

is ill built, but enjoys fine prospects of 

the Loire (10 Ul. off), &c^ eq^dalhr 

from the ?<»! de Cesar. It was 

fbonded by Charlemagne for a colony of 

gftKons, and belonged to the princes of 

Oond6, one of whom rased the walls, 1621. 

' As a Protestant stronghold, it was besieged 

1678, by Charles IX, with great distress on 

the town's part ; and it is Airther noted for 

the royalist insurrection of 1796, headed by 

Pheli^peaux, who afterwards contributed to 

Bonaparte's defeat at Acre. Most of the 

houses are gotliic looking; an old tower 

overlooks the town. 

Outside it was St. Satur's rich abbey, where 

stands a famous chesnut 33 feet round, 

and nearly 1,000 years old. The con- 

•tabl^ Louis de Sancerre, and Marshal 

Macdonald, were bom here. Trade in 

wlno (of the dbtrict, called Sancerrois), 

fkuit, grain, cattle, marble, &c. The wine 

is shipped at St. Thibault, on the Loire.

Pouilly, in a pretty part of the Louyre, is 

noted for good white wine.] 
From Bourges, along the rail to Nevers, you 
pass

miles), Bengy (5| miles), Neron-ies (3} mil«i). 
La Onerche (8 mUes), Le Guetin (6} miles), none 
of any consequence; thence after 6^ miles, and 
cros^g the Allier and Loire, you come to 

Nerers. fibfeb—De France; du Lion d'Or 
(Golden Lion); de i'lmage (t. e. of St. Louis); 
de TEurope (in Rue du Commerce) ; de Nidvre. 
Population, 16,000. This capital of department 
Nigvre (formerly of a province caUed Nivernais), 
seat of an archbishop, &c., and the roman Novio- 
dnnum, is on a gentle slant of the Loire, where the 
Nidvre Joins it (the Allier joins a little lower). 
It looks well, but is a dull place, with crooked 
Btreels, and many old buildings. Parts of its 
Ancient wallA are left ; one gate, the Porte des 
Croux, as rebuilt in the fourteenth century, Is 
aiii(MoJ»t0d and carved, and has two small

turretSi and a high roof; a modem one^ on the 
Paris road, like a triumphal arch, was built 174^ 
after tht- battle of Fontenoy ; a third leads over 
the twenty-arched stone bridge towards Mou^ins* 
On the hill is the gothic ch&teau of its dukee, 
now tumed faito a Hdtel de Ville^ and Its Parc^ 
used as a promenade. 

Near it stands St. Cyr Cathedral, a long large 
structure, with a square tower (1509-28), on 
which are statues ; the oldest part of the body 
is romanesque, of the twelfth century, as well as 
the crypt ; some of the pillars in the nave are of 
the same date, but the nave itself is of the thir- 
teenth century ; the choir and its carved work 
and stained windows belong to the fourteenth 
century ; a north door was built 1290, the south 
door as late as 1628. Some old tapestry in it 
was worked by Marie d'Albret and her ladies. 

Other churches are worth notice. St. Etiome 
is of the twelfth century; St. Pere, which be- 
longed to the Jesuit's college, is small but ele- 
gant. Near the Loire is the normaa orypt of 
St. Sauveur's ruined church ; there are remidna 
also (besides the refectory and byzantine clois- 
ters) of a benedictine abbey church, called the 
Oratory. Not far from this, in rue Parch e- 
minerie, they shew the house (with a niched 
figure in the walls) where Maitre Adam or 
Master Adam Billaut, the Joiner.poet was bom. 
The college was foimded 1625 ; the library con- 
tains 8,600 vols. Besides these are priests' semi- 
naries, large barrack, and an arsenal for founding 
government cannon, a theatre and baths, iron 
works, &c. The Sisters of Charity and Christian 
Instruction, numbering about two hundred and 
forty bousM in France, have their head-quarters 
here. 

Tiles, earthenware, and porcelain, are made, 
as well as enamel and glue; and there is a 
trade abo in wine, eaux-de-vie, salt, wood, coal 
(from the neighbourhood). There are govern- 
ment foundries for chain cables, bridges, &c., at 
Imphy and Fourchambault up the Loire, and 
Guerigny, on the Nievre.

MnnHiis, so called firom the mills ho^ began 
in a OBStle of the tenth century, which became 
a seat of the dues de Bourbon; a great square 
is the most striking part of it, wliidi 
the fire of 1763. Here Antoine de 
BourboD» King of Mavarre, married Jeanne 
dTAIbret; and Catherine de Medids and Chaiies,

&e., b«Bore the League was formed. 
'*Hotre Dame Caihedtal, buUt 1386-1466) has 
eidy a large ehoir finished, with a carved figure 
of a dead man (near one of the doors), stained 
wtndowa^ paintings of the virgin and child. 
Below are the ashes of Charles VII.'s daugh- 
%gt, Jeanne. At the church of the visitation, 
ftnmded by the wife of the gallant Montmorency, 
god-son to Henry IV., and beheaded 1632, is a 
good monument of him, including his effigy, with 
Jll^Krm of Valour, Liberality, Piety, and Justice. 

A elock-t^wer in one of the Places has a sort of, 
a^aaret gteeple^ and 6gures (called the Jacque- 
AunJfy^ by the people) to strike the hours.

[At 18 kil. to the south-south-west is Qutaet, 
in a pretty valley made by the Sichon and 
Jolan ; an ancient place with narrow streets 
decayed walls, and part of a royal chftteau 
rebuilt by Louis XI., who, when prince, was 
pardoned here by his father after the rdbel- 
lion of the Fraguerie. An abbey was founded 
here in 882, by a bishop of Nevers. Popu- 
lation 5,400. 

Vichy, 2 kil. further, on the ABier, at the new 
su^E^ension bridge, is noted for mineral 
springs, which are in the new town, or 
Vichp-leS'BaiMy where is a Thopial estab- 
lishment, begun 1784 and inq>roved 1820» 
including baths, ball and news-rooms, &c. 
At this building are three of the ^ring% 
called the Grande Grille (from a nSMng 
roimd it), Chomelor Petit Pnits, and Grand 
Puits (putt, a wen); near the soldiers' hospital 
is that called Lucas and Acacias (from tha 
trees round it, and a physician here); Ildpl- 
tal, is in Place Rosalie (near the hospital for 
the poor), and Celestins, on the river 
(under the site of an old convent).

There are bath-houses and as- 
sembly-rooms, and the season is from June 
to August. This estate has lately been pur- 
chased by the Vicomte des Roys 
Montet-aux-Mohies (20 Idl.) Then Mont Ma. 
rault (13 kil.), in a fertile spot; and 16 IdL 
further is Mont-Lu^on (see Route 63.)] 
Chatel-ds-Neuvk (18 kil.), on the Allier. 
St. Pocbsaih (12 kU), in a fertile wine coun- 
tiy on the Sioule, where the Limon Johis, is 
called St, Portianus, after a Christian slave, to 
whom a monastery was built in the sixth cen- 
tury. Its gothic church contains a very well 
•xecuted *Ecce Homo' in nuurble, as old as the 
fifteenth century. Population, 6,000. 

Ganjtat (24 kil.), a sous-prdfecture of 6,400 
souls, in a pretty spot on the Audelot, grew out 
of a benedictine cell founded by the Bourbons, 
and has remains of a chateau (now the prison), a 
chapel called St. Procule, which devotees fre- 
quent, and a mineral spring. Cardinal Duprat 
and Abbe Chatel were natives. The baths of 
Vichy {see Route 61) are 19 kil. to the east. 

AiouEPERSB (9 kil.), the roman Aquae sparsae, 
in Auvergne, on the Luzon, has a mineral water, 
and (at the Hdtel de Ville) a statue of the Chan- 
cellor I'Hdpital, bom at La Roche chateau, 1606. 
Abbtf Delille, the translator of Virgil, is also a 
nattve. Good stone and pl<ister, &c., are quarried 
in the hills of Montpensler and Chaptuzat ; St. 
Ifion mineral spring, and the old chUteau of 
Bfiiat are in the neighbourhood. 
fAt 4 kil. to the east, i^ the fis»e ch&teau of

J 

At 16 kil. fitrther is 

Clermont, or Clermont-Ferrand. JSbfeZf— 
De I'Ecu de France (French Crown-pieoe) ; dc 
la Poste (in Place de Jaude) ; de I'Europe ; de la 
Paix; des Messageries, &c. Ca/Ss — De Fftris; 
Lyonnais; de Clermont. Population, 32,6C0. 
Capital of department Puy-de-Ddme, a bishop- 
ric, &c., and a very ancient city (the Augttstone- 
metum of Ptolemy, and head of the Arvend) 
where Pope Urban II. and Peter the Hermil 
preached the First Crusade, 1096. It was 
ravaged by the Northmen in the ninth centuxy. 
It stands in a fine spot between two small 
streams, the Tiretaine and Artier, on a low hill 
{Mons Clarus, where the castle stood), sur- 
roimded by higher hills, falling one way to the 
rich plain of Limagne (on the Allier), and rifing 
the other way towards Puy-de-Ddme peak (8 kil. 
ott)y which gives name to the department. 

AuvergnCf the old province which the latter 
was taken out of, is an extraordinary region of 
conical peaks (called Puys) of extinct volcanoeSj 
and has a lava soil, very fertile in some parts, 
with many old casties on the highest points. 
It has been investigated by Scrope, Elie de Beau

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whitewashed over. It is well supplied with water 
from Royat, &e. Promenades on the bowleTarda, 
which are well planted : and on the Squares or 
Tlaces. Among these are, Place du Taureao, 
whioh has a fountain in honour of General De- 
saix, with a prospect of the Limagne, the plateau 
of GergoYla, and the castle on Mont Rognon ; 
Places de Ia Pdteme and d'Espagne, command, 
ing good Tiews also; Place dee Jacobins, or 
Delille^ whioh has a mixed gothio fountafai of 
three stories, built 1615. topped by a statue of 
Selillethe poet ; and Place d'Armes or de Jaude, 
860 feet lon^f, so called after a mineral intermit- 
ting spring near it. 

The Cathedral, built of dark lava stone, be- 
tween 1218 and 1265, is a rather imposing gothio 
structure, but unfinished; lengtli, 321 feet; 
breadth. 139 ; height, 106, to the open lofty roof) 
which hangs on 66 light and well carved pillars. 
It has a good north porch, rose and other stained 
windows, carved work in the choir, &c.; and 
there is a fine view from the tower. There were 
five towers before the revolution. 

Notre Dame-du-Port Church, part of wliieh 
dates from 853, is the oldest building here, and 
has some curious decorations, with an ancient 
crypt and an image of the Virgin, held in great 
esteem by the fidthful superstitious. At the 
church of St. Gen^ are modem painted windows. 

Other objects of note are the prefecture, Hdtel 
de Ville^ lyceum or college, hsile au bI6 (com 
market), linen market, theatre, hdtel Dleu and 
general hoopital; also the library of 19,000 vols, 
(besides MSS.)f begun by MassiUon when bishop 
here; the cabinet of mineralogy (very good); the 
academy of sciences (liaving some roman mar- 
bles and a statue of Pascal, a native) ; all con- 
tained in the large botanic garden. The cattle 
market and priests' semhiary are at Montferrand» 
to which a fine avenue of a mile runs. 

Schools of art and science exist here^ where lec- 
tures on various subjects are given. In Faubourg 
St. Alyre, near the benedictine abbey of that 
nam^ Isa curious mineral water (add and tonic), 
and petrifying spring \n a garden kept by M. 
Cllmentel, which in course of time has made^ 
by gradual deposits of carbonate of lime, a sort 
of dyhe or wall, about 250 feet long and 13 broad, 
with a natural stalactite bridge at the end hang, 
mg over the Tiretaine brook. Flowers, fhi\t, 
Ac^ covered with this sediment are sold.— At St 
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Mart (1 kil. oft), to the west, is a third mhieral 
water of good quality (near the baths of C»s«r), 
brought into use since 1843. 

Hev. M. Collins is protestant pastor here. 

Manufactures of stockings, paper, hats, leather, 
confitiuree (apricot and other sweetmeats) ; and 
a trade in cattle, wool, cheese^ hemp, fruity and 
wine.

Clermont is one of the places in the Central 
of France railway scheme, which proposes to 
unite this with Rodes, MonUuban, Perigueux, 
Limoges, &o., and ultimately with Lyons and 
Bordeaux. 

In the neighbourhood are the plain of Ger- 
govla, Mont Rognon (a peak of basalt), and its old 
castle, St. Vincent miner d water, Roche Blanch* 
and its caves, Chateaugay and its prospects, the 
caverns of Gravenoire, Royat and its grottoes^ 
mills, falls, &c.; Puy de Pariou (north. west) ; 
Puy de Ddmo (west), and other volcanic peaks. 
Royat is to the west, in a pretty valley, with the 
waters of Fontanat, and the Puy-Ch&teix near 
it, and under Puy de Ddme and Gravenohre 
(2,722 feet above the sea). 
[From Clermont to Puy de Ddme, to the west, 
you pass over a htva soil to Barraque, where 
the road turns off to Puy de Pariou, which is 
4,000 feet above the sea, having a very regular 
crater, 300 feet deep and 3,000 feet round the 
edge. After an ascent of 10 kil. altogether, 
you come to 
Puy de D6me, which gives name to the de- 
partment, and overlooks all the other puy^ 
of which about sixty may be seen from the 
top, stretching in a line 18 miles long (north 
and south), besides the peaks of MontDore 
(f^irther south), the fertile pUdn of the AlBer, 
&c. It is 4,839 feet above the sea, or 666 
fbet higher than the Petit Puy de Ddme near 
it; and is composed of porous^ crumbling 
stone, here called Domite^ after the moun- 
tain, which takes its own name flrom its 
dome shape. Pascal experimented on the 
weight of the air from this peak. 
Puys Chopine, Sarcoui, and de Cdme, to the 
north, are res^»ectlv«l^^%{M&.,%^S&v«^'^^D^ 
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ttMBiMi wocklnf at the biMbiea in the open 
air. Many mOUont are made in this quarter, 
and in the foreite roond Valendennee and 
JFoiigdrea.3

IsaoiBK (11 kil.}, a sous-prefecture of 5,600 
people (who make copper kettles, &cOi in a hol- 
low, on the Creuze,haTing an old church of the 
tenth century. It was the birthplace of Chan- 
cellor Diqtrat. 3font Dore- les-BaaUt is 36 Idl. 
to the left (see Boute 57), up the Talloy of the 
Creuze; paa^ng the Tolcanic peaks and basalt 
clifb, near VUIetonr spa and lake Fayin, which 
was onoe a crater, 850 eaot deep. Not fiarfirom this 
Is another lake^ called Chambron (abounding 
with fish), above which rises the old feudal oastle 
ofMurol.

Population, 10,000. The ehief town of depart- 
ment Aveyrcm (formeriy of tfae province of 
Sonergue), seat of a bishop, tribunal, &&, finely 
aeated in a healthy apo^ on the crest of a hill, 
100 feet above the Aveyron, which winds round 
the bottom, and 2^170 feet above the sea. It 
waa the ancient JD^odntium, a capital of the 
Eakud (from whom comes the modem name), 
ao caUad firom their goddess Buth or Venus. 
Rhodanois money waa coined here by its early 
eounta^ in the Rue de Baounario (<. e. sous &c- 
tory), where the mint stood till 1824. Their 
ch&teau is gon^ except the Martelidre tower, 
built 1264, new a prison; it was taken by the 
English hi the fourteenth oantury. The town is 
bad]^boilt,'with small dbigrsteep streets of wooden 
houaee, but the neighbourhood is pleasant. 

The CaHhednOf of reddish sandstone, is the 
best building, and stands on the site of one 
founded in the flfA century, wUdi ffSi 127B, 
when the new one was commenced, but not 
finished till the Uth oentmy.

It was the roman Oivitaa AlbientUnOf 
but is more memorable for giving name to the 
Albigeses or AlbegtoiSj exterminated by the pa- 
pacy in Ae tiiirteentib oentury. It atanda flfer 
the river Tam, in the middle of a fine plain ; 
and like all old towna is made up diie% of 
narrow irregular streets. The beat promnadfi 
are in the Vigan quarter, near the pabUe 
gardens; each quarter is ornamented with 
fountains, tiie beat being that of Verdoase^ wJ ^eiB 
fonr qjHrings unite, and flow thenoe intoihaJihiip*

remaina of Caatel^rtfllfttd.

NsRis-LBS-BAiirs (8 kU ), a small wptk fax a 
healthy spot, was known (as AfWB Neri) to the 
Romans for its warm mineral baths, which were 
again brought into notice since 1821, and are 
used between May and November, in cases of 
paralysis, rheumatism, tumours, and nervous 
complaints. The springs are Puits de la Croix 
Puits de Clear, Puits Carrl, and La Source Nou- 
velle; they are also supplied to the hoosee for 
cooking, &c.

720, by Clothaire ; it was also the residence of 
the counts of Marche, at whose old ch&teau (a 
little east), now in ruins, Charles VII. staid 
when in piursuit of his rebellious son (Loids 
XI.) The streets are narrow and the build- 
ings of little note. Parts of its old walls 
remain. It has a library of 4,500 vols., with a 
lunatic aoylimi and a pepini&re (nursery) for the 
department. A group of stones in the neigh, 
bourhood is called LaPeyras. Trade in wool, 
cattle, butter, &o. 

Aldebert, the first count (about 993) of this 
province of Marche, of which Gueret was the 
capita], having given himself the title, and oap-t 
tared Tours in spite of the threats of the king 
Hugh Capet, was asked by him * Who made you 
a count?' to wliich the bold vassal answered, 
* Who made you Idng ?'— a difficult question for 
the usurper, whom Dante has placed in his pur- 
gatory. His descendant, Aldebert, sold it to 
Henry II. of England, who sold it again to Hugh 
of Lusignan. After some ftirther changes, it was 
tmited to the French crown by Francis I. The 
vine is not cultivated, but other flruits are plenti- 
fill ; chesnuts are a common article of Ibod. The 
people of the department speak a kind of Li- 
mousin patois. It is the custom for many of 
them to emigrate in March every year, in search 
of employment, returning home in December.

[At 8 kil. to the south is FelUtin, where paper 
and carpets are made. It stands over the 
Creuse, on the slant of a hill, above which 
was a castle in feudal times. An old building 
here, called Beaumont, which served as the 
parish church and an Austrian prison, but 
now pulled down, was said to be part of a 
pagan temple. 
About 16 kil. to the east is Crocq, a little 
Tillage on a rock, which, in the troubled 
reign of Henry IV., gave name to a gang qI

Some remains of aBenedictine ahb^ or con- 
vent and two numeriee are left in the fimbonrg 
de Buis (or des Brdses, i.e. Brotiiers). The 
dmrdies of St. Ctorard and Motre Dame have 
piotures, Mid the latter a good vault. There are 
also a college, hAtel de la pr^ecture, Hdtel da 
Ville, with a public library of 7,000 vols, and a 
oaUnet of minerals, corn-ball, bridge, theatre^ 
stables for hunters, of arab, English, norman, 
and other breeds, and the li^podrome (1 kil. o£r)» 
or raoe-cours^ where raees, attended by great 
numbers trom all quarters, take place the first 
Ibrtnight in June.

Chief town of department Dor- 
dogne, seat of a military division, a btohop, tribu- 
nal, &c., on a pleasant stont of a bill over the 
Isle, here crossed by a good bridge. It wsa thA

Mftetlii8ta,5to 6 ibkk, uad 2^ ramd, 
made of square stones cemenled to ge Uieii, with 
two oonuces near the t<^ but no signs of doors 
or windows. 

There are also parti ef llie fipovt of a 
Mmple of Mars, besides traoee of aa anqphi- 
flieatre (290 fset by 280), <rf five roman ware 
(|h» Bordeaux, Agtaa, flain >ei ^ &o.), and t^M» 
aqueducts, of a camp on a hill aenNi the 
liver, fragments of baths, &c. In the eliHl 
quarter of the town, called tfn Clt^ tiie 
■Ireets are narrow and Bned with high soOd stosM 
iMmses, many oarred and gotUc4ooldng ; but 
the other half, Puy St. Front, is more modem. 
Wide boulevards replace the old walls ; tlie Ooon 
de Toumy is a wdl planted vralk on tlie highest 
part of the dty, oreriooUng the river, fto. 

St. Front Cathedral is said to be one of the 
oldest christian dnircbes in mlslenoe, built, 
•ome say, as for back as tiieflfOi and sialii centu- 
ries; it makes a greek cross ({.e. ftrar equal 
aims), with a later built tower ot three stories, 
197 fbet high ; and looks well as a whole, though 
the details are heavy. It contains a faig^ily car- 
ved 'Annunciation* on wood. St. Etienne church 
is partly of the tenth century, and that of the 
hospital is nearly as old. 

The other buildings are^ Hdtd de Tffle 
(once the bishop's palace), newly built pr6- 
feotnre^ the palais de Justice (opposite the 
IffonEe statue of Montidgne), a ooUege and 
priests^ seminary ; a library of 18,000 volumes, 
museum of minerals and antiquities, collected 
by M. Taillefer, salle de spectacle, the ca- 
iemes or barracks^ and a botanic garden and 
district nursery. On the amphitheatre site is 
the museum Chambon, so called after a citizen 
who gave it to the town, and vras buried here 
under a pillar. A monument to Ftoehm was set 
itpl840.

now used for a house of industry. There is a 
theatre also, and public baths, one being a part 
of the old bridge. The hermitage on Mont 
PompSian, commands a vast and magnificent 
Tiew of the country around, the course of the 
Garonne, and the Pyrenees in the distanoe* 
It is the native town of the two learned Stali- 
gers, Lao^p^de the naturalist, Bory de St Vin- 
cent, and other eminent men. Rev* M. Car€nou 
is protestant pastor here. 

There are manufactures of aailcloth, serges, 
moleskins; and an eaux-de-vie distillery; the 
trade is in grain, wins^ pruneSi Ihien, cotton 
thread, &c. 

Conveyances: Daily, to Bordeaux, Toulouse 
Aueh, P^rlgueuflc, Algnillon, Condom, Lectoure, 
Nerac Steamer to Bordeaux. 

The churches of Moirax and Layrac (4 kil. 
off) are worth notice.

I ASTAFFORT (19 kO). 

Lbotourb (35 Idl.) in department Gers, is a 
•ous prefecture and andent town on the Gers, 
once occupied by the Romans, under whom it 
was the capital of the Lactorates, Population 
6,300. It stands on an immense rock, faced on 
all sides by deep precipices ; but though strongly 
fortified and almost impregnable, it has fire- 
qoently suffered from war. Near the old Gothic 
<dinrch is a 8tatue.of Marshal Lannes who was a 
native, and who, they say, in his early days was 
hired to plant the beautiful promenades at six 
sons a day. They command very fine prospects; 
and here the Marshal, when he came to be Duke 
of Montebello, used to meet his friends and 
relate the history of his life. He was one of 
Napoleon's favourite generals ; he commanded 
at the siege of Saragoza, was engaged in about 
350 actions, and fell at Essling Trade in com, 
wine, spirits, cattle, leather, &c. HoUX — Calo. 
mes. 

■ [Castera Verdouza, or Chateau Vivent (18 
kil. south-west), in a charming valley, is 
noted for its mineral waters, and has a 
large grecian bath-house, with twenty baig- 
noires. The springs are both Iron and 
sulphuretted, and are very useful. 
At 30 kil. west, is CondUym, a sous-prefecture 
in department Gera, with 7,144 population, 
and manufsMJtures of pens, corks, and porce- 
lidn. It dates from beyond the ninth century, 
and b pleasantly situated on a rock al>ove 
the Baise, A fine large gothic church oma- 
ments the Grand Piace ; and It haa ^qU

It makes a pic- 
turesque amphitheatre on a liill side, divided into 
High and Low Town by the Gers. joined liy a 
•treet of stairs of 200 steps, called the 'pooster- 
lo,* or postern. The streets are narrow and 
crooked.Hauteyille (or upper town) haa the best 
houses and a fine square, which oonunanda a 
view of the Pyrenees. The statue here is a 
manorial of Etigny. Near it is 

St. Marj's CiOMiralt begun 1489, and finished 
in the time of Louis XIV.; a mixture of thegoAk 
and grecian styles,— the latter appearing fai the 
front, over wliich are two regular towers. Thigr 
say it was first founded by Clovis. It has a finfi 
vaulted roof, several good monuments in tiie 
side chapels, stained windows, wood carvings, 
a fine rood-loft (Jub4), black marble fbnt, 
marble flgrures, and five crypt chapels. The 
prelate's palace is close by. There are also the 
hotel de la prefecture, Hdtel de Ville, ocdkge 
or seminaire with 15,000 vols., public library 
of 7,000 vols., a theatre, barradu, cavalry 
barracks, large hospital, &c. 

Cardhud Ossat, D. Berres the marine painter, 
yiUaret.Joyeuse the sailor, were natives. Maon- 
fkctures of hats, serges, cotton, stufb, leather, 
and a trade in wines, eaux-de-vie d'Armagnac, j 
furs, wool, timber, *bon-ehretien' pears^ &c. ■

Babastbvs (16 kil.), in sight of the Pyrenees, 
is another ancient stronghold in the plain of 
Bigorre, and figured in the firontier wars 
here. 

At 9 kil. fhrther is 

Tarbes. Hotd$—J)e France, where the 
coaches stop; de I'Europo; du Grand Soleil 
(Sun); de la Faix (Peace). Population, 11,200. 
Chief town of department Hautes-Pyrenies, seat 
of a bishopric, &c., was formerly called Twla, 
and was the capital of Bigerrones, who gave name 
to the surrounding district otBigcrre, which, as 
part of Guienne, was held by the English till 
the 'time of Charles VIl. It stands on the 
Adour, in the midst of « rich and wide plain 
(1,000 feet above sea), which is watered by the 
numerous branches of that river and the Garonne^ 
and crowded with villages and fragments of 
rock washed from the Pyrenees, with the Plo 
du Midi de Bigorre in view on the south. 

The road to the watering places and passes 
of the mountahis strike out here as from a 
centre ; and a convenient market is held every 
other week, attended by the country people, 
when com, potatoes, cheese, salt provisions, 
tools, cattle, sheep, goats, horses, mules, linens, 
and other necessaries are sold. Here sovk see 
the Biamais, with his white blouse, blue berret 
or cap, and curly taaur, tbe women with their 
red capulets, the Spanish muleteer, and other 
picturesque costumes. 

The town is regular and well built; streams 
of water run through the streets, which are 
lined with houses built of brick ^d pebbles, 
or of native marble, roofed with slate, and each 
with its garden. It includes five suburbs or 
faubourgs, and a good six-arch stone bridge 
crosses the river, near Place Mercadieu, where 
the markets are held; Place Maubourguet is at 
the centre, and there is a well-planted walk on 
the Prado. 

The Cathedral, called La Side, is not remark- 
able, except for a fine altar under eolunms of 
itoUan breccia; \^ stands on the site of the

andent Ccutrum Bigorra. St. Thdreee church 
has a tall spire. The old palace of the bishops 
is used as the prefecture, and the ch&teau of its 
eounts, in Place de la Portile, is used for a 
prison. 

There is a cavaLry barrack and ridbig.school; 
also another oarraok in what was the UrsoUne 
convent; anew theatre, a good hospital, priesti^ 
seminary, college, school of design, library of 
7,000 volumes, baths, &c. Marshal de Castehutu 
(ambassador to England in the sixteenth cen- 
tury); and General Dembarrdre, as well as the 
infamous Bardre, of the convention, were 
natives. 

Paper, copper goods, cutlery, nails, carts, &c., 
are made; trade in white wines, spirits, leather, 
marble, oil, grain, hams, horses, cattle, &c.

It stands on the 
Adour (crossed by two bridges), at the entranoe 
of the Val de Campan, in a flat cultivated spo^ 
1,820 feet above sea, between the gave (<.e. bum 
or rivulet) and hill of Olivet, and is irregularly ' 
built, with no remarkable etruotuie, though | 
lodgfaigs, hotels, cafSs, and other accommoda- , 
dons for strangers are abundant and cheap. The

Orohu^ TtneyardB, bright grten tamd o wn 
(• Mrs thing In France), Adds of bndcwheati 
&c., are seen in the aeighbottrhood, with woods 
of oak and beeoh on the hills, and something 
lAra the parks and gardens of England. The 
alrtopore and deUghtftil; Uie people are tall and 
win aaade; their houses are bidlt of limestone, 
whDe eo(d streams ran all day long from the 
liter, through th j streets, whtdi are paved with 
pehble mosaic. 

Le CoostoQ. or the Ihure, a shady place In the 
centre of the town, is the chief rendczvons, 
where are the oafles, theatre (oTcr the diapel 
of 9t Jean, bekmging to the KnighU of Malta), 
and the large parish church of St. Vincent, which 
has a steeple^ and some earrings on wood. 
OOicr walks are the All§os Bourbon, and 
EIya6es Cotthi and Azais, named after thos:; 
aalhors. 

One avenue leads out ftorn the Hdtel des 
Thermes bathing house (built of marble, hi. 
1823, and 207 feet long) to the Batns de Saint, 
in a limettone ra-dne lu Monn6 hfll, behind 
which Is Uont B6dat and its grotto ; the baths 
of LapeyrlS, Grand-prd, Carrdre-Lannes, Ver- 
sailles, are on this road. Those of Cazauz, 
Th6as, &c., are under Olivet hUl; Pctit-Prieur 
supplies the civil hospital for tho poor; the 
remainder are called BeDevue (firom the pros- 
peet near It), Morat, Lasserre, Pinac, la Gau- 
titn, de Salle (tho last for wounds). 

Jkbout thirty springs are counted, from 90* to 
186^ temperature, supplying 85 marble baig- 
aafepesi they are usually taken la. the morning, 
oOBtain Iron, with salts of soda and msgnesia, 
and are tasteless, clear, aperient, and tonic. The 
ftntalnes d'Angouleme and des Demoiselles 
Oarrdre are chiefly iron.

Baatan, yon go by VieDa to 
Bofiget (7 UL), a desolate spot in the heart of 
the Pyrenees, but noted for its Taluable 
sulphur springs, brought into notice by 
Madame de Mainteoon, 1676; and mada ao- 
oiHlble by the road from Pierfltte, ITU. It 
stands neariy 4,200 feet above the sea, and 
consists of a street of about eighty houses, 
ivhidi are mostly deserted in the long and 
rigorous winter, when it is hid under 16 or 
20 fiMt of snow. 
Tlie waters are taken between May and Sep- 
tember ; there are eight springs, called Orand- 
Donche (the hottest, 131*), I'Entree, le Fond, 
Folard Dassien, Buvette (129*), PeUte- 
Douche, Bains-Neuf, and la Ch^kelle (the 
mildest, 102*), which feed twenty-one baig- 
noires. They are aperimt, diuretic, and es- 
sentially stimulant, and though greaqr and 
disgusting to the sight, they work surprising 
cures in oases of rheumatism, stiffened 
tendons, old ulcers, gun-shot wounds. 
A government hospital for 600 invalids is 
estabUshed here. Lodging costs 1 to 3 ft*, a 
day; the bath, 1 fr.; board, 8 fr.; altogether, 
living, &c., may be 9 to 10 fr. In the season 
as manyas 1,200 strangers collect here. The 
few objects of notice around are the Pics 
d'Ayr^ and de Lisse (above 9,000 feet), 
Liens mountain, the lac d'Escoublons, the 
Pic du Midi de Bigorre, which is reached by 
the Tourmalet pass over to Grip (about 16 
kil.), as in Route 60.] 
From Lux, passing a petrifying spring and 
Font de Villelongue, you come to 

St. Sauvxdb (2 kil.), another, but picturesque 
watering-place, in a Swiss-like spot, near woods 
and Calls, and !^600 feet above the sea. The 
houses stand on a ledge of the ravine, 800 feet 
from the river, and include hotels, a grand 
eerd6 or assembly rooms, a round diurch, and 
a pillar to the Duchesse d'Aogoul^o. There 
an tUrteen baths in five groups at the batbfaig 
JtouM^ u Jm CbupeUB (only 86*), Terrasse, 
B6M6guM, ChAteguercyt and Milieu (the tweXaat 



are the hottest, 95*); nakas somelimfla get into 
them, but they are harmkas. As these waten 
ara milder than thoae of Bardges; and the titaa- 
tion infinitely more agreesUe, they are modi 
used by ladies for spasmodic^ nervoos, and other 
complaints. From the Pio de Bergom above ft 
6,120 fset high, there is a noUe proa p ec t , frvxn 
the Val de Lavedan to Mont Perdu, above Ga- 
vamie, to which an excursion may be made frcwi 
St. Sanveur on horsd>ack, or by diai8es-iUp<nr- 
teur, or on foot. 

The path leads along the face of a predplee 
in this romantic defile (witii the river at the bot- 
tom) to Pragnidres and Gddre (10 kil), which 
stands in a basin, 8,460 feet above the sea, where 
you see a pretty fldi, a grotto, and a plain chnrdi, 
with a single door and window in it. 
[To the south-east is the narrow and mgged 
pass to lJ6as ehapA (5 Ul.) to which a pit 
grimage is made between 15th Auguat and 
18th September, (Jour de la Motre Dame). 
It is 4,690 feet above the sea. About 8 kil. 
above, it ends at Mont Troumonse, in the 
circus or Oule de H(as (oule or oDa, a de^ 
plate), 2,300 feet high up its ddes, and 6 to 
7 kil. round, an amphitheatre in which tm 
millions of spectators might iind plaoes ss 
q>ectators of another three'milWona at the 
bottom.] 
The path leads on by the Chaos landslips to a 
point where the snowy peaks of Marfoor6 (9,980 
feetabove the sea), Pr6 Blanc, Brdche de Boland, 
Vignemale, &c., are seen ; then yon come to the 
Gave d'Oseonne, and to Gavamie diurch (4,860 
feet above the sea), which belonged to the kidghts 
of St. John, where they show the skulls of 
Templars, who were beheaded when their 
order was prescribed. About 5 kU. highw is 
the famous Cirque de Chxvamie, as remarkable 
a work of nature as the Oule de H^as, but more 
regular. From the side where the river Inreaks 
out you enter a vast area, 8^ kil., or 2 miles 
in circumference, strewed with broken rocks 
and bounded by enormous walb of darkish 
limestone, 1,600 feet high in some parts^ and 
perfectly bare, except of ihe snow which oolleeto 
on the ledges, and which, with the gladov on the 
peaks above, feeds about a dozen cascades, sop- 
plying the stream below. One of them, 
The FaU of Chivarme or Marborf, tombles 
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(though it seems to be not more than 300 feet) 
and is lost in spray. It exceeds by 300 feet the 
fiaU of Lauterbrmmen in Switzerland, and by 
500 feet that of Hungry Hill in Ireland. On the 
side opposite) a steep and difScuIt path, for which 
a guide must be taken, leads up to the top, and 
thence over a glacier with a dant of 46* 
to the JBri€h4 de Roland, a gaah or breadi, 300 
feet wide and high, and 60 thick, eut in the 
granite ridge, (9,770 feet above the sea) which 
diTides France and Spahi, by the famous sword 
of Roland (Orlando Furioso), when mounted on 
horseback in pursuit of the Infidels I From this 
breach or col, used only by contrabandistes, 
an ascent may be made to Mont Perdu, the 
second peak in the Pyrenees ( 1,270 feet), and 
a descent to Torla in Spain.

Mmkam (7 mUes), or M^nars-le-Ch&teau, haa

ftet dSameter), a central tower and dome, 106 
feet high, under whidi is the double stair- 
case^ besides a eba]>e], piottnre gaBeries, &e. 



The troat contains a gi«at many whudemi^ 
divided by pilasters and small columns^ wHh 
a picturtsque heap of turrets and diimnfl!|« 
above.

A fine old town, the chief place of de- 
partment Loir-et-Cher, in the old province of 
OrUanais, on the river Loire, beautif^y seiited 
on a hill-slope, and Joined to Vicune by a 
stone bridge of eleven arches, whidi bends much 
in the middle, where stands a pyramid 60 feet 
high. A fine quay of great length fronts the 
river. It was the head of a county which came 
to our King Stephen, through his mother, Adda, 
the Conqueror^s daughter, and now belonging to 
the Orleans fkmily. 

The streets are narrow, steep, and winding. At 
the top of the hm, above the old town, stands tbe 
royal castle (now used as a barrack), where Heury 
m. treadiereusly killed the Duke of Onlie (in 
the queen's chamber) and his brother, 1688. Th* 
north fkt>nt was built by Frands I.; cast AronI, bj 
Louis xn. (who was bom here), 1498; west 
flront, by Gaston, Duke of Orleans^ after Man- 
sard's designs. Catherine dcMedicTs observatory 
is on the south side^ with uimUm tacnm on it. 
An old gothic tower remains. Another tower 
is called Chitcau Regnault, bccanse that place 
(IS miles off) Is seen flrom it. The Salle dec 
Stats, where tht country deputies used to meet, 
Is of the thirteenth century.

St. Oatien gothio Cathedral, begun tai the 
twelfkh oentury^ was finished 1650; it haa a wMft 
west front, with ft. triple porch, • rose whulow, 
and two domed towers, 260 feet high, ornamented 
with, statues and l>as.reliefs (some grotesqua),, 
and built they aay by Henry V. of England; in 
the interior, which is 262 feet long and 88 higli» 
are some beautiftil stained windows, a fine ohoi]^ 
and the tomb of Charles VUIth's childrea. 
The famous abbey church, founded 347 by St. 
Martin de Tours betaig burnt 661, was restored 
by St. Gregory de Tours, and survived till the 
revolution, when it was pulled down except two 
towers, one called Tour de Chariemagne, the 
other usedaa abelfry. Aleoin was one of its 
Abbots. Remftinw of St. JuUen's abbey ohui^ 
(now an aaherge), and St. Clement's (the eaaft 
market) are also left. At the barrad^ in Qnal 
Boyftl, is part of the old oh&teaa, built by 
Henry II. of England, from which the Duke of 
Guise, when a prisoner, escaped 1601.

Steamer, in summer, early in the morning, 
down the Vienne and Loire to Toun^ Sauonur, 
Angers^ Nantes.

ILaroehe or Roche-Posay (28 kU. east-south 
east) on the Creuse, where the Gartempe joins^ 
has some cold sulphur waters (discovered 1573), 
in the limestone, whi(^ are taken between July 
and September, and are useflil in scroftila, skin 
diseases, intermittent fever, &e. To the north, 
east of it is Boussay (with an old camp), where 
general Nenon, who succeeded Xlfiber in Egypt, 
was bom. — ^Mirebeau (30 kil. westoonth-west of 
Chatellerault) the old ci^^ital of Hhrebelais, had 
a castle, built by Foulques Neh^ in whidi Henry 
of England's widow, Eleanor was besdgcd by 
her grandson, Arthur.

A yery old dtj, capital of departmo&t 
Vienne, seat of a oour implriale, unirersity, col- 
lege, bishopric, &c., on a rocky height, abore 
the Clain, where the Boivre joins, and with the 
other almost surrounds it. As yon look at the 
town it has a most picturesque appearance, with 
its gardens and meadows, but the streets are 
crooked, dirty, and steep; and the houses mean, 
though interesfing firom their antiquity. Some 
remains of the gothic walls are left, pierced by 
six gates, four of which lead out to the Cli^. 
That on the south takes you to the Pare de 
Bloesao walk, on the rise of the opposite hOl, 
whence there is a floe prospect; beyond, at the 
hermitage, are four arches of a roman aqueduct, 
which supplied the vast Ardnes, or amphitheatre, 
the ruins of which are in the court-yard of hdtel 
d' Evreuz. Csesar called this place Limontmf 
it was then the capital of the Fictavi, who gave 
name to it and the proTince (Poitou). 

The Vandals, Visigoths, Saracens, and Nor. 
mans, took it in succession, but the most memo- 
rable erent is the battle of 1356 (fought to the 
south-west) in which Edward III., his son, the 
Black Prince, and Chandos, with 8,000 men 
(4,000 of whom were archers), defeated 50,000 
French, taking prisoners king John and his son, 
with an archbishop, and seventy nobles, besides 
men-at-arms, the English loss being 2,400 killed. 
By the treaty of Bretigny, four years after, it 
was given, with the province^ to the English, 
but rooovered by France, 1372. The Huguenots 
held it for a time ; and they shew in the Clain's 
banks, the grotto of Calvin, where he used to 
meet his disciples. 

l%e Palais de JtuHee, in Rue des Cordeliers, 
on the hiU, includes part of the seat of the 
counts of Poitou, such as Blaubergeon tower, 
and the Salle des Gardes, a timber-roofed hall, 
in a half-norman style. At the comer of Rues 
de St. Paul and du Coy is a house in which 
Diana de Poitiers lived. The maison de la pr6. 
Tdt6 is a curious house of the fifteenth century, 
In that street; another of the same age is inBnft 
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de TArceau; and in Rue du Biar(di€ stands one 
in the renaissance style. The ancient Juridictlon 
oonsulaire, in Rue de la Mairie, was built by a 
native Gbrpuard, who is the author of the portal 
of the Augustine church, in Place d'Armes. 
Poitiers is remarkable for many old diurches. 

St. Pierre's Caihedralt in a ruined romanesqae 
and gothic style, was begun about 1042, carried 
on by Henry II. of England, in 1152, andfinished 
hi 1879, except part of the front, which is as late 
as the fifteenth century, and has two towers and 
a rose window. Length 823 feet by 100 wide, 
and 97 feet high to the vault of the nave, which 
stands on sixteen pillars, and is strengthened by 
buttresses. It contains painted windows, a fine 
orgaa by Cliquot, a good choir, and the east 
walls are immensely thick. 

Close to it is the church of Ste. Itad6g<mde 
(Clotahre's wife), a romanesque building of the 
twelfth century, with a carved portal of the 
fifteenth century, a good nave, unsupported by 
pillars, an ancient sacristy, and a crypt, where 
they shew the tombs of the saint as well of St. 
Agnes, first abbess of St. Croix. A little further 
is the very ancient baptistry of St. Jean, built in 
the fourth or flftb century (some say the third, 
as a roman temple), now used as a musle of 
antiquities. Another old church is that of 
Montiem«nt, built 1076-96, as part of a Benedic- 
tine abbey, founded by Guy-Geoffiry, Count of 
Poitiers; it is a mixture, like the rest, of the 
round and pointed styles, except the choir, which 
was rebuilt in the fourteenth century, and 
contains a modem tomb to the founder. 

In Place du Marchd is the romaneeque 
church of Notre Dame, which some fix in the 
ninth century, and some in the tenth ; it has a 
rich and highly curious front, carved with 
statues and sculptures, of Adam and Eve, the 
Annunciation, Christ in the manger, &c.; and 
inside, a bas-relief of the Resurrection, a brass 
reading-desk and a pulpit, are worth notice. 
St. Pochaire has a tower of the eleventh century, 
and a carved ftt>nt, with the tomb of the saint. 
Near Grande Porte is part of St. Hila!re*f, built 
1049, on the site of one by Clevis, In honour of 
Pope Hilary (and bumt 863 by the Normans), 
and eontahiing a romanesque apse, the aainf s 
shrine (which holds part of his skull and arm 
bone I), and some «ta^«a «QecBi!CQAsaiS!R«ttsi%''Qb»-

Bordeaux is the third commercial port in 
France, the centre of the vin de Bordeaux (or 
claret) trade, chief town of the department 
Gironde (formerly of the province of Gui- 
cnne), 'head of a military division, seat of 
an archbishop, &c. It stands on the west 
baiik of the Garonne, dt l>ord-des-eatuCt 70 
mUes from the sea, where the river is 500 to 
800 yards broad (the Thames at London Bridge 
ii 350 yards) ; and it is from the water that you 
see to a^antage its noble range of quays and 
bu&dings, stretching nke a crescent three miles 
long from the ship-yards at the south end to 
the fine streets and houses at the north extremity, 
towards the Chartrons and Chapeau Bouge quar- 
ters, where the merchants live. A fine stone 
Bridge of 17 arches, 531 yards long, 50 feet broad, 
was buflt 1811-21, by Deschamps, from the Porte 
de Bourgogne to the village of La Bastide oppo- 
site. The river beloiirit forms the port, where 
as many as 1,000 saQ may lie ; the larger ves- 
sels anchor at Pauillac, which is the real port. 
BIgh water at full and change 3 o'clock. 

The houses are large and well-built; the 
higher dasses are wealthy and luxmious in their 
habits, and particularly well disposed towards the 
HagOsh, to whom Bordeaux and the province | 

R 



belonged for three centuries down to li&l. Its 
climate however is damp. The biUldings worthy 
of notice are as follows : — 

The Bwrse (exchange) in Place Boyale, near 
the bridge, is 98 fleet by 66, and 78 feet high to the 
middle of the glazed dome. The douane or cus- 
tom house is near it. In the Bue Chapeau 
Bouge (a fine street like Portland-street), is the 
prhidpal TTkeofre, a large and noble structure, 
built by Louis XIV, and opened 1780 ; it has a Co- 
rinthian portico of twelve columns, with a great 
vestibule and staircase, and will hold 4,000 per- 
sons. It is usually reckoned the best out of 
Paris. Another theatre called les VarHtU Is 
in Bue Foss^ de I'lntendance. 

Mtel de ViOe (or town hall), near the cathe- 
dral, was the palace of the archbishops, and was 
called ch&teau royal; it is a large square pil^ 
with a court in the midst, and a picture gal- 
lery. Here they shew Napoleon's Cross of the 
Legion of Honour, a History of his Battles, 
with notes, and other curiosities, presented 
by General Berti^and. An older gothic town 
hall is in the street leading to the bridge. 
The PalaU de Juttke (law coiurts), near the 
Hdtel de Ville, is rather an elegant build- 
ing, with a statue of Montesquieu (who lived 
at Chateau de Brdd^ 10 mUes off); behind 
it are the prisons; and opposite, the H6td Dieu 
or public hospital, with 600 beds. In Bue St. 
Dominique is the Bibliothique or public librai^-, 
of 110,000 volumes and 300 M8S., indnding 
Montaigne's copy of his Euais; also the mn- 
seums of antiquity and natural history, and the 
observatory. The hospice des enfSans trouT&t 
where 700 foundlings are kept, is on the Quid de 
la Paludate. 

St. Andre's Cathedr<aj built by the English in 
the thirteenth century, is large but irregular 
with buttresses, &c. ; it is 418 feet long, and hns 
two spires 150 feet high, in the north transept, a 
good rose window, a fine altar, and an ardhod 
roof 56 feet broad. Near it is St Pey Borland's 
gothic tower, 200 ttept high, built 1440 by Arch- 
bishop Pierre Berlaud, and now used for a shQw 
tower. 

St. Michael's gotUc church, also built by tha 
EngUsh, has a north front of later date, and a 
dock-tower 180 feet high; St. Croix, of the dc- 
venifa century, has a good nonnAsw ^-^^ts^scXi^ 
w\tti craxVona tis«t^ otv\\.\ ^\.%««i»asL^t.'?tfw^s*«sx 
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(o w Moh BMdMn take OmIt cfaUdren lOth May, 
has « bbbop'a thnma, and waa that to whidi

•nd died 1592» in Rue des MinJmea. There are, 
beaidea these, six other catholic diurdioa^ three 
pjroteatant churches, and a handsome aynsgogue. 
Some remains of the Cluurtrease abbey church 
are left in the public oemeteiy, outside the town. 

The amphitlieatre or PalaU QaUieHf now hardly 
to be seen for the houses in it, is a roman re- 
main, near the Jardin des plantes (botanic gar- 
den. It was 241 feet by 177, and 64 high. Tour 
de I'horloge or dock-tower, is an old gate built 
by Henry III. of England , the porte de caQlon, 
another gate, was built by Charles VIII.; in 
Plaoe d*Aquitaine is the ev8ch6 or bisbop*s 
house. 

The oatrepdt r^d, for colonial produce, Is a 
large pile on the Qnai des Chartrons; on Quai 
fie Bacalan, are tibe victualling office and Viel- 
lard'a (formerly Johnston's; large porcelain Xae- 
tory, whldi communicates by canals with the 
river; hdtel des monnaies (mint), in Rue de 
Palais Gallien. Jouberi's spinning factory is on 
a large sca^e. Elruse's chais, or cellars, contain- 
ing 30,000 barrels of wine, are worth visiting. 
Excellent public Bains (baths) near the bourse, 
and in Flase Laine; also two s trimming schools, 
mineral baths, &c. 

The best Promenades are in the Conrs d'Al. 
brtt de Tourny (so called after M. de Tourny, 

whoae statue is near), and dn Jardin publlque, 

but especially in the large Place Louis Philippe 
or Place Quinconce, on the site of the Chateau 
Trompotte. All are laid out with fine avenues 
of trees. Fairs are held the first ten days in 
July at the hippodrome at Gradlgnan (10 Idl. 
away). 

There are a college or university (as old aa 
1441), schools of architecture and medicine, 
royal academy, deaf and dumb institution, and 
many benevolent sodeties; an abbatobr (slaughter 
house), large barracks, &c. 

Among the persons bom here are Ausonius 
ibe JaGa poet of the fourth century ; Richard 
a of England; Clement V ; Duces, and oiUet 
'OJrondista,* who figured in the revoMion 



Another natfre waa Oirard, the rich merrfaant 
of New York, whe saOed hence. ITSS; aa a cabhi 
boy, and died wortti two and a half mllHena 
stoilng. 

Bordeaux was called lhnKl^0o2abj Stn^ mi 
was the diief town of the Bitmrlfee. Aasoniua 
praiaea it fbr its soft clfanate, Ita long" ipriny, and 
short winter. He deeorlbei It aa ibur-alded; 
with Ugh towers, and broad wdl-pfauuied aCreeta^ 
and watered by the stMam oaUed Deritla (now 
La Devise); *attd when fltOier ooean flows xxp^ 
the whole sur£&ce is covered with fleets.* 

The roman city stood between FlhGe Roy- 
ale on the Quay, and the Cathedral. It had 
frarteen gateai, of whieh the last (Porte 
Basse) was pulled down 1805. The Visf- 
goths burnt ft 41i^ and the Saracens about 
732. It was fbr a time the oj^iital of Gas- 
cony; and through Eleanor, wife of Henry U. 
(of England), it came to the English erowA 
as head of the dudiy of Guienne. Henry III.^ 
who built the old Hdtd de Vflle, made ShiKm 
de Montfort governor; Edward I., when prince^ 
lived here ; and firom hence the Blade Frinoe 
marched to the battle of Poitiers, and brought 
baek John of France prisoneiv Charlea VIL 
took it firom the English 1461, and built Chfitean 
TrompeUe to defend it, besidee Castle Ha (now 
a prison). L'Ombri^ the old pah^e of Its 
dukes, remains near the custom house. 

Trade. — The produce brought up by the Canal 
du Midi, and shipped to the Frendi oolonies, 
Ac, consists of hides, flour, seeds, brandy,. 
almonds, prunes, chesnuts, cork, reein, verdigrlsL 
honey, hams, &c. The manufkctnres are per- 
fVimery, liqueurs, ornamental (hiit-boxee, stodc. 
ings, carpets, cotton, earthenware, bottles, caAsv 
hats, paper, vinegar, tol>acco, refined sugar, rope^ 
&c., and gloves firom Andre's factory. Importa 
of all kinds ftrom abroad. About 100,000 tons of 
sfaippfaig are employed; and it possesses one- 
fourth of the French colonial trade. The fiunoua 
claret wfne is grown below the dtj, on the west 
side of the rivtr, in the dfetrict of the MSdoc; 
about 60,036 tuns of the * first growths' (called 
Chateau Morgaux, Lafitte, Latour and Hant 
Brion), are made yearly, and about one-twentieib 
is sent to England.

Leaving tUs, yon tee (on the left) 
the old castles of Benaoge (at ArUs), Langolraa, 
and CadiOac (43 Ui. from Bordoaax), the hMt, 
on the Garonne, being a vast structure buUt by 
the dues d'Epemon. Then you eome to 

Lahook (28 kil.)» a delightftd wpot on the 
Qaronne (here crossed by a suspension bridge), 
with 3,670 souls, who trade in exoellent white wine, 
caux-de-yie, &c. A steamer runs to Bordeaaz. * 

[At 12 Idl. trmn Langon, on the right, is the 
flne casfle of Castre^ as old as Edward 
II. of Engtond, with a noble view of the 
Garonne.] 

Basas (16 Ul.), a soos-prtfeolnre and Ushopfs 
see, of 4,225 people, (department Gironde), and a 
very old plaoe^ oa a rode above the Beuve^ 
with a ealhedral of tho thirteenth century, ro- 
roarkablo for the number of its pUfauas and its 
sctt^itured portals. The fkUher of tho nmiaa 
poet Aueonios was a native.

Popnlatfam, 
4,500. Chief town of department Landes Qm the 
old prarvince of Qaeeoay), inasamdy hollow oa the 
J>ouae, where the Midon Jofais it (making the 
Modouse\ was built by the Counts de Marank, 



1140, tikn by the ProteslHit leader, Moalgo- 
mery, 1560, and united to the eroim with Benry 
iV 'f other possesions.

In this distriet of tho Xondss ** nothiog is seen 
for miles but extensive fnarshy wss tee, without 
any sign of habttatlon, bcvoad have ssid there a 
turf hovel to ailbrd sbeltsT to the p ea smt ry, 
idio are employed to superintend the iloeks 01 
sheep, and whoae aspect is enflclently IndloatiTe 
of the malarious iniluenoe of the looeltty. In 
the whiter, and when the ground is covered In 
many parts with water, they use for progression 
high 9IIUM, whidi enable (hem to see for a oonat- 
deraUe distance, and with whidi they oan run 
and leap the wide dtaams, by which the ground is 
frequently intersected with surprising dexterity.

A 8ous-pr6feoture in department fiaflBea- 
Pyr6n6e8 (part of Gascony), seat of a bishopric; 
fortress of the first dass, on the Spanish frontiera 
and a thriving port on the Adour, where the Niyte 
joins it, about 3 miles firom the Bay of Biscay« 
It has a good liarbour (as the name signifies in 
the Basque language^ Bcda and ona)y but the 
mouth is obstructed by a dangerous bar, near 
which the Duke of WelUn^n crossed the 
Adour, February, 1814» on a bridge of boats. 

The town was founded in the tenth or deventh 
century; isdrfended by high and strong ram- 
parts, and divided by the rivers into three parts!, 
viz., Grand and Petit Bayonne, and the suburb 
of St. Esprit, whldi stands on the right bank of 
the Adour, in another department (Landes), 
and contains Vauban's dtadel, which commanda 
the town and country around, and was invested 
1814. There is a noble prospect hence over the 
town, the wide estuary of the Adour, and the 
forests at its mouth, with the snowy peaks of the 
Pyrenees to the south. A bridge of boata 
crosses this part of the Adour, and two bridges 
cross the Nive, 

The main street is good, but the rest are nar- 
^ row ; with houses of stone, and three or four 
\ iltot\M\si<^ l^aR!% Q£t«XQsaAu.t is the best tend 
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liveliest spo^ and there Is a beaatifiil walk along 
the Allies Maritimes, asort of Jetty, one mile long, 
near the qoi^a, with good prospects. The 
Bayounatse women are coniddered pretty. 
Among the bnildtogs, notice the small cathedral 
of the twelfth century and its large cloisters^ 
built by the English ; the arsenal and military 
hospital; old chateau, barrack, near the sous- 
pr6flBcture ; the mint, and naval dock, &o. There 
are a chamber of commerce and navigation 
school. (See Pau, for Navarre, &c.) 

A large proportion of the population is Jew- 
ish, that body being very wealthy, in consequence 
of the flourishing condition of the extensive 
smuggUng business which is carried on with 
Spidn. General Harispe and Lafitte, the banker, 
were natives. The lKry<meUe, they say, was in- 
vented here; and here (at Ch&teau de Marrac, 
Napoleon sdzed Charles IV. of Spain, with his 
queen and son, 1808. Rev. M. Nogaret is Pro- 
testant pastor. 

Manu&ctures: eauz-de-vie d'Andaye, glass 
bottles (sand being plentiful), hams (cured ti 
Orthez, &c.), chocolate sugar, &o.; and a 
trade with Spain in timber, wool, wines, drugi| 
resin, &c. 

Conveyances to Toulouse, Bordeaux, Pau, 
Orthes; al£o to Toloaa, and St. Sebastian (in 
Spaih), on the way to Biladrid. A railway is 
prelected in this direction, past Iran, St. Sebas- 
tian, Tolosa, Bilboa, Vittoria, Burgos, Valla- 
dolid, &c., to filadrid ; 686 kU., or 427 miles long. 
There is a steamer on the Adonr. 

From Bayonne, on the road to Spain, you 
pass 

BiABRiTZ, 4U1. (ZToteS-De M onnaie,pretty good), 
a bathhig place on the Bay of Biscay, here lined 
with Umestone clifb, 60 to 60 feet high, hollowed 
into caves, as tbe Chamber of Love, &c. It is 
reached by omnibuses, but the country people 
ride en cacolet, that fs, in a pannier on one side 
of a hors^ the other being filled by the driver. 

BioABT (11 kll. flrom Bayonne), where the 
Basque race begins to appear. 

St. Jban dx Lux (9 kil. from Bidart), a for- 
tified town of 2,860 souls, at the Niveile's mouth. 
UaRCONB (6 kil.), near Montague tf Arrhune^ 
in the Lower Pyrenees mountains, and the 
Bidassoa, which divides France and Spain. The 
heights were defended by Soult against Welling. 
ton, who pitsBed thit way, October, \^\\ Vnto ^ 



France. A bridge crosses the river at Behobia 
(the last Frendi post town and custom-house), to 
Iran, and at its mouth are Andaye (French) 
and Fuentarabia (truly Spanish). 

(a) Up the IQive you pass Ureury (20 Ul.), 
near Cambo Spa, which Napoleon visited, 1808, 
then Irissari (20 kil.), then St. Jean Pted-dc 
Port (12 kU.), the old capital of Navarre, beyond 
which is Roncevaux, or RoncetvaXUt (in Spain), 
where Roland and his brave peers were killed, 778.

Cisq-Uabs di miles), at the ninetecn-arch 
viaduct over the Loire, stands on the diflSs, near 
an old castle, and a famous antiquaries* puzzle, 
called the PiU de Cinq Jfors, a solid tower of 
large bricks, 13 feet square, 92 high to the comer 
turrets which rise 10) above. A fifth turret over 
<4the middle was blown down 1761 . It has neither 
door nor window, and the biUlder is unknown, 
but it is supposed to be a mausoleum. Cinq- 
Mars, one of the fkvouritee of Louis XIII., is the 
subject of De Vigny's novel.

Lasobais (3{ miles), on the north bank, has 
an old gothic ch&teau of the tenth century (now 
A prison), built by Foulquee Nera, Count of 
Anjou, and enlarged by St. Loula^ barber, Pierre 
de Labrosse.

Jfonoontom* (16 kfl. south-south-west of this), 
on the Diye, is celebrated for the defeat of 
the Huguenots under Coligny, 1569. ** Oh, 
weep for Moncontourl oh,weep for the hour! " 
Vabb!T5B8 (5} mOes), opposite sereraA rirer 
islands, and Dampierre, where Margaret of Ai^ou 
died. 

Saumub (5| ndles), in a fine situation across 
the Loire, on a hill side, is a sous-pr€fecture of 
11,100 souls, in department MiJne-et-Loire, with 
a college, military riding school,, diamber of 
common &c , and was the capital of Saumurais, 
taken firom the counts of Blois by Foulques 
Ndra, in the ninth century. Under Du Flessis 
Momay it became a flourishing protostant town 
in the time of Henry IV., having a good trade, a 
fiunous academy, and a population of 26,000, but 
was ruined by the rerocation of the Edict of 
Nantes. Tne Yendeans seized it 1793. 

From La Croix Verte, on the railway side, a 
stone bridge resting on Ue des Fonts (where King 
Ben^ Margaret's father, had a seat) runs over to 
the quay, the half, nearest which, is on twelve 
arches, and 900 feet long. Anoth^rbridge leads 
out of the town, by Porte Fouchard, over the 
Thouet, which Joinsthe Loire alittle below. The 
houses in the new quarters are well built of white 
stone ; they are irregular and steep in ffigh town, 
abore whioh stands the doojon of the old ch&leau, 
built about the thirteenth century (en the site of 
one of Pephi's, called chiteau du Tronc), once a 
state prison and an arsenal. 

Most of the churches desenre attention. 8t. 

nerre is early gothic, and cress-shaped, with a 

bold, square tower and spire. That of Nantitty 

is imperfect, and as old as the ^th century in 

some parts, with stout romanesque pUlars and 

^rabe^ six windowB on the north side, and a good 

west door, Notre Dame de« Ardilliers, under 



the cliff, on the rlTtr side^ was begosi 1663, and 
added to by Ridielieu and ottien; the lbr^[iids 
de Sable gare the painting by Fhl^ppe dd diam* 
pagne, of Simeon at the Temple gaAe; ind A. 
Sender buUt the dome 64 feet diamrtcr. It 
contains the tomb of the Duohease te Maffierayp, 
and makes part of the convent and hcMpiee of 
Providence. 

The caserne or cavalry harradt one of the 
largest in France, is H.9liaped,offour stories, and 
comprises riding schools, stables, &c., and aa 
eq»lanade. 

At the gothic Hdtel de Ville, with Us high 
pitched roof and pinnacles, is a musee of anti- 
quities; th«re is also a public library of 12;0M 
Tols., a theatre on arches over the nnricet-plaee, 
two hospitals besides la Providence, good baths, 
and many wind-mills. Madame Dacier, the 
gredc sdiolar, was a native. Bev. N. DuvJvier 
is protestant pastor. 

Glass and other beads, articles in enamel, cop- 
per goods, linens^ saltpetre, leather,^ &c. are 
made; trade also in white wine, e&nx>de-vle, 
IWdt, &c. HoteU—Dti Belv^d^e; de Londres ; 
de France; des Trois Pigeons. Coaches to Niort 
(see Boute 80), Bochefort, La Boohelles, Napo- 
leon-Vendee (Boute 75), BeUay, La Fli^e 
(Boute 70), Le Mans (Boute 90), Le Lude, 
Vemantes, Poitiers (Boute 65). Steamer to 
Nantes, Tours, &c. in summer. 
[At Vemantes (14 kil. north-north-east) are- 
parts of the fortress-looking church (the 
dock-tower, painted choir window, &c.) <sr 
Lourroux cisterdan abbey, founded 1121 by 
Foulques or Fulhe V., count of Anjou.^. 
Brain (14 kil. north-east), contains fragmenie 
of Coutanddre ch&teau whidi belonged to 
Busqr d' Amboise, the ^rranical governor of 
AeJou. 
At Bagneux (3 kil. south of Saumur), up the 
Thouet, is the large Pontign6 cromlech of 
fourteen stones, one twenty-four feet long.

Doug (16 Itil. south-west), an old place, having 
remains of a palace of Dagobert, also several 
cavei^ and an amphitheatre dug out of the 
rodES. Its fountain is handsome and abvat" 
dant.— NVbAsn, 17 kil. beyond it, near »

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oMtlet in Anjou, near which it a cairn or 
mort-hlll, 900 metres round, 18 high.] 
St. HAtaa (6| nSlen), oppoaito I'revea casUe, 
inth* Forett de Hilly and the tillage of Chene- 
huttei whidi is cut off from Tofeanx and its 
gyftsom qaarriea by a ravine; aboT* the cliffs 
are ronains of a large roman camp, where ooini^ 
pottery, tombs^ &c. hare been fouid. 

Lsa BoszBRES (3| miles) is opposite Gennes, 
whese aCnother roman camp is traced, besides a 
ruined a^eduot. At Cunault is the curious old 
church of Ndtre Dame, founded by Dagobert ; 
It condsts of three naves, rounded off at the east 
end, and is 236 feet long by 65 to 75 broad. 

La Mbsitbb (3| miles). Coaches to Beaufort 
and Beang^. 
[Beaugi or Bauge (20 kil. north-north-east), 
a sous-prlfecture of 3,600 souls, on tbe Cou- 
esnon (here crossed by a bridge), where the 
EngUsh, under the Duke of Clarence, were 
defeated 1421, by la Fayette. It has an old 
castle of Foulques Nera, built in the eleventh 
century, and an excellent hospital. F^;>er, 
coarse linens, and Wtfbllens are made.] 
St. ICathtjrih (1{ miles) at the long suspension 
bridge to St. Blaur, so called after St. Benedict's 
disdple, and one of the seats of the learned Con- 
gregation of St. Manr, among whom were Ma- 
billon and Montfauoon. « 

La Sohallb (5 mOes), where the great levies 
or embankments of the Loire end. 
Trblazb (22 miles). 
La Pj^ebu (8 miles), 
At 2^ miles further is 

Anc^rs. iToteZs— de la Boule d'Or (Golden 
Ball); Trois Trompettes (Three Trumpets). 
Population, 41,000.— The capital of department 
Maine-et-Loire, and once of the province of 
Angers, which belonged to our Henry II., 
as Duke of Ai\Jou, is the seat of a cour im- 
p^riale, tribunal, university, college, bishopric^ 
&c., and was, in roman times, the chief town of 
the Andecavi, whence the name is derived, like 
many others in France. It stands in a fine am- 
phitheatre made by a bend of the Mayenne 
or Maine, bolow where the Sarthe Joins, and 
near its own Junction with the Loire. The 
oldest part is a collection of dark, narrow, steep 
streets (some too steep for carriages) of wooden 
or slate houses, with carved stone balconies. The 
BOW town Is regularly built; the boulevards are 



well planted; and there is a suspension and 
another bridge. Old walls of brown stone, de- 
fended by turrets, go round the town. One of 
the promenades called Bout dn Monde (World's- 
End) overlooks it and the country. 

At the top of a hill stands St. Maurice's Cath^ 
dralf seen for many leagues round. It is a croas^ 
298 feet long, with one of the largest naves in 
France. The front has three towers^ onebeins 
domed, and is ornamented with statues. In the: 
interior are some excellent carvings; stained^ 
rose, and other windows; old ti4>e8try ; the high 
altar, of different coloured marbles; a famous 
organ, by Danville (from which you may take the 
round of the walls by a gallery near the roof 0^ 
and a benitler (holy water basin), given by le bon 
roi Ben4, whose tomb, in which his daughter 
Margaret (wife of our Henry VI.) was buried,, 
was destroyed at the revolution. 

EUs moated castle, on a steep rock over the 
river, now used as a prison, was begun as early as 
the time of Philippe Auguste ; the walls are high 
and thick, and strengthened by eighteen towers 
of slaty stone ; the terrace has a good view of 
the river. 

SU Serges curious oldgothic church, is in part 
of the eleventh century, with a nave of the fif- 
teenth. The great hall of the hdtel dieu, or St. 
John's hospital, was built by our Henry II.; in 
faubourg St. Jacques, is the large front of the ab- 
bey of St. Nicholas; at the comer of Rue (stre^ 
du Figuier, Is a fine gothic house called Hdtei 
d'Ai\]ou. Notice, also, the riding academy; the 
public' library, of 26,000 vols., and many rare 
MSS.; the picture gallery, a good collection of old 
and new French masters; the botanic gardener 
with many exotics ; the cabinet of natural history, 
deaf and dumb school, baths, theatre, racecourse ; 
and the slate quarries, employing 3,000 men. 
King Ren6, Bemier the traveller, Manage, David 
the sculptor, were natives. The Dnke of Wel- 
lington spent two years of his early life here.

atrodons Carrier and his terrorist agents held 
M, and 26^000 persons, young and old, MMipeoted 
of loyalty, were drowned in baigns (the iiciyad«s) 
or diot, or left to die in prison. 

The old town is on the comer mads by tlie 
river ; In Pkuboorg Le Mandays is the new town, 
begun by ChrasUn the financier, 1784; other sn- 
barbs lie on the islsnds in the Loire, sudti as Fey- 
dean, Gl oriett e^ Diessc, &o. ; and a diain of six 
bridges, from island to taland, carries a road of 3 
k&. length, across the river to Bare, on the south 
bank, where the Sevre falls hi. There are nine 
or ten other bridges. La Fbsse quay is lined 
with trees and well-built houses; it is part of a 
succession vt quays extending from the castle 
for half a league or more. The Erdre is also 
bordered with quays, and they are carried round 
De Feydeau. The tide flows up to the town, 
rising only a fathom ; enough to bring i|p small 
vesMls under 200 tons. The enitranee to the 
Loire is rather foggy and dangerous. Larger 
ships stop at PaimboBuf; 2& miles lowcrt. 

From 2^000 to 8,000 vessels visit Nantes in a year, 
with fish from Newfoundlsnd, sugar and other 
fvodnee from tiie Frendh colonies; sardinea or 
pildwvds are caught in the sesson. Small oor. 
vettes and brigs are built here. Coarse woollens 
and eottons are made; beiddes iteam-eogiBes, 
botOes, pottery, rope, eanvas, viaeBsr, refined 
sugar, provisions for the navy, &e. 

The streets are pretty good; the houses of 
stone and slate, the latter material l»eing used to 
fisoe those in the old town (as in LaPoisaon 
nerie. Rue de la Juiverie, &e.), where the streets 
«T« narrow and d rty, and made up of old- 
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stdM the prometnulei on the qnajB «re thoie of 
St. Andr6 and 8t. Pierre (bctwMa th* Loire and 
Erdre), on the site of part of tb6 ramparts, and 
having be lwo wi tboat Flsea Loois XTI.iTitha 
sttttoe of ttmA Ung; at tha and are atataes of 
Axme af Brittwqr md Arttrar m. (near the 
castle), mA GUrer de CUaton and Du Gueedin, 
two ftattoiB seldiva. There are about twmij 
open idace(^ of wfaidi, Ffatoa Sofala and Hace 
Graslin are the best; a theatre, rebuilt 1810^ with 
a covintlikn portico, itonda In Place GcaaUn.

In 
the old town are some ancient houses, as, the 
hdtela Briord, Sosmadec, d'Aux, Deurbroucq, 
Bourvardidre, &c., and the bishop's palace. 

Besidsa Anne of Brittany, Cassart a famous 
sailor, V(mcb6 the police minkter, Caillaud the 
traff eller, Laennec the phyddan, General Cam. 
brone, &c., were born here. Blarriud GiUes de 
Beta, the French Bluebeard, was burnt here 
1440, for Ikis cruelties. Palais or Pallet, hi this 
neighbourhood, was the native place (1079) of 
Abehurd.

Nautbs, as in Route 71. 

La Tbmpu (23 kil.) 

La Mobrb (11 kil.), dose to Saveny, whioh Is 
a sous-pr6fiBcture in department Loive-Iaft* 
rieure^ of S^OOO pe<^e^ when the YendSans 
were finally routed, December, 1793. Here tfit 
road turns off to Guerando and Clroisl^ (ssi 
"BLoraftA 11.'^ 
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n&vigable to St. Nuairfl^ on tiie Loire. Popu- 
lation, 3,600. 

La RooHK-BEurARD (19 kil.), in department 
liorbihan, * small port on the Vilaine (16 kil. 
firom the sea), which is crossed by a suspension 
bildge, 562 feet long, 106 above water. 
[About 12 kil. to the south-west, on the road 
to Croide^ is Herbignac, near the mined 
chfttean of Beuronet, with its round towers, 
&o. Further on nesr Cr<rfsic, is Firiao, a 
small granite-built bathing place, opposite 
Belle Be.— At 24 kil. to the north-east of 
Kodie-Bemard, up the Vflaine, ndiere the 
Oust Joins, is 
Bedon, a sbus-pr6fecture (in department me- 
et- Vilaine) of ^600 souls, and a small pert, 
having a good trade in slate, grain, salt, 
beer, honej, coarse woollens, &o. Its walls 
were pulled down, 1588. Since a fire, only 
the tower is left of St. Sauveur's gothio 
church, which belonged to the abbey here. 
The 61o6k.tower (horloge) is worth notice, 
as wdl as Beaumont chiteau, which in- 
dudes some andent towers. J7o(el^Du 
Lion d*Or (Golden Lion.] 
MunxxAC (16 kil.) At 24 kO. Aurther is 
Vakhss. HoteU^Bvi Commerce; de France; 
du Dauphin; de la Croix Verte (Green Cross). 
Population, 11,600. Chief town of department 
Morbihan, seat of a bishop, and port of the fourth 
class, on the Marie, 4 kil. from the lagoon or 
Gulf of Morbihan, to which only small craft 
come. 'It was the old capital of the VeneteSi and 
after being the scene of various events in the 
history of Brittany, was Johned with it to France, 
1532. 

Though the neighbourhood is pleasant, it is 
a- dull and andcnt-looking place, with narrow 
streets; five of its six gates are left; le Port 
and la Gerenue are the chief promenades ; a few 
small vessels are bidlt here. St. Pierre Co^m- 
dral, rebuilt in the fifteenth century, has a new 
spire (since 1824), a high vault, two good 
figures of saints in w>od, and the tombs of St. 
Vincent Ferrier and Bithop Bertin. The smaU 
ehapd of the ooUege deserves notice. 

Oannes convent is now the bishop's palace; 
the former one, used as the prefect's h6tel, was 
rebuilt on the site of the diftteau of La Motte. 
The salle de spectade was the hall where the 
states of Brittuiy met for about seventy years. 



An andent tower, caUed tour du Conn6table, 
was part of Hermlne castle, wh^re Jean IV. 
caught Oliver de Clisson, the oonstable, and 
made him pay a heavy sum for his release. 
The dukes had another seat called the castle 
of Plaisanoe in this neighbourhood. 

Two heads of *Vannes et sa femme' (Van- 
nes and his wife), are shewn by the town people, 
and are as cdebrated as Gog and Magog. 
There f s a library of 8,000 vols., besides hospices 
and old convents. Trade in grain, honey, beer, 
dder,eaux-de-vie, wine, cottons, lace, &c. Con* 
veyances to Rennes, Brest, Lorient, Nantes. 
[At 15 kil. to the north-east is Elvers, noted 
for its curious machioolated tower, where 
the Duke of Brittany kept the Earl of 
Richmond a prisoner, when wredced here 
after the battle of Tewkesbury. It was 
built, 1256, by a crusader, Eudon de Biales- 
truit, and is eight-sided, each side being 30 
to 38 feet long, and 4 to 15 feet thick ; the 
height, in five stages, is 128 feet. Another 
maohicolated tower, but round, stands^near 
it, and is still older. Many druid stones 
are about.— At 25 IsU. fiirther towards 
Rennes is the sous-prefecture of 
Ploermel, on the Duo (near the canal from 
Nantes to Brest), which makes a fine lake 
and cascade close by. It grew out of a 
diftteau of the Bretagne dukes, and is con- 
sidered so healthy that invalids are sent here 
for recovery. At the old church of the 
twdfkh century are stained windows, and 
effigies, in armour, of John II. and HI. 
of Brittany. Another diurdi is at the 
UrsuUnes convent. Population, 4,700. HoUit 
..De France; du Commerce. 
After pasdog the Obelisque des Trente, at 
Mi-Voye, where, according to a silly tradi- 
tion, SO Bretons beat 30 English in 1851, you 
come (12 kil. west of Ploermel) to Jossdine 
castie, the fine gothio seat of the dukes of 
Rohan, above the Oust, indudtaig the room 
in which Oliver de Clisson (who rebuilt it 
after it had been raxed by Henry II.) died 
1407. The device of the present ownera 
(who q;>rung firom Rohan, to the north 
of this), *d plus, d motnSt is carved in the 
tracery of the balustrades.— ^t 18 UL 
south-east of Vannes, towards the sea, ie

Ithasagothiechurch 
of the fburteenth century-, a suspension (histead 
of its ancient) bridge, and parts of old walls and 
an abbey. A few small vessels trade ftom. it. 
There are mineral q^rings near. The direct 
road to Qwimperl^ ia 16 kil. nearer than by 
Lorient 
[About 20 kiL to the north-east is Baud (po. 
pobtlon, 6^000), with a lead mine and very 
old chapel near a fountain. Near it, at 
Quinpilly <duUean, is a granite figure of a 
woman, in the ^yptian style, brought firom 
a temple which stood on Castannec hSB, near 
Bieuqr (a little north). — Further on (22 
kiL), towards the head of the Blavet, ia 
PonUvtf, a sous-pr6fectnre and old place, 
including a Not Town, begun by Bonaparte, 
who called it Napoleon-ville. Population, 
6,500. Parts of the old walls, and the cha- 
teau of the dukes of Rohan are left. Hie 
Nantes and Brest canal passes here; linen 
Is made. J7oe«lc~Des Voyageurs (Tra- 
vellers) ; de la Grande Muson.]. 
LoBixn (10 IdL), a sou8-pr§fecture, seat of 
a maritime prefect, fortress of Ihe third class, 
and naval port, near the mouth of the Blavet, 
& Scorf (6 kiL firom the Bay of Biscay), having 
a dockyard and population of 20,000. It was a 
little fishing village when given, 1660, to the < 
Fraich East bdia Company, tnm whom 
it received its name, L'Orient, or the East. 
Upon their dissolution, the crown took it, 1784 
The English bad attempted it without sucoeai^ 
1746, when thay hmded at Pouldn, but matt 
driven off by the Count ef Tinteniac* 

It ia well Iniilt, the best houses being on the

sailur. A tigiuil tower, on a hUl to the south

Conreyances : by coach, di^y, to Brest, Bor- 
deaux, Morlaix ; by steamer to Bordeaux wedily. 
[At i ka. south, on the other side of the Scorf, 
near the mouth, is the bathhig place of Port 
Louis, bcii:t and fortified by Louis XIII., 
and called Port Liberty in the revolution. 
About 10 kO. south-west of this is Be de 
Qv<Ax, which has several caves and dmid 
stones, and produces froment d'Espagne 
(Spanish wheat). It was saved from the 
EngUA fleet in the last century by the curi, 
who, whUe the men were away fishing, 
dressed up the women, and moved them 
about like bodies of troops, and so deceived 
the enemy. Large conger eel, &e. are 
caught. The light-house on the north-west 
conaer is Ui iSiet high.] 
QuntMBRLK (20 kil.), a sons-prgfccture, in de- 
partment Finisterre, of 5,700 souls, in a pretty 
hollow on the Elle, where the Isole Joins it, and 
makes a little port at the quay. The dnkes of 
Brittany lutd a seat here, called Camaet. St. 
Michel*s gothic church stands on a hill above, 
with two convents, &o., forming a very pic- 
turesque group. The old tienedictine convent 
is now the mairie, and has the andent roman- 
esqoe church of Ste.Croix behind it. 
Conveyances, daily, to Nantes,Lorient,Morlaix. 
•Rospomixir (26 Idl ) on the Aren. 
[At 10 kil. to the south-west is Coneameaw, 
a thriving Httte p<Mrt <m tlie bay of La Forest, 
on a foTtlfled point or island. It was taken 
by Dogaesdin, 1878, and by fhe Leagswrs 
1B 1579; the harbonr is reeky, j 
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At 31. kn ftnrther is. 

CtoncFBit, or Qnimper Ceventln. Hoftria— de 
inBp6e (Sword) ; de Provence ; de France. Popu- 
lation, 9,700. Chief town of department Finis- 
tetre, seat of a bishopric, ftc., on a pleasant bin. 
side, where the Odet and Fleyr meet at the head 
of a pretty oreek, 16 kn. from the sea. It was the 
capital of part of ComouaiDee orBas-Bretoo, and 
ravaged by Charles le Blois, 1346. Ships of 809 
tons may come up to the quay, lined with geihle- 
looking houses; the old town is eneloaed by 
ancient walls and towers; tiie best point of view 
is at the platform, on titie hiU behind the pr^> 
fecture, some hundred feet higli, where a pro> 
menade is laid oat. 

The Cathedral, one of the best In Brittany, 
was begun, 1239, but not finished till 200 years 
after; length, 302 feet; widtli, 66 feet. It has 
a '.fine portal (once decorated by statues, &c.), 
between large batUemented towers, with two 
q;>ires, and long narrow idndows in them; the 
entrance in Rue Ste. Catherine is well pro- 
portioned, and has escutcheons of Breton 
families upon it. Other buildings are the 
Churches of Locmaria and St. Mathieu, the large 
Jesuits' college, palais de Justice, the public 
baths, barracks, and military hospital, biblio- 
thdque, salle ie spectacle, &c. There are also 
a school of navigation, a pepinidre or district 
nursery; and the neighbourhood oiferB several 
good points of view. Pottery and small veisels 
are made. Trade in grain, wine, spirits^ wax, 
honey, butter, coarse Hnen, &c. 
Conveyanoei^ to Nantes, Brest^ Rennes, &c. 
[At 16 kil. to the sonth-weet, in tiw smaU 
port of Pont r Abbey ; 11 kU. beyond wfalofa, 
is Penmarck or Psnmsnh near the coast 
(rfthe Bay of Audiame, as wild and atocmy 
as the Land's Bnd, havii^ a Ught-liouae 186 
feet high, and lined with granite rocks, one 
of which, the Torche, is cut oflf by a narrow 
channel called the Sant de Moino (Iko 
Monk's Leap), where tho sea ft most fariova, 
i— At 9 Idl. weet-nortii-west of Qntanper, is 
PouarBenes, a fishing village on the bay of 
that name, with a good trade in pilchards.

Cuxrukmja (24 kil), a sons-pr6fectnre of 2^800 
•onis, on the pretty yalley of the Aulne (which 
runs down to Brest roads), has an old chiteau, 
and some well wooded points of view around. 
Small craft come up to the town, but the Brest 
steamer stops at Port de Launay, 4 kil. below. 
At Eleuan dii4»el,near the town, is an intermit- 
ting spring, which rises and falls with the tide 
in the sea. HoUi^de la Poste. 
CAt 24 Idl. east of it. up the Aulne, is 
Chftteauneuf-le-Faou, a pretty little village 
4tmong windmills, where the canal firom 
Nantes to Brest falls in.— Abore it is Car- 
liaiz, a rery old Tillage, with a church of the 
sixth century. Corret, the republican sol- 
dier, called La Tour d'Auvergne, was bom 
here.-— About 20 kil. north-east, at Loguef- 
flret, is the beautiftil fall of St. Darbot, 
pouring oyer a granite rock, more than 200 
feet down. Between 10 and 20 kfl.ftuther are 
the Taluable lead works of Huelgoet and 
Foullaouen, the former (650 feet deep), 
opened for three centuries, the latter (where 
the ore is smelted) since 1741. They yield 
600,000 kilogrammes of metal and 700 of 
sUrer; and employ about 600 men.] 
Lb Faou (19 kil), a little place at the bottom 
of a creek in the Brest roads, with curious old 
canred timber houses. The green Kersanton 
stone is worked near this. 

At 19 kil. farther is Landemeau ; and 20 kil. 
beyond it is Brest (described in Route 90).

NAPOLxoir-ysNDEs. JSTotsIf— derEiirope,des 
Strangers, des Trois Pigeons. Population (^70J, 
— ^This small capital, of department Vend^e^ was 
formerly called Rodie-sur-Yon, from an ancient 
castle on the precipitous rode over the Ton, 
which Oliver Clisson took firom the EngHsh* 
1373, and which came to the TrftmouiUes and 
Bourbons, and was rased by Louis Xm. On the 
site is a large caserne or barrack, near the statna 
of Napol&on, put up 1844. Between it and th« 
modem town is the old bourg and ito steep 
streets. Bonaparte made the town the head of 
the department, 1806, altering the name to 
Ni^leon-ViUe ; this was changed to Bourb<m- 
Vendde, 1816, in return for the attachement 
shewn by the Vendians to that fiunily; it Is for 
the present called Napoleon- Vendue. 

The prefecture is an immense pile^ round three 

sides of a square, induding a library of 6^000 toI- 

umes, &c. In Place Royale are some public btifld- 

ings and hotels, with a bronze, by Maindron, of 

General Travot, a native and the *padflcateur 

de la Vendg^ 1838,' when the Vend^ans ag^ain 

rose in behalf of the Bourbons.

-of department Charente Inf&rieure, (part of 
f oitou), seat of a bishop^ and military division, 
&c., and port of the third class, on a small 
inlet of the Bay of Biscay, opposite Bee de Rd 
and d'OlSron, endoeing the Roads^ tdiich are 
entered by the strait called Pertuis d*Anti- 
odie. It belonged to Henry II. of England, 
through his wife Eleanor ; was taken from the 
English by Dnguesolin 1372; and became the 
head quarters of the Huguenots from 1557 tiH 
1629, when Richelieu (Louis Xm. betaig present) 
took it after a memorable tiege of thirteen 
months, (which brought down the population 
from 27,000 to 5,000), by nmning a great dyke 
across the harbour, which kept out the English 
deet under Buckingham. It is still Been at low 
water, between Point Coreille and Fort Louis, 
nearly a mile long, with a passage in the middle 
for Shipping. 

Vessels of 600 tons may get into the har- 
bour, which condsts of two dodcs surrounded 
by qusys and houses, whence the Maubec canal 
crossed by three bridges runs up the town. 
The fortifications were planned by Vauban; of 
the five old gates, one called Porte de I'Horloge;, 
is a clock-tower ot the sixteenth oentvy*, tht 
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street! are weD buiU, and most of the houses 
have covered poarticoes. Place duChiteau, where 
the old oasUe of Vandair stood, has a ilne 
prospect of the sea; and so has the Matt outside 
the walls. 

At the Hdtd de YWa, a building tai the re- 
naissance style, they show Henry IVth*s cham- 
ber, and the ohalr and portrait of the mayor 
Ouiton, wlio led the people in the siege. 

Beddes the cathedral (wUch is of no mark), 
and three or four churdtes (St. Sauvenr^s gothle 
tower, 216 feet high, is used for a shot fiMitoryX 
the bishop's palace^ priest^ seminary, &0., there 
are a bourse or exchange, St. Louia^ hospital, * 
public library of 20^000 volumes, botanic garden 
and museum, the arsenal and salle d'armes 
(armoury), new abattoirs or slaughter houseis 
good bathing rooms (built 1827), anda protestant 
ehapd. 

Rochdle salt (a purgative) was discovered here 
by Seignette, the chemist. Reaumur the philoso- 
pher (whose division of the thermometer is in 
general use in France), Billaud-Varennes the 
conventionist. President Dupatz, and Admiral 
Duperre, were natives. Trade in wine, qpirits, 
wood, salt, iron, cheese, oi],fibh, &c. Pottery, 
glass, refined sugar, &c., are made and a Uttle 

sb^ building carried on. 
Rev. MM. Fau and Ddmas are protestant 

pastors here. 

Conveyances to Rodiefort, Nantes, Bordeaw^ 

Poitiers ; steamers daily, to Be de R6, 2^ and 1^ fr . - 

[Be de R^ 4 kil. from the nearest land, from 

which it is divided on the north by the 

Pertuis Breton, is 27 kil. long, and in the 

middle only 2 broad, being sandy throughout^ 

and yielding good wine and salt. It is 

strengthened by forts and a dtadd at St. 

Martin, which Buckingham tried to tak^

Tha cathedral dtrareh, with ita fine pinnacled 
steeple^ waa rebuilt 1668 (on the site of Charle- 
magne's), exoept a good ]>ortal of the fourteenth 
century, which haa aeyeral nidied figures^ &o., in 
ita roof. St. Eotropc's church, near the ampU- 
theatre^haa an exceUentqtire, built by Louis XI , 
and an early aorman crypt. To an old abbey 
here^ Eleanor retired, after her separatioa from 
Louis le Jeune. 

The Hdiel de Ville waa the biahop's palace ; 
there are alao a college, with a museum and li- 
bnry of 26^000 rola. attached; a district pepi- 
niere, or nursery ; salle de spectacle (theatre), &c. 

Bernard de Faliasy, who, after many trials and 
fkilures^ made his diBcorery of enamelled pot- 
tei7,waabom here, about 1663. Trade in Cognao 
braody, wine, grain, cattle, stone, See, Hotels — 
Das liessageries; du Bateau k V^peur (Steam- 
boat). 

KcT. J. I>o]en is proteatant pastor here. 

Coveyaneea to Angoul&ne (by Cognac, up the 
Charente), Bordeaux, Niort, &o. 

[At 10 kiL north-east, is St, Vinfrend, which 
haa a spring ristag in a rocky gap, and run- 
ning through a naarow vall^. Not far 
firoBB it, at Doabot^ are a chiltean and a 
email part of a rooiaa fountain and aqiae- 
duct which carried the water here ta the 
arena at Salutes. 

At 30 kU. to tha west, near Sa bk ntaa u x, 



are some ettier ronMa works; a stone tower, 
called the File de Firelongue, }03 feet high, 
and 19 feet square at the base; and an- 
other tower, or turret, called Tnrris Lon- 
gini, 13 feet high, in the middle of the 
Camp de C^sar.^At Frieurtf des Ardnes, 
t UL aoath^ near tha Bordeun leady $xe 
remains of a ranaa tila, batlis, &c. — A 
temple has been opened at St. Saloine.] 

La Jard (12 kil.), from which a road turns off 
to Royan and Mortagne, on the Gironide. 

FoM (9 UL), in a pretty valley o& the Seogne, 
haa the tower of ita old diftteau left, 83 foet Ugh, 
wliich the Huguenots held against Lonia X0I. 
It possessed three churches, &o., before tiie 
revolution; and haa three or four small bridges 
(pouts), which may have given it its name. 

St. Gsaia (11 kU.), whence roads turn off to 
Fort Maubert (on the Gironde) and Jonzac. 

MiHAMBBAU (12 kS.), haa a ohurdb, buUt by 
the Fr^g^***, and a ruined ehftSeau, which be- 
longed to liirabeau's lianily, whence there is a 
fine prospect. 

ETAULZBBa (17 UL), on aUttle river wUdi nma 
down to the Gironde^ on^te FaaOIao. . 

Blatb (13 UL), a aoua-prifteture of 4,300 
aouls^ in d^partmoit Gironde, and a pilot station 
on the east bank of the Garonne. It was the 
ancient Bloirfa, and had a strong caaOe^ taken by 
the Huguenots, 166^ and then by the Leaguers. 
This now makes part of the dtadel, on a rock in 
Upper Town, commanding the river (about 4 
vn broad), in conjunction with the fort of le 
Ftt6 (or the Fie), en an idandin the midst, and 
Fort M6doc oa the opposite side. In the old 
gothic tower of the castle the IXudiease de Berri 
waa confined, 1888. 

A good mairie, hos p ital, theatre, &c., are in 
the Lower Town, where the merchanta and 
pilota live At the Auatia abbey here^ King 
Caribert of AqLuitaine waa buried, 931. SUps 
are built; and there ia a good trade in com, 
wine, brandy, oOl, fruit, and timber. Hotels—

It was 
strongly fbrtified, and suffered in the English 
andreligioas, as wellas in the Tend^an warsof the 
9nt andlater rerohition(ddefly in 1798 and 18S2). 
Farts of an old castle of the twelfth century, 
flanked with fire or dz towers, are seen; also 
St. John's churdi, of the ninth century, and the 
olodctowo', 74 feet high, once part of the prison. 
Coarse woollens are made. JSTotet-Du Cheral 
Blanc (White Horse). 
[At ASrvault (18 UL north-north-east), are an 
old caatle, and the gothic church (with a 
spire on four pillars) of a convent, destroyed 
hi the religious wars.— Secondigny (14 kil. 
weet-Bonth-west) up the Thouet, has remains 
of its old walls and castle.] 
Srsssuibb (81 UL), on a hill over the Argen- 
ton, is a small sous-prefecture of 1,900 persons, 
and had good manufactures of doth till the 
Vend6an war at the revolution, which left but 
one house and the old granite church, with its 
tower of 860 feet. It is again revivioig, and 
makes handkerchiefli and woollens.

ToBSOu (15 UL) has a column (sh^^ like a 
fltctory chimn^) commemorating a victory 
gained by the Vend€ans in the same wars. 
[About 7 kil. east, are the picturesque ruins 
of TiUflauffes Castle, with its machicolated 
walls and towers, spreading over a redcy 
height above the Sevre, where the Creonne 
Joins. It was built by the counts of Thouars^ 
1119, came to the fiunous Barbe-Blue (Mar- 
shal Gilles de Bets, or *Blue Beard ')i and 
was dismantled by Richelieu. It comnuuids 
a fine prospect.

Tomnnw (17 Idl.), one of the most beaotlftil 
plaoei in the department Lot-et-Garonne, 
in two parts, above the Garonne, here croeeed 
by a suspension-bridge. FUoe de rEsplanade, 
where an old castle once stood, commands 
a delightftil view, which takes hi even the 
Pyrentey. The houses are well built, but 
irregularly placed, which gives effect to the 
prospect of the town. PopuUtion 6,490. It 
Sum a government tobacco (kctory.

AiaviLLoiT (11 kO.), on the Garonne, where 
the Lot Jofais it, (passing under a semi-arched 
bridge, built 1826), still shows the thick walls, 
towers, and turrets of the old castle of the dues 
d' Agidllon, whose more modem seat is also here. 
Near it on the righ^ it part of a roman tower, 
called Tour de St. Cdme. At 31 kiL further 
is Agen (see Route 60). 

From Acen, on the road to Montouban and

It has 
remains of a rich abbey, founded by Clovis, 
which came to be attached to Cluni abbey, and 
governed by an abbey-knight,, a mixture of toy- 
man and diurdimsH. The old chwrdk of this 
foundation, dedicated to St. Peter and St. Paul, 
has a porch covered with figures of the Annun- 
ciation, Adoration of the Wise Men, Flight tato 
Egypt, the Apoetles, fte.; white the capitate of 
the ruined cloisters are adorned with otiiev bas- 
relieft, some grotesque and indecent, of the Vir- 
tues and Vices. Trade in wine, saAron, grain, 
saIt,&o. JSro(e(—Du Grand Soleil (Sun), 

CASTVL-SARUAsiif (7 kU.), anothcT sous-prdfee- 
ture, with 7,200 poputotion, on the Garoane^ 
where the Ashi fUls in (idienee the nami^ Sur> 
Ashi), is hi a fertile spot, and well built, havtaiff 
remains of its old ramparti^ two andemk gatei^ 
and a gothic church. The Abb4 de Prades wae 
a native. Woolton serges, 6ee., are made. 
^oteU-Le Grand St. Pierre. At about 20 UL 
to the east, is Mohtaudam.

There it a column to General 
Laaiargue, a native. At Peulvan (near the 
town), and Peyrelongue (8 UL off), droid 
stones are seen. iSTotel— Dee Vo>ageurs. — 
About UkO. south of St. Sever, on th< Loute, 
at Hagetman, is an old castle of the kings 
of Navarre.] 
AzBB (7 kil.), near the head of the Adour, 
where the roads to Tarbes (67 kil.) and Agen 
tura of^ is an old decayed place of 4,300 popula. 
tion, and seat of a bishopric, having on Mas 
d'Aire hQ], remains of the seat of the Visigoth 
king, Alaric II., who promulgated the Theodo- 
dan code here. It sufTered ftt>m the ravages of 
the Normans and Engliah, and the r^g^ous wars 
wUch followed. The cathedral is rather old 
thanbeautifrd; an ancient convent is now the 
priests^ seminaiy. 

Qamus (17 Ul.), in department Basses-Pyre - 
nSes. Auriao (12 kU.), is the next place. 

At 21 Ul. farther is Pau, where the road be- 
tweea Bayoime and Tarbes crosses.

▼ersity, &e., and a flnronrite resort of English and 
others on aeeonnt of Its soft and beantiftdrliina#% 
and its ddightAd situation witUn view of the Fy. 
renees, wliidi are about 50 UL or 80 miles oA. 

It stands In a rich plain, above the Gave, 
i.e. torrent^ de Pan, (which rises at tho 
oeiebrated UH of Gavarnie), on a height. 
crowned by its old castle, memorable for the 
birth of Henry IV. or Eemi Quatre, the dar- 
ling hero oi the French people. The town 
began in a ch&tean of the tenth oeoiory, built by 
its vioomte% who marked the bounds hy itakes 
or pooitf (in B^arnais), whence the nime i» 
derived. About 1364 Gaston de Fois madait 
the capital of B&urn, and rebuilt the caatle ; and 
a parliament and university were afterwarda 
granted. 

The little brooks of Hess, Ousse, &c.^ 
traverse the town, wUch is eut in two by a 
ravine^ crossed by a bridge from tiie Flaoe de la 
Comc^die^ thelargestsquare, where the theati^ 
&c. stand. From Basse Vll'e or low town, % 
seven-arch bridge spans the river, towarda tk» 
hills of Jurangon, which are noted for white- 
wine. The main street, alx>ut one-mile long^ is 
crossed by several short ones ; the houses are of 
pebbles and cement. 

Place Grammont is surrounded with per., 
ticoes; Place Nationale, near the castle and St. 
Louis' church, is planted with trees, and haa 
Raggi's marble statue of Heary IV., which 
replaces one of Louis XIV., overturned at the 
revolution. When the people^ during that Uqg'a 
time, asked leave to erect a monument to their 
fkvourite, all they could get was permission to 
bund one to the reigning sovereign. As a eon- 
solation they cut this inscriptiou upon it in the 
Bearnais tongue, *A eiouqu*ei>VarrahCldenoutt$ 
grand Enri<? (To him who is the grandson of ovr 
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srdiiTa^ witli lettCM of Henry IV., many of 
which hftve been published by M. Berger de 
Xivrey . At the eoUege, founded as a convent by 
Henry, Is a collection of minerals firom the Py- 
renees, &c. There is a pitblic library of 15,000 Tols., 
a noHBal sdiool, and school of design, tnd drcu- 
■lating library ; a public fountain stands near the 
musee and market halle ; also a theatre, gorem- 
ment stud, bathi^ and the house (Rue de Trau) 
lin which BemadoaSf king of Sweden was bom 
^1764, the son of a lawyer. The hdtel de Gaisson 
commemorates another soldier, Marshal Gaisson, 
who fbught under Gustavus Adolphus and at 
Uocrol. He never despaired: 'I have that in 
my head, and at my side,' said he, * which makes 
me sure of victory.' One mere native^ the 
Vicomte d'Orthe, deserves to be remembered. 
When governor of Bayonne, in the days of the 
St. Bartholemew massacre, he wrote to Charles 
'IX.: * I have communicated your miO^ty's let- 
ter to the garrissTR and tewn^eople. They 
are brave soldiers and loyid subjects, but I can- 
not find a dngle ezccntiener.' 

A drawbridge leads to Hie gothic ch&teau, 
piled on the rock, and to the Basse-Plante walk 
In its gardens, on to a beautlAil shady terrace 
high over the river, called the Pore, where stood 
Castel-Bezlat town, and whence there il a noble 
prospect of the fine Val d'Ossau, the Pic duMidi, 
Mont Perdu, Mont d'Aq;>ey» &c., hi the snowy 
range of the Pyrenees. ** This Pure has been com- 
pared to the Eng at Berne. I think it decidedly 
superior. It is true that there are no mountahi 
masses equal to those of the Oberland. But the 
extent of the chain open to your view Is fkr wider ; 
the principal objects are nearer the eye; and, 
above all, the foreground and middle distance 
are Ikr superior at Pau. It Is the most splendid 
and ei^oyable Uwn tcoZib that I know ; and others, 
of a yet wider experience than mbie, have pro- 
nounced it unequalled in Europe.**— (Trollope's 

The old (Mleau Includes four towers, with low 
pyramid tops, and a square brick doi\)oD, 115 
<*eet high. In which Abd-el-Kader was a prisoner 
(1848), tin removed to Ambolse ; a broad stair. 
CMC carved with arabesques; an elegant ebi^l, 
restored by Louis Philippe (who beautified the 
whole structure with chefi d'csuvre of tapestry 
and carvings); the presence chamber; the 
mpartmentg ot JfifaiYueHte of Mavarre, or Max* 



guerite the Pearl, sister of Francis I., and Henri's 
grandmother; and those of Henri's mother, 
Jeanne d' Albret (who was bom here), with hit 
own bed chamber, and the room In which he 
was bom, 1553, containing his tortoise-shell 
cradU and the carved bedstead of La Belle 
Gabrielle. The last fine room was occupied by 
the Emir's harem, who used to roait their 
mutton In the middle of Its oak floor. 

When his mother's time drew near, Henri's 
grandfkther told her to siti^,* that she might 
not give birth to a puling and crabbed In* 
fknt. As soon as he was bora, the old king 
shewed him to the people, crying out * Ma Vrt" 
bis a en/anti tm lion f— then rubbed his month 
with garlic^ and made him drhik a few drops of 
Jurangon wine, to ensure a hardy and robust 
constitution. That Henri possessed an exccllait 
one Is well known; but the wonder is that be 
survived such vigorous treatment. He was after- 
wards nursed by a peasant at Bilhdro (to the 
north-west).

It was taken from the CounU of Daz by Gaston 
I II 4 one of tbe Prinees of Bif am, whose seat was 
at tbe decayed chitcau de Moncade, where 
lllanche of Castile was poisoned by her sister, 
the wife of Gaston IV., and where Gaston, sor- 
named Pheebus, killed his own son, and died. 
Tbe esatle tower commands a view over tho 
fertile district of IMara. 

In tho town to a new IIMel de Ville, a market 
hall, and fountains. It was a flourishing place, 
and tbe seat of a protestant university founded 
by Henri Quatre*s mother, till the revocation 
of the Edict of Nantes. 

On the hills above, the Duke of Wellington 
beat the French, 27th February, 1814, after 
crossUig the Pyrenees.

VtraaiUea, 17 kU. or 10} miles, firom Paris. 
Hbtels—Dea Reservoirs; de France; delaChasee 
Rojale ; de FEurope. Population, 35,000. The 
capital of department 8eine-et-0ise (formerly 
ne de France, Hugh C^ef s patrimony), seat 
of a bishop, tribunals, &c., and of a magnificent 
palace of tiie later Bourbon klnga^ which has 
been turned into a national museum since 1837. 
It was a mere hunting lodge of Henry IV. and 
others, till Louis XIIL, in 1624, built a biick 
diateau here, to which Louto XIV., Me Grand 
Monarque,' as he is styled, added the palace 
(1061-72), gardens and parks (twenty miles in 
circuit), at a vast expense; some say ton millions, 
some forty millions sterling. 

At Flaco d'Armes, opposite the palace^ the 
avenues de St. Cloud and de Sceanx meet 
each other and a third or centre arenue, 
de Paris, which is 288 feet wide, and well- 
planted, and diridea the town into two pa- 
rishes. 

That of Notre Dame to the north includes 
J. Mansard's dorie church, built 1684^ the pa- 
lais d3 justice behind the great stables, the 
engliah church near Place Hoehe (which has that 
generaTs statue), bamu^ a large market, the 
Venerie, or grand huntsman*s house, a fine hos- 
pital near the Austin college founded by Louto 
XV th's queen (with an elegant chapel), the rive

f la the south or St. Louis parish are the Hotel

Philip V. of Spain (Louis XlV.th*8 grandson), 
LouU XVL, and his brothers Louis XVIU. and 
Charles X., were bora In the palaeo. Marshnl 
llertbier, Generate lloehe and Goorgaud, and 
the excellent Abbe de TEp^c^ were also natives; 
Marchaud*a statue of tho last waa put up 1843 ; 
many fhssU shctts are found round thte place.

MAiNTnox (5 rnOcs), in the fertile valley of 

the Eurc (hero crossed by a fine viaduct on 32 

arches), whcro tho Voise Joins, gave titlo of 

marchioness to tho widow of Hcarron, whom 

Louis XIV. privately married at Veriaillcs. A 

square and several round high-peaked towers 

aro seen in the moated chateau, now belonging 

to the Due do Broglio, but In part as old as 

Philippei Auguste*stime; they shew Madame's 

portrait (by Mignard), and her bed-room. The 

chapel has stained glass of the fiftocnth century. 

At the end of the park aro dmid stones, called 

the Berceau (cradle), the Piorres de Gargantna, 

&c. The remains of an aquedtict, begun from 

Pont-Gouin, about 60 kil. west-south.west, up 

the Eure, 1684-8, by Louis XIV., to supply 

Versailles with water, are also seen; supported 

by 47 or 48 arches or piles, above 80 feet high, 

nnd to make which 60,000 troops were sometimes 

employed. Colin d'Harleville, the comic writer, 

was bom here. Population, 2,100. Coaches to 

Hogent- le-Roi and Dreuz {tee Route 91).

Cathedra^ buitt 1140-1260^ ia the Aape of 
a crosB^ 422 feet lo^gi 208 broad through the 
transept, and IIS to the roof. The ftont^ 16t 

feet broad, consists of a noble portal between two 
towers of equal breadth with it; one tower haaa 
spfare 864 ftet high; the ether 402 feet high, is 
later built (1514) and hi amere florid style. Three 
entrances, covnred with carvings of prophets and 
apostles, aro in the portal, which is 40 feet by 
80 and recessed 18 feet, having statues in the 
jamb% with a fine rose window above. Two 
other ornamented pordies and rose windows 
are in the north and south sides. The nare 
is 239 feet long, but the interior ia dark on 
account of the painted windows, of which there 
are 130. A bcautiftilly carved screen of the 
fifteenth or sixteenth century, leads to the 
dioir, which baa 46 niches in it, and a multitude 
of sailpture, besides bas-reliefs of the Descent 
flrom the Cross and the Presentation, by Bridan; 
another over the altar by the same artist, of 
the Assumption of the Virgin, was saved at 
the revolution by putting a cap of liberty 
on her head. The crypt and chi^pels of th^ 
older foundations are bdow. 

St. Andre's large old church, in Basse Ville^ 
of the twelfth century, is a store house; St. 
Pierre's, now a barrack, belonged to the bene- 
dictines, and has some stained windows. 

The inrefecture stands in a good garden. At 
the HAtel de TUle, which was the ursuUne 
convent, the musetun is kept, where they shew 
several otdecta of natural history, Charlemagne's 
glassy Philippe le Bel's armour, and the sword of 
General Marceau (a native), of whom a pillar in 
Place Marceau, or the herb market, states that 
he was * Soldat il 16 ans, General il 23. H mou- 
rut ii 27,* when he fell at Altenkirchea. 

The public library contains 36,660 volumes and 
1 000 MS3. There is a theatre, also a college^ 
normal school, school of design, public hatha, a 
bridge^ by Vauban. 

Porte Guillaume, with its old towvs renudnsf 
sand \YieT« «x« some traces of aqueducts made 
by t)ia ^QsaaaKSnV) «»S^«^^QB&a'(^»Ra AstSxtemm 
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vhenitwui the capital of the Carnutes. The 
l^orthmen attacked it under Haatings, and again 
under BoUo, the founder of Normandy. It gave 
title of duke to the Orleans famity. 

NieoUe, one of the Port Royal writers, and 
the advocate ration were bom here. A very 
large market for com and flour every Saturday, 
lasting an hour, when six millions of quintals 
are sold. Leather, woollens, excellent p&t^s (at 
Lemoine's, &c.) are made. 

Conveyances: by rail, to Paris; coaches to 
Orleans (80 kil.), Chtteauneuf-en-Themerais 
(24 kil. north-west), Uliers (2S kil. south-west), 
Brou (13 kil. further), Bonneval, Chfiteaudun, 
and Courtalain. 
[At Morancez (6 kil.) is a very old church, 
having no side chapel, but a lombard porch 
and buttresses in firont. It is supposed to 
be at least of the tenth century. 
BonnevcU (31 kiL south-south-west), a pretty 
place of 2,800 population, on the Loir, having 
a church with a good spire, and a mill 
which was once a benedictine college. Cou- 
dreaux, which belonged to Ney, is near, 
and there are several druid stones (menhirs, 
dolmen, &c.) in the neighbourhood. One 
dolmen near Baudouin mill on the river, 
towards St. Germain, is 12 feet long ; another 
of 10 feet is on the Houssay road, besides 
peulvans, or ring stones. 
ChdieoMdun (14 kil. farther), the ancient 
Ccutdlodunumf and a sous-pr6feoture of 
6,600 population, in the valley of the Loir, 
was rebuilt after the fire of 1723 on a re- 
gular plan. It has a square where *you 
command a view of the whole ; also remains 
of a convoit (now the sous-prSiect's house), 
and the old tower of the castle of Thibaut- 
le-Tricheur (the cheater or tricker), Count 
of Dunois, built in the tenth century. It 
is 96 feet high and 188 round. J. Toulahi, 
the inventor of painting on enamel, was 
bom here. 
From this, vid Touraoishi, it is 48 kO. to 
Orleans.— Venddme is 40 kil. further; and 
66 kil. beyond that is Tours (see Route 66). 
.-Blois is 32 kU. from Venddme.] 
CouRviLLB (11} mUes), on a hill, in a fertile 
part of the Euro valley. 
[ ViUOHm (4 kil. south), has the fine old feudal 
brick cattle, with towen^ moats, battlemeiaa,

&c., inwhieh Sully, the great minister of 
Henry IV. died. It preserves its old de- 
corations and ftunlture.] 

CbURviLLB is near Louis XlVth's aqueduct, 
which begins at the next station, 

PoNToounr (6 miles), on the Eure, and was 
completed as far as Maintenon, following a sig- 
sag coiurse of upwards of 30 miles. 

La Loupk (6} miles) is the present terminus 
of the rail, which will pass onto Le Mans, Laval, 
Rennes, and Brest. Coaches to Nogent-le- 
Botrou, La FertS, Bernard, Regni Malard, and 
its old chateaux; Bellesme and its springs, 
Mamers (tee Route 91); AIen9on (Route 91);

St. Victor (7 kil., to the east of whieh 
(3 kil.) is Montlandon and its old castle. 

NooENT-LK-RoT&ou (16 kil.) a sous-prefecture, 
in department £ure-et-Loir, of 7,000 population, 
on the Huisne (which has a fall at the entrance 
of the town), under a hill, crowned by remains 
of the castle of the famous Due de Sully, whose 
tomb, with that of his wife, is at the Hotel Dieu, 
founded by Count Rotrou, 1698. Excellent 
trout and cray fish are caught. 

[Bellesme (about 20 kiL west-north-west), in 
a forest, has the Herse mineral waters (2 kil.) 
near it, discovered 1607, rising out of a foun- 
tain marked by a roman inscription (?)J 

La Fbbtb-Beritabj) (22 kit.), on the Huisne, 
and so called from the fertility of the soil, was 
one of the keys of France when the English held 
Normandy, &c. It is a miniature town, having 
a moat round its ancient battlemented walls, a 
castle-like gate, with two solid towers, now 
used for prisons, an Hdtol do Ville, and a fine 
gothic church of the sixteenth century, looking 
like a cathedral. It is 190 feet by 70, and 80 high 
to the vault, or about 160 to the low spire over 
the west front, which is supported by buttresses. 
The. English, under Salisbury, took the to ii 
1424^ and it was given up to the Prince of 
Conti, 1690. Population, 2,600. 

[About 14 Ml. w«&lJ*wo*SDk.-'^«JO»>"^^^^

CoHiiBmB (19 kfl.), is near DoUon, so called 
after a dolmen or cromledi of ene stone, 20 feet 
loDg, resting on eigbt others.

' At 25 kU. further is 

LBliAirs. JETotels—Le Dolphin; La Bonled'Or 
(Golden Ball); debt France. Population, 24,200. 
The chief town of department Ssrthe, seat of a 
bishopric^ Scc.y on a hill side by the Sarthe^ near 
to the Junction of the Huisne, or Hutne, was the 
roman Suidunvun, or capital of the Cennomanni 
(whence the modem name), afterwards of the 
province of liaine^ which was held by GeoflPirey 
Plantagenet, whose son, Henry II., was bom 
here 1133. It was many times besieged in old 
French history, and in 1793, was occupied by 
60,000 Venddans, who were driven out with 
great slaughter by liaroeau. The Chouans also 
took it in their rising, 1799. 

Three bridges cross the Sarthe. Pont Tsoir 
*oins Gourdane quarter to that of the Pr6; Pont 
Perrin leads to St Jean, and Font NapoUon is 
opposite Place des Halles, the largest square in 
the city. Another square called Place des Jac- 
obins, and planted with poplars, was the site 
of a convent, and of a roman amphitheatre; 
Place du Greffier is a ^alk by the Sarthe, 
near the quais, with prospects of the fertile 
country beyond. The best part of the town is 
up the hill, that on the river, being a collection 
of narrow, steep, and dir^ streets. The houses 
are of stone and slate; many old ones are in 
Grande Rue, Place du Cbiteau, Rue des Cha- 
nofaies, &c. An ancient seat of the knights 
templars yet remains, and there are four or 
five modem fountains. 

St. Julien's Cathedraly 446 feet long, is on the 

tite of a roman temple, of which traces are said 

to be visible in the oldest part, the norman nave, 

which is of the tenth and eleventh centuries, and 

has a good south door; the fine lofty choir and 

the transepts are of the thirteenth to fiiteenth 

centurieSf the former being 106 feet high; a 

square tower, ornamented with rdchea, &.C., 

stands over one transept, 217 feet from ttift

other windows are beantiftilly stafaied; In the 
thhteen side dhi^Mls are monuments of Rl<diard 
the Fbrst's queen Berengaria, of Charlei IV. ef 
Ai\]ou, L. Dubellay, &c. At No. 1, In Bue St. 
Michel, close by, lived Scarron, the comic writer, 
who held a canonry here, till he married his 
wife, who afterwards, as Madame de BfaintetHMi 
became mistress or wife to Louis XIY. 

La Couture church is partly norman and 
partly gothio^ of the eleventh and thirteenth 
centuries ; it has a good west portal (with canr- 
ings of the Judgment), and an andent crypt. 
The abbey buildings near it are used for a pr6. 
fecture^ which contains a library of 42,000 vols., 
with 7,000 MSS., also a gallery of paintings 
(including a portrait on copper of GeoflRrey 
Plantagenet), and a museum of natural history, 
armour, roman stones, &c., besides an Egyptian 
mummy. 

Notre Dame du Pr6 church of the eleventh 
century, is cruciform, and has a carved door, 
way. At St. Benoit's is a good painting of 
a Dead Christ. St. Vincent^s abbey church, 
with an excellent front, is used for the priest^ 
seminary. St. Pierre's old church !■ altored into 
a school ; the residence of the monks of the 
Oratory is used for the college, and that of the 
Visitation for the palais de Justice, prison, &c. 
An old seat of the counts of Maine is now the 
Hdtel de Ville, and they still shew remains of an 
earlier building, which it replaced. Parts of the 
ancient town walls yet remain ; the circular hall 
on the Grande Place, was rebuilt 1822; on the 
site of a wooden one as old as 1568. There are 
a good theatre and public baths. 

Ledru Rollln, one of the republican leadora in 
the Revolution of 1848, and author of the Deca- 
dence de r Angleterre, was born here. 

Manufactures of cotton, woollen, wax candles, 
black soap, leather, paper, and beer; and a trade 
in these, and in catUe, fruit, fat poultry, grain 
clover-seed, wine, eaux-de-vie, and honey. 
Conveyances: to Tours, Blols, and Angers; 
on the Nantes rail; and to Alen^on, Chartr«^ 
Caen, Rouen, Laval, Rennes, &c. 

IBeaumoiUsW'Sarthef or Le Vicomt^ (27 
kil. north-north-west) in an amphitheatre 
over the Sarthe, which is crossed by two 
bridges, is a small bustling place of 2,400

St. Jsak-sub-Ebv e (10 kil.) is on the Erve 
(in department Mayenne), so called after the 
andent Arvii, whose capital was about 8 kil. 
south, further down the river, near the grottoes 
of Saul^ or Caves de Margot, which are in the 
limestone eOffs on Ita banks; one is about 64 
feet in diameter. 
[St. Suzanne, about 10 kil. up the Erve, firom 
St. Jean, stands on a rock, co m ma n ding a 
wide prospect, near a lake ; it has an old 
ch&teau, and the ramparts are rather re- 
markable as being vitrified, like some of the 
Piotish forts in Scotland. Six or seven 
menhirs, or druid stones, are near this.] 
At 27 kil. ftirther is 

Laval. flot«l*— La TIte NoUre (Black Head); 
du Louvre ; le Coeur Royal (Royal Heart). 
Population 18,000. A. manufacturing town, and 
capital of department Mayenne (formerly the 
province of Loww Maine), on a cultivated slope 
in the valley of the Mayenne. Much linen and 
cotton doth, and thread is made. The plain 
around was formerly called the Forest of Con- 
cise; the town grew out of a castle built by 
Ouyon, son of the counts of Maine, in 840. It 
waa taken and retaken in the wars between the 
English and French, 1466. 

An old tower (near the bridge), with its peaked 
top, is ail that remains of the castle, which came 
to the Dukes of Laval and the TrSmouiUes, and 
is used as a prison. 

It is a picturesque old place, having many cu- 
rious gothic timbered houses, and narrow streets, 
some rather steep. The Champ de Foire and es- 
pecially a hoiue called Bel Air, compiand the best 
prospects. Two bridges cross the river, the view 
up which takes in the pretty spire of Avnieres 
church. Parts of the andent walls are left. 
Among the buildings to be noticed are the 
churches of la Trioite and St. V^er^d— the 
former being the old cathedral, In the gothic 
style of the twdfbh century ; the prefecture and 
jtahOB do Justice (lar oourt}; the ooUcgo; a Urge 



linen hall (halle auz toiles); a public library of 
26,000 volumes ; twohoipices; part of the cor- 
deliers .old convent, &c.; but none are of much 
note. 

Ambrose Parg, of whom ther^ is a bronz4 
statue, was a native.

From Laval, on the road to Rennes, you pass 

La Gravillb (20 kil.), then 

ViTBB (16 ka.) a sous-prefecture (in depart- 
ment nie-etVilahie), ontheVilaine, having regu- 
lar gothic ramparts, strengthened by machicola- 
ted towers, between two of which is a housQ 
once inhabited by Madame de Sevigne. The 
houses are andent- looking. At the mairie, once 
a benedlctine convent, there is a good prospect 
of the country. The old castle of the dues do 
Trdmouille, at the west end of the town, is used 
for a prison. A stone pulpit is seen outside the 
gothic church of Notre Dame. 

Goat skin dressy are made here for the 
country people to wear in whiter time ; besides 
a few hnena, &o. Cantharides flies are also pre- 
pared. Savary, the antiquary, was a native. 
Population 8,650. Hotel— Ia Poste. 

A road to Fougdres, St. Malo, Avranches, &c; 
turns off here (tee Routes 9^ 96). 

[About 2 kil. south is ch&teau des JBoc^^s, the 
old seat of Madame de S6vign6, with a court, 
tower, the cabinet of Madame, eight-sided 
chapd in the grounds, &c.

Rennes. £[otel$—J)e France, in Rue de la

Vilaine, seat of a military division, of a bishop, 
cour impdriale, university, &c., on a slight hill, in 
a wide plain, on the Ille, where the Vilaine Joins 
it, and deven or twelve roads meet. The Ro- 
mans called it Cofuia<«-jRA«donum, from its situa- 
tion at the Junction (condate) of the rivers, in 
the country of the Rhedones, a Celtic peo\}la q€.

Bennei^ in Haute Bretagne.was the capital of 
the whole prorince; the Normans beseiged it 
873^ and John-of-Oannt, 1336, in behalf of de 
Mmstfort. A great Art, 1720^ burnt twenty-seren 
streets, and eight hundred and flftj houses in the 
heart of the town. These hare been rebuilt of 
daridsh granite and sand-stone; and the suburbs 
beyond the old walls are regularly laid out; but 
there are many small, low, curiously carved tim- 
her houses^ eq>ecia]]iy near the river, in Basse 
Ville. 

One old gate, the Porte Mordelaise, by 
which the dukes entered on their accession, has 
some traces of a roman inscription to the Empe- 
ror Gordian. Two out of eleven Places are 
tolerably large ; the Place d' Armes, planted with 
trees, and Place dn Palais, where a bronse of 
Louis XIV. stood. It takes name IVom the large 
Palais cU JtMtioe, on the north side, built 1670, 
with a tuscan portico, andfagade 162 feet long : 
the provincial states used to meet in it ; it has 
some gaUery paintings by Jouvenet. There are 
pleasant walks along the quay, nearly a mile 
long ; and on the Thabor, la Motte, le Maill^ and 
other promenades. That of le Thabor, where 
stands a statue of DuguescUn, is the garden of 
the old benedictine house of St. Melaine, and 
commands a fine prospect of the river &e.; la 
Motte faces the prefecture. 

The Hotel de ViOe, built s^ncethe fire of 1720, 
by Gabriel, near Place de la Com6die, is a grecian 
pUe, about 213 feet by 82, including a dock-tower, 
rooms for the tribunals, schools of design, gal- 
lery of paintings, and a public library of 80,000 
volumes, among which are many ancient books 
and MSS. 

St. Pierre Cathedralj opposite Porte Mordelaise 

replaces the old gothic one, with a tower of 

the seventeenth century, and is a very modem 

structure, in the grecian style, having a portal 

127 feet high, decorated with rows of columns, 

above which rise two tall towers. Its shape is a 

greek cross; the timber roof rests on pillars,

Nord, and Basse-Brctagne, is a place of 2,000 po- 
pulation, a little beyond which is the sitejof 
Lauiottd Broon?, the seat of the famous soldier 
Duguesclin, who died here 1311, and to whom a 
pillar is set up. The country people here begin 
to speak the Bas-Br£ton or Brezounecq lan- 
guage, a dialect of the Celtic. 
Lakoouborb (12 kil.), on the Arguenon. 
Lamballe (16 kil.), on the Gouessan, was 
the old seat of the counts and dukes of Pen- 
thievre (a title now in the Orleans family), 
whose old castle, built near a monastery founded 
1084 by Geotnrey I., was pulled down by Richelieu 
1626, except Notre Dame chapel, and its minaret- 
like tower. The site is a pretty walk, with good 
views. Population, 4,300; trade in woollens, 
noney, wax, com, leather, cattle, horses. JBoUH

[About 30 kil. north-east is Cape Frehel and 
its revolving light, standing 246 feet high, and

Some cu- 
rious old houses are seen at Lances and on the 
Trigieuz side of the creek, which runs up to 
the principal place.

The mairie and markets are 
in the Place, on the site of a large hotel de ville, 
pulled down 1836.

Conveyances, daily, to Paris, Brest, St. Male, 

Rennes, St. Pol, Lannion, &c.; and by steam 

to Havry. on Wednesdays, in 20 hours. Druid 

stones aie to be seen at Breumlis and Mene- 

gucn, and other spots in the neighbourhood; 

and at Touquedoc (to the east), are fine remains 

of a castle of the thirteenth century. 

[-St. Pul-de-Leon, (20 kil. north-west) to the 

right of the road to Brest, on the coast, 

is a decayed cathedral town, with several old 

gothic houses; and takes its name from the 

•*uman legion stationed in this part. Popu- 

ation 6,500. The beautiful granite spire of 

'Kreisker church, 394 feet high, was built, in 

the fourteenth century, by an Enflisb archi- 

uct ; a/ju ihe ca Jiedral, with lis two good 



towers, rose window, carreQ por A, stalls 
&c., and tombs of Gonan Miridec^ Bishop 
Visdelon, and the patron saint, deserves 
notice.] 

Lakdivisiao (20 kH.), has t good ehurdi. 

Lahderrbau (16 kn.), on the Elorn, wliich 
fan into the east end of Brest harbour, is a 
place of 5,000 population, to which Teasels of 
300 tons come, having large barradcs for saSlon, 
long quays, a church of the sixteenth century, and 
the Plaudiry fountain in the shape of an obelisk. 

f On the road to Lesneven (to the west) in a 
wild heath, are the beautiftd ruins of Notre 
Dame du Folgoat, a church built 1423 by 
the dukes of Brittany ; it abounds with deli- 
cate carving and tracery. ] 

At 20 kil. further is 

Brest. BoteU — Tye Provence, Grand 
Monarque (i. e. Louis XIV.), de Nantes, de la 
Tite d* Argent (Silver Head). Ca/g«— Parisien: 
Prosper; Laplancho. Population 29.860. 

A naval dock yard and arsenal, chief place of a 
maritime pr^fectiu'e, first class military station, 
&c., on the fine harbour or Road of Brest; ha>l 
a castle of the dukes of Brittany, which Robert 
Knolles held for Richard II. of England against 
Duguesclin in 1373, and which was giveii up 
to the French, 1395. Louis XIV. made it a 
naval station, 1631, by the advice of RichcUeu, 
and built the arsenal after Vauban's plan round 
the old tower of the castle, which is 100 feet 
high, standing at the mouth of a creek of the 
Penfeld (on the north side of the harbour), 
along which the town and dock yard lie. 

The town is divided into upper and lower, so 
steep as to be Joined by steps in several places* 
some of the newest houses are in the suburb 
of Becouvrance on the west. The Cours 
d'AJot has a good view of the harbour ; and 
there are promenades at Champ de Bataille. 
Place de la Libert^, &c 

A narrow passage, called Le Goulet (the 
gullet), about one mile wide, leads in from the 
Bay of Biscay on the west, to the noble land- 
locked HarbouTf which is about nine leagues 
in circuit, would hold about 500 ships of the 
line, and towards the east divides off into two 
channels to Landemeau and ChateauUn. It is 
strongly defended by batteries on every point, 
ntimbering about 1000 pieces of cannon ; a 
\ tAV^^ta^Vv cotina\>xi\QaiueA'«Uh Parisj and outside 
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th« Ooi^et, about 10 miles off, is Ouessant or 
Ushane^Zight, at the mouth of the channel, 
wh^re Keppel had an action with the French, 
1778. 

The Dock Yard includes 10 building slips, 
large dry docks, rope works (corderies), of great 
length, shears (machine a mAter), sail lofta 
(voilerie), cannon-foundry, and general maga- 
zine, forges, &c.,the Cayenne, orsaUors' barracks 
for 4,000, victualling office (pare aux vivres), 
museum of models (salle des modeles), the 
Clermont-Tonnerre hospital (a large building 
with 1,340 beds in it), marine library of 15,000 
volumes, and obserratory, &c. 

At the BagnCf an Immense buOdlng about 
850 feet long, on a hill, about 3,000 formats or 
convicts are kept. In the town are a naval 
school, called the college Joinville, Hdtel de 
Ville, St. Louis' church, salle de spectacle (thea- 
tre) with a good front, bibliothdque of 8000 
volumes, museum, botanic garden, medical school 
with a Ubraiy of 8,000 volumes, &c. Hoioe 
fought the battle of the 1st June, 1794, off 
Brest. One of the boats of the unfortunate 
Amazon escaped in here, 1852. High water at 
moon's fell and change 3h. 40m. The climate 
is moist and cloudy. 
English Consul. Sir A. Perrier. 
Rev. M. Lefourdrey, is protestant pastor here. 
Trade in wine, caux-de-vio, sail-cloth, rope,&c. 
Conveyances, by coach, to Paris, Nantes, Ren- 
nes, St. Malo, Lorient, &c.; by steam to Chli- 
teaulin, up the Aulne. Across the harbour and 
thence to Camaret, brings you to a druid circle 
of about 60 stones called Foull-Inguet, 44 feet 
apart, and some 18 feet high ; two rows of 12 
each lead to the circle. Ne<ir it is a view of 
the Bee de la Chdvre and Bee du Raz, at the 
mouth of Douamenez Bay, (see Route 74.) 

(a)From Brest, along the coast towards the 
west, you pass Conquet (?0 kil.), at the mouth 
of the Roads, near St. Mathieu's old abbey, 
and the light on St. Matthew's Point, and over* 
looking the Bay where the French were so 
carefully watched by the English fleet in the 
war; also the Passage du Four which lies hiside 
the Ushant, and the other wild rocky islands in 
the Atlantic. Further on (to the north) you 
com« to the Menhir of Plouarzel, a druid rock 
80 feet high (called Maen hir hi Cornwall, i. e. 
long stone), near St. Renan. Then come the 



Portal rocks, Abervrach haven, Lannion, and 
Jther churches, on the road to Morlaiz. 

ROUTE 91. 

JH aintenon to Orenx, Mortagne, Alen- 

fion, Hayenne, and Laval. 

Distance, 220 kO. or 137 miles. 
Mahttkivon, as in Route 90. 
NooKiiT-LK-Roi (9 kil.), down the Eure, was so 
called after PhiUp de Valois,who died here, 1350, 
and suffered much in the civil and religious 
wars. The English, under Salisbury, carried it 
sword-in-hand hi the time of Henry V. 
[Near Le Peage (8 kil. west south-west), is a 

cromlech of one stone on two others.] 
Dreux (18 kU.), in a ferdle part of the Blaise, 
near the Eure, is a weUpbuilt sous-prefecture 
of 6,800 population, who make doth, hats, linens, 
&c., and stands under a hill covered by the re. 
mains of its old castle. It was the capital of the 
Durocasses \n Caesar's time ; Louis le Gros gave 
it to his son Robert ; it was burnt by the English 
(being on the border of Normandy) 1183, and 
taken by Henry IV. 1693, after repeated assaults. 
The church is early and later gothic; thesquare 
H(\t<l de Ville, a mixture of gothic and renais- 
sance, has a curious chimney and a carved dock- 
tower; there are also a college, good hospital, 
theatre, and several timbered houses. 

Of the old chateau, which Catherine de Medicis 
gave to her son the Due d' Alen^on, 1559, you see an 
enormous brick donJon(now used as a telegraph), 
a ruined chapel with sculptures as old as 1142, 
and a highly flnished modern chapel in the greek 
style, built by Louis Philippe, hi which his family 
are buried, including his mother (who began the 
chapel),hisaunt the Duchesse do Conde- Bourbon 
(the poor Due d'Enghien's mother), his sister, 
Madame AdelaT('e (died 1847), his son the Due 
d'Orleans (killed 1842), his daughter Marie of 
Wurtemburg, &c. A high tower cloee to tl 
leads by a subterranean way to the charel. 

On the plain dose by, in I5b^ the Calvinists 
under the Prince of Cond6 and Coligny were de- 
feated by the royalists under Montmorency, after 
a severe action, Conde being taken prisoner. 

Rotrou, a dramatic writer; Philidor, the chess- 
player; and General S^narmMlt were bom here. 
Hotels— "Dm Paradis: du Lion d'Or (Golden 
Lion) ; du Saumon (Salmon). Coaches to Char* 
tres, Le Mans, Falaise, &c. 
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[About 15 or 20 kil north-east, down tho 
Euro, ur« Anet and Ivry (te* Route 1.)— Up 
the Blaise (10 kil. south-watt), are remains 
of Crecy chateau, built by Louis XIV. for 
Madame de Pompadour.] 
N07IA5C0URT (14 kil.), on the Arre, in depart- 
ment Eure, contains the house where Henry IV. 
slept before the battle of Irry. 

TiixiERRS (II kU.), higher up the stream, is 
near Mesmii-sur-rEstr^es, the paper fitctory of 
Firmin Didot freres, the first ininters in France, 
employing about 400 hands, who make about five 
leagues or twelve mfles of pi^r daily, in strips 
four feet broad. A willow in the garden was 
produced from that which overhung Napoleon's 
grave at St. Helena. 

Vkr2(edil (10 lul.), in the fertile part of the 
Avre, was fortified by Henry I., of England, and 
repeatedly taken and retaken till given up to the 
French, 1449. The Duke of Bedford defeated 
Charles Vll. here, 1424. Among remains of 
antiquity arc the cathedral church and ita spire 
fee en ten mQcs off), with quaint carvings on it ; 
tbe beautiful tower of the Madeleine church ; the 
Tour Grisc on the old walls, large and round, 
about 66 feet diameter ; and many gothio houses 
of timber or brick. The pub ic library has 3,000 
vulji., and the walks are pleasant. Population 
4, 1 00. Leather for bookbinders is prepared here. 
Z/ofcfe-DclaPoste; du Cygne (Swan); Grand 
St. Martin. Coaches to Falaise, Evreux. 
[L'Aigle or Laiglo (22 kil. west) ahready no- 
ticed in Route 6, must be again mentioned 
on account of a remarkable fall of about 
2,00 j aerolites, which occurred in 1 796. The 
cause of it was investigated by Vaquelinand 
Bicot, thfi astronomers.] 
St. Maoriok (16 kil ), in department Ome. 
MowTAOSK (12 kil,), a sous prefecture of 4.900 
souls, once a strong place and the capital of the 
Perchc, is on a hill over the Chippe, and was 
founded by YvP3 de BeMSme 968, and strength- 
ened with a double moat, fcvta, &c. In the 
war3 of the League it was pillaged twenty-two 
tim(S. The streets are steep. It has the old 
gothic church of St. Jean, with richly carved 
culs-de-Ianrpo (pendants) in the vaulting of the 
nbve. Ihe hospice was founded 1523, by Mar- 
garet de Lorraine. There are large market 
lM/l9, a. prison, public fountains, &c.

Mbsle-sur-Sarthb (16 kil.), on tbe Sarthe. 

S^ez, SO kil. north-west of it, on the Ome^ is 

described in Route 92. 

Lb Menu. Broust (10 kil.), lower down the 
Sarthe. 
At 13 kil. further is 

Alengos. Hotels ^D' Angleterre ; de U 

Foste; du Maure (the Moor); du Grand Cerf 
(Stag) ; du Petit Dauphin. Fopuhttion 14,400. 
This old seat of the dues d'Alengon Is a 
pleasant, well buQt town, the ci^ital of depart- 
ment Ome, in a wide fertile plain, covered with 
forests, where the Sarthe and Briante Join. It 
belonged to the county of Perche, which was 
once part of Normandy. 

The HdteldeViUe (town haU), on the site 
of the old Castle (of which two or three round 
towers are left at the prison opposite it), has a 
fine promenade something like the grand avenue 
at the Luxembourg at Paris. 

Notre Dame Cathedral was built between 1363 
and 1617. It is a small latin cross, 107 foot by 
32. The p<^ch and nave have some good car* 
vings; and the altar is decorated with tho 
Assimiption ki black marble, and a copper 
canopy ; a spire, 156 feet high, was struck down 
by lightnfaig 1744. Montsort church is of the 
eighth century. ^ 

There are also a palais de Justice, pubQc 
library of 7,000 vols, in the Jesuits* old churdi* 
two hospitals, markets for com, fish, linens, 
public abattoir or slaughter-house, theatr^ &o. 
Hubert, an infamous revohitionary hero, who

ConTsysnces, daily, to Parlay Rennes, Mans; 

the old castle and church of 8!. C&iery le O^rey 

(12 kil.), stormed by the Earl of Arundel 1484, 

the Dugos glass-works in Ecoure forest (8 kU.), 

and remains of a monastery in Persaigne forest, 

may be yisited hence. 

\^Mamgn (25 kil. south-east), a sous-prSfBcture 

of 6,000 population, in department Ome, on 

the Dive, having a church founded 1146 and 

restored 1831, and an old conrent, now the 

mair!e,&c. Some ditehes called after Bobert 

le Diable are traced; and at 6 kil. off is a 

roman camp. To the north are the ruined 

walls and arches of Persaignes abbey, 

founded 1146 by the counts of Alen^on, who 

were buried here till 1377. Abb6 Ranc6, 

who reformed the Trai^ists, was a monk 

here. 

Fresnay-le-Vieomte (16 kU. south of Alcn^on), 

on the Sarthe, in a pretty >pot, containing 

several linen factories (population, about 

8,000), and a norman-style church, beiides 

two round towers of an old ch&teau.] 

St. Dsms (11 kil.) 

Prbz-bn-Pail (13 kil.), in department May- 
enne, where good cider may be had. 

Mayenne (37 kil.), a sous-prdfecture in the 
same department, among the hlUs on the river 
Mayenne, very irregularly built, and remarkable 
for little besides the old ch&teau of its seigneurs, 
now a linen factory. Linen goods, of various 
kinds, are made and bleached, and iron Is forged 
near it. Population, 9,797. JEToee^s—De la Belle 
EtoUe (Beautiful Star); de I'Europe; du Petit 
Pavilion. 
Oonyeyanees to Laval, Rennes, &o. 
\^AmbTitre» (10 kil. north), an ancient place on 
the Mi^enne^ fortified by William the Con- 
queror, to defend the Normandy frontier. 
It has an old bridge, a pretty spire church, 
and a hallo en the castle site. Population, 
2,400.] 
MARTiann (13 kil.) has some mineral springs. 
Laval is 17 kil. Airther (see Route 90).

AlenQon to Falnise and Caen. 

Distance, 101 kil., or 63 miles. 

Alenqon, as in Route 91. 

SsEz (21 kil.) on the Ome, the old Civitaa 
Soffiorumt .And a bishop's see, with a gothio 
cathedral of the twelfth eentury, having a good 
porch, Sco. At the episcopal palace are portraits 
of all the prelates. Population, 6,049, linen 
weavers, &c. 

[To the east (6 kil.) is the old moated chfiteau 
d'O or Mortrde, buiU^ they say, by Isabella 
■de Bavidre, but now restored.] 

ARGEMTAir (23 kil.), a sous-prefecture of 6,147 
inhabitants, on a hill by the Ome, in a fertile 
plain, near the forest of Gouffera. The ditch of 
the old castle of the Comtes d'Argentan makes a 
beautiful promenade ; and the portico of St. Ger- 
main's church is worth notice. 

Manu&ctures of gloves and linens; and a 
trade in gndn, leather, fruit, cattle, poultry, 
and good cheese. Hotels— D^Tary; de Troia 
Maures (Three Moors); du Pent de Paris. A 
roman camp and some druid stones are near. 
Population, 6,700. 

Falaisk (22 kil.), a sous-prefecture in depart- 
ment Calvados, in Normandy, is a curious old 
town, founded by the Normans, and noted as 
the bhrthplace of WiUicm the Conqueror, whose 
statue on horseback was set up October, 1851, 
in the jHresence of Guizot and others. 

Perched on the highest rocks is the once 
impregnable normancastZe where the Conquoi-or 
drew breath, including the walls sixteen to forty- 
two feet high, the keep and the tower (100 fset) 
built by the great Talbot, who took the castle in 
the time of Henry V. It was re-taken by Henrt 
Quatre, 1589; and is now partly used as the 
communal college. 

The old town a^ohiing is hemmed in by 
remains of fortifications. East of it is the 
faubourg of Guibray where a celebrated /afr, of 
very ancient date, for liorses, &c., is held 15th 
to 26th August; and at the bottom stand the 
picturesque quarters of Val d'Ante and St. Lau. 
rent, watered by the small river Ante. The 
public library contains 4,000 vols. Pop. 9,600. 
ManufiM^tures of cotton caps, bone-lace ; and 
a trade in cotton thread, wool, merinoes. ffote^ 
— De France; du Grand Cerf (Stag).

DoMFBosrr (19 klL from Couteme), on a rock 
over tlie Varennes, is a small sous-prefecture, in 
department Ome (population, 2,700), but was 
once an important walled town, defended 1^ a 
strong castle, built by GuiPaume de Bellesme, 
DOW a picturesque ruin. It is near Mont Halouce, 
one of the highest points in this quarter <a 
France. 

M'illiam the Conqueror and his sons, Henry 
I. and II., made it their residence; Eleanor 
of Guienne, wife of the latter, gave birth to a 
daughter here; Charles YIII. stopped here on 
his way to Mont St. Michel; and Charles IX. 
also, about the time that Montgomery, the pro- 
testant leader, was imprisoned in it, 1694. It 
stood sereral sieges, the last of which was when 
Henry IV. took it, 1589. 

Metre Dame dbureb, one of tiie oldest about 
here, is a ruin. There is a prison, built, they 
say, by the English. The houses are old 
fashioned, and tlie streets crooked and steep; 
the water is bad, but the air is pure tiiough 
sharp.

Population, 6,500. who nw- 
nulkcture Unens, nails, cotton thread, See 
St. Bfartin, one of its two old lurches, 
is decorated with stained windows, and has 
a statue of Admiral D'Urville, burnt to 
death, 1842, on the Versailles railway.

Vise (13 kil.), an old place and sons-prtfec- 
tnre, in department Calvados, with 8,043 inhabi. 
tants, is noted for its good-looking, q;nrightl7 
women. It is well placed on a rock, where the Vire 
and tiie Vaux Join ; and tiie environs, bdbig bUly, 
are very pleasing. Among the best buildings are 
the foundling hospital, a general hospital founded 
by the norman dukes, Notre Dame gothic church, 
public library of 7,000 vols., many fountains. 
Cards, linens of the best quality, and paper (by 
machinery) are made here. Hotel — Du Cheval 
Blanc (White Horse). 

Several grottoes and druid stones are near 
and at Brimbal Hill, the highest in this quarter, 
the Vire, the Vey, the Sees, the Noireau, and 
the Grenne, all take their rise. 

TuofijoHY (25 kil.), has, at the Hdtel de YWa^ 
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troyed, 1789), with some pictures, and a piece of 
Gobelins tapestry. It is ftirther known for the 
inarbredeThorigD7,aroman gallic relic of the 
thirci' centuiy, now in the town>hoii8e of Caen.

La Bacconnikbb (17 kil.) 
Erneb (14 kil.), a pretty, indostrions place, on 
the EmSe, which the Yend^an army cros^ted, 
1793. Linens are made. Sotei^La, Poste. 
Population, 5,600. 

FouoERBS (21 kil.), a handsome well-built 
ious-prefecture, in departaient Ille-et-Vilaine, 
hi a healthy spot, where several roads join, and 
formerly one of tiie most important keys of 
Brittany, before its union with the crown. A 
point behind the church commands a view of 
the charming valley of tiie Non^on, and the old 
gothic towers of Raoul de Fougdres' ruined cha- 
teau. In the forest near this, are the Monument 
and Pierre de Tr^sor druid stones; also a sub- 
terranean passage, called the Celliers de Lan- 
deau. Vast numbers of sabots, or wooden shoes^ 
are made. 

Manufactures of linen and hemp cloths; 
and a trade in grain, oatmeal of well-known 
quality, beer, honey, &c. HoUU—St. Jacques 
(James) ; des Voyageurs (Travellers). Popula- 
tion, 10,000. 
[About 20 kil. south-west, on the Rennes road, 
is St. AuMn-du-CormieTy In a forest, with 
its tall, pictures lue tower of the castle, 
built, 1222, by Pierre^ Due de Bretagne. It 
Is celebrated for the great defeat sustained 
by Duke Francis II. (father of Anne of Brit> 
tany) and the Duke of Orleans (afterwards 
Louis XII.), from the forces of Charles 
VIII., commanded by Vlcomte de la 
Tr&mouUle then a joung man of 18, in 
the year 1488.] 
St. Bricb (16 kil.), on the Oisance. 
Antratn (11 kil.), lower down the stream, 
where it Joins the Couesnon. — Dol (see Route 
96) is 24 kil. north-west. 

PoaTORsoN (12 kil.), at the mouth of the 
Couesnon, in department Manche, an old place. 



fortified by Robert Duke er i^ormandy, ani 
nearly all burnt, 1736. The castle of tiie Mont- 
morencies was pulled down by Louis XIII. 
Trade in linen and eggs. Population, 1,900. 

A road, made 1842, loads to the famous Moui 
St. Michel (9 kil. north), which, as well as 
Avranchos, 20 kil. from Pontorson (by way of 
Font-aux-Beaux, on the Celune), is described in 
Route 7. 

ROUTE 95. 
Rennes to Dinan, Dol and St. Halo. 

Distance (to St. Bfalo), 69 kil. or 43 miles. 

Rennbs, as in Route 90. 

Hbdb (23 kil.), a village, with remains of a 
castle, approached by a causeway which over- 
looks a lake on one side, and a brook and several 
mills on the other. Each house has its pretty 
garden. The direct road to St. Malo, by St. 
Pierre de Plerguen (20 kil.) and ChRteauneuf 
(13 kU), and that to Dol unite here; but we 
leave them to follow that to the somth-west» 
about 20 kil. by B6cherel, to 

DlnaUiasous-pr^feoture^n department Cdtes- 
du-Nord, and a fine old town, most picturesquely 
seated on a steep granite rock, 200 feet above the 
Ranee, up which river small craft from St. Malo 
(30 kil.) come, takhig advantage of the tide, which 
rises 30 to 40 feet with great suddenness. It waa 
a roman station in tiie county of the Curioso- 
lites. Duguesclin took it fk-om tiie English, 1373, 
and de Clisson again a few years later. The 
Leaguers of this part made it their head quarters, 
but gave it up to Biarshal Brissac, 1598. 
Its old walls remain, so thick that you mightdrive 
a carriage on them ; tiie moiit outside is planted. 
In one part, near Porte St. Louis, is tiie tall ma« 
chicolated doi\}on, built 1300, by Duchess Anne, 
now serving for a prison. Like all old towns, it 
has many narrow dark streets, of old-flsshioned 
wooden houses ; but the more modem ones are 
built of granite. Place Dugaesclin is the site of 
a combat in 1359, between that warrior and a 
'Thomas of Canterbury;' his statue ornaments 
one end, and his house stands in Rue de la Croix. 

St. Male's gothic chureh, with its spire, has 
various carvings of sacred and profane subjects. 
That of St. Sauveur is nuurked by another tall 
spire, and contains bas-relieft of the Loves of 
Pysche, and a monasb«o.^ ^^« "^>a!jtJiiaili«'*^ 
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heart, brought h«re in 1810, from the dominican 
church. 

The granite horloge or doclc-tower ends 
In a spire, near the lidtd de Ville; the 
latter was formerly a hospice, and holds the 
public library of 3,( 00 volumes, l>eside8 portraits 
of Duclos the historian, the excellent La Garaye, 
and the soldiers Dug^iesdin and Beaumanoir. 
Two pillars, of a single block of granite each, 
front the tribunal. There are abo a hospital, 
college, salle-de-conoert, and a chapel for the 
English residents here. 

A pretty road leads out to the Coninaic mi- 
neral springs (1 kil.), in a de^ Talley : useful 
in cases of indigestion, &c. 

The neighbourhood is exceedingly pleasant, 
abounding in many charming walks and points 
of view. Within a distance of 6 or 8 kil. are the 
foUowhig :— At L6hon or L6on, only 1 kil. off, 
on a round hill, are the massive waUs and eight 
round towers of a casUet bidlt, they say, on the 
site of a roman fort, and rebuilt about 1400. 
Close by is the gothic chapel of St. Magliore's 
priory (founded 850, by Nominot), where the 
Beaumanoir family were buried. Near St. Esprit 
and the large lunatic asylum (1 Idl. west), under 
the care of the brothers of St. Jean de Dieu, is a 
gothic cross of granite, worth notice. 

La Garaye chiteau (2 kil. north-west), in the 
renaissance style. Is the ruined seat of its be- 
nevolent owner, who in the last century re- 
tired here with his wife, and turned it into a 
dispensary, &c., for the benefit of the poor. — 
Chcsnan, in the forest of Coetquen, was the 
seat of Abbe F. Delamennais. 

CoRSEUL, (4 kil. north-west) was the capital 
of the CuriosoUteSt a gaulic people, where re- 
mains of a temple of Mars (30 feet high), roman 
epitaphs, altars, ^)ieces of columns, coins, bronzes, 
&c. have been foui^d. Many of the tiles in i^s 
walls (which were 3 inches square) were used to 
repair those of St. Male. An inscription is seen 
on the church ; and a roman way may be traced. 
Montafilan chateau is a ruin. — At St. Jurat, 
Quiou, &c. (8 kil. south), fossil shells are abun- 
dant. — Ganterie (6 kil.) has remains of Roche- 
aux-FSes (Fairies^ Bockl, in granite; another 
druid stone (quartz rock) Is at Lesmonts (4 kil.), 
near JPlouer; and a granite menhir of large size 
»^ St. Samson or Tremblaie (4 kil). 
A steamer from the bridge raoA np 9xA doim 



the Ranee daily, with the tide; the banks arp 
high and rocky, and in some parts well wooded. 
Trade in butter, flax, honey, linens, sounen 
de pacotille (shoes for exportation), pottery, salt, 
refined sugar, &c. Motels — Du Commerce; 
de la Poste. Coadies to Rennes, Brest, Mor- 
lalx, Loudiac, St. Male, Dol, &o. 
[About 25 IdL north-east is Do^ an old forti- 
fied place (population 4,203), on a rock 
above a marshy inlet of the sea (6 kU. off), 
in a fertile spot, on the norman frontier. It 
was held by the VendSans, 1793, against 
the republicans. Some of the houses are 
granite built — ^in Grand Rue, for instance — 
but most of them are like those at Dinan, 
the first floor overhanging that on the 
ground, and supported by pillars, making an 
arcade in front. The old cathedral ^urch, 
once the seat of a bishop from the sixth 
century, is a large gothic pile of granite, 
with high towers, and a fine lofty nave, rest- 
ing on four-shafted columns. It has a col- 
lege, &c. On the sands, at the mouth of 
the creek, is a granite rode called Mont Dol, 
with a telegraph on it. 
About 2 kil. south of Dol, is the Champ Dolent 
menhir, or dniid stone, an immense granite 
block, 40 feet high and 30 round at the 

ground, below which it smks 30 feet Pon- 

torson (see Route 94) is 19 kil. west.*] 
From Dinan to St. Male, you pass 
Chateauneuv (14 kil.), down the Ranee, in 
department Ille-et-Vilalne, a small old plaoe^ 
defended by a fort on Vauban's system, con- 
structed 1777. Above is a seat and park includ- 
ing remains of the old castle. 

St. Servan (12 kil.), a port and bathing place, 
with lOjCOO population (many of ihem English), 
separated from St. Male only by a small bay 
which dries at low water, when you may cross 
the sands in a cart in ten minutes; but at high 
water it is 50 feet deep. 

A vast stone causeway 87 feet wide, begun to 
St. Blalo, will make a harbour (326 acred) of 
this bay, which includes two little ports fai it, 
St. Pere and Solidor,~the latter taking name 
firom a fort between them, on a rock, built 
1382; it is above 60 feet high, exclusive of the 
maehicolated top, and shaped like a trefoil, 
having round towers at eaeh of the three comers. 
\ *X!Yi'& \,Qr«m.\aM^\vQSiVvVQd the neighbourhood 
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a pleasant one; goofl bathing and mineral waters 
may be taken. HoteU — Royal ; de Constantine ; 
de France; du Pelican; de TUnlon. 

St. Malo (1 kil.)i HoteU— De France et des 
Voyageurs (Travellers) ; de la Faix ; Maison 
Brecey ; all in Rue des Juifs (Jew Street). Din- 
ner li fr., breakfast 1^ flr., bed 1 fi*. 

Coaches to Dinan, Brest, St. Brieuc, Rennes, 
Dol, Caen, &c. Steamer to Jersey, Monday and 
Thursday, calling at Granville. Passports are 
required to visit the Channel Islands, which are 
40 miles to the north. 

A soas-pr6fecture of 9,000 population, third 
class fortress, &c., is the best haven in this part 
of France, lying in the throat of a difficult bay 
at the Ranee's mouth, five miles across firom 
Fointe de la Verde to Fohite du Deooll6, and 
covered with rocks above and below water. 

The town stands on the lie d'Aron, joined 
by a solid causeway (called le Sillon), 200 
yards wide to the main, which often demands 
repair on account of ii\juries occasioned by the 
sea. To the east of the mole (carrying a fixed 
light) is the port, which is left dry at low water, 
but is perfectly safe. 

The anchorage in the Rade or Roads on the 
west is protected by seven forts; one of which, 
on Ho Oanchee (3 miles out) was built by 
Vaibin ; another is on Cezembre ; and a third 
on Beys rock, near the bar and the Roeher aux 
Anglais. Beacons are placed here and there 
to mark the channels between the rocks, some 
of which are 20 to SO feet high, and bear such 
names as Crolante, Durand, Benetln, Grandes 
et Petites Pohitus, Grand Conch^e, Pierre aux 
Normands, Ronfieresse, Buharats, &c. The 
light on Cape Frehel, 13 miles off, is within 
view. Near this light is St. Cast chiteau, 

celebrated,' say the French, 'for the victory of 
tfiat name over tlie English in 1758'? 

St. Malo replaces the ancient AletunHy the me- 
mory of which is preserved by Guich Alet point 
near this. It looks well, and has good hotels 
and streets of tail houses, but is rather a dull 
place. There are pleasant walks with prospects 
of the sea, &c., on the large high walls round 
the edge of the rock and strengthened by old 
lowers and Vauban's bastions. 

Two of its four portes or gates, St. Vincent 



and St. Thomas, are close to ihe old cJt&Uau, 
built by the Duchess Anne of Brittany, and 
making part of the fortifications. This is & 
square pile with comer towers, one of which ie 
called ' Qui qu'en grogne,' firom an inscription put 
upon it by that strong-minded lady — ' Qui qu'en 
grogne, ainsi serai c'est mon plaisir,* (Let them 
growl as they like ; it is my wUl to have it so^ 

The old cathedral church, the seat of a bishop 
before the revolution, is in the gotbic style; 
there are two other churches, with a bourse 
or exchange, two hospitals (one for foundlings), 
a high school, school of navigation, theatre, a 
government tobacco factory, &c. Under Fort 
de la Cit6 is a suspension bridge built 1817, 
and leading to the telegraph. A cashio and 
ball rooms are attached to the baths, which 
are much Ar^quented in the season. 

Opposite the catbedral is the statue of Duguay. 
Trouin a brave seaman, and a native; Cha- 
teaubriand was bom in Rue des Juifs, and is 
buried on an island near Solidor fort. Cartiery 
who discovered Canada, 1634; Maupertuis, the 
astronomer; Labourdonnaye, who took Madras 
and Abbo Lamcmiala, ore also natives. 

It is a great place for privateers in war- 
time, and, as might be expected, was noted for 
smuggling, but this has fallen cff. Some of 
the best sailors in France are found here. Ships 
are fitted out for the whale and cod flsheriee 
and the coasting trade (petit cabotage). 

Cordage, llneo^ fish-hooks, aaili^ soap, &c. aro 
made; and there is a brisk trade in grain, firuit, 
wine, spirits, salt provisions, tofles de Bretagne 
(linens), cider, honey, butter, wax, oysters, fish, 
&c., the produoe of the department or of the 
colonies. 

From St. Malo along the Dol road you come to 
ParamS, where you leave it for St. Columb and 

Cancalb or Cancalle (16 kil. to the east), a 
town on tiie clifRi^ overlooking a sandy bay, which 
stretches round by Mont Dol and Mont St. 
Michel to Granville. With the litUe port of La 
Houle, it contains a population of 6,100, fisher- 
men and oyster catchers. The oysters are sent 
to Paris, or to replenish the beds of natives in 
the Thames. A church on the height com- 
mands a fine view of the bay, the Herpin rooka 
at the Grouin de Cancal^ and other objects*
